greate increaſe of the Chꝛiſtian religion folowed there molle 
ample victoues, as the lyke ſucceſle is alſo ſcene in thele bar 
barous nations ſubducd bp the Spanpardes. Whereby it is 
apparent. that although ſum holde opinion that none owght 
to dee compelled to the fapthe, pet we ſce by experience that 
withowt dilputpnge of opinions (leſte the pacientes ſhulde 
dye defozc the phiſitians agree of the remedie) theſe enterpzi 
ſes haue taken good effect ro the great gloꝛy of god who cau 
leth men vnto hym by dpuers meanes and at dpuers ages of 
the declinpnge wo2lde, otherwpſe nowe then in the tyme of 
Chip ſte and his Apoſtles when the poure of miracles was giz 
uct vnto men to confirme the newe fapth which had pet pꝛe: 
uailed no where in the wozlde. Albeit, J belcue vereip, that 
if we wolde take the matter in hande accotdpngly, god wolde 
not koꝛget to apde vs with miracles if it ſhuld (o be cequiſite, 
as powe map reade in this booke howe he wiought miracles 
by the fapth of a ſimple mariner enen in thinfancie of fapthe, 
And ſucrlye, lpke as there is no cauſe why we ſhulde anpe 
thynge doubte of goddes goodneſſe in this behalfe if the faut 
be not in owre ſelues. Euen lo, it we wolde fprſte lette owre 
handes to the plowe, we ought to Hope that he wolde gine 
encreaſe and woozke with vs as he hath doone with other, 
by whoſe pꝛoſperous ſuccelſe we may plamelp ſee that it was 
his wyll that ſuche thynges ſhulde go kozwarde.

And that alſo cuen the 
Pz3inces of Juda w2ought vppon the walles and carted bur 
dens? lykewpſe that thep doꝛought with one hande and held 
thep2 ſwoozdes in the other? And ik it were lawful foz Ifta: 
ell accoz}dynge to the acThe, to vſe all meanes and pollicies 
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| to duylde vp the walles of earthly Hicrnſalem, howe muche | 
F moe then ought the ſpiritua!l Jſraclices to vit all poſſible The buyding | 
meanes to buplde vp the walles and temples of ſpirituall Die of ſpirituall | 
ruſalem, whoſe fundation is Chziſte, wpllynge all the nati: Yicruſalem- 
ons of the wo2lde to bee buplded vppon the ſame, It is the 
pꝛopertie of a wple buylder to vle ſuchtooles as the woozke 
requireth. And not at all tymes oz in all woozkes to vſeone 
toole. Foz that that ſerneth in ſofte tymber, wpll not ſerne 
in knottie pieces, no2 pet fog ſtones, Therpert phiſitian vſerh

YE RB) ſures. But vnto vs hauynge onelp one god 
whom wc honour in triplicitie of perſon, this 
reſtcth, that albeit we do not wooꝛchip that kind of men with 
dunne honoure, pet do we reuerice them, and wooꝛthelp mar 
uell at thepz noble actes and entcrpziſes , Unto kynges and 
zinces we gpue due obepſaunce, by whoſe gouernat;nce and 
urtheraunce thep haue bin apded, to perfurme thepz attemp⸗ 
tes. we commende bothe,and foz thepz tuſt deſcrtes woꝛthe:

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of thee Jlandes, bꝛyngeth forthe Maſtir, Alocs, and ſun: 
dipe other ſweete gummes and ({ppces as doth 1:4. Cotton 
al:io of the goſampine tree, as in 1 in the countrep of the 
people called Seres. 
The languages ef all the rations of theſe Jlandes, mape 
well be witten with our Latine letters. Foz they cal heaucn 
Tvrei. A houſe, no. Bolde, C.uni, A good man, ln. nothnig 
N.. All other woꝛdes of thept language, they pꝛonounce 
as plapnely as we doo the Latine tongue. In theſe Jlandes 
thep founde no trees knowen vnto them, but pyne appe trees, 
and date trees: And thoſe of maruelous heyght and erceding 
harde, by reaſon of the greate moyſtnci(c and fatneile of the 
grout de, with continuall and :cmpecrate ncate of the tonne, 
whiche endureth ſo all the hole pere. Thep plapnelp acpꝛme 
the Jlande of HKiyp.omols to be the moſt fruitetul lande that the 
heauen compaſſeth aboutc, as ſball mote largely appere here: 
at ter in the particular deſcription of the fame, whiche we tn: 
tende to lette kooꝛthe when we ſhall be better inftructed, 
Thus makynge a lcage of frendHyppe with the kpuge, and 
leauprge with hym. xxx vil. men to ſcarche the Jlande, he de 
parted to Spayne takynge with hym. x. of the inhab:tauntes 
to lerne the Spaniſhe tongue, to the intent to vſe them akter⸗ 
warde fo2 interpꝛetours. Colozus therfoze at his returne, was 
honoꝛablp reccaued of the kyng and queenc : who cauſed him 
to ſptte in thepz ptclence, whiche is a token of great loue and 
honourc amonge the Spamardes . De was alio made Admi⸗ 
rall of the Ocean: and his brother goucnoure of the Jland. 
Towarde the ſecond viage, he was furniſhed with. rit.ſhtp- 
pes: wherof there were great caractes of a thonſand tunne: 
xu. were of that ſoꝛte, whiche the Spamardes call Car.wcl:s ; 
without deckes : and twoo other of the lame torte lomewhat 
bygger, and moze apte to beare deckes, by rcaſon of the orct: 
nede of theyꝛ maſtes . De had alſo a thouſand and two hun: 
dꝛeth armed kootemen well appopnted : Amonge whiche were 
many artificers, as ſmythes, carpenters, mpners, and ſuche 
other: Certapue hoꝛſemen alſo, wel armed: Likewiſc mares, 
ſhiepe, heygheers, and ſuch other of bothe kindes fo: incraſe, 
Tykewiſe ali kpnde of pulſe oz grapne and coꝛnt, as wheate, 
ba:lye, rye, bcancs and peaſe, and ſuche other, as well foz 


food as to ſowe : Beſpde vpnes, plantes and leedes, of luche 
trees, 
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trees. fruites. and herbes, as thoſe conttrepes lacke , And 
Tooles and (not to be koꝛgotten) ſundꝛy kindes of artillerp # iron tooles, 
artillery, '** as bowes, arrowcs, croiſebowes, bylles, hargabuſes, bode 
ſwoordes, large targettes,pikes, mattockes, ſhoouelles, ham 
mers, nayles, ſawes, ares, and ſuche other. Thus bepnge 
furniſhed accoꝛdyngelp, thep ſet foꝛwarde from the Flandes 
of G«des, (nowhc called Cals,) the. vii. dap befoꝛe the calendes 
of October, in the pere of Chꝛiſte. 14-93. and arrined at the 
Jlandes of Curie, at the calendes of October. Of theſe J: 
water d:op: landes. the laſte is called Ferre«, in whiche there is no other 
pyng from a water that mape be dzunke, but onelp that is gathered of the 
ally. conn dewe whiche continually diftilleth from one onely tree grow: 
; pnge on the higheſt backe of the Jlande, and fallech into a 
rounde trenche made with mannes hande. We were infour: 
med of thcle thynges within fewe dapes after his departure.

And that as touching other matters, 
he hym elfe wolde ſhoꝛtly make relation in they2 pꝛeſence, by 
wolde of mouthe. Therfoze the dape befoze the nones of A⸗ 
pꝛel, he came to the courte him ſelfe . What J learned of him 
and other fapthefull and credible men whiche came with hym 
from the Admirall, J wpl reherſc vnto powe in ſuch oꝛder as 
they declared the ſame to me when J demaunded them. Take 
it therfoze as foloweth . The thyꝛde dape of the J des of Oc⸗ 
tober, departpnge from Fees, the laſte of the Jlandes of c 
n.rie, and from the coſtes of Spapne with a nauie of.rvii.ſh'p- 
pes, thep ſapled. xxi. dapes befoze they came to any Jlande : 
inclpning of purpoſe moꝛe towarde the lefte h ind then at the 
fyꝛſt viage, folowpng the nozthnoztheaſt wpndc:and arcmed 
fpzſt at the Jlandes of the ches, 92 caribes of which, onely 
the fame was knowen to our men, Amonge theſe, they chaun 
ſcd fy2ſte vpon one, ſo beſet with trees, that they coulde not 
ſc ſo muche as an elle ſpace of bare carthe oz ſtonp grounde . 
this they called Dominics, bicauſe thep found it on the ſunday, 
They taricd here no tyme, bycauſe they ſaws it to be deſerte, 
In the ſpace of theſe, rri.dapcs,thep thynke that thep ſapled, 
viii. hundzeth and. tr. leaques, the Nozthenoztheaſt wynde 
was ſo full with them, and ſo frelſhelp folowed the ſterne of 
thepꝛ ſhyppes. After they hadde ſapled a lyttell further, they 


cſpied dpuerſe Jlandes replcnpſſhed with ſundrye kyndes of 


trees, from the whiche came fragrant ſauours of ſppces and 
ſweete gummes . Here thep ſawe nepther man noꝛ beaſte, cr: 
cept certapne liſartes of huge bignelTe, as thep repozted why 
che went alande to viewe the countrep . This Jland they cau 
led Can, 03 Calants , From the cape 02 poynt of this Jland, eſ⸗ 
pying a mountapne a karre of, thep ſapled thpther . Abautre, 
xxx. mples from this mountapne, they ſawe a rpuer diſcẽding 
whiche ſeemed to be a token of ſome great and large fludde. 
This is the fp2ſtc lande whiche they founde inhabited from 
the Jlandes of Cue, and is an Jlande of the Canibdes, as 
thep lerncd by the interptetours whiche they tooke with them 
from Hiſp.niols into Spapne at thep2 ſpite viage. Serchynge 
the Jlande, thep founde innumerable villages of. rr. hauſes 
oz. xxx. at the mooſte, ſettc rounde abomte in oꝛder, ma: 
kpnge the ürcete in coompalle lpke a markette place. And fox 
almuch as J haue made mention of ther. houſes,it wal cn 
1, greattp, 
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greatcly from my purpoſe to deſcribe in what maner they are

lions. Thep frame is ray ſed of ercedynge hyghe trees, ſette 
clote together and faſt rampatred in the grounde, ſo ſtandpng 
a lope and bending in ward that the toppes of the trees iopne 
together and be are one agaynſte an other, haupnge alſo with: 
in the hone, certapne ſtronge and ſhoꝛte pꝛops oz poſtes whi⸗ 
che luſtepne the trees from fallynge , They coner then with 
the leaues of date trees and other trees ſtrongly c impa:t and 
h1rdened, wherewith they make them cloſe from wpude and 
werher. At the choꝛt poſtes oz pꝛoppes within the hmſe, thep 
tie ropes of the tottõ of gaTampine trec3,92 other ropes made 
of ccrtapne long and toughe rotes much lpke vnto che <2ubbe 
called $p4rtvm, wherok in olde tyme they vled to make bandes 
koꝛ vpncs and cabuls and ropes foz ſhyppes. Theſe thep tye 
onerthwarte the houſe from poſte to paſte . On theſe they lep 
as it were certapne mattrcelles made of the cotton of the gaſz 
ſa'npine trees, which? growe plentifuily in theſe Jlandes. 
This cotton the Spant undes call Algodon, and the Italians 
Bomby/ire . And thus they leepe in Hangpnge beddes . Ae the 
enteraunte of one of theyꝛ houſes, they {awe two Jmages of 
woodde lpke vnto ſerpentes, whiche they thaughte had byn 
ſuch idoles as they honour . But they lerned afterwarde that 
they were ſette there onely foz coomlyneTTe . Foz they knowe 
none other god then the Sunne and Moone, alt joughe they 
make certaine Jmages of goſampinc cotton to the ſimilitude 
8 ſuch phantaſies as they ſap appere to them in the nyghre, 
ur men found in theyꝛ Houſes, all kyndes of erthen veTels, 
not muche vnlpke vnto ourcs . They founde alſo in thepꝛ k:- 
chens, mannes fieſſhe, duckes flelſhe, and gooſe lleſſhe, al in 
one pot: and other on the ſpittes redpe to be layde to the fire, 
Enttpnge into theyꝛ inner lodgynges, they founde faggottes 
ok the bones of mennes armes and legges, which they relerue 
to make heades foz thepꝛ arrowes, bycauſe they lacke iron. 
The other boncs they caſte awape when they haue eaten the 
tie:ſbe . Thep founde likewiſe the heade of a ponge man faſte; 
ned to a poſte and pet bledinge . They haue in ſome villages, 
one great haule oz pallaice, abonte the whiche thepz common 
hautes are placed. To this they reſoꝛt, as often as they come 
togeryer to plape . When they perceaued the commynge of 
our men 
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our men, thep fledde, in thep2 houſes they founde alſo abone 
rr. chyldzen and women captiues which were reſerucd to be 
taten, but our men tooke them awape to vſe them fox inter- 
pꝛetoures. Searchpng moꝛe dil:gently thynner partes of the 
Jlande, thep founde. vi. other rpuers, bygger then this whi 
che we ſpake of before, runnyng thyroughe rhe Jlande, with 
fruitefull and pleaſante banckes, delectable to behaIlde. This 
Ilande, thep called Gud.dvpes, fo the ſimilitude that it hath 
to the mounte Gredlupus in Spapne, where the Image of the 
virgin MARIE is religiouſly honozed , But the inhabitaun⸗ 
tes caul it Cmucueris, O Queraquiers , It is the ch efe Habitation 
of the cbt. Thep bought from this Jland. vn. opin- 
gaycs, bygger then phecantes,muche differynge from other in 
coloure : haupnge thepꝛ backes, bicſtes, and bealics of purple 
coloure. and thepz wpnges of other variable coloures . In al 
thele Jlandes is no lee plentie of popingiapes then with 
vs of (parrowecs 02 ſtarlinges. As we bzpnge vp capons and 
hennes to francke oꝛ make them fatte, ſo do they theſe bigger 
kyndes of popyngaies fo2 the ſame purpoſe .. After that they 
hadde thus itarched the lande and dzpuen theſe ce to 
fipghte, (whiche rannt awape at thepꝛ fyꝛſt appꝛoche as ſonc 
as they had eſpicd them) they cauled theyꝛ company together. 
And as loone as thep had bzoken the c, boates oz lygh: 
ters ( wh iche they call ©-r0as) they lowſed theyz ankers the 
dape befoꝛe the J des of Rouember, and departed from c 
dalupes , Colonus the admirall, for the deſpꝛe he hadde to ſc his 
companions, whiche at his fyꝛſt vpage he lefte the pere befoze 
in t/ſp.ciols to ſcarche the countrey, lettt paiſe many Jlandes 
bothe on his r1ghte hande and lefte hande, and {apled direct: 
ly thyther. By the wape, there appeartd from the Roꝛthe. A 
tat J lande which the captiues that were taken in plz, 
cauled Madnino, 02 Marinino: Affirmynge it to be inhabited only 
with wom#: To wh the ce haut ac :e le At certen tym es 
of the yeare, as in owlde tyme the brcν Had to the An- 
nes in the Jlande of Liſbos. The men children, they fende to 
they fathers, But the women thepe kepe with them lelues. 
They h*ue greate and ſtrarge caucs 92 dennes in the ground, 
to the which they flyt fa2 ſaſegarde if any men reſorte vnto 
them at any other tp: e then is appopnted. And there defende 
them ſclucs with bawes and arrowes, arent the violence of 
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fache as attempte to enuade them. They coulde not at this 
tyme appꝛoche to this Jlande, by teaſd of the Nozthenorth 
caſt wpnde which blewe ſoo vehemently from the ſame, wher 
as they nowe folowed the Eaſteſoutheaſte, After they de: 
partcd frome N., and ſapled by the ſpace of. rl. mples, 
they palled not farre frome an other Jlande which the cap: 
tpues ſapde to bee verye peopulous, and replenyſhcd with all 
thynges necellarie foz the life of man. This they cauled Mons 
The Jlandes serratus, bycauſe it was ful of mountapnes. The captpues fur: 
of wens Ser ther declared that the Cribales, art wonte at ſome tyme to goo 
* frome thcp2 owne coaſtes aboue a thouſande myle to hunte 
buntinge for foz men. The dape folowpnge, thep ſawe an other Jlande 
men. a wari the whiche, bycauſc it was rownde, they canled $rct« Maria 
— 25 Rotund:. The nexte dape, thepe founde an other, which they 
Sanctus war Cauled s. Nanni. Which they lette paſſe alſo bycauſe they had 
tmus. no leaſure to tarye, Lykewypſe the thirde dape they eſppcd 
an other, whoſe bianetral lyde extendpnge krome the Eaſte to 

the welle, they iudged to bee a hundꝛeth and fpftie mple. 
Theye actirme all theſe Jlandes to be maruelous fapze and 
Sancta Mari frutefull. This laſte, thep cauled sant. Mi Antiqua. Saplyng 
8 Antiqua, pct ko warde, and leaupnge many other Jlandes, after thep 
had ſapled aboute foꝛtie mple, thep chaunced vpon an other 
muche bygger then any of the reste, which thinhabitans caule 
Intula crucis Ay Ay, but they named it ll. crucis. Deare they caſt anker to 
An Jlande of fetche freſſhe water. The Admiral alſo commaunded.xrrr.men 
the Canibals tg go a lande out of his owne (hyp, and to ſearch the Jlande 
Bete they founde fowzc dogges on the ſhoze. The Jnhabt: 
ve Caniba: thnts are C4nibales, and maruclous experte in ſhutinge, as well 
les are ef- women as men: And vle to inkecte theyz arrowes with pop: 
pert archers. ſon: when they had taryed there two dapes, they ſawe a 
karre of, a ca, iu the whiche were eight men and as e 
Arrowes in: women haupnge with them dowes and arrowes, They fcarſlp 
fected with allayled ow2e men withoute all feare, and hurte ſum of them 
yeneme. with thepꝛ venemous arrowes. Amonge theſe there was a 
certen woman to whome the other gaue reuerence and obeyde 
as though he were theyꝛ queene. Her ſonne wapted vppon 
her, beinge a pounge man, ſtrongly made, of tertible « frow: 
A conflict nynge countenaunct and a lyons face. Owremen leaũe they 
nul the “ ſholde take the moze hurte dy beinge wounded a farre of, 
thowght it belte to iopne with them, Therfoze with 2 ſpede 
| ettinge 
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ſcttinge koꝛe warde with their oꝛes the bꝛigantine in whiche 
they were ſette alande, they ouerturncd their c with a 
great violence, which beinge ouerwhelmed, they notwith⸗ 
ſtondinge, as well the women as the men \wpmminge, caſte 
thep2 dartcs at owre men, thicke and thicefowlde., At the 
lengthe, gatherpnge them ſclucs together vpon a rocke coue⸗ 
red with the water, they fowght manfully vntpll they were 
ouercome and taken, one being lapne., and the queenes ſonne 
ſoze wounded. When thep were bzowght into the Admirals 
ſbippe, they dyd no moze put of their fiernes and cruell coun 
tenances, then do the Lpons of Lib when theye perceaue the 
ſclucs to be bownde in chapnes. There is no man able to be: 
howlde them, but he hall fcelc his bowelles grate with a cer 
ten hozroure, nature hath endewed them with ſoo tcr2ible 
menacynge, and cruel aſpecte. This coniecture J make of my 
ſelfe and other which often tymes wente with me to ſce them 
at Methymns Campi. But nowe to returne to the viage, Pꝛocea⸗ 
dinge thus further and further, moze then kiue hundzethe 
myles, firſtc towardes the Weſteſoutheweſte, then towarde 
the Southweſt, and at the lengthe towarde the Weſte nozthe 
welle, they entered into a mapne large ſea hauinge in it in- 
numerable Jlandes, maruclouſlpe differinge one frome an o⸗ 
ther, foz ſum of them wert verpe frutcfull and full of herbes 
and trees, Other ſum, verpe dye, barren, and rowgh with 
high rockpe mountapncs of lone, wherof ſum were of bꝛight 
blewe oz aſurine coloure, and other glyſteringe white: wher 
koꝛe they ſuppoſed them by goodreaſon to bee the mpnes of 
metalles and pꝛetious ſtones. But the rowghnes of the ſca, 
and multitude of Jlandes ſtandinge ſo thicke togyther, hinde 
red them ſoo, that they cowlde caſte no anker leaſte the big: 
ger veſſellcs ſhulde runne vppon the rockes, Therefoze they 
deferred the ſcarchinge of theſe Jlandes vntyl an other tyme 
They were ſo manpe and ſtoode ſo thicke, that they coulde 
not number them. pet the ſmauler veſſciles which dꝛewe no 
cate depthe, entered emonge them and numbered foztie and 
pre Jlandes. But the bigger vellelles, kepte aloofe in the 
mapne ſea fox feare of the rockes. They caule the ſea where 
this multitude of Jlandes are ſituate, Archipelagus, Frome 
this tracte pꝛoceadinge fozrewarde, in the mpdde wape there 
lyeth an Jland which thinhabitantes caule ny 3 
it, ut 
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5-nnes or du But thep named it 1. 8. lob, Dpuers of thepm whome 
ena. we had delyucred frome the Cn:5es, ſapde that they were 
bone in this Jlande'afirminge it to be very peopulous and 

frutefull, hauinge alſo manye fapze wooddes and hauens. 
There is deadly hatred and continual battaple betwene then 
+ the Canibales, They haue no boates to paſTe from their owne 
coaſtes to the cu. But if it bee their chaunce to ouercome 
them, when they make incurſion into theyꝛ countrepe to ſeke 
their pꝛape (as it ſumtpme happencth, the foztunc of warre 
Seat te: beige vneerteyne)they lerue them with like laufe. rcquitinge 
vearhe deathe for deathe. Foz one of theym mangeleth an other in 

p!e:cs, and roſte then and cate them enen before their eyes. 
They tarped not in this Jlande. pet in the weſte angle ther 
of. a fewe of them went a lande fo? freſſh? water, and fownd 
a greate and high howſe after the maner of their buplding,

In the begin- 
ninge of Hispmole, (hauinge in it many regions and kynge: 
The Spany: Domes as we haue lapde) is the region of X.m:: whoſe kinge 
ardes lefte in is named Cuicmnmilys. This Cu iccunarillus ioyned frende hippe 
the Iland arc with owre men at the fy2ſte viage, and made a league with 
ele guac them: But in the abſence of rhe Admirall, he rebelled, æ⁊ was 
coauriius te the cauſe of owre mens deſtruction, althowgh he di.funulced 
belleth. the ſame, and pꝛetended frendHip at the ad mrales returne. 
As owre men layled on yet a licle further, they el pied a longe 
canoa with manp oꝛes, in which was the brother bf Cu icunaril- 
wo images ler with only one man waytinge on hom. De owght with 
of gende. hun tmo Images of gulde, which he gaue the Ad mrall in 
the name of his bother, And towloc a talt in his la'igu ige 
an concerninge the deache of owre men, as tyep pꝛoued after 
warde 
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warde, but at this tyme had no regarde to his communtcat: 

on fo: lacke of interpzetours, which were epther all deade, 

oꝛ eſcaped and ſtculnc awaye when they dꝛewe nere the Jlan 

des. But of thc.x.vi. dyed by chinge of apze and dyct. The 

inhabitantes of thele Jlandes haue byn euer ſoo vicd to line der 4 

at libertie, in plape and paZyme, that they can hardely away —— _ 

with the poke of leruſtude which they attempte to ſhake of ;

rous monpe, the lcede of innumcrable mpſcheues. So that if 

we ſhall not be aſhamed to confelTe the truthe, they ſccine to 

Ipue in that goulden wozide of the whiche owlde wzpters wee Souldew 

ſpeake ſo much: wherin men lpued {implyc and innocentlye s 

without infoꝛcement of lawes, without quarellinge Judges 

and libelles, contente onelp to ſatiſfic nature, without fur: 

ther veration foꝛ knowelege of thinges to come. pet theſe na Naked 

ked people alſo are tozmered with ambitt6 fox the delpꝛethep troub!cd with 

haue to enlarge their dominions: by reaſon wherot they kepe ambicicn, 

warre & deſtroy once an other: frõ the which plage J luppo 

the golden wozld was not free. Foz cucn then alto, cc, non 

rcd,m,that 18, gut place, & J wpll not gine place, had entred S yue place 

emonge men. But nowe to returne to thematter fr which we ; 

haue digrcCed, The admiral delprous to knowe further of 

the death ef his men, ſent fo Cuuceinarilivs to came to him to 

his ſhip, diſlunulinge that he knew any thinge of the matter. The Admira 

After that he came aboozd ſhpp,ſaluting the Admiral x his co endeth fox 

pany gpuing alſo cerre gol de to the Capetapnes and offpcers, the bynge. 

turned him to the woe captines which not longe befoze our 

me had deliucred fro the Cnibales, And crnetly beholding one 

of them whome owre men caulcd Catharpne, he ſpake gentel 

ly vnto her. And thus when he had {cence and marucpled at — — in 

the Hozles and ſuche other thinges as were in the reer de Ma, 
wen 
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uno wen to them, and had with a good grace and merelpe al⸗ 
ked leaue of the Admirall, he departed, pet ſum there were 
which counſeplcd the Admirall to kepe hym ſtyll: that if they 
might by any meanes pꝛoue that he was conlentinge to the 
deathe of owre men, he might bee puniched accoꝛdinglie. But 
the Ad nirall conlidering that it was pet no tyme to incenſe 
thinhabitantes myndes to wꝛathe, dyſmyſſed hym. The nert 
dape folowing, the kinges brother reſoztyng to the ſhyppes, 
epther in his owne name 02 in his brothers, ſeduced the wo: 
men. Foz on the next nyght about mydnight, this Natherine 
al well to recouer her owne libertie as alſo her felowes, being 
ſubozncd therto eyther by the kinge oz his brothers pꝛomiſes 
attempted a much moze difficulte and daungerous aduenture 
then dyd clocli« of Nome, which beinge in hoſtage with other 
mapdes to the kpnge porcena, deceaued her kepers, and rode 
oucr the ryuer Tiber, with the other virgins which were pled: 
ges with her. Foz wheras they lwamme ouer the rpuer on 
hozſcbacke. This Katharpne with ſcucn other women, tru: 
tpnge onlpe to the ſtrengthe of thepꝛ owne armes, \wamme 
aboue thꝛee longe mples : and that alſo, at ſuche tyme as the 
ſea was lumwhat rowghe. Foz cucn ſoo farre of frome the 
ſho2e, lap the ſhippes at rode, as nigh as they could coniecture 
But owre men kolowinge them with the ſhippeboates, by the 
ſame light ſecne on the ſh22e wherbp the women were ledde, 
tooke thꝛee of them: ſuppoſinge that Katharpne with the o⸗ 
ther foure, wente to Cut. Foz in the ſpzinge of the 
wo2ninge,certen meTengers beinge ſente to hym by the Admi 
rall, had intelligence that he was fledde with all his familie 
and ſtuffe, and the women alſo, which thinge miniſtred fur: 
ther ſuſpection that he was conſcntinge to the death of owre 
men. Wherfoze the Admirall tente fozthe an armpe of thiee 
hundzethe men, ouer the which he appopnted one Melobior to 
be capitapne, wylling hym to make diligent ſearche to kynde 
owte |Gracnmurillus. Melchior therfoze with the ſmaulcſte veTels 
enteringe into the countreye by the rpuers and ſcouringe the 
ches, chaunced into certen croked goulkes defended with. v 
lyttle & ſtiepe hilles, ſuppoſinge that it had byn the mouth of 
ſum greate rpuer. De founde here allo a verpe commodious 
and ſafe hauen, and therekoꝛe named it Porevs Reg dis, 

ſape that the enteraunce of this is ſo crooked and bendinge,

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that after the ſhippes are once within the ſame, whether 

they turne th? to the lefte hand, oz to the ryght, they can not 

perceaue where they came in vntyll they returne to the mouth 

of the rpuer : Although it be there ſo bꝛode that thiee of the 

byggeſte veTels may (ayle together on a froont.

They perceaued alſo that two ryuers of no ſmaule largencs 

fell into the hauen. Whyle they thus ſearched the lande be: 

twene bothe, Melchior eſpied a high houſe a farreof, where 

ſuppoſinge that Guuccanoillus had lyne hyd, he made towarde 

it. Aud as he was gopnge, there mette hom a man with a 

frownpnge countenaunce and a grymme looke, with a hun: 

dzeth men folowypnge hym, armed with bawes and arrowes, 
and long and ſharpc ſtaues like iauelpnnes, made harde at 

the endes with fyze. Who appzochyng towardes owre men, 

ſpake owte alowde with a terryble vopce, ſapenge that thep Taini. 

were Ti, (that is) noble men, and not Canibules, But when 

owre men had gpuen them ſignes of peace, thep lefte bathe 

thepz weapons and fiercenes. Thus geuynge eche of them 

certen haukes belles, they tooke it fox ſo gre ate a rewarde, vaukes bel⸗ 
that they deſpꝛed to enter bondes of nere frendeſhyppe with tes: 
vs, and fcared not immediatly to ſubmitte them ſelues vnder 
owre power, and reſoꝛted to our ſhyps with theyz pꝛeſentes. 
They that meaſured the houle(beinge made in rounde kourme 
fownde it to be from ſyde to ſyde. xxxu. greate paces, compa: 
ſed abowte with. xxx. other vulgare houics,haumnge in them 
many beames croſſe ouer, and couered with reedes of ſundꝛy Reedes of 7: 
colours, wꝛetbed and as it were weaued with maruclous art du colours. 
When owre men aſked ſum of them where they myght kynde 
Cuacranarillun. They aunſwered that that Region was none of 
his, But thepz kynges bepnge there pꝛelente. pet they lapde 
they ſuppoſed that d illus was gonc from the plapne to 
the mountapnes. Makynge therfoze a bzotherly league with Cacciuo. 
this cc, (that is to ſape a kynge) thep retourned to the Ad 
mpꝛall to make relation what they hadde ſcene and harde. 
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hundꝛethes to ſcarche the countrep pet further. Emonge the 
which were Hoiclus and Gornalurs, noble pounge gentlemen 
of great courage. And as they went rowarde the monuntaines 
to ſceke Grice milus, dpuidinge the mountapnes betwene the 
one of them ko wunde on the one ſpde therof foure rpuers kau⸗ 
lynge frome the ſa ne mountapnes : and the other founde. ui. 
on the other ſpde. Jn the landes of all theſe rpuers is fownd 
great plentpe of goulde, which thinhabitantes of the ſame J 
lande which were with vs, gathered in this mancr. Making 
holcs in the ſande with thepꝛ Handes, a Cubette deape, and 
takpnge vp ſande with their lefte handes from the botome of 
the lame, they picked out grapnes of goulde with their ryght 
hmndcs withowte any moe arte o2 cunnynge. And ſo deline- 
red it to owre men: who affirme that many of them thus ga: 
thered, were as bygge as tarcs oz kptchis. And J mp ſelfe 
ſawe a malle of rude goulde, (that is to ſap, ſuche as was ne 
ner molten) lpke vnto ſuche tones as are founde in the bot: 
tomes of ipuers, weighinge nyne ownces, which Hoieds him 
ſelft fownde. Beinge contented with theſe ſignes, they retur 
ned to the Admirall to certifie him Hereof. Foꝛ the Admirall 
had commaunded bnder payne of punyſhement that they ſhuld 
meddle no further then their commillion: which was only to 
ſcarchec the places with their ſignes, Foꝛ the fame went that 
there was a certepne kynge of the mountapnes from whenſe 
thoſe rpuers had their faule, whom they caule Cacicvs Caunabog 
that is, the loꝛd of the Houſe of golde. Fox they caule a houſe 
B. goulde, Cui: and a kynge oꝛ Lode, Cacicvs, as we haue 
lapde befoꝛe. They affirme that there can noo where be found 
betecr fpſſhe, noz of mote pleaſant taſt, oz moze Holſome then 
in theſe rpuers alſo the waters of the ſame to be moft holſom 

to dꝛpnke. Melchior hym ſclfe towld me, that in the moneth of 
December, the daps and nyghtes bee of equal length among 

the cm. But the ſphere oꝛ circles of the heauen, agreeth 

not thervnto, Albeit that in the ſame moneth, ſumc bpzdes 

make their neſtes, and ume haue alredy hatched their egges 

by reaſon of the heate beinge rather continuall then extreme. 

De towlde me allo when J queſtioned with hym as concer- 

nynge the tleuation of the pole from the hozizontal ſyne, that 

al the ſterres cauled lm oz charles wapne, are hydde vn: 

der the Nazthe pole to the cles. And ſarely there retur⸗ 
ned none from thenle at this viage, to whome there is moꝛe 
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credit to be gyuen, then to this man. But if he had byn ſki 
full in Altronomye, he (ulde hauc ſapde that the day was al 
moſte equall with the night. Fo? in no place towarde the ſtap 
of the ſonne (cauled $olficiwn) can the night be equall with the 
dap. And as fot them, they neuer came vnder the Equinocadl, 
foz aſmuch as they had euer the nozthe pole theyꝛ gude, and 
cucr elcuatein ſight aboue the Horizozedl, Thus haue J buicfe- q 
lp wiitten vnto powre honoure, as muche as J thought ſui; 
ciente at this tpme. And ſhall ſhoꝛtly hereafter (by Gods fa- 
uoure) wꝛpte vnto pou mote largely of ſuche matters as ſhal- 
be daply better knowen, Foz the admirall hym ſelfc (whome 
I ple famplperilp as mp verpe frende) hathe pzomyſed me by 
his letters, that he wpl gyue me knowlege of al ſuch thynges 
as ſhall chaunce. De hath nowe choſen a ſtronge place where 
he map buyld a Litic nere vnto a comodious hauen And hath 
alrcdp buylded many houſes and a chapell in the whiche (as A chapei an 
in a newe wozlde heretofoze voyde of all religion) god is day *<*Nt<3- 
ly ſcrued with. xui. pꝛeeſtes accozdinge to the maner of owre 
churches. When the tyme nowe appzochcd when he pꝛomp⸗ 
ſed to ſende to the kynge and queene, and haupnge pꝛoſpe: 

Larauelles 
wherot we made mencion befoze it was no maul hynderante 
and grecfe, vnto hym : Eſpecially conſpderynge the death of 
is men whom he lcfte in the Jlande at the fp2ſt vpage, wher 
we are pet ignoꝛant of many places & other ſecretes wher: 
of we might otherwpſc haue had further knowlcage. But as 
tyme ſhall reutale them agepne, ſo wyll J aduertyle powe of 
the lame. And that pou map the better knowe by conference Woarcbonnen 
had with the Apothecuries and marchaunt ſtrangers siropbenici- Sirophcnuct : 
am, what theſe Regions bearc,and hawe hotte thep2 ground ans, 
is, I haue ſent pou all kyndes of grapnes, with the barke a 
inner partes of that tree whiche they ſuppole to bee the Cina 1 
mome tree.

plentic of goulde. When thep that went to ſcarche the Kegi-: 
on, were returned they repoꝛted maruclous thynges as tou- 
chinge the great ryched of this Region, Frome theſe moun: 


lous induſtrpe of nature, deuided the Hole Jlande into foure 
artes, in maner cquall, ouerſpꝛeadinge and wateringe the 
le Jlande with their branches. Of theſe foure rpners, the 
one reacheth to warde the Eaſte, This the inhabitantes caule 
Iwnns ! An other, towarde the Welle, and is cauled Attibunicur, 
The thirde towarde the Nozthe, named 1acben © the laſte rea: 
cheth into the Southe, and is cauled N. The dapc befoze 
the Jdcs of Harche, the Admiral him ſelfe with al his horſe 
men and foure hundzcrh footemen, marched directly towarde 
the South ſpde of the goulden Region. Thus paſſinge ouer 
the ryuer,the plaine and the mountapne which enmroned the 
other ſpde of the plapne, he chaunced vpon an other vale the 
which a ryuer muche bygger then the fyzſte, and many other 
meant rpiers runne thiowgh. When he had alſo conucighed 


mounaynes., His armpe ouer the rpuer and palTcd the ſeconde vale whiche 
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was in no part inkeriour to rhe firſte, he made awap through 
the thirde mountayne, where was no paſſage betoꝛe, and del 
cended into an other vale which was nowe the beginninge of 
cibana. Thꝛough this alſo runne many finddes, and tpuers, 
out of cuerp holl, and in the landes of theym all, is fownde 
great plentie of goulde. And when he had nowe entered thꝛee 
Icoʒe and twelue myles into the goulden region from the citie 
he entended to buylde a koztreſſe vppon the toppe of a hyll, 
ſtanding by the ſhoe of a certepne great rpuer, that he might 
the better and mote ſafelyec ſearche the ſecreates of the inner 
partes of the Region. This he cauled the foztreTe of ſapnte 
Thomas. The which in the meane tyme whyle he was bupl:

uer, they returned in a ſhozt tyme, bꝛynginge with them their 

handes full of goulde, Amongeſt al other, there came a owld 

man bzingynge with him two pybble ones of goulde weigh: Fraynes and 

inge an vnce, deſpꝛpuge them to gyue him a bell foz the ſame 893— 

who when he lawe oure men marucll at the byggenes therof, elde. 

he made ſignes that they wert but maule and of no value in 

reſpecte of ſume that he had ſccne. And takpnge in his hand e 

foure ſtones the leaſt wherof was as bygge as a walnut, and 

the byggeũ as bygge as an oꝛange, he ſapde that there was 

fownde pecces of goulde ſoo bygge in his countrep, bepnge 

but halfe a daptes iournep from thenſe, and that they had no Cdronads 

regardcto the gatheringe therof. Whereby we perccaue that nt f. elde 

they paſſe not muche foz goulde in almuch as it is gouldc on: in that Hs 

ly, but fo farre eſtetme it, as the hande ot᷑ theartificer hathe golde oncly 

fahioned it in coomely fourme.

the lerpentes, which they afirme to dicker nothinge from Cro Crecoaties of 
| codiles of Egypt, but onely in byggenes. Foz (as phie ſapth) £8ypte. 
. Crocodiles haue ſumetpmes byn fownde ok. xviii. cubettes 
longe. But of theſe the byggeſt were but ok. vin. fote. Thus be 
* inge well rekredſhed, they entered into the next woodde where 
7 they fownde many of the lame kynde of ſerpentes hangynge 
70 vppon bowghes of trees: of the which, ſume had thepz mou: 
7 thes tyed with ſtrynges, and ſume they? teethe taken owte. 
f And as they ſearched the places nere vnto the hauen, they 
ſawe abowte.lxx. men in the toppe of a hyghe rocke, whiche 
fiedde as ſoone as they had eſpied owre men, Who by lignes 
and tokens of pcace, caulinge them agepne, there was one 
which came nere them and ſtoode on the.toppe of a rocke, cee: 
mynge as thowogh he were pet ferekull. But the Admiral ſent 
one dil to hym, a man of the ſame countrep, whom he had Didacus thin 
at his fyꝛũe vyage taken in the Jlande of Cuancbuini, beinge pictdur.

tepared fo an other kyngt. And wheras the Admirales men 
bad taten the fpiſhe ans 5 they lefte at the fp2e, they were 
the gladder therok, bycauſe they had leftc the lerpentes. Foz Scrpentes - 
there is nothinge amonge they? delicate dylwes that ther — IN 
eſteeme lo mucht as theſe ſerpentes: In ſoo muche that it is Ophiephagi. 
no moze lawfull foz the common people to eate of them, then d 
peacockes oꝛ pheſantes amonge vs. As foz the fpſſhes, thep 
doubted not to take as many moe the ſame nyght. Beynge 
aſked why they fyꝛũ roftcd the fyfſte which they entended to 
bare to their kynge. They ant wered, that they might bee the 
freſſher and vncozrupted, Thus wyninge handes foz a token 


of further krende : p, cucry man refozred- ro his owne. The 
D. i. Admiral 
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Admirall went fozwarde as he had appoynted, folowing the 
faulinge of the ſonne from the beginninge of cb cauled x 
pb: and 0. The ſhoꝛes oz ſea bankes euen vnto this hauen, al: 
beit they be ful of trees, pet arc they rawgh with mountains, 
Of theſe trees, ſumt were ful of bloſſoomes and flowtcs,and 
other laden with fruites, Beyonde the haut the lande is moꝛe 
fertile and peopilons, whoſe inhabitantes are moze gentpll 
and moze delyꝛous of owre thinges. Foz as lone as they had 
eſpicd owre ſh : ppes, they locked all to the ſbozc, bynginge 
with them ſuche bꝛeade as they are accuſtomed to cate, and 
gourdes full of water, offeringe theym vnto owre men, and 
further delpꝛinge them to coome alande. In all theſe Flandes 
is arertepne kynde of trees as bygge as elmes, whiche beare 
gaurdes in the ſtcade of fruites, Theſe they vile only foz dz 
kynge pottes, and to fctche water in, but not fo2 meate, foz 
the inner ſubſtance of them, is lowꝛer then gaule, # the barke 
as hardc as any ſhelle. At the Jdes of Maye,thc watche men 
lokinge owte of the toppe caſtell of the hyppe towarde the 
Southe, ſawe a multitude of Flandes ſtandinge thicke toge: 
ther, depnge all well repleniched with trees, graſTe, and her⸗ 
bes, and wel inhabyted. In the (oe of the continent, he chall 


ced into a nauigablerpucr whoſe water was ſoo Hotte, that 


no man myght endure to abpde his hande therein any tyme. 
The dap folowinge, eſpping a farre of a Canoa of fpſher men 
of thinhabitantes, fearinge leaſt thep ſbulde fipe at the ſyg 
of owre men,he commaunded certepne to aTaple them pzpuilp 
with the ſhyppe boates. But thep fcaringe nothinge, tarped 
the comminge of owre men. Rowe ſhal pou heare a newe kind 
of fyſhinge. Lpke as we with grephoundes doo hunte hares, 
in the playne ficldes. So doo they as it were with a huntpng 
kylſhe, take other kyſſhes. This kyſſhe was of ſhape oz kourme 
vnknowen vnto vs: but the body therof, not muche vnlpke a 
greate pele: haninge on the hynder parte of the heade, a derp 
towgh kynne,lpke vnto a greate bagge oꝛ purſe, This fpſthe 
ig tyed by the ſyde of the boate with a cozde lette downe ſoo 
farre into the water, that the fylſhe mape lye cloſe hyd by the 
keele 03 bottome of the (ame,foz ſhee map in no caſe a the 
ſight af the aper. Thus when they elpie any greate fyſſhe, oz 
toꝛtopſe wherot there is great abundance bygger then great 
targettes) tgeꝑ let the code at lengthc, But when ſhe kecleth 
her 
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her ſelfe looſed, ſhec enuadeth the fylſhe oꝛ toꝛtoyſe as ſwift: 
ly as an arrowe. And where ſhe hath once fallened her hewld 
thee caſteth the purſe of lkynne wherof we lp. ke befoze: And 
by dꝛawyng the lame togyther, ſoo graſpeleth her pray, that 
no mans ſirength is ſuckicient to vnlooſe the ſame, excepte by 
lyttle and lpttle dꝛawinge the lpne, ſhee bee lyfted ſumwhat 
aboue the bꝛymme ok the water. Foz then, as ſone as ſhe ſe: 
eth the bzightnes of the aper, ſhee lettethe goo her howlde. 
The pꝛape therfoze, beinge nowe dꝛawen nere to the bzpmme 
of the water, there leapeth ſoodenlp owte of the boate into Fyſſher men. 
the ſea ſoo manpe fyſſhers, as mapt ſu ice to holde faſte the 
2ape, vntpll the reſte of the coompany haue taken it into the 
date. Which thinge doone, they looſe ſoo muche of the coꝛd, 
that * hunting kylſbe, map ageyne returns to her place with 
in the water: where bp an other coꝛde, they let downe to her 
a picce of the pꝛape, as we vſe to rewarde grephoundes after 
they haue kylled thepz game. This kylſhe, they caule Graicanz, The fyThe

toztoples taken by this mcanes : Ind thoſe of ſuch byggenes 
that they almoſte fplled theyz Nera boate, Foz theſe fyſ- 
bes are elleemed amonge them foz delicate meate, Owre men 
recompenſed them agepne with other rewardes, and ſoo lette 
them departe. Beinge aſked of the coompalſe of that lande, 
they aunſwered that it had no ende weſtewarde, Mot inſtant | 
ly deſpzinge the Admirall to coome alande: os in his name to dumame peo 
ſende one with thẽ to ſalute their caxcvs, (that is) their kinge: ple. 
Ackirmynge that he wolde gyue owe men many pzeſentcs, pf 
they wolde goo to hym. But the Admiral, leaſtc he Qulde bee 
hyndered of the vpage —— he had begunne, refuſed to goo 
with them. Then thep delpꝛed to knowe his name, and towld 
owe men lpkewpſe the name of thepꝛ kyng. Thus ſapling on 
pet further eucr toward te Welt, within fewe dapes he came . : 
nert vnto a certeyne exceding high moſitapne, wel inhabpted fare ang 
reaſon of the great fertilitie of the lame. Thinhabitauntes well inhaber 
of this mountapne, dzowght to owre ſbippe, bzcade, goſſam: ted. 
pine cotton, cunntes, and ſundzp kyndes of wpldfowlc ; dc: 
maundpnge relpgioudp of thintcrpzctoures,if this nation deC 
cended not from heauen. The kynge of this people, and dp: 
uers other ſage men that ſtoode by hym, infozmed hym that 
that lande was no Jlande, Shozily mn into _ 
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of the J landes beinge on the lefte hande of this lande, they 
fownde no body therin : fo2 they flcdde al at the commyng of 
o wre men. vet fownde they there kowꝛe dogges of marnelons 
defo2med ſhape, and ſnche as coulde not barke. This kynd of 
dogges, they cate as we do goates. Dert is great plentie of 
geeſe, duckes, and hearons. Betwene thcſe Jlandes and the 
continente, he entered into ſos narowe ftrepghtes, that he 
coulde ſcarſcly turne backe the ſhippes : And theſe allo to ſha; 
lowe.,that the kcele of the ſhops ſumtyme raled on the ſandes 
The water of theſe ſtrepghtcs, fo2 the ſpace of foztie mples, 
was white and thycke lpͤe vnto mylke, and as th2awgh melt 
had byn ſparkeled th:owgh owte al that ſea, And when they 
ha? at the lengthe eſcaped theſe trayghtes, and were nowe 
coome into a mapne and large ſea, and had ſapled theron fog 
the ſp ice of foure ſcoꝛe mples, they eſpped an other erccdinge 
hygh mountapne, whyther the Admirall ceſozted to ſtoze his 
\pppes with freſſhe water and fuel. Tzeare amonge certepne 
wooddes of date trees, and pyncable trees of crcedpng height 
he fownd two native ſprynges ok freche water. In th: meant 
tpme whyle the woodde was cittpuge and the barrelles fol: 
png, one of owre archers went into the wood to hunt: where 
he eſpye? a certepne man with a whpte veſture, ſootpke a 
fryer of thoꝛder of ſapnt Marpe of Nrerdis, that at the kyꝛſte 
ſigh: he ſuppoſed it h dyn the Ad mralles precfte which he 
bꝛowght with hym. beyng a man of the ſame ozder. But two 
other tolowed hym immediatlpe owre of the ſame wooddes, 
tly after, he ſawe a farre of a hole coompanp of meu clo: 

in apparel, bcinge ab te. xxx. in nomber. Then turning 

cke and cryinge owte to his felowes, he made Haſte te 

s with all that he mpght dꝛyue. Theſe apparelled 

„made ſignes and tokens to hym to tary and nat to bee 
pde. But that notwithlandinge, he ceaſed not to flye, 
The Admcall beinge aduertiſed hereof, and not a lyttle retop 
ſynge that he had fownde a ciuile people, in continentlp ſent 
kouh armed men, with commaundement, that pf ncede h2uld 
ſoo requpꝛe, they ulde enter fortic mples into the Jlande, 
vntyl they myght fynde eyther thoſe apparelled men, oꝛ other 
inhabitautes of that countrep. When they hadde paTed duet 
the woodde, they came into a greate plapac full ot graſte and 
herbes, in which appeared no token of anp pathe wap. Bere 


attemptinge 
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attemptinge to goo thꝛowgh the grallc and herbes, they were 
Coo encangled and bewzapte therin, that they were ſcarſely a gra re an 
ble to palle ample, the gralle bein ge there lyttle lower then as hyghe as 
owzc rype cone. Beinge therkoze werped, they were enfo2ccd cone. 
to returne ageyne, fpndyng no pathe wap. The day folowtng 
he ſent foozth.rrv. armed men an other way: Lommannding 
them to make diligent ſcarche and inquiſitign what maner of 
people inhabited the land. Who departinge, when they had 
fowndc not farre from the ſea ſyde certeyne teppes of wylde capes of 
beaſtes,of the which they ſuſpected ſum to bee of Lyons frete wyid beaſtes 
being ftriken with fcare,returned backe ageyne. As they came fecte. 
they fewndt a woodde in the which were many nate vines Native Vines 
here and there crepinge abowte Highe trees, with many other 
trees bearinge aromatricall fruitcs and ſpyces. Of theſe vines 
they bzowght with them into Spaine many cluſters of grapes Trec 9 bea⸗ 
verp — and full of lycoure. But of the other fruites, ng fueker“ 
they bzowghe none bycauſe they putrified by the waye in the fruites. 
hippe, and were caſte into the ſca. They ſape alſo that in the 
laundes oz mcdowes of thoſe wooddes, they ſawe flockes of „ 
greate cranes twyſe as bygge as owres, As he went fozward es f 
and turned his ſayles towarde cert other mount atues, he 
eſpicd two cotages on the ſhoze, in the whiche he ſawe onel 
one man: who beinge bzowghe to the ſhpppe, l1gnified wt 
heade, ers, and by al other ſignes, that he coul de deniſe 
that the lande which lay beyonde thoſe mountapnes, was ve: 

full of people. And as the Admirall dꝛewe nere the ſhoze of 

lame, there mette hym certepnc Cao hauingt in them ma Dpuers lam: 
ny people of the counttey, who made ſignes and tokens of gages nuthe 
peace and frendeſhyp. But here bid. cu thinterpꝛetour whiche Jlande of 
vndcrſtoode the language of thinhabitantes of the beginning Cube. 
of C»b.:, vnderſtode not them one whytte, wherby they conſp⸗ 
dzed that in ſundꝛy pꝛouunces of cuba, wert ſundip languages 
De had alſo intelligence, that in the inlande of this Region, 
was a kynge of greate power, and accuſtomed to weare appa 
rell. De layth that all the tracte of this ſboʒe, was dꝛowned 
with water and full of mudde, beſettc with many trees, after 
the maner of owre maryſches pet whereas in this plate they 
wente alande foz freſſhe water, thep fownde many of the hel Heartes in 
kylches in the whiche pearies are gathered. But that coulde Velfyſſbes. 
not cauſe the Admirall to tracte the tyme there, GT at 
| thus 
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of the Jlandes beinge on the lefte hande of this lande, they 

fowndc no body therin : foꝛ they fledde al at the commyng of 

owre men. pet fownde thep there kowꝛe dogges of maruelous 

Dogge of defoꝛmed ſhape, and ſnche as coulde not barke. This kynd of 
ang ahne“ dogges, they tate as we do goates. Bert is great plentie of 
Puckes, geele, duckes, and hearons, Betwene theſe Jlandes and the 
vegrons. Continente, he entered into ſ09 narowe — , that he 
coulde ſcarſcly turne backe the ſbippes: And theſe allo fo ſha: 

Streightes. owe, that the keele of the ſhyps ſumtyme raled on the ſandes 
The water of theſe ſtrepghtes, fo2 the ſpace of foztte mples, 

whyte and was white and thycke lpͤe vnto mylke, and as thowgh mele 
thicke water. had dyn ſparkeled thiowgh owte al that ſea, And when they 
had at thelengthe eſcaped theſe trayghtes, and were nowe 

coome into a mapne and large ſca, and had ſaplcd theron foz 

the ſp ice of foure ſcoꝛe mples,thep eſpped an other erccdinge 

hygh mountapne, whyther the Admirall reſozted to ſtoze his 

woaddes of ſbyppts with freſfſhe water and fuel. Heare amonge certepne 
date trees. Wooddes of date trees, and pyncable trees of excedpng height 
he fownd two natiue ſprynges of frelche water. In th: meant 

tyme whyle the woodde was cuttpuge and the barrelles fplz 

png, one of owre archers went into the wood to hunt: where 

wen apparc- he eſppe? a certepne man with a whpte veſture, ſootpke a 
—.— white fryer of thoꝛder of ſapnt Marpe of Mercevis, that at the fp2ſte 
1 8 ſigh: he ſuppoſed it hid byn the Ad mralles pꝛecũte which he 
bꝛowght with hym. beyng a man of the ſame ozder. But two 

other tolowed hym immediatlpe owtt of the ſame wooddes, 
ly after, he ſawe a farre of a hole coompany of men clo: 

in apparel, bcinge ab wte. xxx. in nomber. Then turning 
cke and cryinge owte to his felowes, he made Haſte ts 
s with all that he myght dꝛpue. Theſe apparelled 
„made ſignes and tokens to hym to tary and nat to bee 
pde. But that notwithlandinge, he ceaſed not to flye, 
The Admcall beinge aduertiſed hereof, and not a lyttle retop 
ſynge that he had fownde a cinile people, in continently (cnt 
koith armed men, with commaundement, that pf neede G2uld 
ſoo requpꝛe, they rulde enter fozric mples into the Jande, 
vntyl they myght kynde eyther thoſe apparelled men, oꝛ other 
inhabitamn!es of that countrep, When they hadde paTed duet 
the woodde, they came into a greate plapnc full of gralcand 
herbes, in which appeared no token of anp pathe wap. Bert 
attempt inge 
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attemptinge to gov thowꝗh the gralle and herbes, they were 
ſoo ene angled and bewzapte therin, that thep were ſc arſelp a graffe almoſt 
ble to palle ample, the gralle bein gt there lyttle lower then as hyghe as 
owzec type cone. Beinge therfoze werped, they were enkoꝛced come. 
to returne agtyne, ſyndyng no pathe way. The day folowing 
he ſent foozth.rrv. armed men an other way: Lommannding 
them to make diligent ſcarche and inquiſitign what maner of 
people inhabited the land. Who departinge, when thep had 
fownde not farre from the ſea ſyde certepne ſteppes of wylde Steppes of 
beaſtes,of the which they ſuſpected ſum to bee of Lyons frete wyid beaſtes 
being ftriken with fcare,returned backe ageypne. As they came fecre. 
they fewndt a woodde in the which were many natiue vines Native vines 
here and there crepinge abowte highe trees, with many other 
trees bearinge aromaticall fruites and ſpyces. Of theſe vines 
they bzowght with them into Spaine many cluſters of grapes Trec * bea⸗ 
verp ponderous and full of lycoure. But of the other fruites, 7796 "pres 
they bzowght none bycauſe they putrified by the waye in the fruites, 
lſhippe, and were caſte into the ſea. They ſape alſo that in the 
laundes 0z medowes of thoſe wooddes, they ſawe flockes of ,. Cra. 
greate cranes twyſe as bygge as owres, As he went fozward nes 
and turned his ſayles towarde ccrtepne other mountaiues, he 
eſpicd two cotages on the ſhoze, in the whiche he ſawe onel 
one man: who beinge bzowghe to the „ (1anified wi 
heade, ers, and by al other ſignes, that he coulde demie 
that the lande which lap beyonde thoſe mountapnes, was ve: 

full of people. And as the Admirall dꝛewe nere the ſhoze of 
ſame, there mette hym certeync c hauinge in them ma Pruers lam: 
np people of the countrey, who made ſignes and tokens of gaages wche 
peace and frendeſhyp. But here bid thinterpzetour whiche Jlande of 
vndtrudode the | t of thinhabitantes of the beginning Cuba. 
of cuba, vndcrſtodt not them one whyrte, wherby they conſp⸗ 
dꝛed that in ſundzp pzounces of cubs, wette ſundip languages 
De had alſo inteiligence, that in the inlande of this Region. 
was a kpnge of greate power, and accuſtomed to wearc appa 
rell. De ſapth that all the tracte of this woe, was downed 
with water and full of mudde, beſette with many trees, after 
the maner of owre maryſſhes pet whereas in this place they 
wente alande foz freſſhe water, thep fownde many of the ſbel Hearles in 
kylches in the whiche pearles are gathered, But that coulde Veltyſſbes. 
not cauſe the Admirall to tracte the tyme there, — at 
tlus 
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this viage, only to pꝛoue howe many landes # ſeas he coulds 


diſconer accoꝛdin c to the kynges commanndement. 4s they 


— pct pꝛoceded fotwarde, they lawe here and there al the wipe 
alonge bp the Hoxe, a great ſmoke ryſinge, vntyll they came 
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to att other mountayne foure ccoꝛe mples diſtant. There was 
no racke oꝛ hyll thac coulde be ſcene, but the ſame was all of 
a ſmoke. But whether theſe fyers were made by thinhabi: 
tantes fot their nece:[ary buſpnes, 02 as we arc wont ta ſctte 
beacons on fpꝛe when we inſpecie thippꝛoche of owre enemi⸗ 
es, thereby to goue warninge to theyꝛ neyghbours to bee in a 
redines, and gather togyther if perhappes owre men ſhulde 
attempte any thinge ageynſt them, ot othcrwpſe as ſcemethe 
moſt lpkcly,to caule them togpther as to a wonder to behould 
owre ſhippeo, they knewe per no certentic. In this tracte, the 
ſwoꝛes bended ſumetpme towarde the Southe, and ſumetpme 
towarde the Weſte and weſteſoutiweſt : And the ſea was tue 
ry where entangeled with Jlandes: by reaſon whereof, the 
keeles of the ſhippes often tymes raſed the landes for ſhalow 
nes of the water: $0 that the Hpppes beinge very ſoze biuſed 
and appapꝛed the ſaples, cables, and other tackelinges, in mg? 
ner rotten, and the vptaples, (eſpecially the bolkette bꝛeade) 
coꝛtupted by takpnge water at the riftes eupll cloſed, the 1d: 
mirall was enfoꝛced to turne backe agepne. This laſie popnte 
where he touched of C5: (not pet beinge knawen to de an 
Jlande) he cauled Engel. Thus turning his ſaples toward 
other Jlandes lyinge not farre from the ſuppoſed continente, 
he chaunced into a mapne [ca where was iuche a multitude of 
greate tozcopies, that ſumtyme they ſtayed the Hyppes, Not 
longe after, he enteced into a gulfe of whyte water, lpke vn⸗ 
to that wherot we ſpake beforc. At the lengh fearing the ſhel: 
fes of the Jlands, he returned to the oꝛe of Cubs by the ſame 
way which he came. Dcrc a muititude of thinhabitantes, as 
well women as men, reſorted to hym with cheerefull countc: 
naunce and without fcare : bzingynge with them popingapes 
bzcade, water, and cunnpes: nt eſpecially ſtocke doues much 
bygger then owres: which he affirmeth, in ſauour and taſte, 
to bee muc ge moe plcaſaunt then owre partrpches, Wherfoze 
where as in eatinge of them he perceaued a certepne ſauoure 
of ſpyct to p2occade from them, he commaunded the croppe to 
dre opened ot luche as were newelp kplied, and fownde the 


ſame 


fame full of ſweete ſpyces, whiche he argued to bee the cauſe 
of they} ſtrange taste. Foꝛ it ſdandeth with good reaſon, that 
the fieſthe of beaſtes, nide dzawe the nature and qualitic of 
theyꝛ accuſtomed nurp bemente. As the Admirall harde malle 
on the ſhohe, there came towarde hym a certepue gouernoure, 
a man of foure ſcoze peares of age, and ok great grauitie, al: 
thowgh he were naked ſauinge his p2pute partes. De had a 
greate trapne of menne waptinge on All the whyle the 
pꝛeeſte was at maſſe, he ſwewed hym ſclfe verpe humble and 
gaue reucrente attendaunce with e and demurt counte⸗ 
naunce. When the maſſe was ended, he pzeſcented co the Ad⸗ 
mirall, a baſkette of the fruites of his countrep, dclpucringe 
the ſame with his owne handes. When the Adnurall had gen 
telly interteyntd hym, deſyzinge leaue to ſpeake, he made an 
oꝛation in the pzeſence of bid ut thinterp2ctourc, in this ck⸗ 
kecte. N haue byn aduertiſed (moſte mighty pzince) that pon 
haue of late with greate ne ſubdued many landes and Ne 
— 4 hytherto vnknowe to pon: and haue bzowght no little 

rare vppon all the people and inhabitantts of the ſame. The 
which pour good foztune, pou (hal pry, leTe inſolencie, 
if vou remember that the foules of haue two iournepes 
afrer they are departed from this bodye. The one kowle and 
darke, pꝛepartd foz ſuche as arc ininrious and cruell to man 
kpnde : The other plcaſaunt and delectable, oꝛdeyned ſoz ths 
which tn L. lyte tyme, loued peace and qmetnes. If there: 
koꝛe you acknowleage pour ſcife to ber moztall, and conſyder 
that cuery man ſhall reccaue condigne tewarde oz punyſbemẽt 
koꝛ ſuch thmges as h done in this lift, you wpl wꝛouge 
kullp hurte no man. he had ſapde theſc woꝛdes and o: 
ther tpke, which were declared to the Admirall by thinterpꝛe⸗ 
tour, He marutplinge at the iudgemente of the naked owlde 
man, anſwered, that he was gladde to heare his opinion as 
touchinge the lundzy tourneps and rewardes of ſowles depar 
ted thepz bodycs : Suppoſinge that nother hc,0oz any o⸗ 
ther ot thmhabitantes of thoſe Regions, had hd any know: 
leage thereof, Declaringe further that che chicfe cauſe of his 
comminge thyther was to inſtru:te in luth godlp know: 
leage and trewe religion : And that he was ſente into thoſe 
countreps bp the Lhziſtian kynge of Spapne (his loꝛde and 
maiſter) foz the ſame purpoſe : 4nd "_ to ſubdue — 
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puniſhe the Canibales and ſuch other milchenons people: And 
to defende innocentes agepnſt the. violence of ſuch cupl doers 
wyllynge hym and all other ſuch as embꝛaled vertue, in ng 
cale to bee afrapde: But rather to open his mpnde vnto him, 
if tyther he, oꝛ any other luche quiete men as he was, hadde 
ſuſteyned any w2onge of thepz nepghbours: and that he wold 
te thc ſame reuenged, Thele comfoztable woꝛdes of the Ad: 
mirall ſoo plcaſed the owlde man, that notwithſtandpng his 
extrecmec age, he woulde gladlp haue gone with the Adnural 
as he had doone in deede, if his wyfe and chyldꝛen had not 
hyndered hym of his purpoſe, But he matuepled not a lyttle, 
that the Admirall was vnder the dominion of an other : And 
muchc more, when thinterpꝛetour towlde hym of the gloꝛpe, 
magnificence, pompes, greate power, and furnpmentes of 
warre of owre kynges, and of the multitudes of cities and 
townes which were vnder theyꝛ dominions, Intendpng ther 
forc to haue gonne with the Admirall, his wpfe and childzen 
fell pꝛoſtrate at his feete, with teares deſpꝛynge hym not to 
kozſake them and leaue them deſolatc. At whoſe pptifull re: 
queſtes, the wozthy owide man beinge moued, remapned at 
home to the comfazt of Nis pcople and pu — ſatiſfpenge ra 
ther them then hym ſelfe. Foz not pet cealinge to woonder, 
and of hcaup countenaunce bpcauſe he myght not departe, he 
demaunded oktentpmes ik that lande were not heauen, which 
The alandas bzowght fooꝛth ſuche a kpnde of men. Foꝛ it is certepne, that 
con mon as amonge them, the lande is as common as the konne and wa: 
— ter: And that Syne and Thyne (the ſecdes of all myſcheefe) 
; haut no place with them. They are contente with ſoo lpttle, 
that in ſoo large a countrep, they haue rather ſupcriuitie the 
The golden ſcarſencs. $90 that (as wee haue ſapde befoze) ſeemc to 
—— lpue in the goulden wozlde, without tople, lpuinge in open 
gardens, not intrenched with dykes, dyupded with hedges, 
oꝛ defended with waules. Thep deale trewelp one with an oz 
ther, without lawes, without bookcs,and without Judges. 
Piouiſis wich They take hym foꝛ an cuyll and myſcheuous man, which ta: 
out care. keth p!cature in dainge hurte to other, And albeit that they 
delyte not in ſuperiintees, pet make they pꝛouiſion fo2 thin: 
ade ie creaſe of ſuche rootes, wherof they make they 2cadc,as Mu 
More Acre iam, lucot, AND ages, contented with ſuche ſimple dyet, wher: 
by health is pꝛelerued, and dyſtales auopded, The Adnurall 


therkoze 
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therkoꝛe depart inge from thenſc, and myndinge to returne a⸗ 
gepne ſhoꝛtly after, chaunced to coome agepne to the Jlande 
of landed beinge on the ſowthe. ode therof: and coaſted all a 
longe by the Hote of the ſame, from the Weſte to the Eaſte, 

From whoſe laſt cozner onthe £aſt ſpde, when he ſawc to: 
wardethe North on his lekte hande; certeyn high mountains 
he k newe at the length that it was the ſowthe ſyde of the J 
lande of Hi/p:nioles, Which he had not pet paſſed by, Wherfoze 
at the Calendes of September, entcringe into the hauen of 
the ſame Jlande, cauled ſapnt Nycolas hauen, he repapꝛed 
his (hippes to thintent that he myght ageyne waſt and ſpoyle 
the Jlandes of the Lanibales, and burne all theyz Lanoas, 
that thoſc raueninge wolues myght no longer perſecute and 
deuoute the innocent ſheepe. But he was at this tyme Hynde - 
red of his purpoſe 2 n of a dpſeaſe which he had gotte 
with to muche watchinge. Thus beinge fecble and weake, he 
was ledde of the marpners to the citie of Helle, where, with 
his two bꝛytherne which were there, z other his kamiliers, he 
recouered his health in ſhozte ſpace. yet coulde he not at this 
tyme aſſaple the Canibales, by reaſort of ſedicion that was ry 
ſen of late amonge the Spanyardes which he had lefte in ruſ⸗ 
5 wherof we wpll ſpcake moze hearcafter, Thus fare pe

lande of Eaſt India, had adnertiſement that 
his brother Boilvs & one Peter Margarita, an Owld 

familier of the kinges, and a noble man, wit 
d iners other of thoſe to whom he had left the 
— e gouernemet of the Fland, were ok coxrupted 
mynde a him, departed into Spapne. Wherfozc as wel 
to purge him of ſuch crimes as they ſbuld lep to his charge. as 
alſo to make a ſupply of other men in the place of them which 
were returned, # eſpecially to pꝛoupde fog vitailes,as wheat, 
wyne, ople, and ſuch other which the Spanpardes are accu: 
domed to eate, bycauſe thep coulde not pet well agree with 


ſuch meates as they fownde m the Jlandes, deter nined boꝛt 
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ly to take his vpage into & papne. But what he dyd bekoze 
his departure, J wyll bzefcly rehcarſe. | 

The kynges of the Jlandes which had hytherto lpued quitt: 
ly and content with thep2 lyttle whiche they thowght aban: 
dante, wheras they nowe perccayed that owre men began to 
faſten foote within thepz Uegions and to beare rule amonge 
them, tooke the matter lo greuodully, that thep thowght no: 
thynge elles but by what meancs they mpgy: vttcrip deſtrop 
them, and koꝛ euer abalpſſhe the memory of thepz name. Fox 
that kyndt of men (the Spanpardes J mcant which folowed 
the Admirall in that nauigation,) was ko the moſt parte vn⸗ 
ruly, regardpnge nothinge but Jdlencs, playc, and libertie: 
And wolde by no nicancs abſtepne from inzurics : Raupibynge 
the womẽ of the Jlandes befoze the faces of their huſbandes 
fathers, and biethꝛene: 14 thepz abhompnable mylde 
mapnour, they diſquieted the myndes of all thinhabitantes: 
In ſo much that whert ſo euer thep fownde any of owre men 
vnpꝛepared, they lcwe them with ſuche fyercenes and glad: 
nes, as thowgh they had offercd ſacryfyce to God. Inten: 
dynge therefoze to pacifie their tcoubled myndes, and to pu⸗ 
nyſhe them that lew his men bekozt he departed from thenſe, 
he ſent fot che kynge of that valt, which in the booke befoꝛe, 
we delcrybed to fce at the foote of the mountapnes of the Re 
gion of Ccibus, This kynges name was Cuonexivs : who, the 
moꝛe ureygh ly to concple vnto hym the frendeſhpppe of the 
Admitall, gaue his ſpſter to wyfe to did, a man from his 
chyldcs age bzowght vp wich the Admiral, whom he vſcd fo 
his interpꝛetoure in the pꝛouinces of cbs. After this, he ſent 
fo cos, cauled the lozde-of the howſe of gouldt: that is; 


e of the mountapnes of cb, Foz this Cabos, he ſent ont ca 


pitapne Hoieds, whom the ditionaries of Camo: had enfoꝛced 
to keepe His howlde bylicgeinge fox the ſpace of, xxx. dapes, 
the koꝛtreile of lapnte Thomas, in the which Hoieds with his 
tyfric ſouldicrs, Nloode at they; defence, vntpll the comminge 
of the Adnurall. Whple Hojeds remapned with Cub, ma: 
ny ambaſladours of the kynges of dpucrs Ucgions were ſent 
to Caunsbo4, perigadinge hym in no condicion to permitte the 
Lhtiſtians to mhabitt the Jlande, except he had rather ſerue 
then rule, On the other partie, Hoicds aducrtiſed Can to 
go tothe Adaurall, and to make a league of frendeſhip with 
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hym. But the ambaTadours on the contrary part,thteatened 
hym, that pf he wolde ſoo doo, the other pages wolde in: 
nade his Region. But Noi anniwered theym agepne, that 
wheras thep conſpired to mapntepne their libertie, they ſhuld 
by that meanes be bzowghr to ſeruitude # deſtruction ik they 
ent ended to reciſt oꝛ keepe warre ageinſt the Chuſlians. Thus 
cauniboa on the one ſyde and the other, beinge traubeled as it 
were a rocke in the lea, beaten with contrarp fiuddes,+ much 
moe vered with the ſloꝛzmes of his gyltie conſcience foꝛ that 
he had puuilie dame. xx. of owre men vnder pꝛetence of peace 
fearcd to coome to the Admirall. But at the length, hauing ex 
cogitated this deccyte, to haue Uayne the Admirall and his 
coompanp vnder the colour of frendſhippe ik opoztunitie wold 
ſoo haue ſerude, he repap2ed to the Admural with his hole fa 
milie and manp other wapting on hym, armed after theyꝛ ma 
ner. Beinge demaunded why he bzowght ſoo greate a rout of 
men with hym, he aunſwered that it was not decente koz ſoo 
rcat a pzince as he was, to goo foozth of his hoawſc without 
che a bande of men. But the thinge chaunced much other: 
wple then he looked foz. Foz he fell into the (ſnares which he 
had pzcpared foz other, Foz wheras by the wap he began to 
repentc hym that he came foozthe of his howſe, Hoicd with 
many fapze wozdes and pzomples, bzowght hym to the Admit 
rall : At whoſe commaundement, he was immediatlp taken + 
put in pziſon:S0 that the ſowles of owre men were not longe 
from their bodies vnreuenged. Thus Cavncbos with all his fa: 
milie bcinge taken, the Adnurall was determined to runne o: 
uer the Jlande. But he was certified that there was ſuch fa: 
mine amonge thinhabitantcs, that there was alredve fyftie 
thouſande menne deade therof: And that they dycd pet daply 
as it were rotton ſheepe: The cauic wherof was wel knowen 
to bee theyꝛ owne obſtinacie and frowardnes, Foz where as 
they ſawe that owre men entended to chooſe them a dwclling 
place in the Jlande, ſuppoſinge that they myght haue dimen 
them from thence if the vptailes of the ande ſhoulde fayle, 
they determpned with them ſelucs, not only to leaue ſowing 
and plantpng, but alſo to deſtrop and plucke vp by the rootes 
cacry man in his owne region, that whiche they had alrcdye 
ſowen of both kpndcs of bzeade wherof we made mencion in 
the fyzt bookc, But eſpecially amonge the mountapnes of 
E. ui. Ci baua 
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cis, otherwyſe cauled cia, for as muche as they hadde 
knoweleage that the golde which abundeth in that Region, 
was the cheele cauſe that det eyned owre men in the Jlande, 
In the meane tyme, he ſent fooꝛth a Lapitapne with a bande 
of men to ſcarche the ſowthe ſyde of the Jlande. Who at his 
returne, repoꝛted that thꝛowghe out all the Regions that he 
trauapled, there was ſuche ſcarſenes of bꝛeade, that foz the 
ſpace of.xvi. dapes he cate nowght elles but the rootes of her 
bes, and of pounge date trees, oz the fruites of other wylde 
trees, But coe, the kpnge of the vale lyinge beneth the 
mountapncs of ciku:, whoſe kyngedoome was not ſoo wa; 
led as the other, gaue owre menne certepne vytaples , 

within a fewe dapes after, bothe that rhe iourneys mpght 
bee the ſhoꝛter, and alſo that ow2e men myght haue more ſafe 
places of refuge, if thc inhabitantes (uld Hereaftcr rebell in 
lpke maner, he buylded an other forteſſe (whiche He cauled 
The towreof the towze of Liception) betwenc the citie of Label and ſaint 

conception. Thomas fortrelle, in the marches of the kyngdome of this 
Cuarionexius within the pꝛecincte of ci vpon the ſpde of A 
byll, haupnge a fapꝛe rpuer of holſome water runnpnge hard 
by theſame . Thus when the inhabitantes ſawe newe bupl: 
dynges to bee daplp erccted,and owꝛe ſhippes lping in the 
uen rotten and halfe bꝛoken, they beganne to deſpapꝛe of anp 
hope of libertic, # wandered vp and downe with heuie chere. 
From the towꝛe of Conception, ſearchpnge diligently the in; 
ner partes of the mountapnes of cibw., there was A certcine 
x maſſe of kyng whiche gaue them a malle of rude golde, as bygge as a 
— 2 mans fyſt, weighing. xx. vnces. This golde was not fownde 
es. in the banke of that rpucr, but in a heape of dꝛye earthe: and 
Tofus, was lpke vnto the ſtone cauled ro, whiche is ſoone reſol- 
ued into fande. This mallc of golde, I my ſelfe ſawe in Ca: 
ſtile, in the famous citie of Mcthymns Campi, where the courte 
electrum is a [ay all that wpnter. J ſawe alſo a great piece of pure Electrum: 
met all natu: of the whiche belles and apothecarics moꝛters, and many ſu: 
rally mixt of che other veſſels and inſtrumentes mape bee made, as were in 
of gotde Tan ddoldt tyme of copper of the citie of coriabvr. This piece of a⸗ 
other of luer {«um, was of ſuch weight, that J was not * with both 
beinge of pꝛo mp handes vnable to lite it from the grownde, but alſo not

ackpꝛzmed that it wapde moze then thzee hundzeth _— 
eight 
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weight, after. viii. vnces to the pownde, It was fownde in Wia poy on. 
the howſe of a certen pꝛynce, and lefre hym by his pꝛedecel: fad Vas ther 
ſours .

hardcly cauſc them to ſhewe them the place, they boze them The myne of 
ſuche pꝛiuie hatred . Pet at the length, they bzowght theym ectrun. 
to the mpne,bepng nowe ruinate and ſtopped with ſtones and 
rubbiſſte. It is muche caſicr to dpJ3ge then is the iren mpne : 
and myght bee reſtoꝛed agein, ik myners and other woozke: . 
men ſkylfull therin, were appopnted therto. Nor farre from unge vf n, 
the towꝛe of Lonception, in the ſame mountapnes, is fownd yer ts taten N 
great plentit of Amber:and owte of certen rockes of the ſame out of greate 
dimlleth a ſubſtance of the pelowe coloure whiche the payn: Viale fiſhes 
ters vſe , Not farre from theſe mountapnes are — greate Oꝛpement o: 
wooddes, in the which art none other trees then bzaſile, whi er. 
4, the Jtalians caule Verzino. But here perhappes (right no wooddes of 
dle pzpnce) powe wolde aſke what ſhoulde be the cauſe, that bzaſile trees. 
where as the Spanpardes haue bzoughe owte of theſc Jlan⸗ 
des certen ſhyppes laden with bzaſile, ſumwhat of goſſam: 
pine cotton, a quantitie of amber, a lyttel golde, and ſum ſpi 
ces, why they haue not bzoughte ſuche plentie of golde and 
ſuche other ryche marchaundies as the fruitkulneſte of theſe _. 
regions ſecme to pzomille. To this J anſwere, that when — 
colonus the admirall was lykewilc demaunded the caufe here: 
of, he made anſwerc that the Spanyardes whiche he tooke 
with him into theſe regions, were gpuen rather to lepe, plep, 
and pdleneſſe, then to laboure: And were moze ſtudious of \c: Licenciuſnes 
dition and newes, then deſpꝛous of peace and quietneTc:2lſo of to much li⸗ 
that bepnge gpucn to lycenciouſnes, they rebelled a fozſooke bertie 
hym, fn dpnge matter of falſe accuſations agapnſt hym, by: 
cauſe he went aboute to repꝛelle theyz owtragiouſenes. 
By reaſon wherof he was not pet able to bꝛeake the power of 
the inhabytantes, and freely to poſſeTe the full dominion of 
the Jlande, And theſe hynderaunces to be the cauſe that hi⸗ 
therto the gapnes haue ſcarſcely counteruapled the charges. And this on- 
Aldeit, cuen this pere whyle J wapte theſe thynges at owe ly gathered x 
requeſte, thep gathered in twoo moonethes the ſumme of a nt digger: 
thouſande and rwoo hundzeth poundes weight of golde. But ert 20 b>- 
dycauſe we intende to ſpcake moze largely of thele thynges . e 
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in thepꝛ plate, we wyll nowe retourne from whenſle we haue 
digreſſcd. When the inhabꝛt antes perceaued that thep could 
by no meanes ſhake the poke from their neckes, they made Hit 
ble ſupplication to the Admirall that they myght ſtande to 
theyz tribute. and apply them ſelues to reimcreaſe the fruites 
of theyꝛ countrep, deinge nowe almoſte waſted. De graunted 
them they? requeſte ! and appoynted ſich oꝛder that euerp Re 
gion ſtulde pape their tribute, with the commodities of they; 
countreps, accoꝛdinge to they? poztion, and at ſuche tyme as 
they were agreed vppon.!Zut the violent famine dpd fruſtrate 
all thele appopntmentes. V oꝛ all the trauaples of thepz bo: 
dycs, were ſcarſelp able to ſuffice to fynde them meate in the 
wooddes, wherebp to ſuſtepne theyz lpues, beinge of longe 
tyme contented with rootes and the fruites of wylde trees. 

Pet manpe of the kynges with theyꝛ people, cucn in this er: 
treme neceſfittc, bꝛowght parte of thepꝛ tribute: Moſte Hum: 
bly deſpzinge the Admirall to haue compaſſion of thepz cala: 
mit ies, and to beare with them pct a whyle, vntyll the Jland 
were reſtoꝛed to the owlde ſkate, jP3ompyſinge further, that 
that which was nowe wantinge, ſhul de then bee dowble re⸗ 
compenſed. But \cwe of the inhabitantes of the mountapnes 
of ciluua, kepte theyꝛ pꝛompſe, bycauſe they were ſozer op: 
pꝛelled with famine then anp of the other. They ſape, that 
the inhabitantes of theſe mountapnes, differ no leſTe in ma⸗ 
ners and language from them which dwel in the plapnes, the 
amonge vs, the ruſticalles of the countrep from gentplmen of 
the courte: wheras not withſtandinge, they lyut bothe as it 
were vnder one poꝛtion of heuen, and in many thinges, much 
after one falſhion, as in nakednes, and rude limplicitie. But 
nowe lette vs returne to Camatos, the kynge of the howſe of 
golde, beinge in captiuitie. When he perccaued him ſclfe to be 
caſte in pꝛyſon, fretinge and gratinge his teethe as it had bin 
a lyon of L, and dapelp and nighelye demſinge with hym 
ſeife Howe he myght bee delpuered, beganne to perſuade the 
Admirall, that foz as muche as he had nowe taken vnto his 
dominion the Negis of Cipargs 02 cibuu (wherof he was king) 
it aide bee expedient to ſende thyther a garryſon of Chuſti⸗ 
an men, to dcfende the ſame from the incurſions of his owld 
enempes and boꝛderers. Foꝛ he ſayde, that it was ſignyfied 
vnto hym, that the countrepe was walled and ſpopled — 

uc 
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fuche incurſions. By this crafty deniſe, he thought to haue 

bzowght to paſſe, that his bꝛother whiche was in that regy: 

on, and the other his kynſcfolkes and frendes with their ad: 

herentes. (houlde haue taken, cyther by ll eyghte oꝛ force, as 

many of owꝛe men, as myght haue redeemed hym. But the 

Admpꝛall vndcrftandpnge his crafty meanpnge, ſcute ond 

with ſuche a coompanp of men, as might vanqui be the Cib z: 

uians, if they ſhulde moue warre ageynſte them. Owꝛe men 

had ſcarſcly entertd into the Region, but the bzother of ca; Caunabos 

» 404 came agenſte them with an armie of fpue thouſande na: his b:other 

ked menne, armed after thepz maner with clubbes, arrowes rcbclleth. 

typte with bones, and ſpeares made harde at the en des with 

fpe . De ſtole vpon owe men bepng in one of thep2 howſes : 

and encamped rownde about the ſame on cuerp ſpde. This Ci 

bauian, as a man not ignoꝛant in the diſciplync of warre, a⸗ 

bowte the diſtance of a furlonge from the hawſe, dinided his 

armpe into fpue bataples, appopntinge to euerp of them a cic 

cuite by equal dimſion: And placed the froont of his owne ba 

; taple, directipe agtynſt owre men. When he had thus ſet his 

} bataples in good array, he gaue ccrtepne ſignes that the hole 

wy army ſhulde marche fozwarde in oꝛder with equal paces, and 
with a larome freſſhly aſaple thepz enemies, in ſuch ſozt that U conflict be: 
none might eſcape. But owre men iudginge it better to en; Wene the C3 
counter with ont of the bataples, then to abyde the bꝛunt of — gs _—_ 
the hole armp, gane onict on the mapnc bataple arangedin — * 
the plapne, bycauſe that place was moſt commodious foz 
the hozſemen. When the hoꝛſemen therfoze hadde gpuen the 
charge, they oucrth;cwe them with the beſtes of theyꝛ h22- 
ſes, and ewe as many as abode thende of the fyght, The re che cibaui⸗ 
lidue beinge trpken with fcare, diſparcled, and fledde to the ans haue the 
mountapnes and rockcs : from whenſe thep made a pytifull erthꝛowe. 
houlynge to owre men, dcſpzinge them to ſpare them :pzote: 
ſtinge that they woldc neuer mote rebelle, but doo what ſo e: 
uer they woulde commaunde them, ik they wolde ſuXer theim 
to lyne in thepz owne countrep. Thus the bother of C.uunbo4 
deinge taken, the Admirall licenced the people to reſoꝛte eue⸗ 
ry man to his owne. Theſe thinges thus foztunately atchiued 
this Region was pacifted. Amonge thoſe mountaynes, the

The inhabitantes alſo af- 

firme, that the ſame ptare, the [ca extended it ſelfe further in 

to the laude, and role higher then euer it dyd befoꝛe by the 

memoꝛp of man, by the ſpace of a cubet. The people therfore, 

muttered amonge them lelues, that owre nation hadde trow⸗ 

whyrle wn: bled the elementes, and cauſed ſuch poꝛtentous \ignes. Theſe 
des. tempeſtes of the aper (which the BSrecians caule Ton, that 
Furacanes. is, whyꝛle wyndes) thep caule, Furacares : which they ſap, doo 
often tymes chaunce in this Jlande: But that nepther they 

noꝛ theyꝛ great grandfathcrs euer ſawe ſuche violent and fuz 

rious furicancs, that plucked vppe greate trees by the rootes: 

Neypther pet ſuche ſurges and vehement motions on the ſea, 

that (oo waſted the lande. As in deede it map appcare, fo as 

muche as, where lo euer the [ca bankes are nete to any plaine 

there are in maner euerp where, floziſhing medowes reachinge 

The death of tuen vnto the ſhoꝛe. But now let vs returne to Coamebos, AS 
don eb kpnge can des therefoze and his biother ſhoulde haut binne 
biother. bꝛowght into Spayne, they dyed by the wape foz verye pen⸗ 
ſpuenes and angupſhe of mpnde. The Admiral, whole ſhippes 

were dꝛowned in the koꝛſapde tempeſte, perctauinge him ſelfe 
to bet nowe encloſed, cdmaunded foozthwith two other ſhip⸗ 
pes (which the Spaniardes caule Curavelss) to bee made, Foz 
he had with hym, all maner of artificers pertepninge therun⸗ 
to. Whyle theſe thinges were dooinge, he ſcnt foozth Burtbolo 
neus Colorus his bꝛother, beinge leauetenaunt of the Jlande, 
n unt ſcar: with an army of men to ſearche the golde mpnes beinge dy:

goldc mines. fgwnde by the conducte of certeyne people of the Jlande, bee: 
foꝛe the mpnes of Cipings 02 Cibaua, were knowen, In thele 


mynes, they fownde certeyne decpe pittes which had byn dig

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ged in owlde tyme, owte of theſe pyttes, the Admirall (who 

affirmeth this Jlande of Hiſpaniols to bee Ophir, as we haue 

ſayde befoꝛe) ſuppoſeth th it Salomon the kynge of Hieruſilem 2 ONE: 7 
had his greate ryches of golde wherof we reede in the owlde — — pe 
telamente: And that his ſhippes ſayled to this Ophir by the jo mon. 
goulfe of Perſi« cauled $invs Perſicvs. But whether it bee ſoo 0 | 

not, it lyeth not in me to iudge, but in my opinion it is farre 3 
of. As the myners dygged the ſuperficiall oz vppermoſt parte ſuperfictall 
of the carthe of the mynes, durpnge foz the ſpace of. vi. miles, partes of the 
and in dyuers places ſpfted the {ſame on the dzpe lande, thep carth, 
fownde ſuch plentie of golde, that eucrp hyzcd labourcr could

The which when 

he had reccaued the. v. daye of the Jdes of Marche. Anno, The Adnet

directly to Spapne to aduertiſe the kynge of all his afapzes, age to ſpaine 
lcauinge the holt regiment of the Jland with his bzother the

„his Biother the Licuetenaunte, buylded A 
fozteTe-in the golde myncs, as he had com | 
maunded hym.

in the earth and ſtone wherof they made the 
£2 waules of the foꝛtrede. He conſumed thee 
monethes in makynge the inurumentes wherwith the golde 
ſbul de bee gathcrcd, walhed, tryed, and molten. pet was he — of Vip: 
at this tyme by reaſon of wantc of vitaples,enfozced to lane es. 
all thynges imperfecte, and to goo ſceke fox meate. Thus as 
he with a bande of armed men, had entered thice ſcoꝛe myles 
furthcr within the lande, the people of the countrep here and 
there reloꝛtynge to hym, gaue hym a certen potion of thepz 
bꝛeadt in erchange foz other sf ow2e thyngcs. But he coul de

Kemapnynge there the hole moonthe of June, he crac:cd the 
hole tribute of thele twoo kinges, and vpt aples neceſſary for 
hym and ſuche as he bLonght wi:h hym, whiche were abowt 
fourc hund:e.h in number.

des of Julpe, there came three Caraueles from Spapne,bz:n- 
gynge with then ſundty kyndes of vitaples, as whcate, ople 
wpne, bacon, and marckelmas beafe: whiche were dpupded 
to euerp man accotdynge as ncede required. Sum alſo was 
loſt in the cariage foꝛ lacke of good lookyng too. At the arry: 
uall of tqeſe ſhyppes, the lieuctenaunte receaued commaund⸗ 
ment from the kynge aid the Admprall his brother, that he 
with his men Hulde remane theypꝛ Hibitation to the ſowthe 
ſyot of the Flande, bpcauſe it was nerer to the golde mynes: 
Alſo that he ſhoulde make dilygent ſcarche fot thoſe kynges 
whiche had lapne the Lhuſhan men, and to ſende them with 
thepꝛ confederates, bawnd into Spapne. At the nerte vyage 
therfoꝛe, he ſent rhzec hundzeth captines with three Kinges: 
And when he had diligently ſearchcd the coaſtes of the ſouth 
ſyde, he tranſpoꝛted his habitation, and buplded a fo2treiTe 
there, vpon the toppe of a hyll, neere vnto a ſhure hauen. 
This foztre.le, he caulcd ſapnt Dominikes towꝛe. Into this 
hauen, runneth I rpuer of holſome water, replenyſhed with 
undꝛpe kyndes of good fyſſhcs, They aTp2me this rpuer to 
haue many benefp:es of nature. Foꝛ, where ſo euer it runneth 
all thynges are erccdpnge plealaunte and fruitfull : haupnge 
on euerp ipde, groues of date trees, and dpuers other of the 
Jlande frutes ſo plentpfullp, that as thep ſapled alonge by 
the ſhoe, often tpmes the branches therof laden with flow:

the Capttapne of the foxtrefTe and the other ſouldiers of who 
he had the conducte., determpned to ſette vpon them vnwares 
in their owne howſes befoze they coulde pꝛepare theyz army. 
De ſent fooꝛthe therfoze to euerp kynge, a Centutian that is, 
a capitaine of a hundzerh, which were commaunded vppon a 
ludden to muade theyꝛ howſes in the night, and to take the 
flcepinge, beefoꝛe the people (beinge ſcattered here and there) 
might aſſemble to gyther. Thus ſecrcatly enteringe into their 
vylages, not fortified with waules; trenches, oz butwarkes, 
they bꝛoke in vppon them, tooke them, bounde them, and led The kynges 
away tuery man his pꝛiloner accozding as they were cõmaun 7 nen p11 
ded. The Licuetenaunt hym ſclfe with his hundzeth men, al 
ſapled kynge CGu.rioncxivs as the wooꝛthier perſonage, whom 
he tooke pꝛyſoner as dyd the other capitapnes thepz kynges, 
* at the tame howꝛe appopnted. Foureteene of theym were 
bzowght the ſame nyght to the towꝛe of Conception. Shot: 
lye after, when he had put to death two of the kynges which 
were the chiefe autours of this newe reuolte, and had ſuboz- 
ned C«iozcxius and the other kynges to attempte the ſame! 
leaſt the people foꝛ ſozowe of thepz kynges (hulde neglecte oz 
fozſake their countrep, which thinge mpght haue byn greate 
incommoditic to owre men, who by thincreaſe of thepz fcedes kynge Suart: 
and fruites were oftentymes apded, he freely pardoncd and one nus is 
diſmillcd ci and the other kynges. The people in the pardoned. 
meane tpme flocked togyther abowte the towꝛe, to the nber 
of fyue thowſande withowte weapons, with pptiful houling 
fo the delpucraunce of thepz kynges: The aper thundered,# 
the earth trembeled thzowgh the vehemencie of theyz owtcrp 
The Licurtenaunt warned Cuarionexivs and the other kynges, 
with thzcatenynges, with rewardes, and with pzomyſes,ne 
uer hereafter to attempte any ſuche thynge. Then Guantonexivs 
made an oꝛation to the people of the great power of owre me, 
- thep2 —— offend — and —— to ſuche 
$ remapne : deſptinge them to quiet thepz myndes: 
and from henſefoozth nother in deede noz rhowght to inter: 
p2yſe any thpnge agepnſt the Lhiiſtians, but to obepe # ſcrue 
them, excepte they welde daply bzpnge chem ſelues into fur: 
ther calampties. When the oꝛation was fpnyſhed, they tooke 
hym vp and ſet hym on thepz ſhalders, and ſoo caryed hym 
home to his owne palaice, And by this * this Kcgion

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was pacificd fot a whyle. But owre men, with heany com: 
tenaunce wandered vppe and downe, as deſolate in a ſtrange 
countrep, lackinge vytailes, and woꝛne owte of apparell, 
wheras.rv. moonethes were nowe pa.ſed ſence the Ad.nirals 
departure: duringe which tyme, they coulde heare nothyn ge 
owte of Spapne. The Leauetenaunt comfozted them all thie 
hc cculde with fapze woꝛdes and pꝛomples. In the meane 
tyme, beuchius Anu tuchon (the kynge of the Weſte partes of the 
Begin of xargu (of wham we ſpake befoze) ſente melken: 
gers to the ZTieuetenaunt to ſigniſpe vnto hym, that he hidde 
in a redpnes the goiſampine cotton and ſuche other thin: 
ges as he wylled hym to pꝛepate foꝛ the papmente of his try; 
bute. U heruppon the Licuetenaunt tooke his iozncp thpther, 
and was honozablp reccaued of the kynge and his ſyſter, (ſi; 


tyme the wptc of Comnabos the kynge of Cib.uus, bearing no lefTe 


rule in the gouernaunce of her bꝛathers kyngedame, then he 
hom ſelfe. Foꝛ they aF:rme her to bee a wpſe woman, of good 
maners, and plealaunt in company. hee erneſtly perſuaded 
her bꝛother by ther ample of her huſbande, to loue and obeye 
the Ch:iſtians, Tais woman was cauled Ann. De fownde 
in iht palaice of Beuchius Anzcaucha4, xxxu. kynges which hadde 
b:zowght they} tributes with then, and abode his com ninge. 
They bz2wght with them alſo beſyde thepz trybute aTigned 
them, further to demertte the kandur of owre men, great plen 
tie of vytayles: as bothe kyndes of bꝛeade, cunnyes, and fyſ- 
ſbcs, alredy dꝛped bycauſe they Tulde not putrifie : Serpen: 
tes alſo of th it kynd which wee ſapd to bee eſtcemed amonge 
then as moſt delicate meate, and lpke vnto Crocodiles ſauing 
in bpggenes. Thele ſerpentes thep caule u, Which owre 
men learned ſumewhat to late to haue byn engendꝛed in the 
Jlande. Foz vnto that dap, none of them durſte aduenture to 
taſte of them by reaſon of thepꝛ hoꝛrible defoʒmitie and lothe 
ſumnes, pet the Licuctenaunt deinge entyſed by the plcaſant 
nes of the &pnges ſyſter, determmed to taſte of the ſerpentcs, 
But when he felee the fleſhe therof to bee ſo delicate to his 
tonge, he fel too, amapne without al feare, The which thinge 
h:3 coompanpons perceauinge, were not behynde hym in gree 
dines : Jn ſoo muche that they hadde nowe none other talke 
then of rhe lweetenes of theſe ſerpentes : which they aXyzme 
to bee of moze pleataunte taſte, then cyther owre pheſauntes 
0 
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oꝛ pertriches. But they loſe'theyz taſte, cxcepte they bee pꝛe⸗ 
pared after a ccrtepne faſſhion : as doo pcacockes and phe: 
ſauntes excipt they bee interlarded beefoze they bee rofted. 

They pꝛepare them therefoze after this maner. Kyꝛſt takpnge 
owte theyꝛ bowels tuen from the thꝛote to the thyghes, they 
waHe and rubbe they? bodies verp cleane bothe within and 
withowtc. Then rouling them togyther on a cyꝛcle, inuolued 
after the maner of a leppnge ſnake, they thuſte them into a 
potte of no bygger capacitit then to hou!de them only, This 
doone, puttinge a lyttle water vnto them with a poztion of 
the Jlande pepper, they ſeethe thẽ with a ſoft fpcr of Cwecte 
woodde, and ſache as maketh no greate ſmoke, Of the far 
of them beinge thus ſodde, is made an ercedinge pleaſaunte 
bꝛothe oꝛ potage. They ſap alſo, that there is no meate to bee 
— — to the egges of theſe ſerpentes, which thep vſe to 
ſeethe by them ſelues. They arc good to bee eaten as ſone as 
they are ſodde: And map alſo bet re erued many dayes after. 
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But haninge ſayde thus muche of they intertapnement and 


daintie fore, let vs nowe ſpeake of other matters. When the 
Licuetenaunt had fylled one of the Jlande howſes with the 
goſſampine cotton which he hadde receaued fox trybute, the 
kynges pꝛomyſed furthermore to gyuc hym as muche of thepz 
b2:cadc, as he wolde demaunde. De gaue them Hartie thankes 
and gentelp accepted their freendly pzofer. Jn the meane time 
whyle this bzcadc was gatheringe in ſundzp Negions to bee 
browgyht to the palaice of Beuchius Anacauchos kpnge of Xarpus, 
he ſent meſſengers to Fſabella fox one of the two carauciles 
which were lately made there: intendinge to ende the ſame 
thyther agepne laden with bꝛeade. The marpners gladde of 
theſe tydynges, ſapled abowte the Jlande,and in ſh22t ſpace 
bzowght the Hippec to the coaſtes of x The ſyſtet of 
kynge Beuchizs Au cuuchon, that wyſe and plealaunt woman 1s 
con, (the wyke ſumtpme of Caunetos the kynge of the golden 
houſe of the mountapnes of Ccib:us, whoſe huſbande dyed in 
the wap when he ſhulde haue byn carped into Spapne,) when 
thee harde ſaye that owre ſhyppe was arrpnued on the ſhoze of 
Her natine countrep, perſuaded the kynge her brother that 
they bothe mpght goo togyther to ſee it. Foꝛ the place where 
the ſypppe lap, was not paſtc. vi. myles diſtante from X4r«gus, 
Thcp reſted all night, in the mydde wap, in — certepne vpllage 
ii. in 
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in the which was the treaſurye oꝛ iewell hoawſe of A.. 
Thetreaſurie Der treaſure was nother goulde, ſpluer, oz pꝛecions ſtones, 
of Quecns but only thynges neceTary to bee vſed, as chepars, ſtooles, 
Enacaona. Fertels, dylſbes, potingers, pottes, pannes, baſons, trepes, 
and ſuche other how holde ſtucke and inſtrumentes, woke: 
manly made of a certepne blacke and harde ſhyninge woodde 
q which that excellent lerned phiſition John baptifle LA, at: 
Node, kirmeth to bee hebene. What lo cuer poztion of wytte nature 
9 hath gpuen to the inhabitantes of theſe Jlandes, the ſame 
doth maſt appearc in theſe kpnde of woozkes, in whiche chep 
ſhewe great arte and cunnyng. Buc thoſe which this woman 
The Nande had were made in the Jland of cu, (ituare in the mouth 
ef 5S1anabba of the weſte ſpde of Hiſp.miols. In theic they graue the es 

Images of ſuch phantaſies as they ſuppoſc thep ſec walke 

Conninge ar⸗ night which the Antiquitie cauled Lexwres, Allo the Images o 
tific era. men ſerpents, beaſtes, ⁊ what ſoo tuer other thyng they haut 
once ſeene, What wolde powe thinke maſte noble jÞzpnce) 
that they coulde doo, if they had the vſe of Iren and ſtcelc 2 
Foz thep onelp fyꝛſte make theſe ſofte in the kpꝛe, and after: 
A ſtone in the warde make them holowe carue them with a certepnt ſtone 
ſtecdeof ren which they fynde in the rpuers. Of ſtoolts and chapers, ſbce 
gaue the Licuetenaunt.xun. And of veſciles pertcynpnge to 
the table and kychen, ſhee gaue hym thzee ſcoze, ſum of wood 
and ſume of earthe, Alſo of goſampine cotton _ ſpunne 
foure great bottomes of crcedinge weight. The day folowing 
when they came to the ſea ſyde, where was an other vplage 
of the kynges,the Licuctenaunt commaunded the ſhpppe boat 
to bee biowghe to the (ha2c, The kyng alſo had prepared two 
canoas, paynted after thepz maner : one ſoʒ hym ſelt᷑e and cer 
tepne of his gentelmen : an other foz his ſyſtcr Anicons and 
her waptinge women, But An«c«0n4 deſpted to bee caried 
in the Hyppe boate with the Licuctenaunte, When they 
nowe appꝛoched nere vnto the 2 certepne Freat pieces 
of oꝛdinaunce were diſcharged o pot e. The ſea was fpl: 
led with thunder, and the aper with lmooke. Thep trembled 
and quaked fox feart, ſuppalinge that the frame of the wozld 
had byn in danger of fauling. But when they ſawe the Licue 
ſtenaunte lawgh, and looke cherefullp on them, they cauled 
— = ageyne they {pirites, And when they pet diewe ncrer to the 
wramentes. chippe, and yards the nople of the luites,(halmes,# e 
they 
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they were wonderfully aſtonyed at the ſweete Harmony ther: 
ok. Entcrynge into the ſhyppe and beholdinge the kozeſßippe 
and the ſterne, the toppe caftel, the maſle, the Hatches, the ca: 
bens, the keele, and the tackelinges, the bzother firinge his 
tyes on the lpſter, and the ſyſter on the brother, they were 
bothe as it were dumme and amaſed, and wyſte not what to 
ſape foꝛ to muche wonderynge, Whyle beholdinge theſe thin: 
ges they wandered vp and downe the \hippe, the Lieuctenaſit 
commaũded the ankers to bee looſed, and the ſailes to be hop 
ſed vp. Then wert they further aſtonyſbed, when they ſawe 
ſoo greate a mole, to moue as it were by it ſelte, without ozes

fozted, they dꝛewe to the lande. yet at theyz fyꝛũ appꝛoche, 
they couldt not arrpue by rcaſon of the chaſownes of the {ca 
nere the ſhozt. pet lookyng owe of theyꝛ ſhyppeg ; they might 
well perec aue th it the Negion was inhabpted and well cultu 
red. Foz they ſlawe very fayze gardens, and plcaſaunte me: 
dowes : froine the- trees and herbeg wherof,, when the moz; 
nynge dewes beganne to-ryſe;, 7 ceadch manpe ſwecte 
ſauoures, Tucutie myles diſtant from henſe, they chaunced 
into a hauen, verpe apto to harb no ſuppes, but it had no 
rpucr runninge into it. Saylinge an pet fumwhat further, he 
fownde at the leugthe a co:nmodious Yauen, wherein he might 
tepapꝛe his ſhippes and ma ke pꝛonuiſton of freſſbe water and 
fucll, Aewbs caulcth this lande 7x74 They fowud ne houics 
ucre vnto the bauen: hut mnnmerahle ſtepnes ot cettein wilde 
beaſtes feete; of the which they ko wn de one deade much lytze 
a goate. Tt day folowypnge, they ſawe a Canoa comnpnge 
a tarre of, hauinge in it. xi, pounge men of godlp c92p22a: 
ture a high ſtature; al armed with targets, bowes + arrowes 
The heare of they} heds, was loge & plaine, æ cutte on the fog 
hende much afrex the wor 4 the Spanpardes. X Hep2 p2inic 
partes were toucred with fialececs of goiſampyne catton, of 
lundꝛy colourrsxmtcriaced; And were Hetybe al ouce naked, 
1. Jere 
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Here the Admirall conſideringe with hym ſelke the cozpoꝛa: 
ture of this people and nature of the lande, he beleaued the 
fame to bee foo muchthe nerer heauen then other Regions of 
the ſame paralelle, a nd further remoned from the grolle va: 
pours of the vales and marylſhes, howe muche the hygheſte 
toppes of the byggeſt mountapnes are diſtante from the deepe 
vales. Fot he erneſtly aFirmeth, that in all that nauigation, 
he neuer wente owte of the paralelles of Ethiope : So arcate 
diffcrence is there betwene the nature of thinhabitantes and 
of the ſoples of dyuers Regions all vnder one clyme oz para⸗ 
lelle: as is to ſce betwene the pcople and regions being in the 
firme lande of Ethiope, and theym of the Jlandes vnder the 
ſame clime. haimnge the pole ftarre clenate in the ſame degree, 
Foz the Ethiopians are all blacke, hauinge thepꝛ heare curld 
moe lpke wulle then heare. Bur theſe people of the Jland of 
Puts (beinge as J haue ſapde vnder the clyme of Ethiope) are 
whyte, with longe heare, and of pelowe colour. Wherfoze it 
is apparente, the cauſe of this ſoo greate difference, to bee 
rather bp the diſpoſition of the earthe, then conſtitucion of 
heaucn, Foz wer knowe, that ſnowe faulcth on the mon: 


tapnes of the Equinoctiall oz burnte lyne, and the ſame to en 


dure there continually : We knowe lpkewple that thinhabi⸗ 
tantes of the Regions farre diſtante frome that lpne towarde 
the nozthe, are molefted with greate heate. 74 
C The Admiral that he myghyt allure the vounge men ta him 
with gentelnes, ſhewed them lokynge glalles, fame & hꝛight 
beſſellcs of copper; haukes belles, and ſuche 'other thpnges 
vnknowen to them. But the moꝛe they were cauled, ſo much 
the moe they ſuſpected crafre and deceate, and fledde backe- 
warde. Pet dyd they with greate admiracion beholde owre 
men and they} thynges, dut dyll hauinge theit ozes in thepy 
handes redy to fiye, When the Admirall ſawe that he conlde 
by no meanes aure (00 2p gereesh he thought to proue what 
hc coulde do witch mul call infkrumentes : and thercfoze com? 
maunded that they which were in the greateſt ſhippe, (ulde 
play on thepꝛ dzummes and ſhalmes. But the younge men ſup 
poſinge this to bee a token of battaple, lefte thepz oꝛes, and 
in the twynlynge of an epe hadde put thep2 arrowes in they} 
bowes and they? targettes on fhepp armes: And thus direct 
tinge rhep} arrowes towarde owre men, ftoode an expectaris 
to 
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to knowe what this nopſe mpght meane. Owre men lykewiſe 
„ thepꝛ bowes and arrowes, appꝛoched toward the 
p lyttle and lyttle. But thep departinge from the Admirals 
ſhippe, and truſtinge to the derteritie of thepz oꝛes came ſoo 
neare one of the leiTe Sippes, that one of theym plucked the 
clooke from the gauernour of that ſhippe, and as wel as they 
coulde by ſignes, requpꝛed hym to coome alande, pzomyſinge 
feyth that they wolde common with hyin of peace, But when 
thep lawe hym goo to the Admirals ſhippe whether he went 
to aſke leaue that he might common with them, ſuſpectinge 
heateby ſume further deceate, they lept immmediatly into the 
Lanoa, and edde as [wyft as the wynde. So that to con⸗ 
clude, they coulde by no meanes he allarcd to familiaritie, 
wherfoze the Admirall thowght it not connenient to beſtowe 
any longe tyme there, at this vpage. No greate ſpace frome 
this Flande, euer towarde the weſte, the 4dmirall ſaith he 
fownde ſo owtcragious a faule of water, runninge with ſuch 
a violence from the Eaſte to the Welle, that it was nothynge 
inkerioute to a-mpghty ſtreame- faulynge from hyghe moun: 
apnes, De alſo confeTed., that ſince the fp2ſt dape that euer 
e knewe what the ſea mente, he was neucr in ſuche feare. 
Pꝛocsadinge pet ſumwhat further in this daungerous vpage, 
he fownde certepne goulfes of, viii, mples, as it had byn then 
tcraunce of ſume greate hauen, into the which, che ſayde vi: 
olent ireames dyd faule. Theſe goulfes oz ſtrepghtes, he cau: 
led Os Dr«conis, that is, the dꝛagons month, And the Jland 
directly oucr ageynſte the lame, he named . Owte of 
theſe trepghtes, iſſhewed no leſſe foꝛce of frelſbe water. wht: 
che encounteringe with the ſaulte, dyd drpue to paſſe fooꝛth: 
Soo that betwene bothe the waters, was no ſmaule conflict. 
But enteringe into the goulfe, at the lengthe he fownde the 
water therof very freſche and good co d2pnke, The Admpꝛall 
hym ſelfe, and they which were his companions in this vy⸗ 
age, beinge men of good credit, and perceauinge mp diligence 
in learchinge foz theſe matters, rowlde me pet of a greater 
thpnge. That is, that foz the ſ ot. xx vi, leaques, amoun: 
tynge to a hundzeth and foure mples, he ſapled euer by free 
water: In ſo muche, that the further he pꝛoceaded, el pecial⸗ 
lp towarde the weſt, he aFirmeth the water to bee the fre ber. 
After this, he came to a highe ung inhabited ok 
li, it 
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with moonkeps or marmaſits on that part towarde the Can. 

Foꝛ that ſyde was rowgh with rockpe and ſtonp mountains: 

And therfoie not inhabveed with men. pet they that went a 

lande to ſearche the countrey, kownce nere vnto the fea, ma: 

ny fapꝛe kieldes well tplled and ſowen: But noo people, noz 

pet heuſes oꝛ cotages. Patch appes they were gone further in 

to the coimttep to ſowe rlzep2 coꝛne and applye theyꝛ huſban⸗ 

dzy, as wee otten fee owre hulbande men to leauc thepꝛ ſtati: 

ons and vplages fo2 the ſame purpoſe, In the weſte ſpde of 

that manntayne, they cipped a large plapue, whither they 

The faſie t madehaſte,and caſt anker in the bꝛode ryuer. 2s ſcone as the 
en inhabitances had knowleage that a ſtrange nation was arry? 
188 ned in theyꝛ caaſtes, they cane tlockinge withowte all feare 
to ſee owre men. We viiderſtode bp thepz ſygnes and poyn: 

tynges, that this Region was cauled eri: : and that it was 

verp large: In ſo muche that the further it reacheth towarde 

the weſte, to be lo muche the better inhabited and repleniſhed 

with people. The Admiral therkoze, takpnge into his ſhpppe 

foure of the men of that lande, ſearched the welle partes of 

the ſame, By the temperatenes of che aper, the pleaſauntnes 

Temperate ofthe grownde,and the multytude ok people which they ſaw 
ayer 3nd __ daply moꝛe and moꝛe as they ſapled, thep coniectured that 
ful gromo+ theſe thynges poꝛtended lum great matter: As in deede their 
opinion fapled them not, as we wpll further declare in his 

place. The ſoonne nat pet rpſen, but beginninge euen now to 

Sweete fa: Upſet, beinge one dap allured by the pleaſauntnes of the place 
no0rs ©:0cca And ſweete ſauours which bzcathed from the land to the ſhip: 
dynze ſrome pts, they went alande. Bere they fownde a greater multp⸗ 
the lande. -tudc of people then in anp other place. As owre men appꝛo: 
ched towarde them, there came certeine meTengers from their 

Cacii that is, the kynges of the countrep, to deſpze the Ad: 

vumayne mirall in the name of thepꝛ princes to caome to thep2 palap⸗ 
people, ces withowte feare, and that they and al theyꝛs ſhulde bee at 
his commanndement. When the Admirall had thanked them 
cheynes and And made his excuſe for that tyme, there came innumerable 
gariandes of people with thepz boatcs to the ſhippes: hauyng for the moſt 
Bold ea perics parte chepnes abowee thepꝛ neckes, garlandes on theb2 hea: 
drs, and b:aſclettes on thepz armes of pearles of India: And 
that ſo cuommonlpe, that owre women in plapes and trpum⸗ 
phes haue not greater plentie of ones of glaTr-and orpſtall 
we in 
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in thepꝛ gatlandes, crownes, gerdels, and ſuche other tyꝛe: 
mentes. Beinge aſked where they gathered them, thep pop: 
ted to the nert ſhoꝛe by the ſca bankes. They ſignified al;o by 
certeyne ſcoꝛnetul gieſtures which they made with theyꝛ mou 
thcs and handes, that they nothyng eſtcemed perlcs. Taking 
alſo bhaſkettes in their handes, they made lignes that the 
ſame might bee fplled with them in ſhoꝛte ſpace. But bycauſe 
the coꝛne wherwith his ſbyppes were laden to bee carped into 
Hure niola, hs d taken hurt by reaſon of the ſalte water, he de: 
termꝛned to defcrre this marte to a mote conuemient tyme. pet 
he ſent to lande two of the ſhippe boates laden with men, to 
thintent to fetch ſum garlandes of perles foꝛ exchange of our 
thynges, and alſo ſumwhat to ſcarche the nature of the Ke: 
gion and diſpoſition of the people. They enterteyned owr me 
gentelly: and came ſtockynge to them bp heapes, as it hadde 
byn to beholde ſume ſtraunge monſters. Fy2ſte there came to 
meete owre men, two men of grauitic, whome the multitude 
folowed, One of theſe was well in age, and the other but 
pounge. They thinke it was the father with his ſoonne whi 
che ſbulde ſuccede hym. When the one Had ſaluted and embꝛa 
ſed the other, they bꝛowght owre men into a certepne rownde 
howle, nere vnto the whiche, was a greate courte. Dether 
wert bzowght many chapers and ſtooles made of a certeyne 
blacke woodde, and very coonningely w2owgizt. After that 
owre men, and thepz 4inces were fette, theyz wapting men 
came in laden, ſume with ſund2p delicate dyſHes, and ſume 
with wpne. But thepz meate, was only fruites ! and thoſe of 
dyuers kpndes and vtterlp vnknowe to vs. Theyꝛ wyne was 
both whyte and redde: not made of grapes, but of the lycour 
of dpuers fruites, and verp pleacaunte in divnkynge. after 
this banquette made in the owlde mans hoywle, the younge 
man bzowght them to bis tabernacle oz maucion plice, where 
was a greate coompanp bothe of men and women, but they 
ſtoode deceauered the one from the other. They are whyte, e: 
uen as owre men are, ſaupnge ſuche as are much conucriant 
in the ſonne. They are alſo very geatyll; and full of human: 
tie towarde ſtrangiers. They cocuer thepꝛ prynic partes with 
gollampine cotton w2owaghe with tun dꝛy coloures: and are 
beſy de all naked. There was fewe oꝛ none, that had not ep⸗ 
ther a coller, a cheęne, oz a baſelette of golde and pcarles, 
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and many had all. Bcinge aſked where they had that golde, 

mountarnes thep poynted to certepne moauntapnes, ſeempnge with thepz 
arc the mat countenaunce to diſſuade owre men kram goinge thyt her. Foz 
ces of SIC. puttuige theyꝛ armes in thepꝛ mouthes, and grynninge as 
th2wgh they bytte the ſame, ſtylle poyntinge to the moun: 
tapnes, thep ſecmed to inlinuate that men were eaten there: 
But whether they mente by the Canibales, o2 wylde beaſtes 
owre me 1 cow!de not well perceauc. They tooke it crcedinge 
arccuouſlye, thit they coulde nother vnderſtande owre men, 
n22 owre men them. When they which were lente to lande, 
were returned to the ſhippes abowte three of the clocke at at: 
ter noone the ſame daye, bzinginge with them certepne gar: 
landes and collers of pearles, they looſed thepꝛ ankers to de 
parte, myndinge to coome agepne ſhoꝛtly, when all thynges 
were lette in good 02der in Miſpanola. But he was pꝛeuented 
by an other, which defcated hym of the rewarde of his tra: 
uaple. De was alſo hyndered at this tyme dy reald of the ha 
lownes ofthe ſca + violet courſe of the water, which with con 
tinual tolling, bꝛooſed the greateſt (hip as often as any great 
g gale of wynde aroſe. To auoyde the daungiours of ſauche ſha⸗ 
The 15 en „ lowe places, and ſheltes, he tuer ſent one of the ſmaulcft ca: 
bagangincs. cauclles befoze, to try the way with ſoundinge : and the byg 
” geſt choppes folowed behynde, The Regions beinge in the

loo thicke, that thep ſumetpme in maner ſtaped the chippes. 
The Adnura!l reported, that here there is not one dape tho⸗

Spapne, therin a:culinge bothe the bꝛeht zen, leping heyndus 


matters to they? charges. But the Admirall agepne, ſent mel 


lengers to the kynge, which myght inkoꝛ me hom of thepꝛ rc: 
bellion: Juſtantly deſyꝛinge his grace, to lende hym a newe 
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ſupplpe of men, wherby he nipght luppꝛelle thepꝛ licẽt ioul — 
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ind punyſde them koꝛ theyꝛ miſchcuons actes. They actuſed 
the Admirall and his bzother to bee vmuſt men, cruel enemies 
and ſheaders of the Spanyſhe bludde: declarpnge that vppon 
tuery lyght occaſion, thep wolde racke them, hange them, and 
heade them: And that they tooke pleaſure therin. And that 
they departed from them as from cruell tyꝛantes and wylde 
beaſtes reiopſinge in bludde, alſo the kynges enenpes. Ap: 
mingt lykewpſec that they well perccaued thepꝛ intente to bee 
none other then to vlurpe Thempire of the Jland:s: whiche 
thynge (they ſapde)they (uſpecred by a thouſand contectures, 
Andeſpecially in that they wolde permitte none to reſo2te to 
the golde mynes, but only ſuche as were th 75 familiers. The 
Admicall on the contrary parte, when he delpꝛed ayde of the 
kynge to infringe they} inlolencie, auouched that al thoſe his 
acculers, which had deuiſed ſuche lyes agepnſte hpm, were 
nowgheye fclowes, abhominable knaucs and vplapnes, the: 
nes and baudes, ruTians aduonterers and rauthers of women 
kaulſe periured vagabundes, and ſuche as had bpn epther con 
nict in pzpſons, 02 fledde fo feare of Judgment: ſoo eſcaping 
punylhement, but not leaumnge vice wherin thep ſtyll contynn⸗ 
ed and bzowght the lame with them to the Jlande, lpuinge 
there in lyke maner as befo2e, in thefte, lecherp, and all kpn: 
des of mpſchcefe : And ſao gyuen to Idlenes and 1cepe, that 
wheras they were browght thyther foz mpners, labourers, #4 
ſcullpans, thep wolde not nowe goo one furlonge from thepꝛ 
houſes except rhey were boꝛne on mens backes, lpke vnto ch? 
whiche in owlde epme were cauled ile curulet. Fot, to this 
ofice, they put the nuſerable lande men, whom thep hande: 
led moſte cruelly. Foz leaſte theyz handes ſhulde diſcontinewe 
from deadinge of bludde,and the better to trpe theyꝛ ſtrength 
and manhad, they vſed nowe and then fox thepz paſtyme to 
lkryue a:nonge them ſelues and pꝛoue who coulde moſt cleanelp 
with his \woo2 de at one ſtroke ſtryke of the heade of an inn»:

and the ſca, he fownde two ſcontes of his enempes lurkinge 

in certepne buſſhes : wherof the one, caſtpnge hym ſclfe head 

longe into the ſea, eſcaped : and by the mouthe of the rpuer 

ſwamne ouer to his coompanpons. The other beinge taken, 

declared that in the woadde on the other ſide the rpuer, there 

lap in campe ſpre thouſande Cpguamans redp, vnwares to 

a laple owre men paTpnge bye. Wherkoze the Lieuetenaunte 

kyndyng a ſhalowe place where he myght pa Te ouer, he with 

his hole armp entered into the ryuer. The which thyng when 

the Ciguauians had eſpped, they came runnpnge dowte of the 
wooddes with a terrible crpe and moſte hozrible aſpect, much 

PiA Agabyſi. lpke vnto the people cauled Ag i of whom the poett vir: 
3 gile ſpeaketh. Foz thep were all papnted and ſpotted with 
— 3 wich kundip coloures, and eſpeciall with blacke and redde whiche 
the loyce of they make of certeynt fruites noozylhed fox the ſame purpoſe 
certè fruites. in thep2 gardens. with the iopce wherof they papnt them (cl; 
tes from the fothcade, euen to the knees: Hauing thepz heart 

meare made (whiche by arte they make longe and blacke if nature deny it 
tonge 2 black them) wzcthed and rowled after a thouſande faſhions, 2 
by arte, man wold thinke them to bee deuylles incarnate newlp bzoke 
owte of hell, thep are ſoo lpkt vnto helhoundes. As owre me 
waded oucr the ryner, they ſhotte at them and Hurled dartes 
ſco thicke, that it almoſte tooke the lyght of the ſonne from 
owre men. Jn ſo much that if. they had not bozne of the fozce 
thecrof with they targcttes, the matter hadde gonne wzonge 
with them. pet at the length, many beinge wounded, they 
pailed ouer the rpuer, which rhynge when the enemies ſawe, 
The ctaueut they fleddt: whome owre men perſuinge, ewe ſume in the 
on3 arc dixuẽ Chaſc : but not many, by reaſon of thepz ſwyftencs of foote, 
co fyght, Thus beinge in the wooddes, they ſhotte at owre men mote 
' ſafely. Fer they being accuſtomed to the wooddes and naked 

| without any lette, palled thzowgh the buifþcs and qyubbcs 

as 
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as it had byn wylde bes oꝛ hartes: wheras owre men were 
hyndered by rea ton of thepz appatell, targettes, longe iaue⸗ 
lens, and ignozance of the place. Wherkoze, when he had 
reſted there all that nyght in vayne, and the dape folowynge 
ſawt none ſteringe in the wodes, he went (by the conncel and 
conducte of the other Jlande men which were in his armpe) 
imme diatly from thenſe, to the montapncs zn the which king 
Myiobuexivus had his chtefe man lion place in the vylagt cauled 
Capronum h the which name alſo, the kynges palaice was can 
led, beinge in the Lame vplage. Thus marchinge fozwarde 
with his armp, abowte twelue myple of, he encamped in the 
bylage of an other kpnge, which thinhabit antes had foꝛſa: 
ken koꝛ feart of owre men. wet makpnge dyligent ſearch, they 
fownde two, dy whom they had knowleage that there was 
tenne kpngeg with Metern: in his palaice of Copronum, with 
an armp of. eight thouſand Ciguamans. at che Lieuctenantes 
fpzit appꝛoche, he durfl not gpue them batrayle vntpll he hid 
ſumwhat better ſearched the Kegion: yet did he in the meane 
tyme (kyꝛmyſſhe with them twyle. The nerte nyght abowte 
mydnyght, he ſent furth ſcoutes, and with them gupdes of 
the Jlande men which knewe the countrep. Whom the Cigua 
uians cipyenge from the mountapnes, piepared them ſelues 
to the dattayle with a terrible crye oꝛ alarome afrer their ma: 
ner: but pet durſt not coome owte of the wooddes, (uppoſing 
that the Licuetenaunt with his mapne armp had byn euen at 
hande. The dap folowpnge, whe he brought his armp to the 
place where they enca.npcd, leaping owr of the wooddes,thep 
twyle atrempred the fortune of warcc,ticrcelp aſſaypling owre 
men with a mapne foꝛce, and woundinge manye befoze they 
coulde coouer them with theyz targettes. pet owre men put 
them to flyght, ewe many, and tooke many, The reſpdewe 
fledde to the wooddes, where they kept them pil as in their 
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moſte ſafe houlde. Of them which were taken, he ſent one, + 


with hym an other of the Jlande men which was of his parte 
to Muobanexivs with commanndement in this effect, The Liene 
tenaunt bzought not hether his army (O Mcobnexivs) to kepe 
warre cyther ageynſt powe oz powre people: Fox he greately 
delpꝛeth powre frendeſþippe, But his entent is, that Cuurio- 
nexus Who hath perſuaded powe to bee his apde agepnſte hym 
to the greate dellruction of powre W * of 

au, poborc 
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powre tountttp, map hanc dewe cozrection aſwell ſoꝛ his dif 

obedienct towarde him, as alſo foꝛ tapſing tumultes amonge 

the people. Wherkoꝛe, he requpzeth powe and crozteth powe, 

kynge SUIT? gg delyuer Cuarionexius into his handes. The whic i thynge pf 
oucxiuo. powe ſhall perfozme, the Admirall his bother wyll not only 
gladly admitte pow e to his frendeſbyppe, but alio enſargt # 

deſende powre dominion. And if herein powe refuie to accom 

piyſtte his requeſte, it wyll folowe, that powe ſhall Hoztclye 

repent powe therof. Foz powre kyngedome ſhall be walled 

with lwooꝛde and ſper, and powe all abpde the foztune of 

11-7.

anſwered, that Guarionexivus Was a good man, indued with ma 

np vertues as all men knewe: And therfozc he thought hym 

wozthp his apde : eſpecially in as muche as he fledde to hym 

" fo ſuccoure, and that he had made him ſuch pzomeTe, whom 

— = alſo he had pꝛoued to dee his faithfull frende, Agepne, thut 
thep were nawghtp men, violent and cruell, deſpzinge other 

mens gooddes, and ſuche as ſpared not to ſþ:ede innocentes 

bludde: Jn fpne, that he wolde not haue to doo with ſuche 

myſcheuous men, noz pet enter into frendeſhippe with them. 

when theſe thpnges came to the Lieuetenauntes eart, he com 

maunded the vplage to be burnte where he hym (elfe encam: 

ped, with manp other vplages there abowte, And when he 

dꝛewe nere to the place where Mdobarexus lap, he ſent meTen 

gers to hym agepne, to common the matter with hym, and to 

wpll hym, to lende ſume one of his moſte fepthful frendes to 

Tpe Licuete cutrratt with hym of peace. Where vppon the kynge ſent vn 
nauntes gen: to hym one of his checke genttimen, and with hym two other 
telnestoward to waptt on hym. When he came to the Licuetenauntes pe: 
maiobanexias ſcuce, he frendlp requpzed hym to perſuade his loꝛd and ma: 
ier in his name, and crneſtly to admonyſſhe hym, not to ſuf: 

fer his gozpinge kyngedome to bee ſpopled, 03 Jy ſelfe to 

abpde the haſarde of warre fo} Guerionexivs ſake : And further 

to crhozte hym to delpuer hpm., excepte he wolde ptocure the 

deſtruction bothe of hym ſelfe, his people, and his countrey. 

When the meTenger was returned, Mex allembled the 

people, declaring vnto them what was doone, but they cried 

owes 
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owte on hym to del puer Guoionexivs : And deganne to curſe the 
dape that tuer they had reccaucd hym, thus to difinrbe they; 
quictnes, M4okwrexus anitdered them, that Gvaroncxus was a 
good man, and had well de:crued of him, gininge hym manp 

uncelp pzeſentes : And had alſo tawght both his wyfc and 

PM to ſpnge and daunce, whiche thynge he dpd not lyttle 
eſtecme. And was therfoze fully rcſolued in no caſe to forſake 
hym, oz ageynſtc all humanitie to betrape his frende whiche 
fiedde to hym foz ſuccoure: but rather to abpde al extremities 
with him, then to minifter occaſion of obloqupe to lannderes 
to repozte that he had betraped his gcſte whom he tooke into 
his houſe with warranties, Thus diſmilſinge the people ſigh 
inge and with ſozowfull hartes, he cauled Gu4rioncxivs befoe 
hym,p:ompiinge hym agepne, that he wolde bee partaker of 
his foꝛtune whyle lyfe laſted. In ſo muche that hc thowghe 
it not beſtc to lende any further wooꝛde to the Licuetenaunt: 
but appopntcd hym whome defoze he ſent to hym, to keeps 
the way with a garryſon of men, to thintent that if any met 
ſengers ſhulde be lent from the Lieuetenaunt, to lepe them by 
the way, and ad mitte none to communication oz further en:rs 
tit of peace. In the meane tyme, the Licuetenaunt ſent twoo, 
wherot the one was a captiue Ciguautan, and the other an J 
lande man of them which were frendes to owre men: Th. p 
were bothe taken and lapne, The Licuetenaunt folowed th? 
onely with ten footemen and foure hozſemen, Fyndinge his 
melTengers decade in the waye, he was further pzouoked to 
wꝛathe, and determpncd moe extremelp to deale with Mob. 
"exivs, And therefoze wente fozwarde incontinently with his 
hole armp to his checfe palaice of Ceprowm where he pet laye 
in campe. At his appꝛoche, all the kynges fledde, cuerpy man 


his wap, and fozſooke thepz capitapne Mo : who alſo 


with all his famelye, fledde to the rowgh mountapnes. Sum 
of the Ciguauians, ſowght foꝛ Guurionnive to ey hym, foz 
that he was the cauſe of all theſe troubles. But his feete ſa; 
ued his lpfe, Foz he fledde in tyme to the mountapnes where 

he lurked in maner alone amonge the deſolate rackes. 
Whereas nowe the Litueten auntes ſouldiers were ſozwe: 
rycd with longe warre, with watchinge, labaure, and hun⸗ 
ger, (foz it was nowe thice mooncthes ſence the warres be: 
gannc) many deſpzcd leaut to departe to the towre of _ 
F.lil, lon 
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tion, where they had graneges and ererciſed tyll age. De gatre 

then thepꝛ pa.l(ep22tes with alowance of vptaples, and ſos 

that onlythoꝛtie remapned with hym.Theſe thꝛee mooncthes 

warre, they contpnued verp papnekull and mplerablpe: $09

Theſe he enkoꝛced to declare where they loꝛd lay hyd de. And 

A police. vled the lame alſo for guides to binge owre me to the place, 
| Twcluc of owre men tooke this entcrp2pſe in hand, painting 

wonze wat: tbem Lelues after the maner of the Ciguautans. Soo that by 
Hen us 1c this ftratageme 02 policie, thep came ſodenly vppon Mioberex 
taken, ws, and tookt hym pꝛiſoner with his wyfe, children, and fa: 
; milit. and conueighed them to the towre of Conception to the 
Lieuctenaunt. Within a fewe dapes after, hunger compelled 

Gu1,nexws to coome owte of the dennes: whome, certeine of 

the people fearinge the Lieuetenaunt, bewzapde to owre hun 

| ters. The Licuerenaunt beinge certified hercof, ſent furthe a 
Evarionerius bande of foore men, commaunding them to lye in ambuſbe vn 
te taken. tyll uche tyme as Gurionexivs wente from the playpnes to the 
mountapnes, and then ſoodenly to intrappe hym. Thep went 

as they were commaunded, tooke hym, and bzowght hym a⸗ 

wayc with them. And by this meanes were all the Negions 

nere abowte, pacified and qupeted. A certepne noble woman 

of nere kynred to Maiokenexivs, and wyfe to an other kynge 

\ whoſe do ninion was pet vntouched, kolowed hym in al theſe 
aducr; 
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aduerſities. They afirme this woman to bee the fapꝛeſt and 2 
molle bewetikull that euer nature bzowght fooꝛ he in the J: W 
lande. whom, when the kynge her huſbande who looved her 
moſte ardentlp (as her bewetice deſerued) harde ſaye that ſhee 
was taken p2ziſoner he wandered vppe and downe the deſer: 
tes lpke a man gwtec of his wytte, not knowinge what to doo 
oz ſape. But at the lengthe, he came to the Lieuetcnaunte, 
pꝛomylinge molle fapthfully that he wold ſubmitte hym ſclfe 
and all that he coulde make, under his poure, ſoo that he 
1 wolde relloze hym his wyfe. The Lieuetenant accepred the c6 
dit ion # rcſto2ed him his wife, with certeyue other rulers and 
. | gentelmen which he had taken pziſoners befoze : Lharginge 
them, and byndinge them with an othe, to bee euer redye at » vpnge ren 
his commaundement.Shoztlp after, this kpnge, of his owne deth che licue 
free motion, camt agepne to the Licuetenaunt,bzingyng with ten ant fyue 
hym fpue thoulande men wi Hout weapons, ſaupnge onely #99 and me 
uche infrumentes as they vle in tyllage of thepz grownde. grownde. 
Be bzought with hym alſo, ſcedcs to ſowe: wherwith at his 
owne charge, he cauſed ſuche plentic of theyꝛ cozne and frui⸗ 
tes tv growe in ſundꝛy places of the large vale whereof wee 
ſpakec befoze, that ſhoꝛtelp after, were (ecne manpe fapꝛe and 
fruitefull ficides that came therof. And foz his gentelnes be: 
inge rewarded of the Licuctcnaunte with certepne of owre 
thynges, he departed iopfully. When the repozt hereof came he kyngea 
to the Ciguauians, it mooued the mpndes of the kynges to ſubmic them 
hope of clemencie. Where vppon they came togyther to the ſelucs to the 
. Licuetenaunt with humble ſubmiſſion and fapthful pzomeſſe Ticuete naunt 
ener after to bee vnder his obedience: deſpzing hym to reſto2e 
bnto them thep2 kynge, with his famplic. At thepꝛ requeſte, 
the kynges wyfe and his houſcholde was kette at Libertie, 
but he kepte ſtyll as a pziſoner. Theſe thynges dyd the Licucz 
tenaunt in the Jlande, not yet knowinge what his aTucrſa- 
ties and accuſers had lapde to his charge befoze the kynge of 
S payne : who beinge diſquyeted with theyꝛ querelinges and 
accuſacions, and eſpecially foꝛ that by reaſon of theyꝛ diſcen 
tion, of ſoo greate abundannce of golde and other thynges, A newe go⸗ 
there was as pet but lyttle browght into Spayne, appointed venrotr of 
a newe gouernour which ſhuld ſec a redꝛedĩe in theſe thinges: Ve lande. 
And epther to punyſhe ſuche as were fautie, 02 elles to ſende 
them ta hym. What was fownde agepnſtc the e on

Ringe of rpble nopſcs and roꝛpnges of wpide beaſtes in the wooddes 
wrld beaſtes which are full of exceadinge greare and hygh trees of ſundzy 
kyndes. But the bcaſtes of theſe wooddes, are not noplome 

to men. Foꝛ the pcople of the countrep goo daply a hunting, 

naked, with theyꝛ bawes and arrowes: pet hath it not byn 

harde of, that any man hath byn lapne of anp wylde beaſtc, 

vartes and Is manp hartes 02 wylde bores as owre men woolde deſye 
wyla boꝛcs. them to nynge, they woolde kyll in the wooddes with their 
bowes and arrowes, and not faple to bꝛynge theim, They

groſſc and ſumwhat curlde, yet longe alſo, They keepe thepz curide heare. 
tecth very whyte : And foz that purpoſe vlt to cary a certeine White cecthe, 
; herbe betwene theyz lpppes fo2 the moſt parte of the dap, and 
to walſde theyꝛ mouthes when they caſt it away. The women 
| doo all rhep2 buſpnes at home in theps howſes, and haue al: 
ſo the cute of tpllage of the grounde. But the men apply them 
ſclues to the warres and guntynge, to plape, ſingonge and gerthes vers 
daunling. They haue ſund ip kyndes of water pottes, iugges, felo. 
and dꝛinckinge cuppes made of carthe in other places abowt 
theym and bzought therher foꝛ crch iunge of other thynges : 
Foz thep vſe fapꝛes and markettes foꝛ the ſame purpoſe: and 
are gretly deſpzous of ſuch thynges, as are not bꝛought fozth 
oz made in thepꝛ countreyp, as nature hath gyuen a diſpoſiti: 
on to al men to deſpꝛe and bee delpted with newe and ſtrange 
thynges, Manp of them, hid hangpngc at theyꝛ pearles,the conninge ar: 
Images of certeine beaſtes and birdes verp arcificioulp made ti ficers. 
of golde, but not pure, Theſe alſo arc bought them from oz: 
cher places foz exchange of other thynges. The golde wher: Ste golde 
of they are made, is natiue, and of much lyke finenes to that J 
wherof the lozenes are copned. The men of this countrey, in 
cloſc theyꝛ pꝛiuie members in a gourde, cutte aftcr the faſhion 
of a codde piece: oz els, coouet the ſame with the ſbelle of atop ſtrange ma 
topſe, tped abowee they? lopnes with laces of gollampine cot ner of couc: | 
ton. In other places of that tract, thep thʒuſt the ſpncw with nge cheywpn 
in the ſheethe therok, and bynde the ſkinne faſt with a ringe. . 
The greate wylde beaſtes wherof wee ſpake befoze, and many 
other thynges ohiche are not founde in any of the Jlandes, Tokẽs of the 
teſufie that this regid is part of the cõtintt oz firme land. But Sentiment 0: 
the chieken cbiecture wherdy they argue che lame, 1s, that by ne Unde, 
the coalles of that lande, from p cowarde the welle, they 
ſapled aboutc thꝛee thouſande myles, fyndpnge no ſigne o 
token ok anp ende. Theſe people i h (whiche ſum cault 
Curtans) heinge demaunded where they hadde ſuche plentic of 
golde, ſignificd that it was bꝛought them from a Region cau The golden 
led cacbieta 02 Cuucbieta, being diſtant from them ſyxe ſdonnes, Regiõ of Cay 
l that is, ſpre daycs iourney weſtwarde : And that theyꝛ Jma; iets. 
ges of goulde, were made in the ſame Negion. Where vppon 
| owre men directed theyꝛ vyage thyther imme diatly: and arry 
ucd there at the calendes of Rouember, in the pcare of Cyziſt 
N. u, a tho: 
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a thouſande and fpue hundꝛeth. The people of the countrey 

reſoꝛted to them withoute feare, byyngynge with them of the 
golde which we layde to bee natpue in that Regton. This peo 

ple had alſo collers of pearles abowte thepz neckes, whiche 
were brought them frame Cine for exchange of theyꝛ mar: 
chandics. None of them wolde erchaunge any of thoſe thin: 
ges which they had owte of other countreps : as nother the 
Lurians golde, noz the Lanchierans pearles. pet amonge the 
Canchietans they fownde but little gold redp gathered. They 
toke with the tro thenſe, certen verp fapꝛe marmaſcts oz mun 
Teinperate keys æ manp popingapes of ſunday coloures. Ju the monethe 
aper in 0: of Nouember, the aper was there moſt temperate, + nothyng 
ucmber. coulde. The gardens of the noꝛth pole, were owte of ſyght to 
The £quinoc hothe theſe people, thep arc ſoo nere to the Equinocetall. Of 
tial lyne. the degrees of the pole, they can gyue none other accoumpte, 
vumane peo: Thele people, are wel diſpoſed men, of honeſt condicions, and 
ple. nothinge ſuſpicious. Foz all moſt all the nyght longe, they re: 
ſo2ted to the ſhippe with theyꝛ boates, and went abooꝛde ſhip 
withowte feare, as dyd the Lurians. They caulc pearles, co- 
rxas, They are ſumwhat ielpous. Foꝛ, when any ſtraungers 
FE coome emonge them, they euer place thepz women behpnd the, 
Soſſampine In this Region of C.nchicis, the gollampine trees growe of 
8 them ſclues commonly in many places, as doo wich vs elmes, 
wpllowes, and ſalowes. And therfoze they vſe to make bꝛee⸗ 
Cho:lyſhe ches of cotton, wherwith they coouer thep2 pꝛpuie partes in 
people many other Regions there about e. when they had pet ſapled 
on foꝛwarde by the ſame coaſtes, there came fooꝛth agepnſte 
them abowte twoo thouſande men, armed after thepz maner, 
fozbydding them to coome aland. Theſe people were ſoo rude 
and (aluagc, that owre men coulde bp no meanes allure them 
to familiaritie. Owre men therfoze,contented only with their 
pearles, returned bac ſame wap they came: where they 
lp bõſus re: remapned with the Cu continually foꝛ the ſpace of rwen 
turneth to tie dapes, and fpliled thept bellpes wel with good meatc. And 
oma here it ſeemeth to me, not karre from my purpoſe, to declare 
what chaunced vnto theim in thep2 returne, when they came 
Canitale3 in nowe within the ſpght of the coaſte of Pris. They happened

% (wherof wee ſpake befoze) to meete with a nauic ok. x viu. La 
noas of Camibales which went a roupng to hunt foz ———

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ſoonc as they had eſpyed owr men, aſſailed theyꝛ ſhippe fierce 
ly and without feare encloſed the ſame, diſturbing owre men 
on cucry ſpde with theyz arrowes. But owre men lo feared 
them with thep2 gunnes, that they fledde immediatly, whom 
owre menne kolowinge with the ſhippe boate, tooke one of 
theyꝛ Canoas, and in it, only one Lambal (foz the other had 
eſcaped) and with hym, an other man bywnde : Who, with 
tcares runninge downe his cheekes, and with gicſture of his 
| handes, epcs, and heade, ſignified that ſpre of his coompa⸗ 
ö nyons had byn cruelly cutte in pieces and eaten of that myſ[- 
| chcuous nation: and that he ſhul de haue byn lykewplc hande 
led the dap folowpngc. Wherfoꝛe they gaue hym poure ouer 
the Canpball, to doo with hym what he wolde. Then with Death fo; 
the Cambales owne clubbe, he lapde on hym al that he might ). 
dꝛpue with hande and foote,grinninge and fretinge as it had 
byn a wylde boꝛe: Thinkpnge that he had not pet ſufficiently 
reuenged the death of his companyons, when he had beaten 
owtc his bꝛapnes and guttes. When he was demaunded af- 
ter what ſoz:c the Lanibales were woont to innade other con 
treps, he anſwered chat they euer vſcd to carpe with them in N 
theyz Lanoas, a grtate multitude of clubbes : The whiche, Mön 
where ſoo euer they lande, they pitche in the grownde, and fic their cape 
encampe them ſclues within the coompalle of the ſame, to lye 
the moe ſafely in the nyght ſeaſon. In ct they fownde 
the head of a capitaine of the Tambales, nailed ouerthe dooze 
of a certepne goucrnoure, fo a token of victoue, as it hadde 
byn the ſtanderde oz helmette taken from the enempe in bat⸗ 
taple, In theſe coaſtes of ?.7is, is a Region cauled , in ape 
the whiche, greate plentie of ſalte is gathered after a ſtrange fal *0S<n- 
ſozte, Foz the ſca beinge there toſſed with the poure of the water of the 
wypndes, dzpueth the lalte waters into a large plapne by the ſca. 
ſea ſyde: where: afterward when the ſea wareth culme, and 
the ſoonne begynnethe to ſhyne, the water is congeled into 
molle pure and whyte ſalte, wherewith innumerable ſhyppes 
might bee laden, if men doo reſozte thether for the ſame bee: 
fozc there faule any rapne, Foz the rapne.meltethe it, and cau 
ſeth ic to ſpnke into the lande, and ſoo by the pozes cf the 
earthe, to teturne to the place from whenle ic was dypuen. Sprynges e

bꝛowoght to hym aboue a hundꝛeih and twentie vnces of per:

ageynſt whom came furth.xxxu. of them, with —

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and dartes, euen redy to the fepght, The other coompanpe 
folowed them, armed after the ſame maner. O wr men ackirme 
that they were of hygher ſtature then eyther the Almapnes 02 
Pannomans, They bchelde owre men with krownynge and 


th:catenpnge countenaunce. But owbre men thought it not 


good to faule to bickeringe with them, vncertepnte whether it 
were foz feare, oꝛ bycauſe they wolde not dꝛipue the to flight. 
wherfozc they went aboute to allure them by faire meancs & 
tewardes. But they refuſed all kynde of gentelncs, + ſtoode 
tuer in a redines to feight, declaringe the lame by lignes and 
tokens, Thus owr men reſoꝛted to thepz ſhippes, and thep to 
the place from whence they came, without anp further bulp⸗ 
nes. The ſame nyght abowte mpdnpght, they ledde, and lekt 
2 place vopde where they lap in campe. Owre men ſuppole 
them to bee a vagabunde and wanderinge nacion lpke vnto 
the Scypthians, withowte houſes oz certepne dwellinge pla: 
ces, lyuinge onelp with the fruites of the carth, hauing they? 
wpuecs and chyldꝛen folowinge them. Such as meaſured their 
footeſteppes in the lande, affirme with greate othes, that one 
of theyꝛ krete is almoſt as longe as twoo feete of owre men of 
the meant ſozte. Saplinge on pet further, they founde an o⸗ 
ther ryuer, but not of deapth ſufficient to bi are the carauels. 
They ſent therfoze the foure ſhippe boatcs to lande, ful of ar: 
med men to ſearch the countrep. They clpped vppon a hyghe 
hyll nerc vnto the ſea ſyde, a greate multitude of people, to 
whom owre coompany [cnt furthe one man with certepne of 
owre thpnges to allure them to exchaunge. And when he had 
caſt a haukes bell towarde them, thcp caſt downe a wedge of 
golde a cubette longe. The which as he ſtouped to take vppe, 
they ſoodenlp incloſed hym, and carped hym awaypc, But he 
was ſhoztlp after reſcued by his coompanpons, to ſum of their 
paynes : foꝛ they llcwe eyght of owre men, and wounded ma⸗ 
ny a farrc ot, with thepz arrowes, and dartes made of wood 
hardened at the endes with kpꝛe. After this, they encoompa⸗ 
led owre ſhippe boates within the ryucr, and came raſſhelye 
within the reache of owre men, lapinge houlde on the boatcs 
ſpdes, where they were thruſt thzowgh and hewen in peeces 
as it had byn ſhcepe, by reaſon they were naked. pet wolde 
they not fot al this, gpuc oner : but tooke from owre men one 
of their boates, hauing noo men in it, Foz the 8 "yer

xoni, the vncle and the neue, ſuſtepned manpe great trowbles 
and ho2rible tempeſtes and perilles inthis nauigation. Fox 
when they had nowe ſayled by the coaſtes of Pri abowte. vi. 
hund:cth lcaques, and (as thep (uppoſed) beponde the citie 
of cube and the coaſtes of Eaſte India beponde the ryuer of 
Ganges, there roſe ſoodenly (oo fieree a tempeſte in the moo: 
neth of Julp, that, ot the foure carauels which they had with 
them, twoo were d20wned ecuen beefoze theyꝛ epes: and the 
thyꝛdt lyenge at anker, with lyke loodennes carped owte of 
theyꝛ ſyght thꝛowgh the violence of the tempeſte : The fourth 
alſo lpinge at anker, was ſoo ſhaken and bꝛooſed, that al the 
ſcames therof were almoſt looſed. pet came they to lande owt 
of this lane ſhyppe, but vtterlpe deſpapzpnge of the ſhyppe. 

wherfoꝛe conſultynge with them ſelues what was beſt to bee 
doone in ſoo extreeme a calc, and how to pꝛouide them a ſafe 
dwellinge place in thoſe Negions beinge owt ok al hope how 


de perat caſe 0 de parte from thenſe, they determined to lley all the inhabi 


tantes of the contrev nete abowte them, leaſte they with the 
other ſhalde conſpire rogyther to kyl them, but theyꝛ foꝛtime 
was better. Fo the carauell which the tempeſte had carped a 
way, was coome to them agepne. This had in it. xviii. men: 
And the other that remapned, was ſaued and repapꝛed. With 
thele two therkoꝛe, they tooke theyꝛ vpage directly to Spaine 
And thus beinge tolled with tempeſtes and vercd with aducr 
kities, they returned to they? natine contrep of blos, to theys 
wpues and chuldꝛen, the dap befoze the Calendes of October, 
with ty loſſe of many of thepz dere frendes and W 

They 
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they browght with them Cinamome and gynger: but not ve⸗ 
ry good. bycanſe they were not there fully lcaloned with the 
hcatc of the ſoone befoꝛe they bꝛought thein fr thenſe. They 
bꝛowght allo, certeyne pꝛecious ſtones, whiche 8½ον Elyſks, 
that excellent philoſopher and powre lozdeſhippes phiſitian, 
afirmeth to bee trewe Topaſes. After theſe mens returne, o⸗ 
ther of thepꝛ neighbours beinge moued thereto by a certepne 
emulation, to pꝛoue pf thepꝛ foꝛtune wolde bee anpe better, 
lpke men of good cozage, beinge nothing diſcomfo2ted by the 
harde fortune of theyꝛ neighboures, knowinge that it often 
rymes chaunceth that that which is one mans vndoinge is an 
other mans makpnge, attempted a newe vpage towarde the 
ſowthe by the coaſtes of Paris, folowpnge the ſteppes of colo- 
xs the Admiral, who had fy2\t diſconered the ſame. They alſo 
bꝛowght with them greate plentie of Capi f/bils : And fownde 
that pꝛecious medecine cauled sf the Spanyardes, Ae ulkun, 
whoſe perfume is of moſt excellent effect to Heale the reumes, 
murrcs, and hcauines of the heade. As touchinge this vpage, 
as pet J knowe noo other newes that J thought worthy to 
ccrtifie powe of. Wherfoze. I wpl nowe make an ende of this 
booke, bycauſc pow put me ſo often in rememberance of pour 
departure, Pet to accomplyſſhe the Decade, J wyll declare 
ſumwhaec of the ſuperſtit ions of Hiſpiniols, powe ſhall nowe 
therfoꝛe vnderſtand the illuſions wherwith the people of the 
Jlande haue dyn ſeduced after the crrours of the owlde gen: 
tilitie, and wandered in the 1gnozance and blpndenes of hu: 
mane nature cozruptcd by the diſobedience of owr fyꝛſt parcn 
tes, which hath remayned in all nations vpon the face of the 
carth,ercept where it hath pleaſed god by the lyght of his ſpi 
rite by his woozde, to poure Vppan his clecte the grace of re: 
nouation, by the lyght wherof the naturall darkencs recea⸗ 
neth lume clearenes as in a glaTe, vntpll imperkection ſhalbe 
abolyſhe d. Owre men therefoze, were longe in the Jlande of 
Hiſpniols, betoꝛt they knewe that the people thereof honore de 
any other thynge thẽ the lpghtes of heauen, 0z had any other 
Religion, But when thepe had byne nowe longe connerſante 
with them, and by vnderſtandyng their language, dꝛewe to a 
further familiaritie, thep had knowlcage that they vſcd dy⸗ 
uers rytcs and ſuperſtitions. J haue therfoze gathered theſe 
kcwe thynges folowpnge, owte of a booke wzptten = one 
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R amonu An herempte, whom colonus had lefte With certeyne 
kynges of the Jlande to inſiruct them in the Chꝛiſtian fayth. 
And bycauſe in mancr their hole religion is none other thing 
thenJ dolatrp, J wyll begpnne at thepz J doles. It 1s 
therfoze apparente by the Jmages which thep Honour open: 
ly and commonly, that there appere vnto them in the nyghte 
ſcaſons certepne phantalies and illuſions of cupll ſpirices, 
ſcducinge them into manp fonde and folpſhe errours. Foz they 
make ceitepne Images of goſlſampinc cotton fon. ded oz wie: 
thed after theyꝛ maner, and harde ſtopped within. Theſe J: 
mages thep make lytting, much lyke vnto the pictures of ſpꝛi 
tes and dcuclles which owr paynters arc accuſtomed to paine 
vppon waules. But kozalmuch as J my ſclfe ſent powe foure 
of theſe Jmages, powe map better pzeſently ſignifie vnto the 
kynge yowre vncle, what maner of thynges they are, # hawe 
lpke vnto papnted deuelles, then J can expꝛelle the ſame bp 
wzytpngec. Theſe Images, thinhabitantes caule Zemes : wher 
of the leaſte, made to the lykencs of pounge deuels, they bind 
to thep2 foꝛheades when thep goo to the warres agepnſt their 
enemies: And foz that purpoſe haue thep thoſe ſtrynges han: 
gynge at them which poweſce. Of theſe, thep beleue to ob: 
teyne rapne if rapne be lackpng, and lykewpſe fapze wether. 
Foz they thinke that theſe Zemes are the mediatours and mel 
lengers of the greate god, whom they acknowleage to be on: 
ly one, cternall, withowte ende, omnipotent and inuiſible, 
Thus euerp kynge hath his particuler Zenes which he honou 
reth. They caule the eternall god, by theſe twoo names, Loca 
x4, and Cuamaonocon, às thepy pꝛediceſſours tawght them, Ifir 
minge that he hath a father cauled by theſe fpue names: that 
1s, Atti Mamons, Guacarapits, Lick, Gumzos. owe hall powe 
heare what they fable on the earth as touchinge the oziginall 
of man. There is in the Jlande a Ucgion cauled cπνανν, wher 
they fapne that mankynde came fy2ſt owte of twoo caues of a 
mountayne : and that the byggeſt ſoꝛte of men, came furth of 
the month of the byggeſt caue, and the leaſt ſoite owte of the 
lcaſte caue. The rocke in the which theſe caues are they caule 
Caves. The greateſt denne, thep name cg uν,i] and the leTe 
Amaiuund, They lay, that befozc it was lawful foz men to come 
fooꝛth of the cauc, the mouth of the caue was kepte and wat 
ched nyghtly by a man whole name was Mcbochiel, This — 
cho 
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ochuel, departinge \umwhat farre from the caue to thintente 
to lee what thynges were abꝛode, was ſoodenly taken of the 
ſoonne (whoſe ſight he was foꝛbydden) and was turned into 
a ſtone, They fayne the lyke of _ other, that whereas 
they went kooꝛt he in the nyghte ſeaſon a fyſchynge, lo farre 
from the caue that they coulde not returne befoꝛe the ryſyn ge 
of the loone (the which it was not lawful foꝛ them to behold) 
they were tranſfozmed into myp2obalane trees, which of them 
ſclucs growe plentikullp in the Jlande, They ſaye further: 
moꝛe, that a certepne ruler cauled Vazonions, ſent one furth of 
the cauc to goo a fpThpnge, who by lpke chaunce was turned 
into a nyghtyngale bycauſe the ſoonne was ryſen beefozc he 
came agepne to the caue : And that pcarelye abowte the ſame 
tyme that he was turned into a byꝛde, he dothe in the nyght 
with a mooznynge ſonge bewaple his mpſfoztune , and caule 
foꝛ the helpe of his maiſter Vagonions, And this they thynke to 
bee the cauſe why that byꝛde lingeth in the night lealon. But 
vagoniona, beinge ſoꝛe troubled in his mynd fot the lolſe of His 
familier frende whom he loued ſoo intierlp, lcauinge the men 
in the caue, brought fooꝛth onelp the women with thepꝛ ſuc- 
kynge chyldzꝛen, leauinge the women in one of the Jlandes of 
that tracte, cauled Mui and carped the chyldzen awape 
with hym: which pooze wietches oppꝛeſled with famine, fain 
ted and remained on the banke of a certeine rpuer where thep 
were turned into frogges, and crped co, tos, that is, mums, ms 
ma, as chyldꝛen are wont to crye fox the mothers pappe. And 
hereof they ſap it commeth that frogges vle to cry ſo pptitul: 
ly in the ſpꝛynge tyme of the peare: And that men were ſcat: 
tered abꝛode in the caues of ole withowte the companye 
of women. They lay alto, that whereas Vazonion« hpm lelke, 
was accuſtomed to wander in dpuers places, and pet by a ſpe 
ciall grace, ncuer tranſtozmed, deſcended to a certeyne fape 
woman whom he ſawe in the bottome of the ſea, and recca: 
ucd of her certerne pibple tones of marble (whiche they caule 
Cibus) and allo certeine pelowe and bꝛight plates of laton, whi 
che they caule Cxnnos. Theſe thynges to this dap are had in 
greate eſtin ation amonge the kynges, as goodly icwcls and 
moſt Holp rclients. Theic men whiche we tapde befoꝛe were 
lefte in the canes withowte women, went furth in the nyghe 
(as they lap) to walſye them (clues in a ponde of gant one 
| and lawe 
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and ſave a karre of by the wap a greate multitude of certeine 

beaſtcs in ſbape ſumwhat lyke vnto women, creping as thicke 

as antes abonte the my2obalane trees: And that as they at: 

women are tempted to take theſe beaſtes,thcy ſlypped owte of char han: 
9 cat: des as they had byn peles. Where vppon they conſulted, and 
24 wile dome determpned bytha duice of the elders, that al ſnche ſhulde bee 
gothe not by ſowght kooꝛthe amonge them, as were ſcabbyd and lepꝛous, 
age, to thintente that with theyꝛ rowghe and harde handes, they 
myght theſelyer take holde of them. Theſe men, they caule 

Caracaracoles: And ſente them fooꝛthe a huntinge to take theſe 

beaſtes, But of many which they tooke,thep coulde keepe but 

only foure : The whiche as they wolde haue vſed foz women, 

they fownde that thep lacked womais prinitics. Wherefoze 

| caulinge thelders agepne te counſaple, to conſult what were 

vere ned? belte to bee done in this caſe,thepz admce was that the byzde 

gic all inter: which wee caule the Pye, (þ:ld bee admitted with his byll to 
pꝛetour. open a place foꝛ that purpoſe, whyle in the meane tpme thele 
men cauled Carcar<coles, ſhulde hould faſt the womens thighes 

_ abtodc with theyz rowgh handes. Full wpſclp therfoze was 

the pye put to this office, and opened che womens pꝛiuities, 

and hcreof the women of the Jlande haue thep2 oꝛiginal and 

ofſpꝛinge. But nowe doo J ceaſe to marucyle that the owlde 

Brckcs dpd fable and wꝛpte ſo manpe bookes of the people 

Myrmidows Cauled Mymidozes, which thep fayned to bee engendꝛed of an: 

tes oꝛ pilſcmeres, Thele and ſuche lyke, the ſagcſt and wpſeft 

of the people, pꝛeache continuallp to the ſimple ſoꝛte, and re: 
herle the lame as moſte holp ozacles. But it is pet moze chyl: 
dylſhe that they fable as touchiuge thoꝛiginall of the ſca. Fol 
they ſape that there was once in the Jlande, a man of greats 
A vengeable Power, whoſe name was la whoſe onip foonne being dead, 
greate gourd. Ve burped hym within a greate gourde. This 14«, greuouſlye 
takyng the death of his loonne, after a fewe moonthes,came 

agepne to the gourde : The which when he had opened, there 

. iKhewed foozth many great whales and other monſters of the 
of the ſea, (ea: where vppon he declared to ſuche as dwelt abowte hym, 
that the ſea was cncloſcd in that gourde. By which repoꝛt, 

foure bzcthzen (bozne of one woman who dpcd in her trauail) 

beinge moued, came to the gourde in hope ito haue many fyl⸗ 

ſbes. The whiche when they had taken in thepz handes, and 

cſpied 14s comming, (who oftentymes reſozted to the gourd 
to 
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to Yiſet the boones of his ſoonne, fearinglcaſt he ſhulde ſuc⸗ 
pecte them of thekte and ſacrileage. fodaynely let the gourde 
faule owte of theyꝛ handes: which beinge bꝛoken in the faule 
the lea furthwith bꝛake oye at the ryftes therof, and fo fyl⸗ 
led the vales, æ onerflowed the plapnes, that only the moun: 
tapnes were vncoucred, whiche nowe contepne the Jlandes 
which are ſcene in thoſe coaſtes. And this 1s the oppmion of 
theyꝛ wple men as concernpnge thozigina!ll of the lea. But 
nowe moll noble prince pou Hall Heare a moze pleaſaunt fa: 
ble, There 15 a certepne caue cauled lone, in the territo 
rye of a certepne kynge whoſe name is Muchinnech, This caue 
they honour moze rcligiouTp then dyd the Brekes in tyme 
paſte, Cozinth, Lyzrha,oz Nyſa : And haue adourned it with 
pictures of a th2ucſand faThions. Fn thenterance of this cane 
hep haue two9 grauen Zemes, wherof the one is cauled Bur: 
thaul, and the other eh. Beinge demaunded why thep had 
this caue in ſoo grcate rcuerence, thep anl[wered erneſtly, bp⸗ 
cauſe the Sonne and the Koone came kyꝛſt owt of the ſame 
to gyue lyght to the woꝛlde. They haue religious concyurſe to 
thele canes, as wee are accuſtomed to gos on Ppigramage to 
Nome o2 Uaticanc, Lonpoſicle, oz Hieritſalem, and moſt ho; 
lyc and heade places of owre Uchigiun. They arc alſo ſubiect 
to an other kynde of ſuperſtition. Foꝛ they thinke that deade 


_ folkes walke in the nyght, and catc of the fruite cauled Gu 


ras, vn nowen vnto vs, and ſumwhat lpke vnto a quynſe, 
Ackirmynge allo that they are conuerlant with lpuing people, 
tuen in theyꝛ beddes, and to deccaue women in takynge vp: 
pon them the ape of men, ſhewynge them ſelues as thowgh 
they wolde haue to doo with them: But when the matter c6: 
merh to actual deede, ſoodenly to vanyThe awap. If anp doo 
lulpecte that a deade body lyeth by hym when he feclcth anye 
ſiraunge thynge in the bedde, they (ay hee ſhalbe owt ot deut 
by fcelpnge of the belly therof : atfirmpng that the ſpirites of 
de ade men map take vppon them al the members of mans bo⸗ 
dy, ſauinge only the nauell. Ik therkoꝛe by lacke of the na: 
uell he doo perceaue that a deade body lyeth by hym, the fcc: 
lynge is immedia: ly reſolued, Thep belcue verelp, that in che 
nyJhyt, and often tymes in thepz tourneps, and cſpecially in 
common and hygh wapes, deade men doo mecte with the ly⸗ 
upnge, Agernue whame, if any man bee ſtoute and owte of

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The ſyrſt decade. 
Shantaſes fare, the phantaſye vanpſ\eth incontinentelp. But pk anpe

onelp the kynges loonnes, who commptted the ſame to me:

Then certepne of the nobilitie oz 
Secreate mt chicfe gentelmen that are about him (fo? nore of the common 
ſteriss. people arc admytteo to theſe myſteries) with lowde vopces 
gvue tokens of retopling that he is returned to them from the 

{pcache of the Zenec demaundynge of hym what He Harhe 

ſcene, Then hee openinge his mouthe, doaterh that the Zencs 

Keuctations, [pake to hym durpng the tyme of his traunce: declaring thae 
he had reuclations cytizer concerumge victoꝛpe or deſtruction: 

fampne or plentie: health 02 ſyckenes, oꝛ what loo cuer hap: 

peneth fyꝛſt on his toonge. owe (moſte noble Prince) what 

Che ſpirite of ntede pou Hereafter to marueyle of the ſpirite of Apollo ſoo ſha 
Apoiio.. kynge his Sibylles with extreme furte ? Powe had thowghe 
THe Sibules that the ſuperftitions antiqutie hadde perpched. But nowe 
wheras J haue declared thus much of the Zenes in gencrall, 

thowaht it not good to lette paſſe what is ſapde of them in 

nde particuler. They lape therefoꝛe, that a certepne kpnge cauled 
tele of o: Cetas, had a gem whoſe name was corochotum: who (they 
ther in eng: lay) was often tymes woonte to delcende frome the hygheſte 
lande. place ot the hone where Cumurervs kepte hym faſte bounde. 
| They arme, that the cauſe of this his bꝛieakynge of his ban 
pungery and des and departure, was epther to hyde hym lelfe, oz to gov 
techcrous  {cexctor meate, oz cls for the acte of generation: And that 
gods, | lumtpmcs beinge offended, that the Kynge Groninervs had byn 
negligent and lacke in Honouringe hpm, He was woont to lpe 

yd foꝛ certeyne dayes. They ſay alſo that in the kynges vy: 

Kade wich lage there are ſumtyme chyldꝛen boꝛne hauing twoo crownes 
two comnes which they ſuppole to bee the childꝛen of Corochorum the Zener, 
Z hep fapne ipkewyſe, that C etus be inge ouercome of his 

enemies in the battaple, and his vplage with the palaice con: 
lumed with fpcr, Corochotus brake his bandes and was after: 
warde founde a kurlonge ok, ſafe and withowte hurte. DE 
h | hat!) 
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hath alſo an other Zune cauled r p⏑EGuniti, made of woodde, 
in haue lyke a koure footed beaſte: who alſo is ſapde, often 
tymes to haue gonne from the place where he is Honoured, in 
to the wooddes, As ſoone as they perccaue him to bee gonne, 
a great multitude of them gather togyther to ſeene Hym with 
deuonte pꝛapers: And when they haue fownde hym, brynge 
hym home religioully on theyꝛ ſhulders to the chapell dedica⸗ 
ted vnto hym. But they coomplapne that ſence the commynge 
of the Chuſtian men into the Jlande, he ledde for all togp⸗ 
ther. and coulde neuer ſence bee founde, wherby they dinmed 
the deſtruction of theyꝛ countrep. They honoured an other Ze 
res in the lpkenes of a woman, on whom wapted two other 
Iyke men, as they were miniſters to her. One of there, execu⸗ 
ted thaſfice of a mediatour to the other Zene which are vnder 
the power and commaundement of this woman, to rapic wyn 
des, cloudes, and rapne. The other is alſo at her commaunde 
mente a mellenger to the ether Zenec whiche are iopned with 
her in gouernaunce, to gather togyther the waters whiche 
faule from the hygh hylles to the valleps, that beinge looſed, 
they may with koꝛce bꝛuſt owte into greate fluddes and ouer⸗ 


flowe the countrep if the people doo not gyne duc honoure to 


her Image. There remapneth pet one thynge wooꝛthy to bee 
noted, whetwith we wyll make an ende of this booke. Jt is 


aͤ thynge well knowen, and pet krelſhe in memory amongce the 


inhabit antes of the Jlande, that there was ſumetpme twoo 
kynges (of the which one was the father of , of whH 
we made mention bekoꝛe) which were woont to abſtcync kpue 
dapes togyther continually from meate and dzinke, to knowe 
lumwhat of thepꝛ Zens of thynges to coome: And that fox 
this faſtpnge beinge acceptable to thep2 Zones, they teccaued 
anlwere of them, that within fewe pearcs, there ſhald coome 
to the Jlande a nation of men conered with apparell, which 
ſrulde deflrope al the cuſtomes and cerymonpes of the Jland. 
and epther Ney all thep2 chyldꝛen, o2 bꝛynge them into ferm: 
tude, The common ſoꝛt of the people, vnderſtoode this oꝛacle 
to bet mente of the Lanibales, And therekoꝛe when they had 
any knowleage of theyꝛ commpng, they euer &cddec, and were 
fully determpned neuer mote thaduenturc the battaple with 
them. But when they ſawe that the Spanyardes h1d entered 


into the Jlande, conſuleinge amonge them ſclnes of the mat⸗

Noz pet remapneth there anye 
memoꝛp of theyt Zemes: fo they arc al bzongyt into Spapne, 
that we myght bee certificd of they? il[uctions of cuvl ſpirites 
and Jdoles, the which powe powre telfe (moſt noble Pꝛince) 
haue ſcene and felte when J was pteſente with yowe. J let 
palſc many thynges bycaule vow put me in remembꝛance that 
to mozowe powe take powre ioꝛney towarde powre countrep, 
to bꝛynge home the queene powre aunte, wh m powe accoaom:

N pꝛyſe to [earch the Ocean lea, J was erneſt: 

>| ly moucd and requy2cd by the letters of cer: 
tepne of mp frendes and noble men of Rome 
eto w2pte [uche thynges as houlde happen. 
Fon they whyſpered with greate adnuraci: 
on, that where as there were many newe landes founde, and 
che Lawe of nations which liued naked and after the lawe ok nature, they 
nature. coulde here noo certentie therok, beinge greatelp deſpzous of 
theſame.Jn this mcanc 125 had foꝛtune ouerthzowne aſc: 

wilayne in * (hisbzother Lodouike beinge caſt owt of Mylayne by the 
the hands of kregchmen) whole autoꝛitie wold not ſuffer me to bee idle, but 
the frenchime euer to haue my pen in hande. To hym J wꝛpte the twoo fpzſt 
bookes of this decade, belyde many other of my hpd commen: 

tarics whiche powe ſhall ſee ſboꝛtely. Fortune dpd noo lee 

withdꝛawe my mynde frome wꝛptpnge, then 'diſturbe Aſcanizs 

from power. As he was tolled with contrarp * and — 
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ſed to perſuade me, euen loo lacked my feruentnes to enqupꝛe 
any further, vntyl the yeare of Lhriſte, 1550, When the court 
temapned at Cres where powe are vicerope: At which time 
Lodouike the Lardinall of Aragonie, neue to kynge Frede- 
rike by his bzothers ſpde (beinge at 6744 with the queene 
P.rthenopes the ſyſter of owre catholike kyr:ge) bzowght me 
kynge Frederikes letters, wherbp he erhozted me to fynyſhe 
the other bookes whiche folowed the twoo epyſtell bookes, 
which J wꝛpte to Aaſcurivs. For thep both acknowleaged that 
thep hadde the copie of all that J wyte to cardinall Ac. 
And albcit that euen then J was ſicke (as powe knowe) pet 
tooke J the burden vppon me, and applped mp ſclfeto wp: 
tynge. J haue therfoze choſen theſe fewe thpnges, owte of a 
greate heape of ſuche as ſeemed to me moſt wooꝛthy to bee no 
ted amonge the large wiptpnaes of the autoures and ſcar: 
chers of the ſame. Wherfozec, foꝛaſmuch as powe haue ende: 
uoured to wꝛeſte owt of my handes the hole exemple of al mp 
wootkes, to adde the ſame to the innumerable volumes of 
powre libꝛarie, I thowght it good nowe to make a b2cefe re:

herſall of thoſc thynges which were done from that peare of The hiſtoꝛye 
athowſande and fyue hundꝛeth, enen vnto this peare which folo wing, con 


is the tenth from that. Foz J entende to wꝛpte moꝛe largelpe 
of theſe thynges hereafter, if god graunte me lpfe. J hadde 
wꝛytten a hole booke by it ſelfe of the ſ uperſlitions of the peo 
ple of the Flande,ſuppoſinge therwith to haue accomplyſhed 
the hole Decade conſiſtpnge of tenne bookes, But J haue ad 
did this to the tenthe as a perpendiculer lyne, and as it were 
a backe guyde oz rere warde to the other: So that powe map 
knytte the fy2ſt tenthe, to the nynthe, and impute this to oc: 
cupie the place of the tenthe to kyll vp the Decade, This 02: 
der haue J appoynted.,leſt J uldc bee compelled oftcu times 
to wꝛpte ouer the hole woozke, oz ſende powe the ſame deka⸗ 
ted with blottes and interlynynge. But nowe let vs coome to 
owre purpoſe. The ſhippe maſters and maryners ranne oucr 
wanp coaſtes durynge theſe tenne peares: But euer folowed 
ſuche as were fy2ſte kownde by Colonus, Fo raſinge continual 
ly alonge by the tracte of vi which thep belene to bee parte 
of the firme lande oz continent of caſte India, ſume of theym 
chaunced vppon certeyne newe landes towarde the eaſte, and 
[ume towarde the wee, in which they fownde bothe ap 
an 
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and frankenſence. For they bꝛowght from chettſe many ict: 
els and ouches of golde, and greate plentie of frankenſence, 


 whicizce they had of the people of thoſe countreps, partelp fo: 


exchanac of ſume of owre thynges, and partelp by foꝛce, ouer 


bee naked, they overcame owre men, and lewe hole armpes. 
Fo: they arc ertedinge fierce, and vle venemous arrowes, and 
longe ſtaues lpͤke iauelens, made harde at the ende with ſyer. 
Thcyp fowitde many beaſtes, both creepinge and foure footcd, 
muchze di{fcringe from owres, variable and of [iindzye ſhapes 


1nnunecable ; pet not hurtflul, excepte Lyans, Tpgers, and 


Crocodiles. This Imeane in {und2p Regions of chat greate 
lande of n, but not in the Jlandes: Po not (oo much as 
one. Fot all the beaſtes of the Jlandes, are meeke and with⸗ 
owte hurte, except men which (as wee haue ſapde) are in ma⸗ 
no Jlandes deuourers of mans ficſſhe, There are allo dpuers 
kypndes of konles. And in many places battes of ſuch bygnes, 
that thep are cquall with turtle doues. Theſe battcs, haue 
often tymes attantcd men in the nyght in thepꝛ lleepe, and ſoo 
byte them with thep2 venemous teethe, that they haue byn 
therbp almoſte dꝛyuen to madnes, in ſoo much that they haue 
byn compelled to àpe from ſuch places, as from rauenous har 
pics. Ju an other place, where certepne of them lepte in the 
nyght ſcaſon on the ſandes by the ſea ſpde, a manſter com: 
mynge owte of the ſea, came vppon one of them ſecreatly and 
caryed hym away by the mpddeſte owte of the fight of his ke: 
lowes to whome he cryed in vapne foꝛ helpe vntpll che beaſte 
lepte into the ſea with her pꝛape. It was the kynges pleaſure 
that they ſhulde remapne in theſe landes, and buplde townes 
and foztrefes. Where vnto they were ſoo wel wyllynge, that 
dyuers ptofered them ſelues to take vppon them the lubdunng 
of the lande, makpng great ſute to the kynge that they might 
bee appoynted therto. The coaſte of this tracte is exceadpnge 
greate and large: and the Regions and landes therof crtende 
marnelous farte: $90 that they aZirme the continent of theſe 
Vegions with the Jlandes abowte the lame, to bee tiyzpſe as 
L7gac as al Europe,bcipde thoſe landes that the Poꝛtugales 

zue fownde louthiparde, whiche are allo exteadpnge large. 
Therkoze doubrlelke Spapne hathe deſerucd greate p2apſe in 


Ser natdes, their owre daycs, in that it hath made knowen vnto vs ſoo 


many 


f 
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man thowſandes of poder which lepe hyd befoꝛe and vn- 
knowen to owre fotefathers : Ind hath thereby mynyſtred ſo 
large matter to wꝛpte of, to ſuche lerned wyttes as are delp⸗ 
rous to ſette furthe knowleage to the commoditie ok men: to 
whom J opened awap when 7 gathered theſe thynges rudely 
to gyther as powe let: The which, ncuerthelelſe J cruſt yowe 
wyll take in good parte, aſwell foz that J can nor adourne 
my tudenes with better veſture, as alſo that I ncuer tooke 
penne in hande to wꝛpte lpke an hiſtoꝛiographer, but only by 
epiſtels ſcribeled in haſte, to ſatiſfie theym, from whoſe com⸗ 
maundementes J myght not dꝛawe backe mp foote, But now 
J haue digrefCed enowghe. Lect vs nowe therefoze returne to 
Hiſp.mols, Owre men haue founde by experience, that the 
b:cade of the Jland is of ſmaulc ſtrength to ſuch as haue byn 
v\cd to owr bzcade made of wheate: And that they ſtrenthes 
were much decaped by vſpnge of the ſame. Wherfoze the king 
hath of late commaunded that wheate ſbulde bee ſowen there 
in diuers places and at ſundꝛy tymes of the peare. It groweth 
into holowe reedes, with fewe tares, but thoſe verpe bygge 
and frutefull. They fpnde the lpke ſoftencs oz dclicatencs to 
bet in herbes, which growe there to the height of coꝛne. Neat 
oz cattall, becoome of bygger ſtature and exceadynge fat, but 
thepꝛ let ſe is moꝛe vnſauety, and they} bones (as thep ſap) 
epther withowte marye, 02 the ſame to bee verpe wat erylche. 
But of Hogges and ſwyne, they affirme the contrarye, that 
they are moꝛe holſoome and of better caſte, by reaſon of cer⸗ 
teyne wylde frures whiche thep catc, be inge of muche better 
noozypſhement then malte. There is elmoſt none ot her kynd of 
del ſhe commonly ſoulde in the market. The multitude of hog: 
ges, are excedinglp encreaſcd, , and becoome wylde as ſoone 
as they are owte of the ſwpneheardes kecppnge. They haue 


luche plentie of beaſtes and foules, that they ſhall heareafter f 


haue noo neede, to haue any bꝛought from other places. Thin 
creaſe of all beaſtes, growe bygger then the bzoode they came 
of, bp reaſon of the rankenes of the paſture, althowgh theyz 
feadpnge bee only of graTe, withawte eyther barley oz other 
grapne. But wee haue ſayde enowgh of re. They haue 
nowe fownde that cubs, {which of longe tyme they thowght 
to haue byn firme lande foz the greate length thecof) is an J 
lande. pet is it noo maruell that thinhabitantes them ſelues 
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towlde owre men when they ſcarched the length therok, that 
it was withowte ende. Foz this nacion being naked and con: 
tente with a lyttle, and with the limittes of thepzꝛ owne con: 
trey.15 not greacly curpous to know what theyꝛ neyghbours 
doo, oꝛ the largenes of thepꝛ dominion. Nox pet knewe they 
if there were any other thinge under Heanen, beſpde that whi 
che they walked on with thepꝛ fecte, % is frome the Eaſte 
into the Weſte, muche longer then H//p.iolks 2 And in breadthe 
from the Roꝛthe to the Southe, much leiTe then they ſuppo: 
ſed at the fyꝛſt: for it is very narowe in relpecte to the length: 
And is fo2 the moſte parte, verp frutcfull and pleaſaunt. Eaſt: 
warde not farre from uſeiole, there lpethe an Jlande, lelſe 


The Aland of then H/p.uiols more then by the halfe, which owre men cauled 
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Sancti Johannis, beinge in mance ſquare. Jn this they founde ex 
cedpnge rpche golde mynes. But beinge nowe occupied in the 
golde mpnes of Hiſp.otiolz,, they haue not pet ſent labourers in 
to that Jland, But the plentie and reuenewe of golde of al o⸗ 
ther Wegions, gyue place to Hp , where they gpue theim 
ſelues in maner to none other thynge then to gather golde,of 
which woo2ke this oꝛder is appoynted. To encrp ſuch wytrie 
and ſkylfull man as is put in truſte to dee a ſuruoter oꝛ ouer⸗ 
ſeer ot theſe wooꝛkes, there is alligned one 02 mote kynges 
of the J lande with theyꝛ ſubiectes. Theſe kynges accoꝛdyng 
to theyꝛ league, coome with theyꝛ people at cert cyne tymes of 
the peare, and reſoꝛte eucry of them to the golde myne to the 
which he is alli gned: where they haue all maner of dygginge 
o2 mpninge tooles delinered them: And euerp kynge with his 
men, haue a certepne rewarde alowed them fox they? labour. 
Foz when they departe from the mynes to ſowpnge of coꝛne, 
and other tyllage ( wherunto they are addict at certepne other 
tymes, leaſte thepꝛ foode ſhulde fayle them) they receaue fo 
theyꝛ laboure, onc a ierken, oꝛ a dublet, an other a ſherte, an 
other a cloke oꝛ a cappe. Foꝛ they nowe take pleaſure in theſe 
thynges, and goo no mote naked as they were wont too dos. 


And thus they vle the Helpe and laboure of the inhabitantes 


both foz the tyllage of theyꝛ ground, and in thepꝛ gold mines 
as thownghe they were thepꝛ ſeruanntes oꝛ bondemen. They 
brate this poke of ſeruitude with an euyll wyll: but pet they 
beare it. They caule theſe hpꝛed labourers, Ani. pet the 


&pngc doth not ſuffer that thep ſpulde bee vſed as bondemen: 


And

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And onely at His pleaſure they are ſette at libertie 02 appoyn⸗ 
ted to wooꝛke. At luche tyme as they are cauled together of 
theyꝛ kynges to woozke (as louldiers 92 pioners are allem⸗ 
bled of theyꝛ centurians)many of them ſicle away to the moun 
tapnes and wooddes, where they lye luckynge, beinge con: 
tent foꝛ that tyme to lpue with wyld frutes, rather then take 
the papnes to laboure. Thep are docible and apte to lerne. and 
haue nowe vtterly fo2gotren thepꝛ owlde ſupcrſticions. Thep 
beleuc godly, and beart wel in memoꝛy luche thynges as they 
haue lerned of owre faith. Theyꝛ kynges childꝛen are brought 
vp with the chicfeſt of owre men, and are inſtructed in letters 
and good maners. When they are growen to mans age, they 
ſende them home to thep2 count reys to bee exemple to other, 
and cſpcciallp to gouerne the people if thep2 fathers bee dead 
that they mape the better let foozthe the Chziſttan Religion, 
and kcepe theyꝛ ſubiectes in loue and obedience, By reaſon 
whercok, they coome nowe by kapze meancs and gentell per: 
ſuaſions to the mpnes which lye in twoo Negions of the FJ: 
lande aboute thirtie myles diſtante frome the citie of Dominic: 
toherok the one is cauled sac chriſtophori: And the other being 
dillante aboute foure ſcoze and tenne mpyles, is cauled Cibuus, 
not farre from the cheefe hauen cauled Porrvs Regalis. Theſe re 
gions are very large: In the which in many places here and 
there, are fownd ſumtpme euen in the vpper cruſt of the carth 
and ſumtpme amonge the ſtones, certepne rounde picces 02 
plates of golde, lumtpme of [maule quantitie, and in ſum pla 
ces of great wepght : In ſo muche that there hath byn found 
rounde pieces of thice hundzcth pounde weyght, and one. of 
thtec thouſande, thzce hundzeth and tenne pounde wepght : 
The whiche (as powe harde) was ſente hole to the kynge in 
that ſhyppe in the which the gouernour Bol was comming 
home into Spapne, the ſhyppe with all the men beinge dꝛow⸗ 
ned by the wap, by rcaſon it was ouer laden with the weight 
of golde and multytude of men. Albeit, there were moo then 
a thowcſande perſons whiche ſawe and handeled the piece 
of golde. And wheras here J ſpeake of.a pounde, J doo not 
meane the common pounde, but the ſumme of the ducate of 
golde, with the copne cauled nens which is the thyꝛde parte 
of a pounde, whiche they caule Ps. The ſum ot the weyght 
hereof, the Spanyardes caule * ne. Al the goide

that is dygged in the mountapnes of cia and {Sorte Ne: 
galc, is carped to the towre of Conception, where choppes 
with al thynges appertepninge are redy furnypſHed to fpne it, 
melte it, and caſte it into wedges. That doone, they take the 
kynges portion therof, whiche is the fyfre parte, and ſoo rc: 
ſtoꝛe to cucry man his owne whiche he gotte with his labour. 
But the golde whiche is fownde in ſapnt Chꝛiſtophers mpne 
and the Region there aboute, is carped to the ſh2ppes whiche 
are in the vylagt cauled Bonwenevre. In theſe twoo ſhoppes, is 
molten perelp, aboue thiee hundꝛeth thouſand pounde weight 
cf golde. If any man bee knowen deceatefullp to keepe backe 


anp poꝛtton of golde, whereof he hathe not made the kynges 


oicers pꝛyuie, he foꝛfiteth the came foꝛ a fpne. There chaunce 
amonge them often tymes manp contentions and controuer⸗ 
lies, the whiche onleſle the magiſtrates of the Jlande doo fp: 
nylche, the caſe is remoued by applelation to the hyghe coun: 
ſaple of the courte, from whole ſentence it is not lawfull to 
appele in all the dominions of Caſtple. But lette vs nowe re- 
turne to the newe landes frome whenſe wee haue digreTed. 
They are innumerable, dpuers, and erccadpnge koꝛtunate. 
wherfoze the Spanyardes in theſe owre dapes, and theyz no 
ble enterpꝛyſes, doo not gyue place eyther to the factes of 5. 
furnus, Os Hercules, 0} any other of the ancient pꝛinces of famous 
memo2ic which were canonized amonge the goddes cauled Hs 
roes koꝛ they ſcarchinge of newe landes and regions, a bzin- 
ginge the lame to better culture and ciuilu ie. Oh God: howe 
large and karre ſhal owre poſtcritie ſce the Lhziſtian Religion 
extended: Dowe large a campe haue they nowe to wander in,

J wpll nowe therfoze ſoo make an ende 
of thus perpendiculer concluſion of the hole Decade, as myn⸗ 
dinge hereafter to ſearche and gather cucry thynge particuler 
lye, that J mape at further leaſure wꝛyte the ſame moꝛe at 
large. Foz Coons the Admiral with foure ſhyppes, and a hun 
dꝛeth thteeſcoze and tenne men appopnted bp the kynge, diſ⸗ 
coucred in the ptare of Chꝛiſte. 1522, the lande ouer 'agepnſte 
the weſlecoznerak c diſtant from the ſame aboute a hun:

The fyrſt decade, 
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dꝛeth and thirtie leaques : In the myddeſt of which tracte, lp: 4m, 
eth an Flairde cauled Cunſs. From henſe he directed his vp⸗ 
age bacucwa. de towarde the Eaſte by the Goze of that coaſt, 
(i;ppoſinge that he ſbulde haue founde the coaſtes of poi: 
but it chaunced otherwyp:e. It is ſapd alſo that Vircertivs Agres 
(of whom we haut ſpoken befote) and one Iobunnes Dix 


(with dpucrs other of whoſe vpages J haue as The vyage 
per no certcpne knowleage) haue ouer W 
runne thoſe coaſtes. But if God : 
graunt me lite, J truſtto 


know the | 
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of the fame. Thus 
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in theyꝛ owne names, and requpring me in the name of yowr 
bolynes, to adde here vnto all ſuche thynges as were fownde 
after that tyme, and to gyue them a copie thereof to ſende to 


powre holpnes, that vowe myght therbp vnderſtande, bothe 


howe greate com noditie is chaunced to the pꝛogenpe of man: 
k ynde, as alſo increaſe of the militante cangregation in thele 
owre dapes, by the foꝛtunate enterp2yles of the kynges of 
Spapne. Fo! lyke as raſed oz vnpaynted tables, are aptcta 
receaue what fozmes ſoo euer are ry2:lt dꝛawen theron by the 
hande of the paynter, euen loo theſe naked and (imple peo⸗ 
ple, doo ſoone rectaue the cuſtomes of owre Veligion, and by 
conucrſation with owre men, ſhake of thepꝛ fierce and nating 
barbarouſnes. J haue thowght it good therekoze to ſatiſfic 
the requeſt of theſe wpſe men, eſpecially vlinge thantozitie of 
powre name, wherunto not to haue obeped, J Hulde eſteeme 
my lelte to haue commptted a heynans ockence. Wherefoꝛe J 
wpl nowe bꝛefelp rcherte in order, what hyd coaſtes the Spa 
npardes ouerranne, why were the autours therof, where thep 
recited, what further hope they bzowght, and fpnallpe what 
great thynges thaſe tractes of landes doo pꝛomeſſe in tyme to 
coome. In the declaration of mp decade of the Ocean, which 
is nowe pzinted and diſpcricd thwowghowee Chziſtendome 
vnwares to me, J deſcribed hawe Chntopborus Colouus fobonde 
thoſc Jlandes wherof we haue ſpoken, and that turnynge 
from thende towarde the lefte hande ſourhwarde, he chaun: 
ced into greate regions of laudes, and large ſeas, diſtant fro 
the Equinoctial lyne,onely from kyue degrees to tenne: where 
he founde bꝛode ryuers and erceadinge hygh mountapnes co: 
uered with \ſnowe and harde by the tea bankes, where were 
many commodious and qupet Hanens. But colon being now 
departed owte of this lyfe, the kpnge beganne to take care, 
howe thoſe landes myght be inhabited with Lhuſtitan men to 
thinerealſe of owre fapth: Where vppon he gaue licence by his 
letters patentes to al ſuch as wolde take the matter in hand, 
and elpeciallp to twoo, wherof diego Nicueſs was one, and the 
other was Alphonſus Fozeds, Wherfoꝛe abonte the Ades of De: 
cember, Aalrbo»ſus departinge fy2ſt with thice hundzcth ſonuldf 
ers from the Jlande of 4pm»; (in the which wee ſapde the 
Spanpardes had builded a citie, and planted thepꝛ habitact: 
on) and ſaplpnge in maner full ſouthe, he came to one of che 
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Hauens founde befoze whiche Colorvs named Ports cirthegials,

bothe bycault of the Jlande ſtandynge agep:iſte the courſe of . 


the ſtreame, à alſo that by reaſon of the largenes of the place 
and bendynge lydes, it is muche lyke to the hauen of Spaine 
cauled Carb..2o. Thinhabitantes caule the Jlande Codepo, as 
the Spanpardes caule the Jlande of thepz hauen, scon 
This Region is cauled of the inhabitantes Cironwi: In the 
which they affirmc bothe the men and women to bee of good: 
ly lature, but naked. The men haue theyꝛ heart cutte rownde 
by theyꝛ cares, but the women were it longe, Bothe the men 
and women are very good archers. Owre men fownde certen 
trees in this pꝛouince, which bozc greate plentic of ſweete ap? 
ples, but hurteful, foꝛ they turne into wozmes when thep are 
taten. E pecially the ſhadowe of rhe tree, is contagious, fo: 
ſuche as llecpe vnder it any tyme., haue theyꝛ headdes wolne 
and loſe thepꝛ ſight. But ik they leepe but a whyle, thepz 
ſyght commeth agepne after a kewe dapes. This po2te is dy: 
fant foure hundꝛeth fyktie and ſpre myles from that parte of 
tuſpaniolꝭ which the Spanpardes caulc Beat, in the which alſo 
thep furnylſhe them ſelues when thep pꝛepare anpe vpage to 
ſteke other newe landes. When Fozeds had entered into the 
Hauen, he inuaded, Ucwe, and ſpopled the people, whomc he 
founde naked and ſcattered, Fox they were gyuen hymn foꝛ a 
Frede by the kynges letters patentes bycanuſe they hade bin 
efoze tyme crucl ageynſt the Chꝛiſtians, and coulde neuer bee 
allured to permptte them qmetlp to coome within thepz domi: 
nions. Bert they founde gold, but in no greate quantitic,no2 
pet that pure. Thep make of it, certeyne bꝛeſt plates and bꝛoo 
ches, which they weare fot coomelpnes. But Fopeds not con: 
tent with theſe ſpoples, viinge certepne captines whiche he 
had taken befoꝛc, fo2 gupdes, entered into a vyllage twclue 
niples diſtante frome the ſea ſpde further into the lande, into 
the whiche they were ficdde whom he fp2ſt inuaded, Bere he 
tounde a naked people, but apte to warre. Foz thep were ar: 
med with targettes, ſhieldes, longe £{wootdes made of wood, 
and bowes with arrowes tppte with bone, oz hardened with 
kycr, 2s loone as thep had eſpycd owre men, they with their 
gcſtes whom they had reccaucd,aſſaplcd them wich del pera'e 
myndes, beinge therto more erneſtly pzonoked, bcholding the 
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which, one Io5.:rres de Lacoſſs (beinge in autozitie nexte vnto Fo 
geda the capitapne, and allo the fp2ſte that gathered golde in 
the landes of vie) was llapne with fpftie iouldicrs, Foꝛ 
theſe prople 1nfecte thepꝛ arrowes with the deadlp popſon of 
a certepne herbe. The other with thep2 capitapne Fogeds be: 
inge diſco nfited, fledde to the Hyppes. Whyle they remapned 
thus in the hauen of ct. ſo20wfull and penſpue koꝛ the 
folle of their companions, the other capitapne Diego Nicucſa, 
(whom thep lefte in νοleñ, preparpng: hym ſcife towarde 
the vpage in the hauen Bea's) came to theim with kyne (hip; 
pes and ſeuen hundzethe foure ſcoze and fpfteene menne, 
Foz the greater number of ſonldpcrs, kolowed Nicueſs, 
both bycaule free libertie was gyuen them to coole which of 
the capytaynes them lyſt, and alſo that by reaſon of his age, 
he was of greater autozitie: But eſpecially bycauſe the ru⸗ 
moure was that Byo:gz« beinge by the kynges commilTion ap⸗ 
poynted to Nicci, was rycher in golde then vrch aſſigned ta 
Alphorſus Fopeds, Therfoꝛe, at the arrpuall of Nicucſa, thep con: 
ſulted what was beſte to bee doone: And determpned kpyꝛſte to 
teuenge the deathe of their felowes, Where vppon, ſcttpnge 
theyꝛ battaple in arrape, they marched in the nyght towarde 
them whiche ewe cen with his coompanpons. Thus (ea: 
lpuge on them vnwares in the laſt watche of the nyght, and 
encoompalſinge the vyllage where they lape, conſiſtpnge of 8 
hundꝛeth howſes and moze, haupnge alloin it thipĩe as ma⸗ 
ny of theyꝛ neyghbours as of them ſelues, thep ſet it on fpcr, 
with diligent watche that none mpght cſcape. And thus in 
Horte tpme they bꝛowght thepm and thepꝛ howſes to alſhes, 
and made them pay the raunſome of bludde with bludde. Fox 
of a greate multitude of men and women, thep ſpared enc- 
ly ſpre chyldꝛen, al other being deſtroped with fyer oꝛ ſwoꝛd 
except fewe which eſcaped pꝛuulpe. Thep lerned by the reler⸗ 
ucd chyldꝛen, that co and his felowes were cutre in pieces 
and eaten of them that ewe them. By reaſon wherof, they 
ſuppoſe that theſe people of Commu tooke thepꝛ oꝛiginall of 
the caries otherwyſe cauled Combeles. Bere they founde ſume 
golde amonge the alſhes. Foz the hun ger of gold, dyd noo 
leTe encoꝛage owr men to aduenture theſe perels and * 

then 
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d the poſſcſſynge of the landes. Theſe thynges thus 
. the death of cg and his felowes reuenged, 
they returned to the hauen. Akter this, Fogeds whiche came 
tpꝛa, fpꝛu lykewyſe departinge with his armp to ſecke vrch. 
commytted to his gouernaunce, ſapled by an Jlande cauled

yorris, [pinge in the mydwaye betwene vr and the hauen of Fortis. 


C6470. In to the which deſcendinge, he fownde it to bee an 
Jlaude of the Canpbalts, biynginge with hym krome thenſc 
two men and ſeuen women: foꝛ the reſidue eſcaped. Here he 
fownde in the cotages of them that ficdde, a hundzethe foure 
ſcoꝛe and tenne dꝛammes of golde, caſte and wzought in dy⸗ 
uers fozmes. Saplpnge foꝛ warde from hence, he came to the 
Eaſtc coaſtes of vr, whiche thinhabitan:cs caule cin, 
from whenle the Caribes 02 Canibales of the Flandes are 
layde to haue they name and oꝛiginall. Bere he beganne to 
bupl de a foztre(Te, and a vyllage nete vnto the lame, therein 
tntendpnge to place thepꝛ fpiſt habitacion. Shortly after, be: 
inge inſtructed by ccrtepne captyues that there was aboute 
twclue mples further within the lande, a certepne vyllage cau 
led Tir»fi, hauinge in it a ryche golde myne, he determpned to 
deſtrope the vplage. To the which when he came, he fownde 
thinhabitantes rcdpe to defende thep2 ryght : And that ſoo 
ſtoutly, that Py with them, he was repulſed with 
Game and domage. Foz theſe people alſo, vſc bowes and ve: 
ncmous arrowes. within a kewe dapes after, beinge enfoꝛ: 
led foꝛ lacke of vytales to inuade an other vyllage, he hym 
lelfe was ſtryken in the thyghe with an arrowe. Sume of his 
felowes ſap, that he was thus wounded of one of thinhaby: 
tantes whoſe wyfe hc had ledde awaye caprine befoze. They 
ſap alſo that he had firſt frendlp comoned with Fogeds for re 
demynge of his wyfe, 4 had appopntcd a day to bꝛynge a por 
tion of goldefo2 her raunſome: And that he came at the daye 
. a Tigned, not laden with golde, but armed with bawes and 
arrowes, with eyghe other conketherate with hom, wh'c'c 
had bin b:foze partetakers of the m1inr:cs doonc to them firfk 
at the hauen of tb, and afterward at the burnpng of the 
vyllage. In reuenge wherof they had deſperatly can. ecrated 
them lelues to death. But the matter beinge knowen, the cap 
tapne of this conſpiracic was ilapne of fegt his can aup⸗ 
dus, and his wpfe detepned in captintie, 3 alſo th zog 
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the malicionſnes of the veneme, conſumed and was dꝛped bp 
by lyttle + Ipttle. Whple theſe thynges chaunced thus, they 
eſpyed Nic» the other capitapne to wham Ber.2u: the region 
of the weſte ſyde of vraba, was alligned to inhabite. He gaue 
wpnde to his ſaplcs to take his vpage towarde Braga, the 
day after that fogeda departed owte of t je hauen of co. 
De with his army which he bꝛowght with hym, coaſted euer 
alonge by the ſh22e vntpll he came co the goulfe coe, whoſe 
kynges name is Cart. Dere he founde thep2 language to bee 
in maner not hynge lpke vnto that of Hiſp:niols oz of the hauen 
of cthigo: wherby he perceaued that in this tracte there ars 
many languages differinge from thepz owne boꝛtherers. Niue. 
ſa departinge frome ci, wente to the pꝛouince oz Lieuete: 
nauntſhippe of Fozeds his companion. Within a fewe daycs 
after he hym felfe entcringe into one of thole marchaunt tip: 
pcs whiche the Spanpardes caule c., commaunded that 
the bygger veſlels, ſbulde folowe farre behpnde. De tooke 
with hym twoo ſmaule ſhyppes commenly cauled bergantmes 
o2 bzygantypnes. J haue thowght it good in all che diſcourſe 
of theſe bookes,to vſe the common names of thinges, bicauſe 
J had rather bee plapne then curious: eſpecially fozaſmuche 
as there doo daylp arpſc manpe newe thynges vnknowen to 
the antiquitie, wherof thep haue lefte noo trewe names. Af: 
ter the departure of Nicucſa, there came a ſhyppe from up 
l; to Fogeda, the capitapne wherof, was one Bino de Calaue 
ra, who had ſtoulne the ſame from Hiſp.niols with three (coze 
men, wit howte leaue oꝛ aduice of the Admirall and the other 
gouernours, With the vytaples whiche this ſhippe biowght 
they refreſlhed theym ſelues and ſumewhat recouered theyz 
fircngthes muche weakened foz lacke of mcate, Fozed« his 
companpons whyſpercd and muttered agepnſte hym daplyc 
moꝛt and moe, that he fedde them furt he with vapne hope, 
Foꝛ he had towlde them that he left Anciſus in Hiſpaniola (who 
he choſe by the kynges commiſſion to bee a Judge in cauſes, 
bycauſe he was lcrned in the lawe) to coome ſhozxely after him 
with a ſbippe laden with vytaples: And that he marueyled 
that he was not coome many dapes ſenſe, And herein he ſaid 
nothinge but trewth. F922 when he departed, he lefte A 
halte redy to folowe hym. But his felowes ſuppoſinge that 
all that he ſapde of A; had byn fapned, ſume of them de: 
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termyned pꝛiuilie to ſteale awap the twoo bzigantpnes frome 
Fozeds, and to teturne to Hiſpaniole., But Fogeds hauing know: 
lcage hcreof, pzeuentcd thepꝛ diniſc.' Fo leaupnge the cuſto⸗ 
die of the foztreTe with a certepne noble gentelman caulcd 
Frenciſco Pizarro, he hym ſelft thus wounded, with a fewe other 
in his companie, entered into the (yppe wherof we ſpake be⸗ 
foe, and ſayled directly to Hiſponols, both to heale the wound 
of his thygh if any remedy myght bee found, + alſo to knowe 
what was the cauſe of Azcſus tarpinge : Leauing hope with 
his felowes (which were nowe bzowght from thꝛee hundzeth 
to thꝛee ſcore, partly by famyne and partly by warre) that he 
wolde returne within the ſpace of. rv. dayes : pꝛeſcribyng al: 
ſo a condition to Pix and His companions, that it chulde 
not bee imputed to them fox treaſon to departe from thenſe if 
he came not agepne at the day appopnted with vytaples and 
a newe ſupply of men, Thele, xv. dayes beinge nowe paſtc, 
whereas they coulde yet heare nothynge of Fogeds, and were 
dayly moꝛe and moze opp2eſſed with ſharpe hunger, they en: 
tercd into thetwoo bꝛigantynes which were lefte, and de par 
ted from that land. And as they were nowe ſaplynge on the 
mapne ſea towa de Hip.niols, a tempeſte ſoodepnly arpſpnge, 
ſwalowed one of the bꝛygantpnes with all that were therein, 
Sum of they felowes affirme that thep plapnely ſawe a fyſbe 
of houge greatenes \wpmmyng abowte the bipgantpne (foz 
thoſe ſcas bzpnge furthe greate monſters) and that with a 
ſtroke of her taple, ſhee bioke the rudder of the ſhyppe in pec⸗ 
ces: which faplynge, the bꝛigantine beinge dꝛyuen abowt by 
koꝛce of the tempeſt, was dzowned not farre from the Jlande 
cauled Forts, lyinge bet wene the coaſtes of the hauen Cre 
and vr«b4. As they of the other baygantyne wolde haue lan: 
dcd in the Jlande, they were dꝛpuen backe with the bowes 
and arrowes of the fierce barbarians, pzoceadpnge therfoze 
on thep2 vpage, they mette by chaunce with Aani/vs betweene 
the hauen of Carthago, and the Ucgion of Cuchib«co.s in the 
mouthe of the rpuer whiche the Spanpardes cauled Boi gan, 
that is, the houſe of the catte, bycauſc they ſawe a catte firſt 
in that place and Boiwn, in the toonge of Hiſp.niols, is a houſe, 
Anciſus Came with a ſbyppe laden with all thynges neceTarye, 
bothe fox meate and dzpnke, and apparell, bzyngpnge alſo 
with hym an other bzigantine, This is he * whole 3 
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the tapit apne fozeds looked fot ſoo longe. DHelo9ſed anker 
from Hiſpiols in the Jdes of September: And the fourth day 
after his departure, he eſpycd certepne hyghe monneapnes, 
the which? fo2 the abundance of \nawe which lpeth contin; 
ally in the toppes therof, the Spanpardes cauled ery. News, 
when colozus the fp2ſt fynder of thoſe Regions palled by the 
ſame. The fpfte dape, he ſapled bp Obe, They whiche 
were in the bzpganepne, towlde A»i/s that Fogeds was tetur 
ned to ND But Ariſus ſuppoſing that they had fapned 
that tale, commaunded them by thautoꝛitie of his commiTion 
to turne backe agepne. The bziganeiners obeped and folowed 
hom: pet made they humble ſute vnto hpym that he woolde 
graun e them that with his faudur they myght eyther goo a- 
gepne to 1iiſpiriols, oz that he hymſelfe woolde biynge theim 
to Niue: : And that they waolde for his gentelnes declared 
to warde them in this betaifc, rewarde hym with twoo thau: 
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pooze in bieade. But Arciſ#s aTented to neyt her of thepꝛ re: 
queſtes: aFirmpnge that he myght by no meanes goo anpe o: 
ther way then to vr the pꝛouince aTiqgned to Fogeds, Where 
vppon, by thepz conduct, he tooke his vyage directly toward 
Vr.:hks, But nowe let it not ſeme tedious to powre haIlpnes to 
heare of one thyng woꝛthy to bee rememb2cd, which chaunced 
to this Licuetenaunt Anci/s as he came thether. Foz he alſa 
ciſt anker in the caaſtes of the region of Caronun whiche wee 
ſapde to bee famous by rcaſon of the hauen of : and of 
the goodly ſtature, ſtrength, and beawtp of both men and wo 
men beinge in the ſame. Here he ſent certepne to goo alande 
on the ſhoꝛe, both to fetche freſHe water, and alſo to repaire 
the ſhippe boate which was ſoꝛe b1ooſcd. In this meane tyme 
A greate multitude of the people of the count rep armed after 
theyꝛ mauer, came aboute owre men as they were occupied a 
bowte they? buſpnes, and loode in a redyncs to feight, fo 
the ſpace of thꝛte dapes contynually: durynge whiche tyme, 
nepther durũ they let vppon owre men, no} owre men aTapylec 
them. Thus bothe parties keeppnge they: arrape, ſtoode ſtyl 
thꝛee hole dapes the one gaſpnge on the other. per all this 
tyme owre men applyed thepz woonkt, platingt the bippe: 
wꝛightes in the myddeſte of thep2 armye. As they ſtoode thus 
analed, twoo of owre coompanye wente to fyll thepz water 
pottes 
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pottes at the monthe of the rpuer nere vnto them bath, where 
loodenly there came furthe agepnfte them a capitapne of the 
barbarians with ten armed men which incloſed them, à with 
teruble countenaunce bent theyz arrowes ageynſte then, but 
ſhotte thepm not of. One of owre men ſedde : but the other 
remapned, caulpnge his felowe agepne and rebukynge hym 
foz his fcarcfulnes, Then he ſpake to the barbarians in their 
owne language which he had lerned beinge conucrſant with 
the captiucs that were caryed from thenſe longe betoze.Thep 
marucplynge to here a ſtraunger ſpcake in their native tonge, 
put of they kiercenes and fell to frendly communication, de: 
maundinge who were the capitapnes of that coompantic whiz 
che were arrpued in theyꝛ lande. He anlwered that they were 
trangers paſſyng by: Ind that he matruepled why thep wold 
attempte to dꝛpue them from thepꝛ coaſtes and diſturbe thepz 
ſhyppes: arguinge theim of follye and crucltic, and furt her 
thicatinge their ruine and deſtruction, except they woold vſe 
them ſelues moze frendelp towarde them. Foz hee aduertiſed 
them that there wolde ſhoztly coome into they lande armed 
men, in nö ber lyke to the landes of the lea: And that to thepz 
ter deſtruction, not onlp if they reſyũed them not, but alſo ex 
cepte they reccaued them and enterteyned them honoꝛablp. In 
the mcane tyme Ac was enfozmed that His men were de: 
tepned. Wherefoze ſuſpectinge ſume deccate, he bzowght 
furth al his target men fot feare of thepʒ venemous arrowes: 
And ſcttinge them in battell arraye, he marched fozwarde to: 
warde them which lteped his men. But he which communed 
with the barbarians, gpuinge him a ligne with his hande to 
zocede noo further, he ſteped. And cauling to hym the ot er, 
he knewe that all was ſafe, Foz the barbarians pꝛofered him 
peace, bycauſe they were not they wham they ſulpected them 
to haue byn: meanynge by ro gc. and Nicuſs, who had ipop: 
led the vyllage ſtandunge there by the lea ſyde, and caryed a: 
way many captiues, and alſo burnte an other vpllage further 
within the lande. And therefoze (as they ſapde) the cauſe of 
thepꝛ comminge thether, was to reuenge thoſe inuries, if by 
any meanes thep coulde. pet that thep woolde not exercyle 
thepꝛ weapons agepnſte the innocente. Foz they ſapde it was 
vngodly to fcyght agepnſt anp, not beinge pzouoked, 
Lapinge a parte thercfoze thepz bowes and arrowes, they 
enter; 
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entertepned owre men gentelly, and gaue them greate plentſe 
of ſalted fyſche and b2cade of theyꝛ contrep: And fylled theyz 
vellcls with ſyder made of theyꝛ contrep frutes and ſeedes, 
not inferiour to wyne in goodnes. Thus An</s hauinge en: 
tered into krendſhyp and made a league of peace with thinha: 
bitantes of Cram whiche were before ſoze pꝛouoked by o: 
ther capitapnes, he lanched from that lande, and directed his 
courſe to vt by the Jlande Forris, hauinge in his ſhippe a 
hundꝛeth and fyftie freſſhe men whiche were ſubſtitute in the 
place of ſuche as wert deade. Alſo tweluc mares, and manpe 
wine, and other beaſtes both males and females foz increaſe, 
Lpkewpfe, fyftie pieces of ozdinaunce, with a greate multp⸗ 
tude of targettes, [wooꝛdes, iauelpns, and ſuche other wea: 
pons foz the warres. But all this with cuyl ſpecde and in an 
cupll houre. Foz as * were euen nowe enteringe into the 
hauen, the gouernour of the ſhippe which ſatte at the helme, 
ſtroke the ſhyppe vppon the landes, where it was ſoo faſt en: 
cloſed, and beaten with the waues of the ſca, that it opened 
in the myddeſtc, and al loſt that was therin. A thpnge ſurely 
miſerable to beholde. Fo? of all the vytaples that they had, 
they ſaucd onelp twelue barcls of meale, with a fewe chieſcs, 
and a lyttle bycket bzeade. Foz al the beaſtes were dꝛowned: 
And they them ſelnes ſcaped hardly and halfe naked by helpe 
of the bzigantine +\hip boate, carpeng with them only a fewe 
weapons, Thus they fell from one calamitic into an other, be 
inge nowe moe carefull foz theyꝛ lyues then fot golde. per 
beinge bꝛowght alpuc and in health to that land which they 
ſoo greatly deſpꝛed, they coulde doo noo leſſe then to pꝛouide 
koꝛ the ſuſtepnynge of thepꝛ bodpes, bycauſe thep coulde not 
lpuc onelp * And wheras theyꝛ owne fapled, they muſt 
needes lpue by other mens, pet amonge theſe ſoo many adner 
(ities, one good chaunce offcred it ſelfe vnto them. Foz they 
founde, not karre from the ſca ſpde, a groue of date trees, a⸗ 
monge the which, x alſo amonge the reke oꝛ weedes of the ma 
rplhcs, they eſpped a multitude ok wylde boꝛes, with whoſe 
lle ſbe they fed the ſelnes wel certeine dapes. Theſe they ſay to 
bet lee then owres: And with ſoo (orc taples, that they 
thought thep had byn cutre of. They dy cer alſo from owres 
in theyꝛ feete: for theyꝛ hynder feere are hale vndinided, and 
allo withowte any houfe, But they afirmc that they haue 
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zoned by experience they fieſſhe to bee of better taſte #nio2e 
lſoome then owres. Durpnge this tyme, they fedde alſo of 
dates and the rotes of pounge date trees, which thep cate like 
wyſein Lunle and gran where thep caule them Paimiros, of 
the leaues wherof they make bieſomes in Rome. Sumetymes 2pptes of 2 
alſo, they cate of the appels of that Region, whiche hauc the range kyud 
taſte of pꝛunts, and haue alſo ones in them, and are but lye: 
tle and of redde coloure. J ſuppoſe them to bee of that kynde 
wherof J eate in the citie of Alexandri« in Egypt in the moneth 
of Apzell : The trees wherof, the Fewes that dwel there, be 
inge lerned in thc lawe ok Moples, affirme to bee the Ceders ceders of 
of Libanc, which beare owlde fruites and newe all the peare Zivane. 
as dothe the oꝛange tree. Theſe apples are good to bee caten, 
and haue a certepne \weetnes myrte with a gentell ſharpnes, 
as haue the frutes cauled $07bes, Thinhabitantes plant theſe Soꝛbes are 
trees in theyꝛ oꝛchyardes and garedens, and noozphe thepm cauled in 
with greate diligence as wee doo cheries, peaches, and qupn: french Cormi 
ſcs, This tree in leaues, hepyght, and trunke, is verpe lpke = ey ON 
bnto the tree that bearcth the frute cauled Zizipb«, which the lande. 
Apothecaries caule 1. But wheras now the wplde bozes 
beganne to faile them, they were agepne enfozced to conſulte The frute 
and pꝛoupde foz the ryme to coome. Where vppon with thepz £2ned 11. 
hole armp, they entered further into the land. The Lanibalcs A egg 
of this pꝛouince, are moſte experte archers. Az; had in his "0 
coompany,a hundzcth men. They mette by the way with only 
thice men of thinhabitantes, naked, and armed with bowes wen of deſ⸗ 
and venemous arrowes, who without al fearc, alTapled owr peut bold 
men fiercelp, wounded manpe, and llewe manpe: And when 
they had emptied thepz qupucrs, fledde as ſwyftelp as the 
wynde : Foz (as we haue ſapde) they are excedynge ſwyfte of 
foote by reaſon of thepꝛ looſe goinge frome thepz chyldes age 
They attirme that they lette lyppe no arrowe owte of theyz 
bowecs in vapne. Owre men therfoze returned the ſame waye 
that they came, much moze inkoꝛtunate then they were befoze 
and conſulted amonge them (clues to leaue that lande: eſpe: 
cyallp becauſe thinhabitantes had ouerthꝛowne the foztreiTe 
which Frogeds bupldcd, and had burnte thirtie Houtcs of the 
vpllage, as ſoone as iu and his company lefte of Hopedu, 
had foꝛſaken the lande. By this occaſion therefoze, beinge 
dzpuen to ſceke further, they had intelligence that the _ e 
yde

The gou'fc ſyde of that goulfe of vr, Was mote Frutefull and bettir tg 


of Uebe. inhabite, Wherfoe, they ſent the one halfe of theyꝛ men thi; 


ther with the bꝛigantme, and lefte the ocher nere to thc ſex 

ſyde on the caſte part. This goulfe,is.rriitt, myles in bꝛedth: 

nd howe muche the further it entereth into the firme lande, 

it is ſoo muche the narower. Into the goulfe of vr, there 

The gredt ry faule many rpuers : but one (as thep ſap) moe fortunate then 
ver of Darie, the rpner of Nis in Egppte. This rpuer is cauled du, vpz 
faulcth into. pon the bankes whereof, beinge verpe krutekull of trees and 
Grab.  grallc, thepentended to playnte their newe colon:c oz habita⸗ 
cion. But thmhabitantes maruelpnge at the bipgantine be: 
inge bygger then thep2 candas, and ſpeciallp at the ſaples 
thcrof, fp: ſente away thepꝛ chyldzen and weakeſte ſoite of 
they: people with thept baggage and houſholde ſtu te, and al⸗ 
ſembled all ſuche togpther bothe men and women, as were 
mecte foꝛ the warres: Thus beinge armed with weapons and 
deĩper ate myndes, they ſtoode in a redpnes to feight, and ta⸗ 
ryed the comminge of owre men vppon a lptrle hyl, as it were 
to take thaduantage of the grounde. Owre men iudged them 
to bet aboute fpue hundꝛeth in nomber. Then A=ciſ: the ca: 
pitavne of owre men, and Licuctenaunt in the ſteede of Foz: 4. 
lettinge his men in oꝛder of battaple arrap, and with his hole 
Prayer and coompany kneeclinge on his knees, they al made humble pꝛap⸗ 
vou eos. ers to god fax the victozic, and a vowe to the Image of the 
bleTed virgin whiche is honoured in Ciuile, bp the name of 

Sancta Nr Anus, promplinge to ſende her manpe golden gyf: 

tes and a ſtraunger of that contrey : alſo to name the vpllage 

Sancti Maris Antiqua after her name: lykewpſe to erecte a temple 

cauled by the ſame name: oꝛ at the leaſte ro dedicate the ki ig 

of that pꝛouince his palaice to that vſe, if it ſhulde plea te her 

be ſaudi: do alliſte them in this daungeraus enterp2pſe. This d zone, al 
ers make an the ſould!crs taoke an othe, that undo man ſþylde turne his 
othe. backe to his enemies. Then the capptapne commaundinge 
them to bee in a redines with they? targets andi melens and 
the ttumpyrer to blowe the battaple, they fiercely aTayled 
thep2 encmycs with a ſarome. But the naked barbarians, 
not longe able to abyde the foꝛce of owre men, were putte to 
feyght, with theo kynge and capitapne Cemicers, Owre men 
entered into the vpllage, where they fownde plentic of meate 
luche as te people af the concrey vic, lu Ficie nte to a Tuage 
thepz 
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theyꝛ p2eſent hunger, as bꝛeade made of roates, with cert eine 
fruites vnlyke vnto owres, whiche they reſerue foꝛ ſtoze as 
wet doo cheſtnuttes. Of theſe people, the men are vtterly na 
ked: but the women from the nauell downewarde, arc cone: 
red with a fpne clothe made of goſſampine cotton. This lic: 
gion is vtterly withowte any: ſharpenes of wynter. Fo2 the 
mouthe of this rpuer of dien, is onlpe cpgyt degrees diſtance 
from the qui tial lpne : So that the commone ſoꝛte of owre 
men, ſcarſely perccaue anye difference in lengthe betwene the 
day and nyght all the hole peare. But bycaute thep art igno⸗ 
rant in aſtronomie, they can perceaue noo ſmaule di ference. 
Thertoꝛe wee neede not much paTe if the degree do differ cum 
what from thepz opinion, foz aſmuche as the dickcrence can 
not bee greate. The day after that they arryned ar the lande. 
they ſaplcd alonge by the ryuer, where they founde a greate 
thicket of reedes continuinge fox the ſpace of a mple in length 
ſuppoſing (as it chaunced in deede)that the boꝛtherers there 
aboute which had fledde, Had epther lyne lurkpnge there, oz 
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els to haue hyd they: ſtuffe amonge thoſe rcedes: Where vp: Seide fonde 


pon, armynge them ſelues with thepꝛ targettes, foꝛ feare of 
the people lyinge in ambuſſhe, they ſcarched the dard wit 


gently, and founde it withowte men, but replenphed with 
houſcholde ſtuſte and golde. They fownde alſo a great multi: 
tude of ſheetes, made of the lplne oꝛ cotton of the gollampine 
tree. Lykewyſce dpuers kyndes of veſſels and tooles made of 
woodde, and many of earth: Alſo many bzeſte plates of gold 
and ouches wꝛought after thepꝛ maner, to the ſum of a hun: 
dꝛeth and twoo pounde weight. Foz they allo take pleaſure 
in the bewtie of gold, and woꝛke it very artificially, although 
it bee not the pꝛice of thynges amonge them as with vs. They 
haue it owte of other Regions foz exchannge of ſuch thynges 
as they contrep bʒingeth furthe. Fox ſuche Ucgions as haue 
plentie of bꝛeade and goſſampine, lacke golde: And ſuche as 
bꝛynge furth golde, ar: fog the moſt partc rowght with mon: 
tapnes and rockes, and therfoze baren. And thus thep exer: 
ciſe marchandies withowte the vſe of money. Kctopſing ther 
fore with double gladdenes, al well in that they ſawe greate 
lykenes of golde, as alſo that foꝛtune hadde offcred them ſoo 
tape and frutefull a contrep,they ſent foꝛ thepz felowes wh6 
thep hadde let te befoge in the eaſte ſpde of 1 2 ot = 
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pet ſume ſape that the aper is there vnholſome, bycanſe thre 
parte of the Region lyethe in a lowe valley enuironed with 
mountaynes and ma:pllhes, :

— — naunce and Lienctenaunte hippe ok the mIſte 
large p29unce of B. 7g (beinge the weſte ſyde of the gaulfe 
of vr.4.:) was appopnted. We haue declared hywe Nicueſt de 
partinge with one carauell and twoo bꝛigantines krone vr 
the mri. diction of his frende aud companpon Fozed:, directed 
gicne ta loſte Bis cdurſe weſtwarde to Bg leauinge the bygger Hippes 
his felowes lune wh it hehonde hon, to folowe hym a karre of. Jut he 
in the night. tooke this diuiſe in an eap!l howre. Foꝛ he bythe loſte his fe: 
— lowes in the noght, and went paſt the month of the ryuer of 
Lupus Oν Berapuid which he ec netely ſowght. One Lupus O a Tan: 
tabnan, and gduerndure of one of the greate ſhippes, had the 
conducte of one of the buigantine 3. De co umpage behpnde, 
cerned of cthinhabitanres which was the wape E iſtewarde to 
the goulfe of Ber«zus oucr paiTed and lcf:e behpnde of N. 
Olanys therfozc direceinge his caurtc towarde the Ealte, mette 
with the other dugantine which ha? alſo wandered owte of 
Petrvs de hi the wap by reaſon of the darkenes of the npght. Tize gouer: 
nour of this bꝛigantine, was one Petrus de Vinb;riie. Thus bothe 
beinge gladde of thepz mcetinge, thep conſulted what was 
beſt ro bee doone, and which wap they coulde comecture their 
The capitay: Joucrnour had tanken his vpage. Akter deliberation, they ind 
nes. — fe ged that Niu: could no more lacke ſum to put him in remem⸗ 
Ser 108 — beraunce of Ber:2v4, then they them lelues were myndkul ther: 
ucrnour, © Of, hoppnge alto to fpnde hum there. They ſapled therekoꝛe 
towarde Br742us: where tgp founde within r vi. mples dp⸗ 
tant, a rpuex which Colors named I. tos, bycauſe it noo: 
wy .hethe greate lpſardes whiche in the Spanylſlhe toonge 2 
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tauled Lg t. Theſe lyſertes are hurtfull bothe to man and 
beafte, and in Pape muche lyke vnto the Lrocodiles of the ry: 
ner of Nils in Egypte. In this rpucr, they founde thept com 
panpons and fclowes of theyꝛ erroure lpinge at anker with 
the greate ſhippes which folowed behynde by the gouernours 
commaundement. Dere the haleaTemble beinge carefull aud 
diſquieted by reaſon of the gouernours erroure, after conſul: 
tacion, by thaduile of che capitapnes of the bꝛigantines, who 
had raſcd nere vnto the coaũes of Ber«gus, they ſapled direct: 
ly thether. Ber (gu, in the language of thinhabit antes of the 
ſame pꝛouince, is as much to laye, as the golden rpuer, The 
region it ſelfe is alſo cauled by the ſame name, takynge name 
of the rpuer. In the mouth of this ryuer, the greateſt vecls 
caft anker, and conucighed al theyꝛ vytailes and other neceſ- 
ſarics to lande with thcp2 ſhippe boates: and clected Lupus O- 
Lnuvs to bee thepꝛ goucrnour in the ſteede of Nen whom they 
had loſte. By thaduice therfoꝛe of ol and the other vnder 
capitapnes, that all hope of departure mpght bee taken from 
the ſouldicrs which they had nowe bꝛowght thether, and to 
make them the moze wyllinge to inhabite that land, thep vr 
terly fozſooke and caſte of thoſe ſheppes beinge nowe rotten 
fo2 age, and ſuffered them to bee ſhaken and b2ooſed of the 
ſurges of the ſea. pet of thepꝛ ſoundeſte plankes, with other 
newe, made of the trecs of that Kegion (which they ſay to be 
txcedinge bygge and hygh) they framed a newe carauel ſhoꝛt: 
ly after, whiche they myght vle to ſerue fot theyꝛ neceſſitie, 
But Berau was founde by the vnkoꝛtunate deftenie of Perrys 
de vmbria, Foz he, beinge a man of pꝛompt wptec and ap! foz: 
wardenes to attempte thynges (in whiche ſumetpme foꝛtune 
wyll beare a ſtroke notwithſtandinge owre pꝛouidencc) tooke 
vpon hym thaduenture to ſcarche the ſhoze to thmtent to find 
a wape foꝛ his fclowes where they myght beſte coome alande. 
Foz this purpoſe, he choſe hym twelue marpners, and wente 
abooꝛde the ſhippe boate whiche ſerued the greateſde ſhyppes. 
The flowinge of the ſea, raged and rozcd there, with a hoꝛri⸗ 
ble whurlinge as wee reede of the daungerous place of $cyls 
in the ſca of Scicilie, by reaſon of the houge and ragged roc: 
kes reachpug into the ſea, from which the waues rebounding 
with violence, make a greate nopſc and rowghnes on the wa 
tet, whiche rowghnes oz redowinge, the e e — 
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Rect. In theſe daungers wietched vmbns wielteled a while, 
But in ſhoꝛte ſpace, a wane of the ſca almoſte as bygge as a 
monntaypne. reboundinge from the rockes, ouerwhelmed the 
boate and deudured the ſame with the men, cuen in the light 
of theyꝛ fclowes : So that of them all, onelp one eſcaped by 
rcaſon he was crperte in lwymmynge. Foꝛ gettinge holde of 
the coꝛner of a rocke, and ſuſtepnynge the rage of the ſca vn 
tyll the nerte daye when it wered caulme, and the ſhoꝛe was 
dꝛye by the faule of the water, he eſcaped and reſoꝛted to his 
coompanpe. But vnbria with the other cleuen, were vrterlpe 
caſte away. The re ſydue of the coompany, durſt not commite 
them ſelues to the chippe boates, but went alande with they: 
b::gantines, Where remapnynge a fewe dapes, and ſaplinge 
alonge by the rpuer, they founde certepne vyllages of thinhy 
bitantes, which they caule . Bere they beganne to build 
a foꝛtrede, and to ſowe ſeedes after the maner of thep1 conn: 
trey, in a certepne vale of frutcfull grownde, bicauſe in other 
plates the region is baren. As theſc thynges were thus doo⸗ 
ingt in berigun, one of their cdompanpe ſtandpnge vppon the 
toppe of a hyghe rocke of eſpcciall. and lpftynge his eyes to: 
warde the Weſte,beganne to crye, Lynnpn laples, lpnnyn ſay: 
les. And the nerer it dꝛewe towarde hym, he perceaued it to 
bee a ſhyppe boate comminge with a lytele ſaple. pet reccaued 
they it with murhe retoplinge : fot it was the fyTher boare of 
Nicueſ: hig caraucle, and of capacitie to carye onelp fpue men, 
and had nowe but three in it, which had ſtoulne it from Nicw 
ef: bycauſe he refuſed to gpue credit to theim that he had paſ- 
led Berigus, and lekte it behynde hym Eaſtwarde. Foz they le: 
inge Nicueſi and his felowes to conſume dapelp by fampnne, 
thowght they woolde pꝛoue foztune with that boate, if their 
chaunce moght bee to kynde Berugy.s, a3 in deede it w3s, De: 
bat inge therekoꝛe with they felowes, of theſe matters, they 
declared howe .Nicurſ« erred and loſte the carauele by tempeſt, 
and that he was nowe wanderinge amonge the maryſſhcs of 
vnknowen coaltes, full of myſcrie and in extreeme penurie of 
all thynges, hauinge nowe lpued fo: the ſpace of thiee ſcore 
and tenne dapes, only with herbes and rootes, and ſpldoome 
with frutes of the countrep, contented to dunke water, and 


pet thatoften tymes faplynge, bycauſe he was inftant to tra: - 


naple weltwarde by foote, ſuppoſing by that meanes to come 
| to 
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to Bere7us. Colonus the fpiſte kynder of this mayne lande, had 
coafted alonge by this tracte, and named it Cre: 5: ! but the 
inhabitantes caule it cerebro. Thtowghe this Region, there 
runneth a rpuer which owre men named $4x& Mahi, diſtante 
from the weſte ſpde of Berga aboute a hundzetht and thirtte 
mples. Dere J lette paſſe the name of this ryucr, and of ma⸗ 
nye other places by the names which thinhab:rantcs vſe, by: 
cauſe owrt men are ignozane thereof. Thus Lupus Oln the 
conductoꝛ of one of the ſhippes of Nic, and nowe alſo vice 
Leauctcnaunt in his ſteede, after that he hadde receaued this 
infozmation of the marpners, ſente thether a buugantine vn- 
der theyꝛ guydynge, theſe marpners therkoꝛe, which came in 
the kylſter boate, founde Nice, and bꝛowght hym to the 
place wheke Olus lape, whome at his commpnge he caſte in 
pꝛyſon, and accuſed hym of treaſon bycauſe he vſurped thau⸗ 
t92itic of the Licuetenauntſhippe, and that foz the deſpze he 
Had to beare rule and bee in autoꝛitie, he tooke no care of his 
errours : alſo that he behaued hym ſelfe negligently: demaun 
dinge further moꝛe of hym, what was the cauſe of his ſoo 
longe delap. Lykewyſe he ſpake to al the vnder officers Garp 
Iye and with a troubled mpnde: And within fewe dayes after 
commannded them to truTe vp thepz packes, and make them 
redye to departe. They deſpꝛed hym to quyct hym ſelfc, and 
to foꝛbcate them a while vntyl they had reaped the coꝛne that 
they had ſowne, which wolde ſhoꝛtly bee type. Foz all kynd 
of coꝛne warcth rype there cuery fourth moonethe after it 18 
ſowne, But he vtterly denyed to taryc any whyttc: but that 
he woolde foozthwith departe from that vnfoztunate lande: 
And plucked vp by the rootes al that euer was bzowght into 
the goulfe of 8er4gus, and commaunded them to directe theyz 
courſe towarde the Eaſte, After they had ſaplcd aboute the 
{pace of,rvi, myles, a certepne pounge man whoſe name was 
Sregozie, a Senues boꝛne, and of achylde bzowght vp with 
Colonus, Cauled to remembcrance that there was a hauen not 
farre frome thenſe: And to pzouc his ſapinge trewe, he gaue 
hrs fclowes thele tokens : that is, that they ſbulde fynde vp: 
pon the ſhoze, an anker of a loſte ſhyppe halfe couered with 
lande: And vnder a tree nexte vnto the hauen, a ſpꝛynge of 
cleere water, Thep came to the lande: founde the anker and 
the ſpꝛynge, and commended the wptte and memoꝛpe of the 
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pounge man, that he only amonge manp ok the marpnes wh: 
ent Bag, che had ſcarched thoſe coaſtes with colon, bote the thynge 
ſoo well in mpnde. This hauen,, Colonus cauled Portus Rellus, 
wheras in this vyage fot lacke of vytaples they were ſume: 
tymes enfoꝛced to goo alande, they were cuel entreated of the 
inhabitantes. By reaſon wherof, thep2 lrengthes were ſoo 
weakenco of wekened with hüger, that they were not able to keepe warre 
hunger, agcpnſt naked men, oꝛ ſcarſely to beare theyꝛ harnes on their 
backcs. And therkoꝛe owre men loſte twentie of theyꝛ coom: 
panic, which were lapne with venemous arrowes. They con 
lulted to leaue the one halfe of theyꝛ felowes in the hauen of 
portus Rcllus: And the other parte Nin tooke with hym to⸗ 
warde the Eaſte : where abowte twentie and eyght mples fro 
Portus Rellus, he intended to buylde a foꝛtrede harde by the ſeg 
8 ſpdc vppon the popnte oꝛ cape which in tyme paſte colon na: 
Cop Mumor, med Marmor, But they were ſoo feeble by reaſon of longe hun 
ger, that theyꝛ ſtrength ſcrued them not to ſuſtepne ſuche la: 
Nomen ei. boute. Per he erected a lyttle towre able to reſyſt the fp2ſt aſ; 
ſaute of the inhabitantes. This towre he cauled Nomen Dei. 
From the tyme that he lefr Ber.c2us, what in the ioꝛnep amonge 
the landie plapnes, then alſo foꝛ hunger whple he buplded 
Nicucſa bis the towre, of the fewe which remapned a lpue, hc lofle twoo 
men coſumed hundꝛeth. And thus by lyttle and lyttle, che multitude of ſe: 
nen hundꝛeth foure ſcoꝛe and fpue men, was nowe bzowghe 
Contencion à to ſcarſely one hundꝛeth. Whyle Nicci lpued with theſe few 
bot the lieue miſcrable men, there aroſe a contt᷑tion amonge them of vr«., 
tenauntſhip as concerninge the Licuctenaneſbippe. Foz once Viſchys Nunnex, 
of Uraba by the iudgemente of all men, truſtynge moꝛe to his ſtrengthe 
Un'chusNun then wytte, ſtourcd vp certeyne lyght felowes ageynſt Anciſus, 
nes monery' fapinge that wah had not the kynges letters patentes kor 
Atciſun heue that oficc : And that it was not ſucicient that he was auto: 
tenaunt fo: tiled by fogeda. And therfoze foꝛbodde that he ſhulde execute 
Foge da. the office of the Licuctenaunteſhippe: And wyllcd thepm to 
chuſe certepne of they2 owne coompanpe, by whoſc coun: 

ſaple and aut hozitie they myght bee gouerned. 
Thus beinge diuided into factions by reaſon that Fogeds,their 
capitavnc cxme not agepne, whom they ſuppoſed to bee nowe 
deade of his venemous wounde, they contended whether it 
were beſte to ſubllitute Nic«cs tn his place. The wpleſte lo2te 
luche as were kamplier with N and coulde not deare thin 
k olencie 
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ſolencie of voc Nunnex, thowght it good that Nice ſhuld bee, Nicueſe, 
ſowght owt throwgh owe all thoſe coaſtes. Foꝛ they had 
knowcledge that he departed from . bycauſc of the ba: 
rennes of the grounde: And that by theremple of a=c/v;, and 
ſuche other as had made ſhippew2acke,it were poſſible that 
he might wander in ſume ſecreate place: And that they coulde 
not be quiete in there mpndes vntyll thep knewe the certektie, 
whether he with his felowes were alpue oz deade, But Voſ- 
chus Nunzez,fearinge leaſte at the commyng of Nic he ſhulde 
not bee had in autozitie emonge his felowes,fapde they were 
mad men to thinke that Nicueſ lyued: And althowgh he were 
alpuc, pet that they hadde noo neade of his helpe. Foz he 
auouched that there was none of his felowes, that were not 
as meete to rule as Nicueſ:. While tizep were thus reafonpnge Rodericvs Cob 
too and froo, one Rodericus Colmen<7is arrpucd in thoſe coaſtes menaris, 
with two greate ſhippes hauinge in thepm thꝛee ſcoze freſſhe 
men, with greate plentie of vitailts and apparel, Of the na: 4. 
vigation of this Colmenris, J intende to ſpeake ſumc what cu colmes 
moze. De therfoze departed from the hauen of Yol cauled natis. 
Bets (where they ptepare and furnpſſche theym ſelues whiche 
make anp viage into theſe landes) aboute the Jdes of O-:: 
tober in the pcarc. 1510: And landed the. ir. of Noucinber in a 
Region in the large pꝛouince of ?43«founde by colon betwene Gil goa. 
the hauen carthago and the Region of Cucbibachos, Fn this viage 
what by the rowghnes of the lea #fiercenes of the bacbarias, 
he (nfered manp incommodities. Foz when his freie water 
fayled, he lapled to the mout he of a cectepne riucr which thin The ryuer 
habttantes caule Girs, beinge apte to rect aue ſhippes. This Sura 
ryuer had his courſe from the toppe of an excea dinge hyghe Un exceding 
mount apne couered with \nowe, hygher then the which, all bush moun- 
the coompanpons of this capitapne *04cicv;,ſape that they ne: red w 0 
uer lawe. And that by good reaſon, pt it were couered wpth ſnowe. 
lnowe in that Region which is not paſt ten degrees diſtante 
from the Equinoct:.:! lpnc, As they beganne to dꝛawe water owe 
of their (hippeboace,a certepne Bynge made towarde theym 
apparcled with veſtures ot goTampune cotton, haumge twen: Appareled 
tie noble men in his coompanpe appareled alſo: Wypche wen. 
thinge lecmed ſtraunge to owre men, and nat icene betoꝛe in 
thoſe parties. The Kinges apparcll, hur ge lqgle from his 
oulders to his elbowes: 4nd trom the gel dle downewarde, 
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it was muche like a womans kertle. reachinge enen to his hie 
leg. As he dꝛewe u tere towarde owre men, he ſeemed krendly 
to admonylſhe theym to take none of the water of that ryner, 
affirminge it to bee vnholſome for men: And chewed thepm 
tht not karte from thenſe, there was a ryuer of good water. 
They came to the ryuer, And endeuouringe to coome nere rhe 
ſboꝛe. they were dꝛpuen backe, bp tempeſte. Alſo the burbulinge 
of the fande, declared the ſea to bee but ſhalowe there. They 
were therefore enkoꝛced to returne to the fpꝛſte ryuer where 
they myght ſafcly caſte anker. This Ringe layde wapte for 
owre wen. Fo; as thcy were fyllinge theire barrelles, he ſet 
on theym with abowt ſcuen hundꝛeth men (as owre men ind: 
ged) armed after theire maner, alt howgh thep were naked. 
Fot only the kynge and his noble men were appareled. They 
tookc away the ſhippeboate, and btooke it in maner to chips: 
loo fiercely ailaplynge owre menne with thepꝛ venemous ar: 
rowes., that thep ewe of them foztic and ſcuen beeforte they 
coulde coucr them ſelues with thepꝛ targettes. Foz that pop⸗ 
lon is of ſuch force, that albeit the woundes were not great, 
pet they dyed therof imme diatly. Fox they pet knewe noo te: 
medie ageynite this kynde of popſon, as they after lerned of 
thinhabitantes of twſp.niols. Fo this Jlande bungeth fooꝛth 
an herbe which quencheth and mozrificeh the violent poyſon 
of the herbe wherewith thep2,arrowes are infected, ſoo that 
it bee miniſtred in tyme. pet of owre coompany whiche went 
foꝛ watcr, ſcuen eſcaped that conflicte, and hyd them ſelues 
in a hollowe tree, lurkpnge there vntpll nyght. pet eſcaped 
they not the handes of theyꝛ enempes. For the ſhippe depar⸗ 
ted from thenſe in the nyght ſeaſon and lefte them there, lup⸗ 
poſinge that they had byn flapnce, Thus by manpe luche pe: 
rels and daungers (which J lyghtly ouerpaſſe bicauſe J wyl 
not bee tedious to powre holynes) he arrpued at the length at 
the hauen of vraba, and caſt anker at the eaſle ſpde therof, frõ 
whenſe not longe befoꝛe, owre men departed to the weſt ſyde 
by reaſon of the barennes of that ſople. When he had contp: 
nucd a whyle in the hiuen, and ſawe noo man t2urynge, mar 
ucplinge at the lilence of the places (fot he ſuppoſed there to 
haue fowunde his felowes) hc coulde not comecture what 
this chalde meane: and there vppon beganne to ſuſpecte that 
cpther they wert deade, oz that they had chaunged the place 
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of theyꝛ habit acion. To knowe the certentie hercof, he com: 


maunded all the greate oꝛdinaunce and other ſmaule gunnes 
which he had in his ſhippes, to bee charged: And fpers to bee 
made in the nyght vppon the toppes of the rockes. Thus the 
pers beinge kpndeled, he commaunded all the gunnes to bee 
horte of at one inſtante: by the hozrible nopſe whereof, the 
goulfe of vr«bs was ſhaken, althowghe it were. xxini. myles 
diſtante: fo2 ſoo bꝛode is the goulfe. This nopſe was hirde 
of theyꝛ kelowes in Dares: And they aunſwered them agepne 
with mutual fpcrs. Wherfozc, by the folowynge of thele ſy: 
ers, Colmenaris bzowght his Tippes ta the Weſte ſvde. Bere 
thoſe wꝛetched and nuſcrable men of dere which nowe thy 
tewgh kamen and feeblenes helde thepꝛ werp ſowles in thepꝛ 
tecthe redy to departe from they bodies by reaſon of the cala 
mities which beefell vnto them after Aa=c/ſus u ppt wackelt 
tinge vp thepꝛ handes to heauen, with the teares runnynge 
downe thepꝛ cheekes bothe foꝛ iope and ſozowe, embꝛaſed K 
dcricus and his felowes with ſuch kynde of reiopſinge as their 
ptclente neceTitic ſeemed to tequyꝛe. Foꝛ whereas they were 
befoze his comminge, withowte vptayples and clinofte naked, 
he bzought them abundance of meate, dzynke, and apparell. 
It reſiethe nowe (moſte holp father) to declare what came of 
the dilention amonge them of vr, as concernpnge the go: 
uctnaunce after the loTe of thepꝛ capitapnes.

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o»Hte the aduice of hym oz of Fogeds his coompanion, When 
theſe ſapinges and ſnche lyke, came to the cares of thepm of 
vr abe, they loo ſtoured vp the myndes of x"c/s Lieuerenaunte 
tz Fozeds, and allo of v Nunnex, of the tontrarp parte, a: 
geinſte Nicvcſs, that ſboꝛtelp after his arrpuall with his thice 
coꝛc men, they commaunded hym with thieatenynge to de: 
partt frd thenſe, But this pleaſed not the better loꝛt. yer fea: 
rynge leaſt tumult ſhaldte bee amonge the people wham v 
Numex had ſtered to factions, the beſt parte was fayne to giue 
place to the greateſt, This wꝛetched man therfoze Necweſs thus 
dꝛowned in miſcrics, was thuſte into the buiganepne whiche 
he hym ſclfc bzowght : and with hym only ſcuentenc men, of 
his thꝛee ſcoꝛe which remapned alpue.

with ropes of gollampine cotton. Beinge demaunded what 

they ment by that ſuperſtition,thep anſwered that thoſe were 
the carkeſes of the father, graundefather, and great graund: 

father with the other aunccſtours of thepꝛ Kpng Comoprus, De 
claringe that thep had the ſame in greate reuerence, and that 
they tooke it foz a godlp thynge to honoure them religiouſly : 

And therfoze apparcled euerp of the ca ne ſu nptuduclpe with 

golde and pꝛecious ſtones accoꝛdynge vnto thepꝛ eſtate. After 
this ſozte dpd the antiquitic honoure thepꝛ yen.ves, whyche 

they thowght had the gouernaunce of their lpues. Howe they 
d:pertheſe carkeſes vppon certeine inftrumites made of wood, 

like vnto Hurdels, with a ſofte fpcr vnder the ſame, ſo that 

onelp the ſkpnne remapneth to haulde the bones together, we 
haue deſcribed in the fozmer decade, Of Comoprus his lcuen 
loonnes, the eldcſt had an ercelicnte naturall wytte. De ther 
foze thowght it good to flatter and pleaſe thys wandꝛpnge 
kynde of men(owr men J meanc)lyupnge oncip by * — 
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ſpoyle,lcaſt beinge offended and ſcekynge occaſions agepnite 

hym and his familie, they ſhuld handle hym as they dpd other

The. hungcr tend to deface from theſc kapꝛe ouches and to melte the ſame 
of golde. into a rudemaTe. If powre hunger of goulde bet ſoo inſati: 
able that onelp foz the deſpꝛc powe haue therto, yowe diſqui: 
cre ſ do many nations, and pow po wre ſelues alſo ſuſteyne ſoo 
many calamites and incommodities, lpuing like baniſhed men 
owte of powre owne countrep, J wpll ſhewe powe a Region 
kloweinge with goulde, where powe may ſariſfic powr raue- 
ninge appetites. But powe muſte atte npte the thynge with a 
greater ponre: Foꝛ it ſtandcth pow in h inde by foꝛce of armes 
to ouercome kynges of greate pui laune, and rigoꝛous defcn- 
kynge Tuma ders of theyꝛ dominions. Foz bycyde other, the greaze kinge 
nama. Tum: Will coome footthe ageynſte powe, whoſe kengdome 
1s moſie ryche with golde, and diſtante from henſe onelp ſpr 
Canibales, TFoonnes: that is, ſyx dayes:foꝛ they nu nber the d wes by the 
konne. Furthermoꝛe, oz euer powe canne coome thether, vow

bales a fierte kynde of men, deuourers of mans feſche, lpuing 
withowtc lawes, wanderingt, and withowte empire. Foz 
they alſo. bcinge deſpꝛous of golde, haue ſubdcwed them vn 
det thepz dominion whiche hefoze inhabited the golde mpnes 
of the mountapnes, and vſt them lyke bondemen, vſpng their 
laboure in dygginge and workpnge thev? golde in plates and 
ſundꝛy Images lyke vnto theſe whicge powe ſee here. Foz 
wee doo no moe eſteeme rude golde unwionght, then we doo 
cloddes of carthe, befoze it bee koꝛmed by che hande of the 
wozkeinan to the ſinulitude epther of ſume veiTell nece.Tarie 
foz owre vie, oz ſume ouche bewetifull to be worne. Theſe 
thynges doo wee receaue of theimfoz exchaunge of other of 
owre thynges, as of pziſoners taken in warre, whiche they 
dye to tate, oz for ſheetes and other thpnges pertepnynge to 
thc furnprure of houſehslde, ſuche as they lacke which inha 
dite the mountaynes : Andeſpecially foz vitaples wher it they 
lande in greate necde by reaſon of the bartennes of the moun 
rapnes. This iozney therfoze, muſt bee made o by foꝛce of 
men. And when powe ate paTinge oner theſe mountapnes 
(popntinge with his fynger to warde the louthe mouncapnes} 
we hal ſec an other ſea, where they ſaple with ſhoppes as 
ygge as powres (meanynge the caraucles) vſinge both ſap: 
les and 0zes as powe doo, althowghe the men dee naked as 
wee are. All the wape that the water runnethe frome te 
mountapnes, and all that ſpde lyinge towarde the Southe, 
bzpngeth foozth golde abundanely. As he ſapde theſe wooz: 
des, he popnted to the vellelles in whiche they vie to ſerine 
they} meate, afirmpnge that kynge uu, and all the o: 
ther kynges bepyonde the mountcapnes, had ſuche and al thcir 
other houſeholde fiuffc of golde: And that there was noo leite 
plentie of golde amonge thoſe people of che Sonthe, then of 
Iren with vs. Foz he knewe by relation of owre men, wher⸗ 
of owre ſwoo2 des and other weapons were made. Owte ca: 
pitapnes marueplpng at the ozation of the naked pounge man 
(foz they had foz interpꝛetours thoſe thꝛee men whiche had 
byn bcfoze a pere and a halfe conucrſant in the court of kynge 
Carets) pondered in t hep myndes, a crneftly conſidered his ſap⸗ 
inges, Soo that his raſſhenes in ſcatteringe the golde owte 
of the balances, they turned to myꝛth and vrbanitie, commen 
dpuge his dooinge and ſapinge therin, 1 1 De 
th rendcly 
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frendelp, vppon what certeyne knoweleage he ſpake thoſe

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thynges: Oꝛ what he thawght beſte herein to bee doone pf 


they ſhulde bꝛynge a greater ſupplye of men. To this, pounge 
comogrus, ſtapinge a whyle with hym ſelfe as it were an 02a: 
tour pꝛeparinge him ſelfe to [peake of ſume graue matter, and 
diſpoſynge his bodye to a gieſture mette to perſuade, ſpake 
thus in his mother touge. Gypuc eare vnto me o powe Chꝛp⸗ 
ſans, Albeit that the gredie hunger of golde hathe no: pet 
vered vs naked men. pet doo we deſtrop one an other by rea: 
ſon of ainbition and deſpꝛe to rule. Bercok ſpungeth moztall 
hatred amonge vs. and hereof commethe owre deſtruction, 

OWwre p2cdiceiſours kepte warres, and foo dy) Comogrus my 
father with pꝛinces beinge boztherers abowte hym. Jn the 
which warres, as wec haue oucrcoome, ſo hauc wee byn ouer 
coome, as doth: appere by the number of bondemen amongt 
vs, which wc tooke by the ouerthꝛawe of owre enempes, of 
the whiche J haue gyuen powe fiftic. Lykewpſe at an other 
tyme, owre aducriarics hauinge thupper hande agenſte vs, 
ledde away manye of vs captiuc. Fox ſuche is the chaunce of 
warre. Allo, amonge owre familicrs (wherof a great number 
haue byn captiues with them) beholde here is one whiche of 
longe tpme ledde a papnefull lyfe in bondage under the poke 
of that kynge beyonde the mountapnes, in whole kyngdome 
is ſuche abundance of golde. Of hym, and ſuche other innu⸗ 
merable, and lykewyle by the reſozt of free men on thepꝛ ſyde 
comminge to vs, and ageyne of owre men teſoꝛtinge to theim 
by late conduct, thece thynges haue byn euer as well knowen 
vnto vs, as owre owne poſſeſſions.

where, bath; powe map bee fatiſtyed with golde, and we for 
owre conductinge and apdynge powe int us enterpꝛyſc, h il 
thynke owre iclucs abun :antlp rewarded, in that yowe 11!

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owre enemics. After theſe woozdes, this pindente pounge 
comogrus helde his peace. And owre men moued with greate

All the whiche they founde redy wiought in ſundry 
wiought geld kyndes of ouches, as chepnes, bzaſelcts,tablets,and plates, 
bothe to hange befoze they? dꝛeſtes, and alſo at thepꝛ eares, 

and noſerhzyls. vi therefote'tooke ſhyppinge in the ſame 

carancll in rye whiche he came laſt, and returned alſo beefoꝛt 

thc thyꝛde day of the Ides of Januarp, in the peare of Lhiifk

tpuer they cauled Rivun Nigrum: tom the mouthe wherof about 
rv.mples diſtante they founde atowne of fyue hundꝛeth hon: 
ſcs ſcuercd: whoſe c that is,) kinge, was caulcd A 
chei. They all fozſooke they houſcs as ſoone as they harde 
of owre mennes commyng. But when they ſawe that owre 
men purſued them, they turned agepne and ranne vppon them 
with deſperate mindes, as men dituen from their owne pole t 
ons. Thepꝛ wepons, are ſwoꝛdes of wod, and long ſtaues like 
iauelens, hardened at the ende with fyer: But they vſe ncp- 
ther bowes noꝛ arrowes: noꝛ any other of thinhab:t antes vf 
the welle ſpde of the goulfe. The poꝛe naked wretches were 
caſely dꝛyuen to flight with owre weapons. As owre men fo⸗ 
towed theym in the chaſe, they tooke the kinge Aben.ncche: and 
ccrtcine of his noble men. A common ſoul dier of owres whom 
the kpnge had wounded,coomminge to hym when he was ta: 
ken. cutte of His arme at one ſtroke with his [wootde. But 
this was doone vnwares to the capitapnes. The number of 
the LChtiſtan men which were here, was abonte a hundzethe 
and fiftie: the one halfe whereof, the capytapnes lefte here, 
and they with the reſydue,rowed vpp the rpucr ageyne with 
twelue of the boates of thoſe Regions, whiche they caul. v, 
as they of #i/ſpaniols caule them c, as we hauc ſapde. From 
the ryuer of RN Niger and the Jland of c, for the ſpace 
of thꝛeeſcoze and ten mples, leauing both on the right hande a 
on the Icfte many riuers faulinge into it bigger then it ſelfe, 
they entred into one by the. conductpnge of one of the naked 
inhabit antes, beinge appoynted a gupdc foz that purpoſe. 

Uppon the banke of this rpuer next vnto the mouthe of the 
ſame, there was a kynge cauled Aa6:b-ib:: who, bycauſe the 
Kegion was full of marpſches, had his palaice buplded in the 
toppe of a highe tree, a newe kynde of byldpnge and ſcld2'e 
ſecne, But that lande beareth trees of ſuche exceding heigth, 
that emonge theyꝛ branches; a man map frame large honſes: 
As Wee reede the like in diuers autoures howe in many Regi: 
dus where the ocean ſea rytethe and ouerflowethe the lande, 
the people were accuſtomed to tips to the high trees, and after 
the faule of the water, to take the fpſſbe lette on the lande. 

This maner of bupldinge, is to lape beames croTe oner the 
branches of the trees, kalle bownde togpther, and there vp⸗ 
pan to raple thepz frame ,ltrongly made agcynſte wynde and 
trees 
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wether. O bort men ſuppoſe that they buylde theyꝛ hour ts in 
trees, dy reaſon of the greate luddes and oueriowinge of ry 
ners whiche often tymes chaunce in thoſe Regions. Theſe 
trees are of ſuche hcighth,chat che ſtzength of no manes arme 
is able to hurle a ſtone to the Hanſes buylded therein. And 
therfoꝛe doo J gyue the better credit to Plime and other ay: 
tours whiche w2ptte that the trees in ſume places in 1:4i: are 
ſoa high dy reaſon of the krutetulnes of the grounde, abun: 
dance ot water, and heate of the Region, that noo man is able 
to ſhute oucr theym with an arrowe. And by indgemente of 
all men, it is thowght that there is noo trutfullcr ground vn- 
der the loonne, then this is whereof wee nowe entreate.Owr 
men mea.uringe manpe of theſe trees, founde theym to bee of 
ſuche biggnes, that leuen men, pe ſum 5 eight, holdinge 

ande in hande with chepz armes ſtreached furthe, were ſcar- 

elp able too fathime them aboute. pet haue chep thepꝛ cel: 
lets in the grounde, well replenylſbed with ſuch wynes wher 
ot wee haue ſpoken beefoze. Fo albeit that the vehemencie 
of the wynde, is not of poure to caſte downe thoſe houſes, oz 
to bzecke the branches of the trees, pet are they 'tolled there: 
with, and ſwaye lumwhat from ſyde to ſpde, by reaſon wher 
of, the wyne ſbulde bee muche troubeled with mooninge, All 


other nece(Tarype thinges, they haue with theym in the trees. 


When the kynge oz any other of the noble men, dpne 02 ſuppe 
in theſe trees, t zep2 wpues are bzowghe theym from the cel: 
leres by they ſeruantes, whpche by meanes of excrciſc, are 
accuſtomed with noo leiTe celeritic to runne vppe and dowuc 
the lteares adherente to the tree, then doo owre waptpnge bo: 
— vppon the plapne grounde, fetche vs what wee caule fo: 
om the cobbarde bpſpde owr dyninge table. Owre men ther 
koze, came to the tree of kinge abibeibs,and bp thinterpꝛetourts 
cauled hym foorthe to communication, gpuinge hym ſtgnes of

ted from hem: Jeonge taken into a ſhyppe of certepne Chiſli⸗ 
ans paſſpnge by thoſe coaſtes, Commendetor declared that he 
with all his ſubiectes, continually obſerued his inflitucions ; 
In loo muche that beingt at contention with an other punce, 
which of they Zeues were moſte holp and of greatecſte poure, 
the matter grewe to ſuche extremitie that they trped it with 
hande ſtrokes : And that in all theſc attemptes, the bleed 
rgin ncuer fapled hym, but was eucr pzeſente in the bzunte 
of the battaple, and gaue bym caſye victozie with a ſmaule 
poure of men, agepnft a mapne armpe of his enemies. Beinge 
demaunded with what woo2des they crped vppon the virgin 
Mary when they aTapled thepz enemies, they anſwered that 
they had lerned noo other woozdes of the mariners doctrine, 
but $430 Maris diu nos, Sancti Maria adiuua nos: That is, holy E 
tp helpe vs, holy Marpe helpe vs: And this alſo in the Spa: 
I tonge. Foz he had lcfte theſe wooꝛdes in the mouthes 
of all men. Whyple they murthered and deſtroyed them ſelucs 
thus on bothe ſpdes, they fell to entteatie of peace and agre: 
ed to type the matter, not hande to hande by combatte of cer: 
tepne choſen foz bothe parties as the maner was amonge the 
Romaynes and dpners other nations in the owlde tyme, 02 by 
any lyght oz policie, but that twoo pounge men chulde bee 
choſen, foz eche partie one, with theyꝛ handes bounde faſt be: 
hynde them in the plapne fielde, bothe parties beinge \worne 
to acknowleage that Zee to bee the better, which fy20t loo: 
ſed the bandes of the pounge man whiche ſoode bounde foz 
the tryall of his religion. Thus diutdinge them ſclues, and 
placeinge the ſayde pounge men befoꝛe them in the ſyght of 
them al, with they handes faſt bounde by theyꝛ enempes, the 
contrarp parte cauled fyz}t on thepꝛ Zemes (that is, the deuyll 
to whole ſimilitude they ges are made) who immediatly 
appered in his lykencs aboute the pounge man that ſoode 
bounde in the defence of Hathans kyngedome. 
But as ſoone as Commendtor with his coompanpe crped s

in her hande, 4 putting the ſame on the bandes of the pounge 
man that ſtoode foz Commendetor, his handes were looſed _

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diatly in the ſyght of them all, and his bandes kounde abone 
the handes of hym that ſtoode fot the other partie, in ſomuch 
that they them lelues kowunde hym dowble bounde. But fox 
all this, were not the enemies ſatiſfped ! querelinge that this 
thynge was doone by ſum Qipght 02 diuiſe of man, and not by 
the pourc of the better Zet. And there vppon requpꝛed fo 
thaduopdynge of all ſuſpection, that there mpght bee eyght 
graue and ſage men appapnted, fo2 cche ſpde koure, whiche 
ſhulde bynde the men in the ſyght of theim all, and alſo gyue 
indgemente whether the thynge were doone withowte crafre 
o2 gyle. Oh pure ſimplicitie and conſtant fapth : Oh golden 
and bleed confidence. comme lator and his kamilters, doubted 
not to graunte theyꝛ enemies thepꝛ requeſte with tpke fapthe 
wherwith the diſcaſed woman obtepned healthe of the flure 
of her bludde, and wherby Peter feared not to walke on the 
ſca at the ſyght of his maſtcr Chꝛiſte. Theſe pounge men ther 
fotc were bounde in the preſence ot theſe eight graue men, and 
were placed within thepꝛ lyſtes in the ſpghr of bothe parties. 
Thus vppon a ſigne gpuen, when thep cauled vppon theypp 
Zemet, there appered in the ſpght of them all, a dcupll with a 
longe taple, a wyde mouthe, greate teeth, and hoꝛnes, reſem- 
blyng the ſimilitude of the Jmage which the kpng being ene 
mye to commend. tor, honoured foꝛ His Zemes, As this deupl at: 
tempted to looſe the bandes of his client e, the bleTed virgin 
was immediatly pꝛecente as befoze at the caule of commendator 
and his ſubicctes, and with her rodde looſed the bandes of 
her ſuppliant, which were agepne lpkewyle founde fal tped 
aboute the handcs of hym that ſtoode foꝛ the contrarpe parte. 
The enemies therckoze of Commendator,, beinge ſtrpken wi: ) 
greate fcare and amaſed by reaſon of this greate miracle, con 
keſled that the Zemes of the virgin was better tht their Zemes, 
Foz the better pꝛoft wherok, thete pa gans beinge bortherers 
to Commendator, which had cucr befozc byn at contmuall warre 
and enmitie with hym, when they had knowleage that Anciſus 
was arrpued in thoſe coaſtes, they ſente ambaſadonres vnto 
hym, to deſyit hym to ſend them preeſtes of whom they might 
bee baptiſed : Where vppon he ſent them twoo which hee Had 
with hym there at that pzeſent, They baptiſcd in one dap a 
hundꝛeth and thirtic of thinhabitanecs, ſumtyme enempes to 
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All ſuche as came to bee baptiſed, gaue the piteſtes of thepꝛ The pꝛeeſtes

they can not petſkpl how to carue they cockt chykẽs to make 
them capons. Allo certepne falted fylches, and newe fyne ca: 
kes made of chepz bzcade: likewiſe certepne foulcs franked 
and made fatte. When the p2ceftes reſoꝛted to the ſhippcs, 
ſpre of theſc newe baptpſed men accoompanied theym laden 
with vit alles, wherwith they ledde a ioykull Eaſter, Foz on 
the Sunday two dapes befoze ſaynte Lezrvs dap, they depar: 
ted from diene, and touched at that tyme, onelp to the cape 
oꝛ angle of Cubs nere vnto the Eaſte ſpde of Hiſpaniols At the 
requeſte of Commendator, Anciſus lefte with hym one of his coom⸗ 
panic, to thint ente too _— hym and his ſubiectes wpth o⸗ 
ther his boꝛtherers, the ſalutacion of the angelt whiche we 
caule the Ave Maria. Foz they thinke them ſelues to be ſoo much 
the moze beloned of the bleAcd virgin, as they can rcherfe 
the moze doooꝛdes of that pꝛaper. Thus Aziſes takinge his 
lcauc of kpnge Commerdator, directed His courſe to Hip miola, from 
whiche he was not karre. Shozeely afrer,he tooke his viage 
to Spapne, and came to Vall-dolero to the kynoe,to whom He 
made greuous complaint of the incolencie of v N ne, in lo 
muche that by his pꝛocuremente, the Kynge gauec ſentence a: 
geynlie hym . Thus muche haut J thowghr good ( moſte holy

Foz there came neuer any from thenſe to the court, dut tooke 
grtate pleaſure to certifit mee of al thynges epther by wooꝛde 
of mouth oz by wzptpnge. Of many thynges therfote which 
lerned of them, J hane gathered ſuche as to my Judgemkt 
teme moſte woꝛt hy to ſatiſfie them that rake delpte in hyſto⸗ 
rics, But let vs nowe declate what folowed after the com⸗ 
minge of the pzocuratours of 0.mens, Therfoze, before rhep 
arryuall there was a rumonre ſpꝛeade in the courte, that the 
chiefe gouernoures and Licuetenauntes Nicueſs and Fogeda, al: 
ſo lobannes De la Coſu (a man of ſuch reputacion that by the kyn: The arcate 
es letters patentes he was named the greate maſtcr of the Fes 
pnges hippes) were all perpſhed by miſchaunce: And that kynges (hips 
thoſe fewe which pet remapned alpue in deutend, were at con: 
tencion and diſcoꝛ de amonge them ſelues: So that they nep: 
ther endeuoured thepz diligence to allure thoſe ſimple natifs 
toowre fapthe, noz pet had regarde to ſearche the natures of 
thoſe Regions, In conſideration wherof, the kynge was de: 
tcrmpned to ſende anewe capit apne chyther whiche ſhulde re 
Coze and ſet all thynges in good oꝛder, and put them owte of 
autozitie whiche hadde vſu thempire of thoſe pꝛouinces is ce 
withowte the kpnges ſpeciall commaundement. To this of: S ere o 
lite, was one Peres Arias aſſigned, a man of greate prowes uernour of 
an; 2? citiſen of sc. But when the ptocuratours of Darien Dariena, 
had puvliÞSed in the courte Howe greate a mattet it was, and 
of what moment, many laboured erneũly to the kyng,co take 
the office owte of His handes. But the byThop of Burzes be; 
inge the kynges chiefc chaplapne, and one cf the commiſſio⸗ 
ners appopnted by hym in theſe matters, beinge aduertiſed 
hercof, came imme diatly to the kynge, and ſpake to hym in 
this effect.

ladouringe co: th2Kice whereto he 18 elected: J. mave pleaſe 
wor grace herein 109 to Hewe Hym powr fauour an d permit 
ym to eutoye his rapoe ocfice, as powre maicgie 250 knowe 
hm to bee & weothy and meete man for the la., haupng in 
typme 
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tymt paſte had greate experience of his pꝛoweſſe and vallant 
ncllc, aſwell in behaninge hym ſelfe as oꝛderinge his ſouldi- 
ers, as powr hyghnes may the better conſpderf it ſhal pleaſe 
powe to caule to remembzance his doinges in the warres of A: 
phuca, where he ſbewed hym ſelfc bothe a wyſt Capitapne, 
and valient ſoirldier. As concerninge his maners and vlages 
other wayes, they arc not unknowen to powre maieſtie, vn:

Thus beinge tolled and 
amaſed with feare, the one lakcd on the other with pale and 
vncherefull countenaunces. But eſpccially Cch.pes and his 
coompany, wha had befoze tyme with they eyes ſeenc ther: 
perience of choſe teoderdies, were greatly diſcomfozced, pet 
(as god woolde) they eſcaped all, and landed at the nertc J 
lande: Where makynge faſte thep2 boates, they reſlcd therc 
that nyght. Dere the water ſoo encreaſed, that it almoſt o⸗ 
nerd owed the Jland. They ſay alſo that that ſouth ſea dot 
ſoo in manet boplt and ſwelle, that when it is at the eft 
it doth couer many greate rockes, which at the faule therof, 


The Noꝛthe are ſcent farre aboue the water. But on che contrary parte, 


Hard ſhyft in 


all ſuche as inhabite the Nozth ſea, affirme with one vopce, 
that hit ſcarſelp riſeth at any tyme a cubet aboue che bankes 
as they alſo confeTe which inhabite the Jlande of Biſpanio 
la and other Jlandes ſituate in the ſame. The Jlande ther: 
koꝛe beinge nowe dzpe by the faule of the water, they reſozz 
ted to they boates which they founde all ouerwhelmed and 
full ot lande, and ſume ſoze bzuſed, with great ryktes, and 
almoſt loſt by reaſon thepz cables were bzoken, Such as were 
bzuſed, they tyed kal with thepz gpzdels, with lippes of the 
barkes of trees, and with tough and longe ftalkes of certem 
herbes of the ſca, ſtopping the ryftes oz chynkes with gralCe 
accoꝛdynge to the pꝛeſente neceTitie, Thus were thep enfoz- 
ced co returne backe agepne lyke vnto men that came frome 
Gippcwzacke, beinge almoſt conſumed with hunger, bycauſc 
they vptaples wert btterlp deſtroped by tempcſtc. Thinhabd 
tantes declared that there is harde all the peare hozrible to: 
ryngt of the ſta amonge thoſe Ylandes as often as it ryſerhe 
oz fauleth. But this moſt eſpecially in thoſe thiee monethcs 
in the which it is moſte bopſtious as che towlde Veſchvs be 
foze : Meanynge (as they coulde contecture by his wooꝛdes) 
October, Nouember, and December: fox he the pze

thꝛeaten death to him and his famelp, with the vttcr deſola⸗ 
tion of his kyngedome if he perſiſted in that obſtinacie, at the 
length he ſent his ſoonne with them: whom vet hono: 
tably entertepninge, apparelinge hym goꝛgioullp and gyuing 
hym many gyftes, ſent hym to his father, wpllynge hym to 
pcrſuade hym of the pui.Taiunce, mumificence, liberalitte, hu 
manitie, and clemencie of owre men. Twn.:cws beinge moout d 
by this gentelnes declared toward his ſonne, came with him 
the thyꝛde dap, bzyngynge nothynge with hym at that tyme. 
But after that he knewe that owre men deſpꝛed goulde and 
pearles, he ſent foꝛ ſpxe hundzeth and iin. reſos of golde, 
and two hundzeth and foztie of the biggeſt and fapzeſt perles 
beſpde a great number of the ſmauleſt ſozte. Owre men mar: 
neyled at the byggencs and kapꝛenes of theſe perles although 
they were not perfectely whypte bpcauſe they rake theym not 
owte of the ſea iuſculs excepte they fy2ſt roft them, that they 
map thcſelyer open them ſclfe, and alſo that the fpiſhe maye 
haue the better taſte, whiche they eſteeme fox a delicate and 
oY dylſhe, and ſet moꝛe thereby then bp the perles them 

elues. Of theſe thpnges J was cnfo2med of one Arbolinrivg 
beinge one of v5: coompantons whom he ſent to the kyng 
with manpe perles and certepne of thoſe ſca muſculs. Bunt 
when ran awe that owre men ſoo greatly regarded the 
dewtie of the perles, he commaunded certepne of his men to 


pꝛepate them ſelnes to goo a fyThpnge fog perles. Who de: F hrug fo: 


partinge, came agepne within foure dayes, bzingynge with 
them tweluc pounde weight of ozient perles after cight oun- 
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ces to the pꝛuude. Thus rciop{inge on bothe parties, thep peiies, 


embꝛaſed and made a league of continual frendeſuppe. Tum: 


cs thought him lelfe happic that he had pzcſented owre men 
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with ſu:h thaukeful gyktes and was admitted to theyꝛ frend 
hippe: and owre men thinkpnge them (clues happie and bleſ 
ſed that they had founde ſuchc tokens of great ryches, wa: 
lowed downe thep2 ſpettle foz thy2ſte. At all theſe doinges, 
kynge ch::p's was ptefent as a wptnes and coompanton. De 
al io reiovſed not a lyttle, aſwell that by his conductinge he 
ſawc thar owre men ſhulde bee ſatiſfied of thepz delpꝛe, as al 
ſo that by this meaues he had declared to the next kvnge his 
boꝛtherer and enemie, what frendes he had of owre men, by 
whoſe apde he mpght lpue in qupetnes and bee reuenged of 
his aducrſarie if neede ſhulde (oo requpze. For (as wee hane 
ſapde) theſe naked kynges infeſte theim ſelnes wirh greudus 
warres onely foz ambition and deſp2e to rule. V4 boſterh 
in his epiſtell, that he lerned certepne marnclous ſecreates of 
Tum iccus him ſelfe as concernpnge the greate ryches of this 
lande: wherof (as he ſapth) he woold vtter nothyng at this 
pteſente, foz aſnmche as mec toulde it him in his care, 
But he was cnfozmed of bothe the kynges, that there 1s an 
Jlande in that goulfec, greater then any of the other, hauing 
in it but onelp one kynge, and hym of ſoo great poure, th it at 
luche tymes of the peare as the {ca is caulme, he inuadethe 
th:pz dominions with a greate nauic of culchat, ſpopling and 
carpinge a wap foꝛ a pꝛape, all that he meeteth, This Jland 
is diſtant from tgeſe coaſtes, anely twentie mples: Soo thae 
the pꝛomontoꝛies oꝛ popntes therof rechyng into the ſea, map 
bee ſcene from the hylles of this Continent. In the ſta nere 
about this Jlande, ſca muſculs are engendꝛed of ſuch quantt 
tie, that many of them art as bzodc as buckelers, Fn thele 
are perles found? (beinge the harr es of thoſe ſhell fpThes)of- 
ten tymes as byg ze as branes, ſumtpmes bygger then olpues 
and luch as ſumptuous cleopatra myght haue deſpted.

tapne of kypnge rech his men, and came too 
he rpuer Comogrus, wherof the region and king 
therof, are named dy the ſame name. De founde rhe ſpdes of 
the'e montapnes ſo rude and baren,that there was nothing 

apte to bee taten, but wilde rootes and certayne vnplealance 
funtes of trets. Two kynges beinge ncare of bludde, inhaby⸗

looke not the mozc warelyc to their fiett. Alſo thiough pla: 
ces not frequented with reſozte of men, and ſuche as nature 
h1d not pet opened to their vſe, fozaſmuche as thinhabitan: 
tes haue ſeldoome entercourſe betwene them, but onelp by 
Cun>2pe incurtions, the one to ſpople and deſtrope the other: 
Bepnge othcrwiſe cont ente) to lpue onclp after the law e ot 
nature, withowte wozldlp tople for ſupcriiuous pleaſures, 
Thus enteringe at the lengthe into the tertit orpe of anothes 
kynge Beche KyNnge whole name was Bechebues,, thep founde all thynges 
buca ubmyt: vopde and in ſilence : Fox the kynge and his ſubiectes, were 
teth hum ſeife all fiedde ta the wooddes, when V4ſchvs ſente meTengers 
to fetche hym, he dyd not onclp at the fpꝛſte ſub nytte hym 
ſelfe, bur alſo pꝛompſſe his apde with all that he myghte 
make: Pꝛoteſtpnge furthermoze, th it he ledde not foz feare 
that owze men woolde doo hym anp iniurie, but that he hyd 
Hym ſclfe foz verpc (ſhame and griefe of mpnde,foz that he 
was not able to recepuc them h2nozablye acco;dpnge vnta 
their dignit pe, bycauſe his ſtoze of vitaples was conſumed, 
de rcls of Pr in a token of obedience and frendeHyppe, he lente owe 
gelde. men manp vellelies of golde, delpzing them to accepte them 
as the gikte of a frind whole good will wanted not in grea: 
ter thynges if his abilptpe were greater. By whiche woot: 
des the pooꝛe man ſeemed to inſinuate that he H1d byn rob: 
bed and otherwiſe cruelly handlcd of his boztherers. By rea 
ſon wherot, owe men were enkoꝛced to departe from thenſe 
moze hungerlp then thepe came. As thepe wente kozwarde 
therfoze.thep cſpped certeine naked men coomminge downe 
— from a hylle towarde them. vb; coommaunded his armpe 
to ſtape, and ſente his interpꝛetours to them to knowe what 
they wold haue. Then one of the to whom the other ſcemed 
kynge Chior( to gyut reuerence, ſpakein this effect, Owie lozde & kinge 
ſus lendeth Obioriſus, greetteth powe well: Wyllynge vs to declare that 
ua ſchus xxx. he hath harde of powꝛe puiilannce and vertue wherbp powe 
topo haue ſubdued cucil men and reucnged the wtonges doone to 
' innocents, Foz the whiche yowze noble factcs and 1gpce, 
as 
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as he doothe honour ypow3e fame, ſoo woolde he thinke him 
ſelfe moſtc happpe if he mpght receiue powe into his palaice. 
But, fozaſmuche as his foztune hath byn ſo euell (as he im: 
puteth it) that ge owte of powze waye, powe haue o: 
uerpalled hym, he hath ſent powe this golde in token of his 


good wpll and fryndſqhpppe towarde powe. And with theſe 
woozdes he deliuered to vba thirty diſſhes of pure golde. 
Addynge hercunto, that when ſo euer it ul de pleaſe him to 
take the papnes to coomme to their kpnge, he ſhulde reccpue 
greater gyftes. De declared further, that a kynge whoche 
was their boztherer and moztall enempe, was verp ryche in 
golde : And that in ſubdupnge of hym they ſhulde bot he ob:

ations : whiche thinge myght ealilpe be doone by their helpe 
bycauſe thep knewe the countrep, V-ſchus put them in good ad 
coomfozte, and gaue them foz rewarde certayne Jren ares Sb“ ©; Jeg 
whiche they moze eſteemed then greate heapes of golde. Foz then an: geld 
they haue lyttell neede of golde, hauynge not thuic of pct: 
ferous moncyp. But he that mape get but one are oz hatchet, 
thynketh hym ſelfe rycher then euer was ran. Foz tuen 
theſe naked men doo percepue that an are is neceTarye foꝛ a Superfluono 
thouſande vſes: And confelſe that golde is deſpzed onelp and cffemy⸗ 
foz certapne vaine and efcminate pleaſures,as a thyng whi: nate picſucea 
che the lpfe of man mapye lacke withowte any inconuenicuce, 
Foz owe gluttenp and ſuperfluous ſumptuouſneſſe Hath not 
pee coꝛtrupted them: By reaſon wherof they take it foz noo 
ame to lacke cobardes of plate, where as the pzidc and wan 
tonnes of owe tyme dooeth in maner impute it to vs fox ig: 
nominpe to bee withowte that, wherof by nature we haue no 
neede. Bnt their contentation with the benekptes of nature r tete 
doothe plapnly declare that men map leade a free and happy one fi of 
life withowt tablee, table clothes, carpettes, napkyns, and rentcs. 4 
towels, with ſuche other innumerable wherof they haue no 
vſe, cxcepte perhappes the kpnges furniche their tables with 
a fewe golden veſſels, But the common people dzpue awaye 
hunger with a ppece of their bzeade in the one Hande, and a 
ece of bzoplde tpſhc oz ſumme kpnde of kruite in the other 
nde. Foz they cate fleſhe but ſeldome. When their fingers 
are imbzued with anp ounctuous meates, thep wppe them 
epther on the ſoulcs of their fecte, oz on their thy _ ee 
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fumtymes on the \kynnes of their pziupe members in the 
luce de of a nappecapnne, And foz this cauſe doo thep often 
tymes waſh: them (clues in the ryuers. Owie men therfote 
wentc fozwarde laden with oolde, but ſoze aFlicecd with 
hunger. Thus they came at the length to the dominion of 
kynge Foccborroſ« wha fledde at their coommpnge. Bere foz 
the (pace of thictpe dapes they tylled their emptpe bellies 
with bzcade of thc roorcs of M. In the meanc tyme 
V.aſchus lente fo. Poccborroſs ; who beynge allured with pio: 
mies ind fapze woo des, came and ſubmpeted hym ſelfe 
bꝛynginge with hym fox a p2cſent. rv. poundes weighte of 
w2ought golde, and a fewe llaues, Vaſchue rewarded hym as 
he had doone other befoze, When he was mpnded to depart, 
he was aduertiied that he ſbulde paTe thꝛough the d mini 
of a ccrtapnc kpnge whoſe name was mn, This is hee 
whome the ſoonne of kynge Comogru declared to bre of ſoo 
great pourc and fcarcfull to all his boꝛtherers, « with whom 
many of Comogrus familpers had byn captyne. But owie men 
nowe perceiued that they meaſured his poure by their owne; 
Foz their kinges art but gnattes compared to elephantes, 
in relpecte to the poure and pallicyt of owie men. Owe 
men wert alſo enfozmed by ſuche as dwelte neare aboute tw 
manami, that his region was not beponde the montapnes as 
they ſuppaſcd : Noz pet ſo ryche in golde as pounge eon 
tui had declared, yet conſulted they of his ſubduyng: whi: 
che t hey thoughte they myght theallper bzpnge to palle by? 
cauſe Pocchorroſs was his moztall enempe, who moſte gladly 
zompſed them his aduicc and ayde herem, vcd: therfoze, 
caupnge his (pcke men in the vpllageof yoccborroſe, tooke 
with hym thꝛelcoze of his moſt: valiante ſouldiers, and de: 
clarcd vnto them howe apnge tem m had oftentpmes ſpo: 
ken pꝛoude and th:catnyng woozdes agepniſte thein : Lyke: 
wiſe that it nowe ſtoode them in h inde of neccitye to palle 
though his donumon : And that he thought it beitc to ſette 
rppon hpm vnwates. The ſouldiers conſented to his aduice, 
and erhoꝛted him to gpuc thaduenturt, pꝛomilinge that thep 
woolde folowe hym whether ſo euer he wente. They deter: 
nuned therfoze to go two dapes ioꝛnep in one daye, that r 
manama not knowpnge of their ſooden commyng, myght haue 
uo leaſure to ademble an armye, The thpnge came to pale 


tuen 
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tuen as they had deur ted. Foꝛ in the kpꝛue watche of the 


nyght, owꝛe men with the Poechorroſiuxe, inuaded the vyllage 
and palaice of u, where they tooke Hpin pzifoncr ſul: 
pectynge not hinge lelle. He had with hym two pounge men 
whꝛche he abuled vnnaturallp: Alſo fourſcoꝛe woruen whic ly 
he had taken vpolentlp from dpuers kynges, Lykcwiſe a 
qreate number of his gentelmen and ſubiccees were taken 
ſtragelynge in other vpilages neare aboute his palaice. Fox 
their houſes are not adherent togither as owꝛes bece,b;cauſe 
they are oftentimes troubeled with vehement whzilewpndes 
by rcaſen of the ſudden chaunges and motions of the aprc 
cau*ed by the induence of the planetes in the cqualitie of the 
daye and nyght bepnge there in maner bothe of one lengthe 
thꝛoughowte all the peate, fozaſmuche as thep are neare vn: 
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to the Equinoctiall lpne as we haue ſapde befoze. Their hou: * 


les are made of trees, couered and after their maner thetched 
with the ſtalkes of certapne towghe herbes. To the palaycc 
of rr was onelp one heule adherent, and that euen 
as bygge as the palapce it ſelfe. Eprher of thele houles were 
in length a hundꝛet ) and twentie paſcs, and in bzedth fpftie 
paſes as owe men meacured them. In theſe two hautes the 
kynge was accuſtomed to muſter his men as often as he 
p2cpared an armpe. When amn thecfore, was thus ta; 
ken captpue with all his Sardanapanicall tamelpe, the Poc- 
chorroſians b2agacd and thieatened hym beynge nowe bounde, 
that he ſhulde ſhoꝛtly bee hanged. The other kynges alſo his 
bozthcrers, teiopſed at his mplfoztune. Wherby owze men 
pcrecaued that n was nolefTe troubleſome to His neigh 
bours, ihen was pa to the kinges of thelouthe ſpde of the 
montapncs. Vchvs alſo the better to pleaic them, thzeatned 
hym greudullp: But in deede entended no cuell toward him. 
De ſpake thcrfoze ſharpelp uvnto hym with thele wooꝛdes: 
Thou fhalrc nowe ſuũer punyſhment thou ccuell tpranne, fo 
thy pꝛyde and abhominat ions. Thou Talte knowe ot what 
poure the chꝛiſlians are whom thou hade 100 contemned and 
th:ca:cd to dzawe by the heare of their heades to the nexte 
rp:cr and there to diowne them as thou haſte otten pes 
made thy vaunte emonge thy naked laues, But thou thy 
ſelft fhaltc (p20 ſeele that whiche thou he ſe prepared top oz 
ther. And heit with comn aun de d hym to bec taken vppe. | 
Lc Ncuerrycicks 
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KenerthelcTe gyupnge a p}iurye tooken of pardon to them 
whicht lavde h indes on him. Th is unh ipppe Ten:xene, fra; 
rpnge and belcupnge that v Had mente in cent ie a3 h: 
comnzunded, fell gꝛoſca'e at his feet? and with tearcs de: 
ſpied pardon rꝛoteſtonge that he neuer spike anp ſuch? 
woordes. But that perhappes his noble men in their dꝛoon: 
kenne de had ſo abuſed their toonges whiche hc coulde nat 
tule. For their wynes altho2nT:) they bee not made of grapes 
pet are th ep of foꝛce to mage men dꝛoꝛnk:n. B: declared fur:

he was of gcea:cr poure then they, ite hu'nbly d2ſpringe 
V.ſc>us that as he tookt Hpm to bee a iuſte vyctourer, ſoo to 
gone no credotte vato their vniuſte and malpcious complain: 
te3. Addynge herevnto that if it woolde pleaſe hyn to pac: 
dan hyp.n nc hauinge oFended, he woolde bzinge him great 
plentie of gold. Thus lapinge his rpg: hande on his bie ift, 
he ſwoꝛe bo the (anne, thit he euer loued and keared the 
chipſtians ſence he fyꝛſte harde of their fame and vpctozpes: 
E:peciallp when he harde ſapc that thep had Mb, that 
is, Iwoordes ſharpcr then thearſe, and (ych as cutte in pie: 
ces al thonges that coomme in their wape. Then dire:tynge 
his epes towarde V-/cbus, who had his ſwooꝛde in his hand, 
he ſpake thus. Who (ercepte he were owte of his wptte) 
dare lpfre vppe his hande ageynſte this (wo0zde of powies 
wherwith powe arc able wifh one ſtrooke to cleaue a man 
fromthe heade to the nauell. Lette no man therkoꝛe perſwad?

As rm; with tremdeling 
ſpike theſc woordes, therwith [walowynge downe the knot 
of deathe, V:/cvs ſeemed by his teares to bee moued to com:

com naunded hyn to bee looted. This doone, he lente im ne: 
diatlp to his palaice foꝛ. xxx. poundes weyght of pure gold 
artifpcially wꝛonght into ſundzy ouches whiche his wputs 
and concubpnes vſed to weate. Alſo the thyꝛde dape folo: 
wynge, his noble men and gentplmen (ent thzeſcoze poun: 
des weight of golde fo their fpne and raunſumme. Tunerond 
bepng demaſided wher thep had that gold, anſwcred that u 
wis not gathered in his domino But that it was e 
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his gunce ours from the ryuer Comogrus toward the ſeuthe. 
But the P?occhorroſians & other his enenues, ſayd that he lpcd: 


aAfirmpnge that his kingdome was ryche in golde. Tumurums 
on the contrary part, inſtantly pꝛottued that he neucr kncewe 
any golde mpnein all his dominions. per denped not but 
that there hath lumtimts byn found cert aine ſn:aule graines 
of golde, to the gatherynge wherokf, he ncucr had any re: 
garde, bpcauſe they coulde not gette it without great #longe 
labour. ple theſc thynges were dooinge, the ſpcke men 
whiche V.;cbs had lefte in the village of Pocaborroſs, came to 
bym the. viii. dap of the Calendes of January in che peare 
of Ch nile. 39. D. J. bzingyng with them certapne la: 
bourets from the kynges of the louthe with ſundzre infiru- 
mentes to dygge the grounde and gather golde. Thus pal: 
ſynge oucr the dap of the nat iuitpe of Chu without bodcly 
labour, vppon ſainte Steuens dape he bought certepne mp2 
ners to the ſpde of a hyll not farre dyſlante from the palaice 
of Tumanans, where (as he ſaith) he perceaued by the coloure 
of the carth that it was lykelp to bipnge kurthe gol de. When 
they had dygged a pyptte not paſt a hand bzeadth and a halfe, 
and ſpftcd the carthe therof, they founde certapne ſmaule 
grapnes of goldt no bygger then lintell ſcedes, amountpnge 
to the weyght of twelue grapnes as thep pꝛoupd wich their 
balances of alape befoze a notatie and wytnelTe that the bet: 
ter credptre myghte bee gyuen therta, Wherbp they argued 
that the rychcnelTe of that lande was agreable to the repozt 
of the boztherers, although Voſs. coulde by noo meanes 
cauſt u to confelle the ſame.

ton. Tpkewyſe alſo many of his ſouldiers whiche were ſoo 
weake that they coulde nother go no2 ſtonde. To this pur: 
poſe thep vſed the helpe of thinhabptantes, who ſhewed the 
ſclues in aſthpnges wollynge and obedpente.

As owie men therfoze tame to th ſe parties, kenge Comoprus 
(atherwyſe auled Laces by hig chnaum naue) mette the 
ltopfully an? en'tr'apned en hen nahlp, gyapnge them 
their fyll of plealaunte mea es and d:ynkes, Be gaue alto to 
Veſcbur, twenty pounde wepgi)? of wiought gde. v te: 
compenſed him wich thunges which he eſteemed muche more; 


As arcs and ſund2y kyndes of carpenters to2les. Alſo a ſoul: 


diours eloke, and a faite Herte wiought with necdle wo bike 
By theſc gyftes, Comogrus thought hy ſcife to bee Hilfe a 
god amonge his doꝛtherers. vba at his departynge from 
hene, erncſtly charged conoęrus ànd the other kynges to re: 
mayne fa!thfull and obedient to the chriſttan king af Caſtile, 
if they de pꝛed to lone in peace and quietneq e: And that they 
ſhulde hertafter moze diligently applyc them ſelu s to the ga 
theringe of golde to bet lente to the great chꝛiſtian 16. that 
is) kyng. Declarpng fur her, that by this meancs they ſhuld 
bothe gette them and their poſtcrity a patrone and defender 
ageing their enemyes, and alſo obtayne great abundaunct of 
owe thinges. Thele ackapꝛes thus happely achined, he went 
koꝛwarde on his vpage to the palaice of kpng poncha, where 
he founde foure younge men whiche were come from Daziens 
to certify hym that there were certapne ſdyppes coomme from 
Hiſpaxiols laden with vyttaples aud other nece Tarieg. Wher: 
foꝛe takyng with him twentic of his moſte ludy ſoul diere, he 
made hae to dun with longe torneys ! leamnge the reſp: 
duc behynd him to folow at their lca;ure. De wtecth that he 
cine to d the. run, Cal. of Fe. An. 1711. The date ot his 
letter is: From dena, the. un. dap ot march. Bc witeeth in 
the ſamnc letter, that he had many fare con dictes, # that he 
was pet nevther wounded, ot loſte any of lis men #1 the bar: 
taile-And therfoꝛe in al his large letter, there 19 not one leafe 
without thankes geupnge to almpghep god ko his delpuerp 
and pꝛeſtruation from ſo many imminent pereis. He attemp⸗ 
ted no enterpꝛiſt 02 tooke in hande any wage withowt thin 
uocation of god and h's holp tatntes. Thus was V.ihvs Bb 
bos of a ppolente Goliath, tourned into tu.: _ — 
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therefoze thus tourncd from a raſſhc ropſter to a polptpke 
and dilcrtate capitapne, he was iudged woorthp to bee ad: 
uaunced to greate honoure. | By reaſon whercof, he was 
bothe reccaued into the kynges fanour, and thert vppon crea 
ted the generall 02 Licuctenaunt of the kynges armp in thoſe 
Regions, Thus much haue J gathered bothe by the letecrs 
of certepne mp fapthefull frendes beinge in 0ane=s, and al: 
ſo by wooꝛdt of mouth of ſuche as came latelp frome thenle. 
Jt powre holpues deſpte to knowe what J thynke Herein, 
Suecrlyp as by luche thpnges as J haue ſcene, J belcuc theſe 
thynges to bee trewe, euen ſo tho2der and agreinge of /b 
and his coompanions warrelpkc letters, ſceme to confirme 
the lame. The Spanparde therfoze (ball nat ncede hereafter 
with vadcrmpnynge the earth with intollerable laboure to 
bꝛeake the bones of owre mother. a: d enter many myles into 
her bowels, and with innumerable daungers cut in ſunder 
hole mountapncs to make a wape to the courre of infcrnall 
rlwto, to bpnge from thenſe wpcked golde the ſeede of innu: 
merable miſcheues, withowre the whiche notwithltandpnge 
we map nowe (carſely leade a happy lpfe ſithe iniquitie hath 
ſo pꝛeuapled and made vs lanes to that wherof we are loꝛds 
by nature: The Spanparde (J ſay) (ball not neede with ſacl 
ttauaples + dificultic to dygge farre into the earth fot gold, 
but (hal fynde it plentifullp in mancr in the vpper cruſt of the 
cacth, oz in the tandes of rpuers dꝛyed vppe by the heate ot 
ſommer, onelp waſchynge th earth ſoftely frome the lame: 
And (hall with lyke facilite gather plentie of pcarles. Ter:

Inthis hauen 
of Ci, there came about two hundzeth of thinhabitantes 
to the ſea ſpde with turrye of them thzee oꝛ koure d irtes in 
their handes: pet of condition gentell enoughe, and not re⸗ 
fuſyng ur nungers. Their commyng was fot none other pur 
poſc then to knowe what this newe nation mente, oꝛ what

gpuc then to take. Thep ſente owie men two pounge women 


beinge vprgines, of cömendable faudur and goodlp ſtature, 
lygnikpinge vnto them that they myghte take them awape 


with them if it were cheir pleaſure. Theſe women after the 


maner of their countrey. were couered from theit ancles ſum: 
what abonc their pꝛiupe partes with a certepne clothe made 


of goſſampine cotton. But the men arc al naked. The women 


vſe to cutte theit heare: But the men lette it growe on the 
hynder partes ok their heades, and cutte it on the fore 
parte. Their longe heart, they bynde vppe with kyllettes, £4 
winde it in ſundzy rowles as owꝛe mapdes arc accuſtomed to 
do. The virgins which were lente to the Admirali He decked 
in kapꝛe apparcll, « gauc them many gyfres, and ſent theym 
home agepne. But lpkewiſe all theſe rewardes and apparcl 
they left vppon the Hoze bycauſe owre men had refuſcd their 
gyft es. pet tooke he two men away with him (and thoſe ve 
ry wyllyngly) that by lernyng the Spanpſhe tonge , he might 
alterwarde vle them fox interpꝛetours, De conſidered qo

the tractes of theſe coaſtes were not qreaecly tronbelcd wit!

ſa other doo a ixme whiche haue latelper ſearched thoſc coa⸗

De ſapth furthermoꝛe, that in the pꝛioſpecte of this 
lande, there arc trees engendꝛed euen in the lea, which after 
that they are growen to any height, bende downe the toppes 
of they bꝛanches into the grounde: which embꝛaſing them 
cauſcth other bꝛanches to ſpꝛynge owt of th: ſame, and take 
rootc in the earth, bungynge fooꝛth trees in theyꝛ &pnde ſuc: 
ceſſiucly as dyd the fyꝛſt roote from whenſe they had theyꝛ o 
riginall, as do alſo the ſettes of vines when onelp bothe the 
endes therof are put into the grounde. linie in the twelkth 
dooke of Is natural hiſtoꝛie maketh mention of ſuche trees, 
deſcribpnge them to bee on the lande, but not in the tea. The 
Admirall wꝛyteth alſo that the lyke beaſtes are engendered 
in the coaſtes of Cn, as in other pꝛouinces of theſe regions, 
and ſuch as we haue ſpoken of befoꝛe. pet that there is one 
founde here in nature much differinge from the ot ger. This 
deaſte is of the byggenes of a greate moonkepe, but with a 
taple muche longer and bygger. It lpne: h in the wooddes. 
and remoueth from tree to tree in this maner. Hangpnge by 
the taple vppon the braunche of a tree, + gathetyng ſtrength 
by c wapinge her body twple oꝛ thꝛpte ton and fro, ſhe caſterh 
Her ſelfe from bꝛanche to bꝛanche and lo from tree to tree as 
though he llewe.

Foz whiche wape ſoo euer they ſaplcd from the popnt cauſed 
Promontorium,s. Auge/fini (whiche perteyneth to the oꝛtugales 
E pꝛoſpecteth agepuſte the ſca Atlantike) euen vnto vr and 
the hauen Ccrabero, and to the furtheſt landes found hyther: 
to weſtwarde, they had euer greate mountapnes in ſpghte 
bathe nere hande and karre of, in all that longe rale. Thcſs 
mountaynes were in ſume place, ſmooth, pleaſaunt and frut 
full, full of goodly trees and herbes: And ſumwhere, hygh, 
rowgh, ful of rockes, and baren, as chaunſeth in the famus 
mountapne of T:vrus mm Aſi, and alfo in dpucrs coaſtes of our 
mymutapnes of apenzini, and ſuche other of lyke byggene Te, 
The rydgies alſo of theſe mauncapnes arc dunmded with good 
ly and fay2e vallets, That part of the mountapnes which en 
cludeth rhe lpmectes of Beyazys, is thought to be hygher then 
the clowdes, in ſo much that (as thep ſape) the tops of them 
can ſeld yne dee ſeene tor the multttude of thic ze clowdes 
which acc beneath the Came. cl the Ad mrall the kpiſte 
fyn get ot thele regio is, a firmeth t jat the toppes of the mon 
£32473 ak 874244 ate maze then tittic męles in herggth, D 1 
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tayth furthermoze that in the ſame region at the rotes of the 
montapnes the way is open to the ſouth ſea, and compareth 
it as it were betwene Uenice and Cexzs, 03 l as the Ber: 
nucs wyll haue it cauled, whiche fable that thepz citie was 
buplded of 1. De aTiremeth alſo that this lande rracheth 
kooꝛth to warde the ſouth: And that from hende it taketh the 
begynnypnge of bꝛeadt , lyke as from the Alpes owte of the 
narowe thygh of Italp, we ſee the large and mayne landes 
ok Fraunce, Germanpe, and jPannonpe, to the Harmattans 
and Scythyans, euen vnte the mountapnes and rockcs of 
| Riphca and the froſen ſea, and embzaſe therwith as with a 
continaall bonde, all Tracia, and Grecia, with all that is 
included within the pzomonto2ic oz popnt of Miles and Hel: 
leſpontus ſouthwarde, and the ſea Ezxizv: and the maryChes 
of Meotis in Scythe nozthwarde. The Admirall ſnppoſcthe, 
that on the lcfte hande tn ſaplynge towarde the weſte, this 
lande is iopned to 1-4i« beyonde the rpucr of ge: And 
that on the rpgh: hande towarde the Nozth, it bee extended 
to the ſroſen ſea, beyonde the Byperbotcans and the Noꝛth 
pole: So that both the ſeas (that is to meane that ſouth ſca 
which we ſapde to bee founde by vac, and owre Ocean) 
ſbul de iopne and meete in the corners of that land: And that 
the waters of theſc ſeas doo not onelp incloſe and compalle 
the ſame withowt diuiſion as Europe is incloſed with the 
ſcas of Hell:ſpontvs and Toric, with the froſen Ocean # owre 
ſea of e with the SpanpThe ſcas. But in mp opint: 
on, the vehement courſe of the Ocean toward the weſte, doth 
ſignific and lette that the ſapde two ſeas ſhulde not ſo topne 
togither: But rather that that land is adherent to the firme 
landes towarde the Roꝛthe, as we haue ſayde before. It 
ſhall ſu Tice to hu: ſayde thus muche of the length yeceof. 

Let vs nowe therfoꝛe ſpeake ſumwhat of the bꝛeadth of the 
ſame, We haue made mention bekoꝛe howe the ſonth ſca 1s 
dinided by narowe lymittes from owre Ocean, as it was pꝛo 
ued bp therxperience of V% Nunes and his cgomp inions 
which fy: made open the wap thyrher. But as dypucr{ily as 
the mauntapncs of owre Alpes in Europe are ſu nwhere na: 
t owe and in lu ne place bꝛode, enen ſo by the lyke pꝛomd' ce 
ok name, this lande in ſine parte therof rea: eth karre in 
b. tagtgz and 19 in other places coarceed with narowe —

of Uraba and haue deſcrybed the regions of Vr«bs and Berus to bee ſity: 
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ate, theſe ſcas are duuded by [maule diſtannce. Yet owght 
we to thynke the region which the great ryuer of M 
runneth through, to bee very large if we ſhall graunt N: 
nonum to bee a rpucr and no ſea, as the fre he waters of the 
ſame owght to perſuade vs. Fo in ſuche narowe caues of 
the carth, there can bee no \walowinge goulfes of ſuch byg 
neſſe as to receaue oꝛ noozyſhe lo great abundance of water, 
The lpke is alſo to bee ſuppoſed of the great rpuer of da. 
which we ſayde to bee from the corner of the goulfe of vr4: 
in ſume place of foztic fathomes depth, and ſumwhere fiftic: 
Alſo chꝛee mples in bꝛeadth, and ſo to faule into the ſta. We 
muſt needes graunt that the carth is bzode there, by the whi 
che the rpuet palleth from the hyghe mount apnes of 0465; 
from the Eaſt and not fromthe weſt, Thep ſap that this ty⸗ 
ucr conliſteth and taketh his encreaſe of foure other rpuers 
faulpuge from the mountapnes of b Pwre men caule 
this ryucr Flamen. s. lobannis. They ſap allo that from henſe it 
faulcth into the goulfe of vrai by ſeuen monthes as doothe 
the ryuer of Nis into the ſea of Egypte. Lykewyſe that in 
the lame region of vr there are in ſume places narowe 
ſtrepghtes not paſTpnge fyktene lcaques: and the ſame to bee 
ſaluage and withowt any paTage by reaſon of dpuers ma: 
ryThes and deſolate wapes, which the Latincs caule Los: 
But the Spanyardes accoꝛdynge to thepꝛz varietie, caule thẽ 
Tremedales, Trampales, Cenepales, Sumideros, And Z abonduderos. But 
befo2e we palle any further, it ſhall not bee greatly from owr 
purpoſe to declare from whenſe theſe mount apnes of ob 
haue thepz namic accozdynge vnto thantiquitics of thinhabi: 
tantes. They lape therefozc that 0454iks was a woman of 
rcate magnanimitie and wpſedome emonge thepz pꝛedicel: 
ours in owlde tyme : whom in her lyfe, all thinhabitantes 
of thaſc pꝛouinces did greatly reuerence, and beinge deade 
gaue her diuine honour and named the regis after her name, 
beleupnge that ſhee ſendeth thunder and lygh:npnge to de⸗ 
ſtroy the frutes of the earth yk (hee bet angered, and to lend 
plentie if ſhee bee well pleaſed, This ſuperſtition hathe byn 
perſuaded them by a craftic kynde of men vnder Penne e ot 
; religion 
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religion to thintent that they might eniope ſuc je gyftes and 
offcringes as were brought to the place where H:e was ho: 
noured. T is is ſu ficient for this purpoſe. They aye fur: 
thermoꝛe that te maryThes of the narowe lande wherof we 
haue ſpoken, bꝛynge kooꝛth great plentie of Crocodiles, dꝛa: 
gons, battes, and gnietcs beinge very hurtfull. Therekoze 
when ſo euer they take any ioznep tow rde the ſonth, th 
go owte of the way towarde the mauntapnes, and cſchew 
the regions nrare vnto thoſe perelous kennes oz marp hes. 
Hume thinke that there is a valley lpin3e that way that the 
ryuer runneth which owre men caule Rio de los perdidos, that 18, 
the tpuer of the loft men (ſo named by the miſfoztune whiche 
there befeli to Nicueſs and his coompany) and nat far dillant 
from the hauen Cerb:79 whiche diuideth thoſe monntapnes 
towarde the ſouth. But let vs nowe fpynihe this booke with 
a fcwe other thynges wooꝛthy to bee noted. They ſap there: 
koze that on the ryght hande and lekte hande frome Der. 
there arc twentie rpuers in all the whiche, greate plentie of 
golde is kounde. Being de naunded wh it was the cauſe why 
thep brought no greater abundance of gold from tenſe, they 
anſwered that thep lacked myners: And that the men which 
they tooke with them krom Spapne thyther, were not accu: 
ſtomed to labourc, but fox the moſte parte bought vp in the 
warres. This lande ſeemeth allo to pꝛome e many pꝛecious 
tones. Foz beſpdc thoſe which J ſapdc to bee founde ne ire 
vnto C714 and sant Maths, one Andres Moralis a pplot (who 
had trauapled thoſe c2aſte3 with tee del Co whyple he 
pct lyued) had a precious diamonde which he bought of a na 
kcd younge man in the region of Co: in the ponince'of 
Varia. This ſtonic was as longe as two lopntes of a in ins mid 
dell fpnger, and as bygge as rhe fy2ft iopnte of the tgumme: 
beinge allo paynted on eu:rp ſpde, conſiltpnge of cyghe ſqua 
res perfectly fozmcd by nature. They (ay that with rms they 
made ſcarres in anuilles and hammers, and bꝛake che tecthe 
of fplcs, the ſtone remapnpn 3 vaperyThed. The pounge man 
of Cumins, woe this ſtone aboute his necke emonge other ou 
ches, and ſoulde it to Andrei Morus fol fpue of our coficeriece 
ſtones made of glaTc of dyuers colours wherwith the igno⸗ 
rant pounge man was greatly delyted. They founde alſo cer 
tepne topales on the Hoze, But theſtimat ion of golde us © lo 
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karre entered into the heades of owre men, that they Had ng 
regarde to ſtones. Alſo the moſt part of the Spanyardes, do 
lawgh them to ſcoꝛne which vle to weare many ſtones ; ſpeci 
ally uch as are common: Judginge it to bee an eckeminate 
thynge, and moꝛe meete koꝛ women then men. The noble mf 
onely when they cclebzate folène mariages, o2 ſet fozth any 
triüphes, weare chepnes of gold byſet with pꝛecious ſtones, 
and vle f apꝛe appatell of ſplke embzothered with golde inter 
mirt with pcarles and precious ſtones: And not at other tp: 
mes. They thynke it no led e effeminate foꝛ men to ſmcll of 
the \weete ſauours of Arabie: And indge hym to bee infected 
with ſum kynde of fylthy lecherp, in whom they ſmell the ſa 
nour of muſ ke 0} Cyforwn, But Ipke as by one apple taken 
from a tree, we map percepue the tree to bee frutfull, and by 
one fpſhe taken in a rpuer, we map knowne that fpſhe is ingen: 
dered in the fame, euen fo, hy a lyttel gold, and by one ftone, 
we owght to conſpder that this lande bzingeth forthe great 
plentie of golde aud pꝛecious ſtones, What they haue found 
in the poꝛte ok sνν Martha in the region of C74 when the 
hole naupe paſſed therbp vn der the goucrnaunce of Pctrvs A: 
rias and his coompanp with certeine other of the kynges of: 
fycers, J haue ſufipcicntly declared in his placc. To be ſhozte 
therckoꝛe, all chpnges do ſo floꝛpſche, growe, encreaſc, and 
pꝛoſper, that the lade are euer better then the fpzite. And 
ſurelp to declare my opinion herin, what ſo cucr hath here: o 
fozc byn diſcoucred by the famous trauaples of S and 
Hercules, with ſuch other who the antiquitie fog their heroical 
kactes honoured as goddes, ſcemeth but lyttell and obſcure 
if it be compared to the Spanpardes victozious laboures,

wherwith to feede their myndes. It powꝛe holpne ſe do al ke 
to what purpoſe is al this, pe (hal underſtand, that J had 
ſcarcelp fpnypſThed the hiſtozpe of ſuche thynges as chaunſcd 
to V«ſcbus Nunnex and his coompanpe in their vpage to the 
ſouthe ſca, when ſoodenly there came newe letters from ?e: 
trvs Aris the newe gouernour whom the kyng had appopnted 
the peare befozc with an army of men and a naupe of ſhippes 
to ſaple torheſe nrwe landes. De ſpgnifyeth by his letters, 
that he with his naupe and coompany, arrpued all ſafelpe. 
Further noze, 1o5nnes Cabedus (whome powze holpnes at the 
requeſte of the moſte catholpke kynge had created byThoppec 
of that pꝛoupnce of daricx«) and thzte other of the chice offp: 
cers ioined in cõmiſſion to be his aiTpſtance, as Alfoſus de Ponte, 
Diegus Marques, and Iohunnes de Tavirs, conkpꝛmed the ſame let: 
ters and ſubſcribed them with their names. The naupgati: 
on therfoze of be Arias, was in this maner, The dape be:

des ſhoulde coome, Summe thynke the ſea too be ve⸗ 

e muddpe there, and that theſe weedes are engendered 

in the bottome therof, and ſo bepnge looſed, to alcende to 

the vppermoofte parte of the watcr, as wee ſce oftentymes 

chaunce in certepne ſtondpnge pooles, and ſumtpmes alſo in 

greate ryuers. Other ſuppoſe that thep arc not engendered 

there, but to bee beaten from certepne rockes by the vpolence 

of the water in tempeſtes, And thus thep lcaue the matter in 

dowte: Nepther haue they pet anp certepne experpence whe: 

ther thep ſtpcke falle and gpue place to the ſhyppes, oz wan⸗ 

der looſe vppon the water. But it is to bee thought that they 

are engendered there, Foz otherwyle they ſhulde bee 3

bcrbes, 
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togyther on heapes by thympulſpon of the ſhyppes enen as a 
ed gathercth the \weppnges of a houſe, and ſbulde al: 
fo lette the courſe of the ſhyppes. The fourth dap aftcr that 
he departed frome Dominics, the hyghe monntapnes couered 
with ſ\nowe (wherok we haue ſpoken in the ſeconde decade) 
appered vnto hym. They ſape that there the ſeas runne as

ſwyftely to warde the weſte, as it were a ryuer faulyng from 
the toppes of hyghe montapnes: Although they ſapled not 
directly toward the weſt, but inclined ſumwhatr to the ſouth, 
From rheſce montapnes fanleth the rpuer of Gr, famous by 
the laughter of owꝛe men at ſuch tyme as Rodericus Colmenares 
paſſed by thoſe coaſtes as we haue ſapde befoze, Lykewyſe 
manp * fayꝛe rpucrs haue their oztginall from the ſame 
montapnes, This pꝛoupnce (in the whiche is, alſo the regp⸗ 
on of Cramdiri) hath in it two notable Haucns, of the which 
owre men named the one Crthezo 02 Cortbegens, and the other 
zancta Marths, thc region wherof, thinhabirantes caule stur:

Weſtewarde aboute kyftie leaques. De wiiteth marueplous 
thynges of the hauen of sand Marthe, whiche they alſo con: 
firme that came lately fr theſe: Of the which pounge vet u 
is one to wh6 Americus Veſputivs his vncle (being a Floꝛètine 
bozne) left the exact knowlege of the mariners facultie, as it 
were by inheritance'after his death fog he was a very expert 
maiſter in the knowledge, of his carte, his compaTe, and 
the eltuation of the pole ſtarre with all that pertcineth ther: 
to. This pounge Ve/putivs was allygned by the kyng to bee 
one of the maiſters of the gouernours ſhpppe, bicauſe he was 
cunninge in iudgyng the degrees of the eleuation of the pole 
ſtarre by the quadzante, Foz the charge of gouernpnge the 
rudder, was chiefelp coommptted to one lobe Serranus & 
Spaniarde, who had oftentpmes ouer runne thoſe coaſtes, 
Veſeutivs is mp verpe familpar frende, and a wprtie pounge 
man in whoſe coompany J take great pleaſure, and there: 
fozc vſe hym oktentpmes foz my geſte. De hath alſo made 
many vpages into thelc coaftes, and diligently noted ſuche 
thinges as he hath ſecne, Fetrvs Aries therforte wziteth, and 
he confpzmeth the lame, that thinhabitantes of theſe regy: 
Kk. u. ons tooke 
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ons tooke their oꝛiginall ot ehe Caribes oz Lanibales, as ap: 
peared by the deſperate fiercenes and crueltie which they of; 
tentymes chewed to owe men when they paſſed by their coa: 
cs. Seiche toutenes and fortitude of mpnde is narurallye 
engendered in theſe naked Barbarians, that they fcared not 
to a Japle owꝛe hole naup + to foꝛbyd them to coome a land, 
They frygh: with venemous arrowes as we hauc lapde be: 
fore. Perceauynge that owꝛe men tontempned their thicat: 
nynges, thep ranne kurtoulp into che (ca, euen vppe to the 
bꝛeaſtes, n2thynge fearinge epther the bygnes o2 multitude 
of ow2e ſhyppes, but ccaſcd not continually beinge thus in 


the water, to caſt dartes and ſhate their venemous arrowes 


k * * thicke as haple : In ſo muche that jow2e men had bynne 
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J:cat daunger if thep had not byn defended by the cages 
oꝛ pauiſſes of the ſbyppes and their targettes, pet were two 
of them wounded whiche died ſhoztelp after. But this con: 
flyc:c continued ſo ſharpe, that at the length owe men were 
enkoꝛced to ute of their byggeſt pieces of ozdinauncc with 
haplechatte: At the laughter and terrible nopſe wherof the 
barbarians bepnge ſoze diſcomfited and ſhaken with feare, 
thynkynge the ſame to be thunder and lyghenpnge, tourned 
th:ic backes and fledde amapne. Thep greatelp feare thun 
der bpcauſe theſe regvons arc oktentymes vered with thun: 
der and lyghinynge by reaſon of the hyghe montapnes and 
neareneſſe of the ſame to the region of the aper wherin ſuch 
fierie tempeſtes art engendered which the philoſophers caule 
NMrcora. And all be it that owꝛe men had nowe dzpueu their 
enempes to flight, and lawe them diſparcled and owte of 02; 
der, yet dowted they and were of dpuers opinions whether 
they Hulde purſue them oꝛ not On the one partic, ame pꝛic⸗ 
k d them kozwarde, and on the other ſpde feare cauſed them 
to caſte many perelles, elpeciallp conſpderpnge the vene:nous 
arrowes whiche there barbarians canne direct ſo certepnelp. 
To departe from theym with a dzpe foote (as ſaithe the pꝛo⸗ 
uerbe) with lo great a naue and ſuche an armpe, they repu⸗ 
ted it as athyuge greately ſoundynge to their repꝛoche and 
dib ongur. At t ge length therkoze ſhane ouercommpng feare, 
thev p ir ued then and amt to land with their hippe boates. 

ge gz inten ure ok the nate, and alco Veſpurivs' do0 Wayte,

ned, there allembled a coompany of the Spanpardes thinha: 
ditoures of Deren, to the number of foure hundzeth and fpf: 
tie men, Fetrs Arias the gouernour of thc naue and his coom 
panp, conferred with them bothe pzinilic and opculpe of cer: 
. keync articles wherof it was the kynges pleaſure he ſhulde en 
quire: And moſt eſpecially as conctrnyng ſuch chynges whcrx 
of vaſchus the fpzſte fpnder and Admirall of the Southe ſea, 
made meritid in his large letter ſent ft o. ta Spapn. In 
this inquilition they founds all chpnges to bee trtwew, herot᷑ 
Vaſchus had certifped ehe kynge be his letters: And there vp 4

The retzdewe of the foure hündicth, call ce: Facts gde 
niayne there to bet an apde and ſuccour to all ſuch 48 Gall 10 
nep to and fro, hot gung eth and (iftic which art adigned * 
do ga ſonthwarde, take with them koz interpꝛetouts certeme

ynge and not in returnynge. Foz the returnyng from thenſe 
is lo laboztous and difficulte by reaſon of the contrary courſe Difficulte ſay 
of the water, that they ſeemec as it were to aſcende hyghe been 
montapnes and ſtryue ageynlie the poure of Neu,, This th fen, of 
ſwykte courſe of the ſea towarde the Weſte, is not ſo biolente 
to thepm whiche retourne to Spapne krome the Jlandes of 
Hiſpaniols and cube: Alt haughe they alſo do laboure ageyriſte 
the faule of the Otean: The cauſe wherof is, that the ſea is 
here verpe large, o that the waters haue their full ſcoope. 
But in the tracte of , the waters are conſtrapned toge: 
ther by the bendpnge ſpdes of that great lande, and by che 
multptude of Jlandes lpinge agepnſte it, as the lpke is ſeene 
in the ſtraightes 62 narowe ſeas of Sicilie where the violent The daunge 
courſe of the waters cauſe the daungerous places of 80, ls ftr ang b 
and cho, by reaſon of thoſe narowe ſeas whiche conteine tes of Scylla 
Lonium, Libicum, and Tirrhcxum, Colonus the fpꝛſt fpnder of theſe 7 Charybais, 
regpons, hath lefte in wiptpnge, that ſaplynge from the J: 
lande of Gu, and the ptoupnces of 1, My, and Cer; c ng. 
bo, bepng regpons of the well marches of Ber He founde , 
the courſe of the water ſo vehemente and kurious ageynſte ,,. 
the foze parte of his ſhippe whple he ſailed from thoſe coaſtes (,....., 
towarde the Cane, that he coulde at no tyme touche the ;,,.... 
grounde with his ſoundpnge plummet, but that the contra: The vche— 
rp vpolence of the water woolde beare it vppe from the bot: ment courſe 
tome, He afFpzmcth alſo, that he coulde neuer in one hole 9! t>cfea fro 
dape with a mcatcly good wpnde , wpnnc one mple of the tHe — 
courſe of the water, And this is the cauſe why they arc of: > 
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tentpmes enfoced to ſaple fy2ſte by the Jlandes of cab and 
Hiſpaniols, and ſo into the mapne ſea toward the Nozth when 
they returnt to Spaine, that the Nozthe wpndes mapye fur: 
ther their vpage whiche they can not bꝛynge to paſſe by a di: 
recte courſe. But of the motions of the Occanſea to and fro, 
this (bal ſufpce. Let vs now therfoze rcherſe what they wzite 
of Dui, & Of their habitation there, which thep caule 5. 
lr Antiqus, plantcd on the ſea bankes of deren. The ſituatt 


on of the place, hath no na-ural munition oz defenſe:And the 


aper is moze peſtiferous then in sd. The Spanyſhe inhabi⸗ 
tours, are all pale + pelowe, lyke vnto them that haue the ye: . 
lowe glaundpes. Whiche neuerthele Tc conimeth not of the na⸗ 
ture of the region as it is ſituate vnder the heauen. Foz in ma 
ny regyons beyng vnder the ſelfe ſame degree of latitude, ha: 
upng the pole of the ſame cleuation, they fpnd holſome # tem: 
pcrate aper, in ſuch places where as the carth bzyngeth foꝛth 
fapzc ſpꝛynges of water, oz where holſome rpuers runne by 
bankcs of pure carthe without mudde : but moſte elpecpallp 
where they inhabpte the ſpdes of the hylles and not the val: 
lepes. But that habptation whiche is on the bankes of the 
rpuer of dien, is ſptuate in a dtepe valley, and enwroned 
on cuery ſyde with hyghe hylles : By reaſon wherof, it re: 
ceaueth the ſoonne beames at noonetpde directly perpenticu: 
lar oucr their heades, and are therfoze ſoze vered by reflecti: 
on of the bcames bothe befoze,behpnde, and from the lpdes. 
Foz it is the reflection of the ſoonne beames whiche cauſeth 
feruente heate, and not their acceſſe 02 nereneſſe to the carth, 
Fozalmuche as they are nat paſTpble in them ſelues as dothe 
manytfcly appcare by the \nowe lpinge contynually vumol: 
ten vpon ccrteyne hygh mont apnes, as powre holpneſſe kno: 
weth ryghte well. The ſoonne beames therfoze faulyng on 
the montapnes, art reflected downewarde into the valley by 
reaſon of thobiccte of the declpnynge ſpdcs of the hylles, as 
it were the faule of a greate rounde lloone rowled frome the 
toppe of a montapne. The vallep therfozereceaucth; both 
thoic beames whiche faule directly theron, and alſo thoſe 
whiche are reflected downwarde from euerp ſpde of the mon: 
tayncs, Thcir habitation therfoze in dens, is pernicious 
and vnholſome onelp of the particular nature of the place, 
& not by the lytuation of the regyon as it is placed vnder the 


heauen 
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hraucn 02 feare to the ſoonne, The place is alſo contagious 
dy the naturt of the ſople, bp reaſon it is coompaſed abonte 
with muddp and ſtpnkynge marypſſhes, thinfection wherof 
is not a lyttle encreaſcd by the heate. The vyllage it (elfe, 
is in a marpſhe, and in maner a ſtandynge puddle, where, of 
the dꝛoppes faulpng from the handes of the bond men whple 
they water the pauementes of their houſes, toades are en: 
gendered imme diatelp, as J mp ſelfe ſawe in an other place 
the dꝛoppes of that water turne into flees in the ſoomer ſea⸗ 
ſon. Furthermoze, where ſo euer they dpgge the grounde 
the deapthe of a handefull and a halfe, there ſpzingeth owte 
vnholſome and cozrupte water of the nature of the rpuer 
which runneth thiough the deepe # muddy chanel of the val: 
lep,and ſo faulethinto the ſea. Now therkoꝛe they conſulte 
of remoupng their habptation. NeceTytrie cauſed them kpꝛſt 
to faſten their foote Heare, bpcauſe that thep whiche fyzi ar⸗ 
ryued in choſe landes, wert oppꝛelled with ſuche vrgente 
hunger, that they had no relpecte to chaunge the place al: 
thoughe thep were thus vered by the contagion of the ſople 
and hcate of the ſoonne, beſpde the corrupte water and in⸗ 
fectious aper by reaſon of venemous vapours and crhalati: 
ons rpſpnge from the ſame. An other great incommoditie 


was, that the place was deftitutc of a commodious hauen, 


bepnge thꝛee leaques diſtante from the mouthe of tue goulfe. 
The wape is alſo roughe and difpculte to bꝛynge vpttaples 
and other neceſTarics from the ſea. But lette vs nowe ſpeake 
ſumwhat of other particular thpnges whiche chaunſed. 
Therkfoze ſboꝛtip after that thep weare arrpued, there happe⸗ 
ned many thynges wherof they had no knowledge befoze. 
Acertapne well learned phiſption of Lite, whome partelp 
thautozptie of the bylſhoppe of oe, and partely the dc: 
ſpꝛe of golde had allured to thoſe landes, was ſo ſcarred 
with lyghenpnge in the npghre ſcaſon lpinge in bedde with 
his wpfe, that the Houſe and all the ſtucke therm bepnge lette 
on fper and burnte, he and his wyfc bepnge bothye ſooe 
ſcorched, ranne fooꝛthe crpinge andalmoſte naked, hardcly 
eſcappnge the daanger of deathe. At an other tyme, as cer: 
tapne of them ſtoode on the ſhooze, a great Crocodple ſoden⸗ 
ly caryed awape a maſtp of a peare and a halfc owlde, as a 
kytc (huldc haue ſnatched vppe a __ 5 And this —_ 
u. t 
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the pꝛelence of theym all, where the mpſerable dogge eryed 
in vaync foz the helpe of his mayſter. In the nighte ſeaſon 
they were toꝛmented with the bytynge of battes whiche are 
there ſoo noplome that if they byte any man in his eape, 
they putte hym in daunger of lyfe, onelp with diawynge 
of bludde: In ſo muche that ſumme haue dyed therok, kau⸗ 
lynge as it were into a conſumption through the malpciout⸗ 
nelle of the venemons wounde. If theſe battes channce to 
fynde a cocke 02 a henne abꝛode in the nyght ſeaſon, they 
byte them by the combes and ſo kyll them, They alſo wht: 
che wente laſte into thele regions, dv wyre, that the lande 
is troubeled with Crocodyles, Lyons, and Tigers: But that 
they heut nowe deuiled artes and ingens howe to take them. 
Lykewyle that in the Houſcs of their felowes, thep founde 
the hydes and caſes of luche Lyons and Tygers as they had 
kylled. They wꝛpte furthermoꝛe, that by reaſon of the ranke 
nelle and trutetful nelle of the gronnde. kyne, wpne, and hot: 
ſes, doo matutlouſiy increaſe in theſe regions, and growe to 


caſtes wer a muche bygger quantitie then they whiche weare ot the firſt 


bꝛoode. Ot the excedpnge hyghneſle of the trees with their 
fruites, of the garden herbes, fruites, plantes, and ſeedes 
whichc owre men bzoughte from Spayne and ſowed and ſet 
the ſame in theſe regyons, lykewpſe of the hertes and other 
foure footed beaſtes bothe tame and wplde, alſo of dyucrs 
kyndes of foules, bpꝛdes, and fpſſbes, they wzite euen as 
we haue declared in the decades befozc. Cora the kynge of 
the regpon of ciobu, was with them fog the ſpace of thice 
— — 8 when — — ——ů— — — 
wed hym the ſecreate places of their ſhyppes, their hoꝛſes al: 
ſo with ther trappars, bardes, and other furnumdentes, be: 
ſpde many other thinges whiche ſcemed ſtraunge to hym, 
and had further delited his mynd with the harmonp of their 
muſycall inftrumentes, and gyucn hym wany rewardes, they 
dyvlmylled hym halfe amaſed with to muche adwy2ation, 

De ſygnifped vnto them, that their trees in that proupnce, 


oft the planckes wherof, it ſbyp pes were made, they ſhoulde 


bee late from the wooꝛmes of the ſea wh che they caule Ne- 
mu. Dowe theſe woozmes knawe and cozrode the ſbyppes, 
wee haue declared befoze. O wre ſt yppes art greatly troude: 
led with this plage it they lye longe in the hauens of — 
regeo 
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regrous. But they aryzme that the wood de of this tree is 

ſos bytter, thet the woozmies wyll not taſte therok. There 

is alſo an other tree peculpar to theſe landes: whoſe lcauces U venemous 

if they oncly touche the bare in any place of a manncs body, ee. 

they cauſe greate blyſters, and thoſe ſoo malpcious that cx: 

cepte the ſame bee foozthwith healed with (alte watrcr oz 

faltpnge ſpyttle, they doo incontynently engender deadelp 

paxnes. Thep ſape lpkewpfe, that the ſauour of the woodde 

is pzcſente popſon: And that it can noo whither bee carped perhappes 

without daunger of lpfe. When thinhabitauntcs of the J: they: venc: 

lande of le had oftentpnics attempted to cake of the Mous arrows 

poke of ſeruptude, and coulde neuer bzpnge the ſame to palle 0% Woge 

nepthcr by open warrc no2 pet by pziupe conſpiraces, they oz. 2c. 

were determpned in the nyghte ſeaſon to haue kplled owre 

men in their llcepe with the ſmoke of this woodde, Bur 

when the Lhiiſttan men had knowledge hereof, thep com: 

pelled the pooze waetches to confeſle their intente, and pu⸗ 

nylſbed the chieke aut ours of the deuple. They haue allo a. 

ccrtapne herbe with the lauout wherot they are pꝛeſerucd —— 

from the hurte of this venemous woodde ſo that they mape poycon, 

bearc it ſafelp. Of theſe ſmaule thynges it ſhall ſuſſpce too 

hauc ſapde thus muche. They looke dayly foz many greater — 

thynges to certyſyt vs of from the Jlandes of the ſouth ſea. 7 oc has 

Foz ar ſuche tyme as the meſſenger whiche bzoughte owe reg, 

letters departcd from thenſe, eu Arias prepared an expedi⸗ 

tion to that ryche Jlande whiche lpeth in the mouthe of the 

goulfe cauled vu s. Michaelis, and rcacheth into the ſouthe pe ryche 3. 

(ca, bepng alſo lefte vntouched of Vyſctus by reaſon that the land cauied 

ſca was at that tyme of the pcare ſoze troubeled with tem: Duce, 

peſtes, as pte haue further declared in V-ſeozs his vpage to 

the K. Wee locke therfoze daply foz greater thynges 

then areSecficrto paſte. Foz thep hane nowe taken in hand

creates and rpchelle of thoſe regions. aJany other ſpkewile 
were lente dpuers and ſundty wapes: as Ger B⁴uν tot 
ſcarche the Weſt partes: Franciſcus Bezerrs, to ſaylt by the coꝛ: 
ner of the goulfe : And vai, to palle by the mouthe oz en: 
teraunce therof to the Eaſte coaſtes of the goulfc to ſearche 
the ſecreates of that lande, in the whiche regel with his 
coompanye had of latg begunne to plante their habitation, 
and had buylded a foꝛtteſle and a vyllage, Bdocivs departed 
fp2ſte frome daten with foure ſcoꝛe ſouldiours well appopn⸗ 
ted: Whome Lodovicus Mercado kolowed with fyftye: 

To Bezerrs were alſo fourcſcoze aTpgncd,and thꝛee ſcoꝛe and 
tenne to Vallive, Whether thep hall arrpue at ſafe and com: 
modious haucns, 02 faule into vnkoꝛtunate ſtations, he one: 
ly knoweth whoſe pꝛoupdence ruleth all: Foz as foz vs men 
wee are included within the knowledge of thinges after 
they haue chaunced.

contrary factions and diuiſpons emonge rhenſelues,lp ie a3 
wee reade howe D wdarvs came from Corytho, and tent from 
Creta into Alta, and chat the regyon where they placed their 
habitation, was afterwarde cauled Troicwn, The lpke wee 
rcade howe the Tirians and S!donians arrpned with their 
naupe in Ly. by the fabulous conduction of dito. Thele 
AJatininans in like maner bepnge banp{(þ2d from their owne 
countrep, planted their fpꝛſte habptation in that parte of the 
Jland of i whiche they caule con ypon the banke 
of the ryuer named 8.45021: As is redde in the begonnpnge 
of the Romapnts that Es of Tropt arpued in the region 
of Jtaly caulcd Livm vppon the bankes of the rpuer of Ti:

with continual goftes and monumentes, euen vntyl the com⸗ 
mpuge of owre men, lyke as the Chꝛillians haue euer relygp: 
ouily honoured Jeruſalem the fountapne and orpginall of 
owre fapthe: Avalſo the Turkes attribute the lpke to the 
cptie of u in Axaby, and thinhabptantes of the koztunate 
Jlandes (caulcd the Jlandes of Lanatye) to Dy buplded 
vppon| a hyghe rocke from the whiche many were wounte 
with 15p\ull myndes and ſonges to caſte them ſelues downe 
h:adlonge, bepng perſuaded by their pꝛieſtes that the ſoules 
of all ſucht as ſo dyd foz the loue of n, (hulde therbp en:

And this not by chaunce, oz at the pleaſure of ſuche as dini⸗ ; 
ſed theſe names, but of credulitic and belefe of Cumme great 
eckecte. Fop Quixqueis, is as mucye to ſape as a great thinge: 
And that ſo great that none mn we bee greater. They inter: 
pete alſo, that Quizqueis ſpgnifpeth, large, vniuerſall,o: al, 
in like [1gnification as the Gceekes named their god cauled 
pan: Bycauſe that fot the greatnes therof, theſe ſpmple ſou: 
les ſuppoſed it to bee the he worlde : And that che ſoonne 
beames gaue lyzhte to none other wozlde but onely to this 
Jlande with the other adiacente abonte the ſame: And 
thervppon thoughte it moſt wooꝛthp to bee cauled great, as 
the greateſt of all other knowen to them. Na is as muche to 
ſapc by interp2etcation, as roughe, ſharpe, oz craggic. But 
by a fyguratiue ſpcache cauled denomination( wherbp the 
hole is named by part) thep named the hole Jland Hai (that 
is) rcoughe: Foz as muche as in many places the face of this 
Jland is rough b) reaſon of the craggie montapnes, hozrible The rongh, 
thicke wooddes. and terrible darke and Ache valleys enup: neſſe of tif 
roned with great and highe montapnes, alchoughe it bee in bawols. 
manpt other places erceadpnge bewtitull aud tozpſſbpnge. 
Dere muſte wee (mwhat digreſCe from thozdcr we are ente: 
red into. Perhappes pour HalpneTc wpll marnell by what 
meanes theſe (pmple men ſhulde of ſoo longe contpnuance 
beare in minde [uche pzinciples, where as they haue no know 
ledge of letters. $21t is therfoze, that from the beginninge, 
their pꝛinces hane euer dyn accuſtomed to committe their chil: The cnones 
Den to the gouernaunce of their wile men whiche they caute of fernynge

They gyue them ſelues 
chicflpe to two thynges: As generally to |crne thoziginall 
and lucceſſe of thynges ! And particularlye to rcherſc the no: 
ble factes of their graundefathers great graundefathers and 
aunceſtours al well n peace as in warte. Theſc two thynges 
they haue of awHde tyme compoſed in certepne mpters and 
ballettes in their language. Theſe rhymes oz ballettes,they 
caule Arcizos, And as owre mynſirclics are accuſtomed too 
ſpnge to the harpe oz lute, ſo doo thep in lpke maner ſynge 
theſe ſonges and daunce to the ſame, plapinge on txmb:clles 
made of ſhels of certen fpſſhes. Theſe tymbzels thep caule Mz: 
2uci, Thep haue alſo ſonges and ballettes of loue: And 0: 
ther ot lamentations and mooznyng: Summe alio to enco⸗ 
tage them to the warres, with euerp of them their tewnes a: 
greable to the matter. They exercpſe theym ſelues muche in 
daunceinge, whecrin thep are verpe actpue and of greater agi: 
litie then owre men, by reaſon they gyue themſelues to no; 
thyng ſo muche, and are not hyndered with apparell whiche 
is alſo thecauſe of their \wiftenefCe of foote, In their bal: 
lettes !cfte them of their aunceſtours, they haue pzopheeres 
of the comminge of owre men into their countrep. Theſe they 
{pnge with mooznyng and as it were with gronpng, bewaple 
the loſſe of their lpbertic and ſcruttude, Foz thele pꝛophecics 
make mention that there ſhoulde coome into the Jlande N. 
er a that is, men clothed in apparell, and armed with 
uche ſwooꝛdes as ſtulde cutte a man in ſunder at one flroke: 
vndcr whoſe poke thrir poſteritic ſhul de bee ſubducd. And 
here J do not marucll that their pꝛediceſlours coulde pzophe 
cye of the ſeruitude and bondage of their \ucceTpon, it it bee 
trewe that is ſapd of the familtaritie thep haue with ſpirites 
whiche appeare to them in the night. wherof we hauc large: 
ly made mention in the nynth dooke of the firſt decade, where 
alſo wee haue entreated of their Zemes(that is) their 3 dolcs 
and Images of diuclles whiche they honoured, But they 
lape that ſence theſe z tmes were taken awape by the Lhziſti 
ans, the ſpirites haue no moe appeared. Owre men aſcribe 
this to the ſygne of the crolle wherwith they defende theym 
ſclues from ſuche ſpirites. Foz they are nowe all clenſtd and 
lanctitped by the water of baptime wherby they haue renoun 
ted the deuel and are conſecrated the holy members of _ 
Tyep 
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They are vniuertallp ſtudpous to knowe the doundes and ly- 
mettes of their regions and kingdomes : And eſpecially their 
Nut ani (that is) noble men. So that euen thep are not vtterlpe 
ignoꝛante in the ſuruepingc of their landes. The common 
people haue none other care then of ſettynge, ſowpnge, and 
plantynge. Thep are mooſte experte fpſſbers, by reaſon chat 
thzoughowte the hole peare, thep are accuſtomed: daylpe to 
plounge them ſelucs in the rpuers, ſo that im maner they lyue 
no [elle in the water then on the lande. They are alſo giuen 
to huntpnge, Foz (as J haue ſapde befozc) thep haue twoo 
kyndes of fonre footed beaſtes, wherof the one is lyttle cun⸗ 
nes cauled vis, and the other Serpentes named uu, 
muche lpke vnto, Lrocodiles, of eyght foote length, of moſtc 
pleaſaunte taſte, and lyupnge on the lande. All the. Mandes 
noo2ypthe innumerable bpꝛdes and foules : As ſtocke doues, 
duckes, geeſe, hearons, byſpde noleſſe number of popingiais 
then ſparowes with vs. Euerp kynge hath his ſubiccres di: 
uided to ſundꝛpe affaires: As ſumme to huntpnge, other to 
kylſhynge, and other ſamme to huſband2pe. But let vs now 
rcturue to ſpeake further of the names, We haue ſayde that 
Quixqucia and Han, were the oulde names of this Mande. 
The hole Mlande was alſo caulcd Cip.o:z of the region of the 
montapnes aboundpnge with golde: Lypke as owre.anciente 
poetes cauled all Italye Lum of parte therof, Therfoze as 
they cauled Auſonia and Heſperia, Italie, euen ſoo by the na: 
mes of Quizqueis, Haiti, and cipanga, thep vnderſtode the hole 
Nande of kXiſpnol;, Owre men dyd fpzſte name it bells of 
quecne Heliſabcth whiche in the Spanyhe tounge is cauled 
Iſabella: And ſo named it of the kyꝛſt Colonie where they plan: 
ted their habitation vpon the banke nere vnto the ſca on the 
Noꝛthe ſpde of the Jlande, as wee haue further declared in 
the kyꝛſte decade. But of the names, this ſhall ſuffpce, Lette 
vs nowe therfoze ſpeake of the forme of the lande. They 
whiche fp2e oner rauns it, deſcribed it vnto me to bee lpke 
the lcafe of a cheſmutte tree, with a goulte towarde the weſt 
ſyde, lpinge open agepnſt the Jlande of cz+«, But the experte 
fpppc mayſter Andre:s Moralis, btoughte me the foꝛme therot᷑ 
ſumwhat diffcrynge from that, Foz from bothe the cozners, 
as from the Eaſtc angle and the Weſt, he deſcribed it co be in⸗ 
dented and eaten with many great goulfes, and the cozners 
Ji. u. to reach 
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to reache fooztHe verye karre: and placeth manpe large and 
ſafc haucns in the great goulfe on the Eaſt ſpde. But J tru 
Þo2relp ſas to trauaple further herein, that a perfecte carde

pamola. powre holpnelle, Fox they haue nowe dꝛawne the Scogra: 
phicall deſcription therof in cardes, enen as powrec holpnelle 
hath ſecne the fozme and ſpruation of Spapne and Jtalpe 
with their montaines, vallepes, rpuers, cities, and colonies, 
Lette vs therkoꝛt withont ſhamfaſtneſſe compare the Jlande 
of Hiſpaniols to Italie, ſumtpme the heade and queene of the 
—.—— e hole wozldc. Foz if wee conſyder the quantitie, it walbee 
Ital, cs kounde lprtle lelle, and muche moze frurcfull. It reachcth 
from the Eaſte into the Weſte, kpue hundꝛeth and foztepe my: 
les accozdynge to the computation of the later ſearchers : 
Althoughe the Admpꝛall ſumwhat increaſed this number as 
wee haut ſapde in the fyꝛſte decade, It is in bzcadeh ſumme 
wherc, almoſte thꝛte hundzcth mples : And in \umme places 
ann narower where the coꝛners are ext ended.

Manp folowed aſwel of owre men as of the 
nakcdinhabytantes, but all in vapue. Thus when the plta⸗ 
ſaunt wanderer perccaued that the Lhziftans ceaſed to pur: 
ſue hym. he let te the childe in a crolle wape by the which: the 
ſwyneheardes were accuſtomed to dzyue the \wyne to their 
paſture, Shortly after, a \wpnchearde founde the chyld and 
bꝛought hym home to his father pet toꝛmentynge hym ſelfe 
for ſozowe, ſuppoſpnge that wylde man to haue byn one of 
the kynde of the Canibales, and that his ſoonne was nowe 
deuowred. In the ſame Jlande thep gather pptche whiche 
ſweateth owte of the rockes, brynge muche harder and ſou⸗ 
rer then the pitche of the tree : and is therfoze moze commo: 
dious to calke oꝛ defende ſhyppes agepnũe the woozmes cau⸗ 
led Broms, wherof wee haut ſpoken largelp befoze. This J: 
lande alſo bzpngeth fooꝛth pitche in two kyndes of trees, as 
in the Pyne tree and an other named Copeis«. I neede not 
ſpeake of the pyne tree, bycauſe it is engendered and knowen 
in mancr cuery where, Lette vs therfoze ſpcake ſumwhat of 
the other tree cauled Ccopeis : Pitche is lykewpſe gathered of 
it as of the ppne tree : althoughe \nmme ape that it 1s gathe: 
ted by diſtplipng oꝛ dꝛoppyng of the woode when it is burnt, 
It is aſtraunge thynge to here of the lcafe thereof : and how 
neceſſary pꝛouiſian of nature is ſhewed intheſame. It is to 
be thought that this is the tree in the [canes wherof the Chal 
dcans (bepnge the fp2ſte fpnders of letters) erp2eTed there 
myndes befoze the vlt of paper was knowen. This leafe 18 a 
ſpanne in bzeadth and almoſt round. Owre men wꝛite in them 
with pynnes oz nedles oꝛ any ſuche inftrumentes made of me: 
tall oz woodde, in maner as well as on paper. It is to bee 
lawghed at what owre men haue perſwaded the pcople of 
the Jlande as towchypnge this lcafc. The ſpmple ſoules be⸗ 
teue that at the commandement of owre men, Icaues do ſpeak 
and diſcloſe ſecreates. Thep were dzoughte to this credulitie 
by this meanes, One of owre men dwelipnge in the citie of 
Dominica the chiefe of the Jlande, delpuered to His ſeruaunte 
(bepng a man bozne in the Flande) ccrtapne roſted connies, 


(whicye they caule vas beynge no bygger then myſc) wyl⸗ 


lyn ge 
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lynge hym to caric the ſame to his frende whiche dwelte fur 
ther within the Jlande. This meſſenger, whether it were 
that he was therto conſtrapned through hunger, oz entpſed 
dy appetite, deuoured thꝛet of the counnies by the wave, 


De to whome they were lente, wit to his frpnde in a leafe 
howe manpe he reccaued, When the —_—_— had looked a 
whplc on the [cafe in the pzeſence of the ſcruannt, he ſayde 
thus bnto hpm. Ah ſoonne, where is thy fapthc ? Coulde 
thy gredye appetyte pꝛeuaple ſo mucht with the as to cauſe 
the to eatc the connies commptted to thy fydelptie? The 
pooze wictche erembelpnge and greatipe amaſed, confefted 
his faute: Andtherwith deſpzcd his mayſter to tell hym 
howe he knewe the treweth therof, This leafc (quod he) 
whiche thou bzowghteſt me, hath toulde me all. Then hee 
further rehearſcd vnto hym the honte of his coommpnge to 
his frende, and lpkcewple of his departpnge when hee re: 
tourned. And thus they merylp deceaue theſe ſeelp ſoules 
and kecpe thepm vnder obedpence: Jn ſo muche that they 
take owre men foz goddes, at whoſe coommaundement lca⸗ 
nes doo diſcloſe ſuche thynges as they thyncke mooſte hyd 
and ſecreate.

As owre huſbande 
men art accuſtomed to reſcrue cheſtenuttes and ſuche other 
harde fruit es all the wyuter, ſoo do thep the dates of this 
tree, bepnge muche lyke vnto a fygge tree, Thep founde al: 
ſo in this Jlandc, Ppne trees of the beſte kynde, and ſuche 
other depntie dplſhes of nature, wherof wee haue ſpoken 
largelp befozc. pc, thep thpncke that thinhabitauntes of o⸗ 
ther Jlandes, Had their ſcedes of ſoo many picaſaunt frutes 
from henſc. Foz the Camibales beinge a wylde and wande: 
rynge people, and oner runnpnge all the countreps aboute 
them to hunte foz mannes ficſhe, were accuſtomed to bzpnge 
home with them what ſo cuer they founde ſiraunge oz pꝛokp⸗ 
table in any place.

It is alſo to bet thought that the pearle 
ſhes oz ſca muſcles whiche are founde in India, Arabte, 
the redde ſea, o Tapzobana, are ruled in ſucye ozder as the 
afoze named famous aut ours haue witten. Foz their opini: 
on hertin is not bttcrlp to bee retected, fozaſmuche as they 
were learned men and trauapled longe in the lerchpnge of 
theſe thynges, But wee haue nowe ſpoken Cuffpciently of 
theſe ſea fpiſhes and of their cgges wc rhe fande noſes 
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and wantonneTe of men haue made dearer then the egges of 
hennes oz geeſe, Tette vs rhertfoze entreate — 04 of 9: 
ther particular thynges whiche are coome to owre know: 
ledge of late. We haut elles where largelp defcribed the mou 
thes of the goulle of v, with inndzpe and variable regi: | 
ons dimded with the manpkolde goulfes of that ſta. But as- 
concernynge the Well coaftes in che whiche owre men haue 
bnylded houſes and planted their habirations on the bankes 
be tegens vf Pariene, J haue no newe matter to wiite. Pet as touching 
cf the Kaſt the Eaſt partes of the goulle. J haue learned as foloweth. 
ore . They ſape that the vnpuerſal lande of rhe Eaſt region of the 
beute of urg goulfe from the coꝛntt therok farre ceachynge into the ſea, 
: and from the cxtreame 92: vtter moſte mouthe of the ſamere: 
ceaupnge the waters of the ſca whiche faule into it, even vn⸗ 
to Os Dreconis and Varis, US by one generall name canled Cari- 
boars, of the Caries o Tanibales whiche are founde in eucry 
regpon in this tracte. But from whenſe they had their par: 
ticular oꝛigmall, and howe lcaupnge their natiue ſople, they 
TIE 0 haue ſpzcdde their generation ſo fatte lpke a peſtiferons con⸗ 
of [he £8312 tagion, wee wpll nowe declare, Therfoze from the kprlte 
fronte reachynge kooꝛth into the ſea (in whole tracte we laub 
that Foged« faſiened his foote) toward the coꝛner, about nynt 
mylts diſtant, there lyeth a vpllage of ce named Furcracs, 
Thee mples diſtant from this, is the vyllage of vrai, of the 
whiche it is thoughte that the hole goulfs tookt his name, 
decauſe this vyllage was once the heade of the kyngedome. 
Aboute ſpxe mples from this, is feu. Rpne myles from Fen, 
1s Zrems : And about twelue mples from this, sorache. Olwre 
men founde all theſc vyllages full of people, all che whiche 
gyue them lelues onelp to manhumpnge. In ſo muche that 
if thep lacke enempes agtpnũ whom they mape keepe warre, 
— they crerciſe crueltie agcynſt them lelues, and eyther lepe the 
one the other, oz elles dzpue the vanqupſched to flyghte, 
whereby it is apparante that dy theſe their continuall war: 
res, and dꝛyuynge the one the other owte of their countrets, 
this infection hath gonne lo farre nor onelpe on the kyꝛmt 
lande but alſo into the Jlandes. I was alſo aduertiſed of an

As vnhappye 
Solyſut deſcended with as many of his coompanie as coulde en 

ter into the boate of the byggeſt ſhippe, ſoodenly a great mul: 
tytude of thinhabitantes bzuſte fooꝛth vppon them, and ew 
them euerp man with clubbes, enen in the ſyght of thepꝛ fe: 
lowes, They caried awap the boate, and in a moment bzoke 
it all to fptters, Not one man eſcaped. Thepz furie not thus 
ſatiſficd, thep cutte the lapne men in pieces euen vppon the 
ſhoze where they} felowes might beholde this hozrible ſpecta 
cle from the ſea. But they being ſtrpken with feare through 
this exemple, durſt not coome fooꝛth of thepꝛ ſhyppes, oꝛ di⸗ 
uiſe howe to reuenge the death of thepꝛ Capitaine and coom⸗ 
panpons. They departed therefoze from theſe vnkoꝛtunate 
coaſtes: And by the wape ladpnge thep2 ſhippes with bzaſell 
returned home agepne with loſle and heaute chere. Of theſe

Pontivs faplpng of his purpoſe, was fapne to gyue oucr the Ca 
nibales, whome (beinge fafe and vnder the houſe roufe) he 
thꝛeatened to vanqupſbe and deſtroy. Whether he went from 
thenſe, oz what newe thynges he founde, J haue as pet no 
further knowleage. By theſe mylkoꝛtuncs, sohſs loſte hig 
lpfe, and Pontius His honour, Tet vs nowe (peanke of an other 
whoſc ent erpꝛyſe came to lyke purpoſe the lame ptate. Io 
nes Aioru bozne in the citie of cord, a man of noble parentage, 
ſent in ſteade of the Licuctenaunt (as we haue ſapde) moꝛe co 
uctous of golde then carefull of his charge oz deſpꝛous of 
pꝛapſe foz well deſerupnge, ſought occaſions of qucrelpnge 
agepnſt the kynges and ſpopled many, violently extoztpnge 
golde of them agepnſt rpght and cquitte : And further hande⸗ 
led them ſo extremely, that of frendes thep became moſt cruel 
enemies:Jn ſo much that they ceaſed not with deſperat mpn 
des by all meanes they coulde to (ley owre men openly oꝛ p21 
nilpe. Byrcaſon wherof it is coome to palle, that where be: 
foze they bartered quypctly exchanginge ware foz ware, they 
are nowe fapne to doo all thpnges by fozce of armes. When 
he had thus exacted a great quantitie of golde of them (as it 
is ſapd) he fledde pꝛiuilie and tooke away a ſhyppe with him 
by lelth as the common rumoure goeth : Noz pet hetherto 
ue we hard whyther he went oz where he is artpued.

trarp, Wee ſee this oꝛder to bee impermutable, that who ſoo 
wyll applpe hym ſelfe to gather rootes, ſhall ſumtpmes meete 
with ſwecte lpquerelle, and other whiles with ſours cockle. 
pet wo vnto ve: fot he (ball not longe leape in reſt. The 
gouernour him ſelfe was of late determined with thiee hun: 
dꝛeth and fyftie choiſc ouldiers to reuenge the death of owr 
men: But where as he by chaunce fell ſpcke, his poure went 
foʒ ward vnder the conducting of his Licuetenant Get Spiro» 
ſa, a Fudge in caſes of lawe m dien. At the ſame time other 
were ſcent fooꝛth tothe Jlande of oute: to eracte the portion 
of pcarles lymited to the king foz his tribute.

Lertaine which came of late 
from D«rien« to Spaine,repa2ted that at their departure, they 
of baiena ſtode in great feate leaſt they alſo were tolled with 
ſum milfoztune. The other capitame Vaicivs, obtepned the

This Franciſcus, 
was one of the vnder capitaines of this bande. whoſe chicfe 
capitaine was Gonſalvs Badaiocixs who hardly eſcaped the han: 
des of kyng Pi Thete twoo capitaines therfoꝛe, Nod 
and F»:xci/cas who departed from dien tmmediatly after the 
The Jlandes  nuſfortune whiche befell to RA’ and his companyc, do 
9 v5 ſoul both affirme, the one that he hath harde, andthe other that

Cochinus and ces from whenle the Poꝛtugales haue their ſpices, And here: 
Camemoꝛus, by do they coniecture that the land where the frutfuf nelle of 
from whenſe ſpyce begpnnerh,ſhulde not be farre fromthenſc, Jn ſo much 
_ banethen that many of them whiche haueonerrunne thoſe coaftes, do 
ſpxces, onelp deſp2e that leaue map be graunted them to ſearche fur: 
ther, and that they wil of their owne charges frame and fur- 
niſbe \dippes and aduenture the viage to ſeeke thoſe Jlandes 


ve meaneth Ad regions. They thinke it beſt tha: theſe Hippes ſbulde beg 


' bythe ſtꝛeight Made and prepared, euen in ſaincte Michaels goulfc : Aud 


of Þageliaz Not to attempte this vpage by ſainte Auguſtines point, which 
nus. wape wert both longe and diffyculte, and ful of a thouſande 
daungers, and is lade to teache beponde the foꝛty degree of 

the pale Antartike. The ſane tra«c./c»s, being partener of the 
trauailes and daungiers of Goz/ilvs, ſaithe that in oucr run; 
take Hartes mac thoſe landes, he fuunde great Heardes of hartes and 
end wy.dc Wylde boꝛes:and that he toke many of them by an arte which 
bores, thinhabitauntes taught hem: whiche was to make pittes oz 
trẽ ches in their walkes, and ta couer the ſame with bouwes. 

Stock: deus By thus nicanes alſo they deceaue al other kindes of wild and 
kdoure footed beaſtes. But thep takt foules after the ſame ma⸗ 

* ner that we do: As ſtocke doues with an other tame ſlocke 
dove bꝛonght vp in their houles. Theſe they tpe by a ſlxynge, 

and iucer chem to ape a little emong the trees. To the won 
as other 
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ks other bitdes of their kind reſoꝛt, they kil thẽ with their at 
rowes. Otherwyſe they take the with nettes in a bare place 
pourged from trets # buſhes : and ſcateryng certeyne ſeedes 
roundt about that place, in the mpddeſte whereof thep tye a 
tame foulc 02 byidc of the kynde of them whche thep deſpre 
to take, In lpkce mancr do they take popingiayes and other 
foules. But thep ſap that popingiapes are ſo ſimple, that a 
great multitude of them wyll flye tuen into the trer tt whoſe 


bouwes the kouler ſyptteth: & (warme about che tame chatte * 


rynge popingiape, ſuckerpnge them ſelues to bee caſely taken, 
Fox they are ſo without fate of the lyght of the feuler, that 
they tary whyle he caſt the ſnare about theyꝛ neckes, the oz 
ther beinge nothynge feared hcreby, thonghe they ſce hym 
dꝛawe them to him with the \nare,and put them in the bagge 
which he hath about hym foz the Came purpoſe, There is an 
other kyndeof 3 heretofo2e neuer harde of, and plca 
ſaunt to conſyder. We haue declared befoze howe that in cer: 
tepne of the Jlandes, and eſpeciallp in tuſp u there are dy; 
uers lakes oz ſtandynge pooles. In ſume of theſe (beinge no 
dcapcr then men map wade ouer them) arc ſcene great multy⸗ 
tudes of water foules: as wel fot that in the botrome of the'e 
lakes, there growe many herbes and weedes, as alſo that by 
reaſon of the heate of the ſonne pearccingeto the naturall 
place of generation and cozrup: ion, where beinge daubleo in 
toꝛce by ted cction and pꝛeſerued by moyſter, there are engen: 
drred of the Upniines of the earth and water, and by the pꝛo 
uldence of the vnmerſall creato2, innumerable lpetle pic, 
with a thouſande ſrindzy kpndes of krogges, wozmes, knat: 
tes, fipes and ſuch other. The foules which vie theſe lakes, 
are of dpuicrs kyndes: As duckes,gecle,iwannes,ſcernicwes, 
gulles, and ſuch other. Voc haneſayde allo that n they? 02: 
chardes thep 192yſhe a tree which beareth a kvid? of greate 
gourdes. Of there gourdes therckoꝛe well ſtopped leate aup 
water ſbul de enter in at tgepꝛ ryites and cauſe them to [ike 
they caſt many in the Tal2\vec pooles: where, by theyz conti: 
nuall wanderprge and wanerpuge with rhe mottons of the 
wpnde and water, thep put the f2ules owe of ſu pection and 
fcare. The fouler in the meant tyine, dilgupſinge hom ſelke 
as it were with a viſour, putteth a great gourde on his head 
much lpic to ahelmer, with two holes iicare about his 215 
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his face and hole heade beſpde beinge couered therwith. And 
thus entereth he into the p2ole euen vnto the chynne. Foz 
beinge from they inkancie exerciſed in lwym nynge and ac: 
cuſlomed to the waters, they refuſe not to continue therein a 
longe ſpace. The foules thynkpnge this gourde to be one of 
the other that [wpmme vppon the water, the fouler gocth 
ſoftly to the place wher he iceth the greateſt Aocke of foules 
And with waggynge his heade, counterkectinge the momng 
of the waucrpnge gaurdes, diawethe neare to the foules: 
where ſoftely puttynge fooꝛth his ryght hande, he ſoodenlp 
lnatcheth one by the legges and plungeth her into the water 
where he putteth her into a bagge whiche he hach with hym 
of purpoſe The other foules ſuppoſinge that this dpued in: 
to the water of her owne motion to ſeke foꝛ foode(as is their 
maner) are nothyng moued herebp, but go foꝛwarde on their 
wapyt as befoꝛe, vntyll thep alſo faule into the ſame ſnare. 
J haue here koz this cauſe entered into the declaration of 
they: maner of huntynge and foulynge, that by theſc moze 
plcaſaunt narrations J may ſumwhat mytigate and aTwage 
the hoꝛtour conceaued in powre ſtomake by the former rehear 
tall of thevꝛ bluddp actes and crucll maners. Lette vs nowe 
therkoꝛe ſpcake lumwhat agepne of the newe and later opini 
ans as concernpnge the ſwyfte courſe of the lea towarde the 
weſt about the coaſtes of fn alſo of the maner of gatherin 

of golde in the golde mync of drier, as J was aducrtiſed o 

late. Ind with theſe two quvet and peaceable thynges, we 
wyl make an ende of the tragical aTapzes of the Ocean: and 
therwith byd powre holpnes fare wel. So it is therfore, that 
Andres Moralis the pylot, and Ouiedvs (of whom we haue made 
mention befoze) repapzed to me, at mp houſe in the towne of 
Matrite, As we met thus togyther, there aroſe a contention 
berwene them two, as concernynge this courſe of the Ocean. 
They both agree that theſe landes and regions pertepnynge 
to the dominion of Caſtile, doo with one continuall trac: and 
pcrpe:uall bonde, embꝛaſe as one hole firme lande oz conti: 
nent al the mapne lande lyinge on the noꝛth ſpde of cbs and 
thc other Flandes, beinge alſo no2thweſt both from cal and 
Hiſy 020/:, Yet as tauthpnge the courſe of the water, they var⸗ 
rie in opimon. Foꝛ andrecs, wpll that this vpolent couric of

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which bendeth ſo much and extendeth ſo karre towarde the 
Noth, as we haue ſaid: And that bp the obiect o2 reſiſtance 
of the lande ſo bendynge and crookpn ge, the water ſhul de as 
it were tebounde in coompaſle, and by foꝛce therok be dꝛpnen 
about the nozth ſyde of c and the other Jlandes excluded 
without the circle cauled Tropicus £xxcri, where the largenes of 
the ſea mape reteaue the waters faulynge frome the narowe 
fireames., and therbp repzeile that moꝛdinate courſe, by rea; 
ſon that the ſea is there verp large and great. J can compte 
his meanynge to nothynge mote aptelp then tothe twyfre 
fircame commpng fooꝛth of a mylle and faniprg mto then pl 
poole. Foꝛ in al ſuche places where waters runnt with a vy⸗ 
olent faule thꝛough narowe chancls. and are then rectaued in 
large pooles, they arc ſoodenly diſparcled and thep2 violence 
broken: So that wheras befoze thep ſcemed of ſuch force as 
to ouerthꝛowe all thynges beinge in they2 wape, it can not 
then be perccaued which way thep runne, The Admiral him 
(cife Diegus colehus, ſonne and hepꝛe to chorus Colonus the 
fyꝛſt ſynder of theſe landes (who had nowe in commpng and 
goinge. foure tpmes palled thonghe theſe ſeas) beinge de⸗ 
maunded of me what he founde oꝛ perceaued in ſaplpnge too 
and ſro, anſwered that there was wuche difficultie in retur⸗ 
nynge the lame wap by the which thep go. But wheras they 
fy2ſt take the ware by the mapne ſca towarde the Nozth be: 
fore thep directe they2 courſe to Spapne, he ſapthe that in 
that tract. he felt the ſhippe ſumtpmes a lyttle dipuen backe 
by the centrerpceurſt of the water, pet ſuppoſeth that thts 
chaunceceh cncly by thc o2dinarie flowpnee and reftowpnge 
of thelca: andthe ſame not to be enfoꝛced by the circumllec 
tion oꝛceurſe of the water reboundynge in compalle as we 
haue ſapdc. But thinketh rather, that this mayne lande oz 
{uppoſcd contincut : ſbulde ſumv here bee open: and that the 
ſapde open place, (<nlde bee as it wert a gate, enteric, oz 
ftrexght, dip dyng the North partes of that lar de from the 
South: by the which alſo, the Ocean runnpnge towarde the 
Weſt, map by the rotation 02 impulſion of the heauens, bee 
dzpuct about the Hole earth. Ou agreeth with Andres do 
reis AS tenchynge the contimnall adherence and cloſenes of 
the ſapde contmente. pet nepther that the waters ſtulde lo 


brate ageynũ the bendpnge backe of the Wen lande, 02 — — 
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ſuch loꝛte repulſcd and dꝛyuen into the mapne bea. Unt ſaith 
that he hath diligentlp conſpdcred, that the waters runne 
from the deepeſt and mpddeſt of the maine ſea, towarde the 
ed. Alſo that ſaplinge nere vnto the ſhoꝛe with ſmaitle vel⸗ 
f:1{cs, he founde the ſame waters to returne ageme towarde 
the Laſt, So that in the ſame plate, they runnt togethet with 
contrary courte, as weokftentunes ſee the lpke to chaunce in 
C:ers wyciby the obiecte of the bankes, diners whirlepooles 
and tarnpnges arple in the water. By reaſon wherok, if any 
C137, ſtrawte, Woobde, oꝛ any other typig of lo x:3r ſubſtance 
be caſte in any ſuche places in rpucrs.tt foloweti) that al fach 
as runne with the water in the myddeſt of rhe chanell, pꝛo⸗ 
cede well fozwarve: But luche as fanle into the bendpnge 
g2uifcs ano indented margentes of the crooked bankes, are 
carped ouerthwarte the chanel!, and lo wander about vntpll 
they mecte with the ful and dicecte conrſe of the ryuer. Thus 
haue we made powe partener of luche thinges as they haue 
gyncn vs, and wꝛiten their dpuers opinions. We wyll then 
gyue moze certepne reaſon, when mo2e certepne trath halbe 
knowen. We muſt in the mcanc tyme, leane to opinions until 
the day coome appointed of god to reucale this ſecreate of na 
ture, with the perfccte knowleage of the pointe of the pole 
ſtarre, Dauyng layd thus muche of the courſe of the Occauz 


a buieke declaration of the golde mpnes of bone, ſhall cloſe - 


vppe owre Decades and make an ende of owre trau ꝛples. 
wee haue ſayde, that nyne mples diſtante ſrom din? are 
the ſydes of the hylles and the dzpe playnes in the whiche 
golde is gathered bothe on the dxve lande, and alſo on the 
bankes and in the chanclles of rpuers. Therkoꝛe to al ſuch 
as are wyllynge to gather golde, there iz ot ozdinarie cuſtoms 
appointed to cuerp man by the ſuruoters of the mpues, a 
ſquare plotte of grounde contepning twelue paſcs, at the ar: 
bitriment of the chooſer, ſo that it dee not grounde alceady 
occupied, or lekte of other. The poztionof grounde beinge 
thus cholen (as it were aſlygned of the augures to buplde a 
tempic) they incloſe their Uaues within the ame, whoſe 
belp: the Chꝛillians vle in tyllynge of their grounde and ga: 
therpnge of golde, as we haue ſaide, Theſe places appointed 
vnto them, thep keepe as ſong as them lyte. And it they per: 
ccaue tookens of lpttle goide, they requyze an ot ger plottt — 
groun 
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ground of twelue paſes to be aſſigned them, leauyng the firſt 
in commen. And this is thoꝛ der which the Spantardes inha: 
bitinge drien« obletue in gatheryng of gol de. J ſuppoſe al: 
fo that they vſe the lyke oꝛder in other places: Bow be it, J 
haue not pet enquired ſo farre. It hath byn pꝛoued that thele 
tweluc paſes of grounde, haue pelded to their chooicrs, the 
ſumme of foureſcoꝛe Caſtellans of gold. And thus leade they 
they} lyues in fulfplipnge the holy hunger of golde. But the 
moe they fyll their handes with fpndpnge, the moze increa⸗ 
ſcth their conetous deſpze, The moze woodde is [apde to the 
fper, thc moze furioulprageth the flame. Unſaciable couc⸗ 
touſtelle is no moze diminiſſhed with increaſe of rpchelre, 
then is the dꝛinelle of the dzopſpe latiſfped with dzinke. J 
leite pale manpe thynges wherof J intende to wiite moze 
largelp in tpme conuenient, if J (ballin the meane ſeaſon vn: 
dcrita1de theſe to be acceptable vnto yowre holpnelle: mp 
dewtie and obſeruaunce to whole autozitie, hath cauſed me 
the gladlicr to take this labour in hande. The pꝛomdence of 
the eternall creatour of all thynges, graunt yowre holyneTe 
manp pzoſperous prares. 


Che laſte baoke of Petcr Martpz of Angle: 
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N Dauec partli declared befozein mi decades how 
certeine kugit ues which came owt of the large 
Weſt landes arciued um the confpnes of ben: 
And howe that marueplinge at the bookes of 
ore men, they declared that they lumt me 
dwelte in regions whole inhabitauntes vird 
ſucat mucu.uences and were culed by polittke lawes. Alſo 
that they had cities foꝛtitied with waulcs, and faire pallaces 
with ftrca:ces well paucd, and common places whycher mar:

men haut nowe founde. Therkoze who were thautours here: 


ot, oʒ what ſucceſſe thep had herein, who lo deliteth to know -

as folowe. Of the Jlandof c»+- (nowe cauled Fernardins, ly: 
pnge nexte vnto Kiſp-niol« on the weſt ſyde, and pet ſumwhar 
ſo bendynge towarde the Nozthe that the circle caulcd Tropi- 
rvs canci dtuideth it in the myddeſte, wher as Kiſp-xiols is diſ: 
tante from the Tropike and declinpnge certen degrees to: 
ward the Equinoctial line) we haue ſpoken ſumw hac befoze, 
In this Jland of Fern«ndize, there art nowe ſyxe townes trec: 
ted. Wherof, the chiefc is named $4x#-po of ſapnt James the 
patrone of the Spanpardes. In thts, there 's natiue golde, 
found both in the mountapnes and rpuers: By reaſon wher⸗ 
of they are daplpe occupicd in gathering & digging the ſame. 
But ſboztelp after that Þ had fir iſted mp ſapde bookes, the 
Spanpardts that were the moſt auncicnt citizens of Cut, as 
FranciſouS Fernandes Of Cordula Lupus Ocho, & Chriſtopborus Morantes, dt 
termined to ſecke ncwe landes, as the mpndes of the Spa⸗ 
npardes are cucr vnquiet and geuen to attempte great enter; 
pꝛiſes. Thep furnpched at their owne charges, thice of thoſe 
pppes whiche thep caule Caraucle. And haupnge fpzfte lp⸗ 
cence of Dicgus Velsſquen the gouernour of the Jlande, thep de: 
partcd with a hundzeth and ten men from the Weſt angle of 


, Cubs, Foz this angle is moſte commodious to relicue typpes 


and to make pꝛouiſion foz freſte water and fnell, Thus they 
ſapled continually ſpxe dapes and a halfe, betwene the Weſt 
and the Honth, contented onelp with the ſpght of the heauen 
and the water: durpngt whiche tpme. thep ſuppoſe that they 


_ſaplcd not paſt thzceſcoze and ſpre myles. Foz they lep at an: 


ker all nyght where ſo cuer the fanlynge of the loonne tooke 
the day light from them, leaſte by wanderynge in vnknowen 
tas, they myght channce to be caſt vppon rockes oz ſandes. 
But at the length they chaut.:cd vppon a great lande na: 
med lxcatana, whoſe beginnpng thinhabitauntes caule Ecram- 
ei. Owre men went to the citit tondynge on the ſea ſpde, the 
whiche fox the bygnes therof, they named ce 82 Alcair, 
Thinhabitauntes cnterteined them very frendly, When they 
wert entered into the citie, they maruepled to behold the hon: 
ſes buylded lyke towzes, magnifpcall temples, Qireates well 
paucd, and great excerciſe of bying and lellyng bp crchannge 
of ware foz ware. Their houſes are cpther bore of ſtone, 03 


of bzicke andiyme, and artifycially wzought, To the fyzfie 
pozc hes 
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poꝛches of their houſes and fy2Ct habitations, thep aſcend by cunnyng are 


ten oz twelue fteares. — are couered eyther with tplcs, 
lates, readcs, 02 alkes of certepne herbes. They gratificd 
the one the other with mutuall gyftes. The barbarians gaue 


'Owre men manp bzooches and iewelles of golde, verpe fa»:e 


and of cunnpng woozkmanſhyppe. Owre men recompenſed 
them with veſtures of ſplke and woolle, countcrfecte Cones, 
of coloured glaſſe and chyiftall, haukes belles of laton, and 
ſuche other rewardes whiche they greatly eſteemed foz the 
ftraungencs of the ſame, Thep ſette nowghe by lookpnge 
glaTes, bycauſe thep haue certepne ſtoones mache biighter, 
This nation is appareled after a thouſande faſ{yons with 
veſturcs made of goſſamppne cotten oz bombage of dpucrs 
colourcs. The women are coucred from the girdle to the heele 
aupnge dpuers faſſhions of veles aboute their heades and 
zeſtes, with great cautele lcaſt anp parte of theit legges 03 
tete bet ſecne, Thepreſozte muche to their temples : vnto 
the which the chiefe rulers haue the wapes paued from their 
owne houſes, Thep are Jdolatours and circumciſed, 
occupie their maner of exchaunginge, with muche fpdelitie, 
They vſe to adourne the heares of their heades, being deman 
ded by thinterpꝛetours of whom they receaucd their circum: 
ciſpon, they anſwered that there once paſſed an cxceadynge 
kapꝛe man by thcir coſtes, who lcfte them that in tooken to 
remember hym. Other ſape that a manne bzighter then the 
ſoone, went emonge them and exccutcd that ockpce. But there 
is no certentie hereof, When owre men had remapned there 
certepne dapts, they ſcemed to bee molcſtous to thinhabitan: 
tes accozdpnge to the common ſapinge. The longer a gelle ta: 
rieth, the woozſe is his entertepnement. The whiche thynge 
owre men perceaupng, they made the moze haſtawaype, Be: 
pnge therfoze pzouided of all thynges neceTarp, they tooke 
their vpage directly towarde the weſt by the pꝛouidence whis 
che thinhabitauntes caule Com: and M. Thep ouer paſſed 
theſe regions takpng onelp fre be water and fuel in the ſame, 
The barbarians both men, women, and ch:ldzen lacked to 
the ſca ſpde, aſtonyſiſhcd greatipito behold the huge bygneſTe 
of the Gyppes, Owre men maruepled in maner no lclle to 
viewe their bupldpnges and eſpecially their temples ſptuace 
ucare vnto the lea, and crected atter the maner of towers, 
p · li. Thus

Thus at the length haupng ſayled about a hundꝛeth and ten 
mples. they thought it good to lep anker in a pꝛouince named 
Cmpechium, Whoſe thiefe towne con pſteth of rice thonſande 
houſes. Thinhabitauntes came ſwymmynge to the ſhyppes : 
marucylpng creedpngly at the maner of ſaplinge, and at the 
ſaples and other tackelynges But when they hard the thun 
der of the gunr.cs, ſawe the ſmoke, and (melte the ſauour of 
bumſtone and fper, thep ſuppoſed that thunderboultes and 
lpghtnpngcs had byn ſente from god. The kpnge receaued 
owre men honotably and btoughte them into his pallapce: 
where he feaſted them well after his maner. They arc actuſto: 
med to cate fleſte, and haue great plentie of beaſtes and for: 
les: as peacockes, and other whiche thep francke and feede 
in their houſes : Alſo dpucrs kyndes of wplde foulcs of the 
mountaines, wooddes, and waters: Likewiſe partriches, 


; quailes, turtle dooucs, duckes, and geeſe, Of beaſtes, thep 


haue connies, woolues, lpons, tigers, forcs, wylde boo: cs, 
hartes, and hares. After this banquet, the kyng with his 
tratnc and famplic bꝛought owre men into a bꝛode croſſe wap 
where many ſtreares do meete. Jn this, they ſhewed them as 
it were a great and highe aulter buplded foure ſquare of mar: 
ble compacte together partly with the toughe clepe of Babi: 


lon caulcd Birzmen, and partly with ſmaulce ſtoones. It had 


on euerp ſpde foure ſtcares, Uppon the altare was an Image 


ok a man made of marble : and faſt by it the Images of two 


beaſtes of vnknowen ſhape, whiche ſcemed as thoughe they 


wolde with panynge mouthes haue toꝛne in ſunder the bealp 
of the mannes Image. On the other ſyde ſtoode a great ſer: 


—pent compacte of the ſayde toughe cleye and ſmaule ſtoones, 


This ſerpent bepnge in length. xl vii. foote, and ot the byg⸗ 
nelle of a large ore, ſeemed to deuour a lpon of marble, and 
was al by ſparcled with freſh? bludde, Harde by the altarc, 


were thie poſtes faſtned in the ground, the which thꝛer other 


ttauerſed and were ſuſteined with ſtones. In this place offen- 
ders were put to death: In token wherof thep lawe innume- 
rable arrowes ſteined with bludde, ſum ſcatered, ſum lpinge 
on heapes, and ſum bzoken : Allo a great number of mennes 
bones lying in a court 02 parde nere vnto this funeſtal place. 
Their houles arc here alſo builded of lime and tone, They na 
med this king, L, bicauſe thep arriued at this _ on 
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faint Le; dap, Departing fr5 henſe æ directing thep2 conrſe 
fp! toward the Weſt foz the ſpace of. rv. mples,they came to a 
pꝛouince named Asu, whoſe chiefe towne is cauled Moſco, & 
the kynge thereof, Cupoton, De behelde owre men with a fro: 
warde countenaunce, and ſought occaſion to doo them ſume 
pꝛune miſchicfe whyle they fought for freſſhe water. Foꝛ he 
made ſignes vnto them that on the further ſpde of the ner: 2 
hyll, they ſhulde kynde ſpzynges of water, intendyng to haue 
allayled them in that narowe paſſage. But by the colourpug 
of theyꝛ fozheades (as thep are accuſtomed in thepꝛ warres) 
and hp the bearpnge of thepz bowes and other weapons, owt 
men perceaued they wylpnes, and refuſed to go anp further. 
vet a thouſande of the !Barbartans aTapled theym vnwares 
and vnpꝛepared. Sy ceaſon wherof, thep were put to flyght. 
and dpuers of them llapne in the chale. Man that ficdde to 
warde the chippes, were entangelcd in the mudde and mary: 
ſhes nere vnto the ſhoꝛe. Twentie and two, were llapne with 
arrowes, and the reſydcwe foꝛ the moſt parte, wounded, Fro 
ciſcus Fernandes the goucrnour of the nauie, receaucd in this con 
flicte thꝛee and thirtie woundes.

men. Of this nanic he appopnted John Briſalua his ncuie, 
to be the goucrnour : And aſſigned foz vnder capitapnes, Al: 
phons Awla, Frances Montegio, and Peter Aluatado. Foz 
the pplot he aTigned Antonie Alamino who had the regiment 
of the fyꝛſt name. They attempted the ſame vpage ageyne. 
bur declyned ſumwhat moze toward? the South abour thee: 
ſcoze and tenne myles. Befoze thep lawe any lande, they cſ⸗ 
pyed a towꝛe a farre of, by the viewe wherof, thep came to an 
Jlande named Cozwnells, from the whiche thep ſmcite ſweete 
ſauours ptoceadpnge with the wpndec,befo2c ey appꝛoched 
to the lande by the ſpace of tiꝛte mples. They founde the J- 
lande to be foztic-and fue mylcs in circimte. It is playne and 
of maruclous frutefull ſoyle. There is alſo golde in it, but it 
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is not engendered there, dut bzonghe thether from other regt 
ons. It abaundech with hony,fruites,and herbes: And bath

Then Alaminus the pplot turned his ſailes to the oith ſide

came to the towne Compeebivm and kynge La with whom 
they had bin that attempted the fpzft vpage the peare befoze, 
At the fyzt, thep were gentelly receaucd, and regupꝛed to te: 
ſozt to the towne, But ſboꝛtly afrer, they repented that they 
had dydden them: and there vpon wylled them to tap about 
a ſtones caſt from the towne, and to pzoccade no further, 
when owre men deſpzed that they mpght make pꝛouiſion fox 
freche water bcfoze theyꝛ departure, thep aligned them to a 
certepne well which 8 had lefte behpnde them. Declaringe 
further, that it ſbul de be lawfull foz them to take water there 
oz els no wheare. Owre men reſted that nyght in the kpelde 
adiopnpnge to the well. The which thynge the Barbarians 
ſuſpectinge, allembled an armp of thꝛee thoulande men, and 
encamped not farre from them. Bothe partes paſſed awaye 
the nyghi without leepe, Thep fearpnge leafte owre menne 
ſbulde bzeake into the towne: And owre men, leaſt the Bar: 
barians (ulde inuade them ſoodenlp, on the one parte with 
trumpett es, and on the other ſyde with the nopſcof timdzels 
kept them ſyll wakpnge that were diſpoſed to lleape, At the 
ſpipnge of the day, the Barbarians appꝛoched to owre mens 
campe æ caultd foz thintcrpzetours of cb, whoſe language 
is much agreable vnto thepzs. Thep had diniſed co lyght a 
toꝛche of frankenſence and to place the ſame betwene bothe 
tharmies to thint ent that if owre men dpd not depare befoze 
the toꝛche were conſumed, to ſtande to thepz perell, The 
toꝛch was waſted and the matter came to hand ſtrokes, Zhep 
utwe onelp one of owre men with an arrowe bycauſe his tar 
get kapled hym. But many were wounded, After this con: 
flicte, owre men reſoztcd to thepz ozdinaunce which they had 
planted ncare vnto the well. When thep had diſcharged cer 
texne pecces, the Barbarians fledde backe into the towne, 
Owort men were of fierce and greedp courage to haue purſued 
them, but that Briſalua the goucrnour wolde net ſuficr the

Thep tooke them all 
putoners, One of tem was knowen to this kyng, who p22: 
wyp[cd the daye folowpng to lende the gouernour as _ 
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golde foꝛ his raunlome as the man hym ſelfe waled. But the 
gouernour denyed that he conlde releaſe hym withowte the 
conſent of his felowes: And therfoꝛe kept hym ſtyll to pꝛoue 
what he could kurther knowe of hym.

Thus at the length they departed from this kyng, 
laden with golde and pzecious floones. orie the goucr: 
nour, ſente one of thc Carauelles to his vncle Diegs veliſyuen 
goucrnour of the Jlande of cube, with mellengers to delp⸗ 
ner hym the golde, iewelles, and other oznamentes, The 
teſpdue in the meane tyme fill folowed the tracte towarde 
the Weſt, One of them in the whiche Frauncis Montegius 
the vnder gouernour was carped, ſayled harde by the ſhoze: 
and the other twoo kept aloofe within pꝛoſpecte of the land. 
Thinhabitauntes of theſe coaſtes alſo, no leſſe marucylpnge 
at the ſhyppes then dpd the other, came with twelue Canoas 
to Montegius, deſpzinge hym by thintermetours to coome 
alande, pzompſynge in the name of their kynge, that hee 
ſhoulde bc hanozably entertapned. But Montcegious anſwe: 
red that hee coul de not allente to their requeſt bpcauſe his 
coompanions were lo farre from hym. per dpd he apuc them | 
cert apne of owre thynges llraunge vnto them, and thankes 
foz their gentplneſle. Shoztlp after eſppinge a great towne | 
they directed their courſe thither. Thinhabitauntes pzoht: 
byred them to coome alande, and came foozthe agepnſt them 
with bowes a qupuers ful of arrowes, bzode ſwooꝛdes made 
of heauy woodt, and Jauclens hardned at the ende with fer. 
They ſhotte at ore men a farre ok: And owre men 3 
gc 
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ged certepne picces of oꝛdinaunce ageyntt them. The Barba⸗ 
r1ans aſtonyſched at the nopſe of the gunnes, fledde amayne; 
and deſpꝛed peace. Dere odore mens vytaples began to fayle 
them, and theyz bHyppes were »bzooſed with longe vpages. 
Haupngc therefoze founde and doone theſc thynges whercof 
we haue ſpoken, cru returned to the Jlande of fem 
well contented, but lo were not his companions. We muſte 
nowe diuerte ſum what from this matter, and ſpeake of an o: 
ther nauigat ion. And from thenſe wyll we returne to thelt 
landes which owre men haue founde. So it is therfoze, that 
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diegus Velaſquen the gonernour of the Jland of Fern«ndins, about 


the ſame tyme that he had ſent foozth this nauie of foure La: 
raueles, he pꝛepared an other nauigation of onely one Cata⸗ 
ucll and one dꝛpgantine with foztie and fpue men. Theſe ex: 
erciſcd vpolent handes ageinſt thinhabitauntes of thoſe regt: 
ons where thep d, thynkynge that they myght kozcca: 
bly dzawe them to the dyggynge of golde bpcauſe thep were 
Laffranite Jdolaters and circumciſed. There art at the ſea 
ſpde not farre from the ſuppoſed continent, many lyttle Jlan 
des of moſtc foztunate and frutefull ſople, whereof thzce are 
thus named: C , Gumguen, and Quin, Olpte of ane of 
theſe (which they named $3 Marine) thep violentelp caricd 
away three hundzeth men and women which thep thzult in⸗ 
to the Laraucl and returned imme diatip to Feraerdins, lea- 
uynge the bzigantine with. xxv. of thepꝛ felowes to thintent 
to hunt foz moze men, The hauen where the Carauell fpzfte 
arrpued, is cauled Cre, beinge diftante from the angle of 
cuba and the chiefe citie of $«ndi«go, two hundzeth and fpftic 
mples. Foz this Jlande of cb, is longe, reachyng in 
length from the Eaſt to the Weſt, and lituate directly vnder 
the circle cauled Tropics Cancri as we haue fapde befoze. Mod 
{ball pou hcare how foztune ſought the reuenge of theſe pots 
wꝛetches. Therfoze as they} kepers went aland and few re 
mained in the Carauel, thep percening occaſ ii miniſtred wher 
by they myght teconer thepꝛ libertie, ſoodepnely ſnatched vp 
owr mens weapons and cwe ſyre of them which pet remay 

ned in the Carauel, whyle che reſiduelepre into the lea. And 
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by this mcanes the 1Barbartans poſſeſſed the Cacauell which with thepr 

they had ſoone learned to rule, and thus returned to fhepy obe weas 

auc cyuntreps, But they ſapled fyzlte to the nexte Jlande * 
Where

where they bucnte the Carauel and caried awap the weapons 


with them. From hende they conueped them ſelues to thep? 
owne countreps with the Canoas of this Jlandc, Deare in 
lyke maner they pꝛpuilie aTaplcd them that were lekte with 
the bꝛigantpne, and lewe many of them alſo. The reſidue 
that eſcaped, fledde to the bzigantine where thep bewapled 
thepz felowes deathes and counted thepz owne eſcape a vic⸗ 
tozte, On the ſhoꝛe not farre from the place where thep (ſuffe-: 
red this miſfoztune, there is a tree, in the toppe wherof they 
ſet vp a croſſe, and graued this inſcription in che barke of 
the tree: Vewnis Alderieci, There is a rpuer named o ien, on the 
banke wherof landeth the chiefe citie of the ſuppoſed conti: 
nent. The gouernour therfoze hauing intelligence herok, ſcene 


with all ſpeede two ſhippes of warre well furnphed, to the 
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apde of them that were lefte. But they were wyle to late. pet 
folowpnge the viewe of the crolle, they ca ne to the Hoze and 
redde the letters grauen on the tree, but durſte not attempte 
fo:tune. Thus wtih all chey2 hardie ſouldicrs departinge 
from henſe wity deſpapre, they ſavled to the nexte Jlande, 
out of the which they carped away bp vialence fpue hundꝛeth 
men and women, ſuppoſpnge lykewpſe that they myght law 
fullp ſo doo bycauſe they were Idolaters and circunciſed. 
But the like chaunce happened vnto them when they landed 
at Fernandins. Fol the Barbarians eſppinge opoztunitie, ſette 
vppon the Spaniardes in one of the ſhippes wich thepz owne 
weapons and ewe thepz keepers, The reſidue that eſcaped, 
caſtpuge them ſelues into the ſea, ſwamme to the nerte cara: 
uell, and with theyꝛ fclowes aTapled the carauell that was 
taken from them. This conflicte was ſo ſharpe, that fo the 
ſpace of foure houres, it was doubtfull whether parte ſhulde 
obt the victozie. The Barbarians both men and women 
f t verpe fiercely, aſwell to recouer thepꝛ libertie, as alſo 
to holde faſte the pare whiche they had gotten. But in fine, 
the Spanpardes had the vpper hande by reaſon thep were 
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thepz Larauell, The Barbarians beinge thus ouercoome, 
lepte into the ſea: but the Spanpardes cooke thepm agepne 
with the ſhippe boates. About a hundꝛeth of the Barbarians 
perpſped, beinge partelp dꝛowned and partip laync with the 
ſwooꝛde: Ind but fewe of the Spanyardes. Theſc * 84 

thus 
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thus pacificd, the reſydue of the Barbarians were carycd to 
the tcwne of sen and condemned to laboure in the golde 
mynes- Shoꝛtly after they made c tt a newe vpagt to an o⸗ 
ther of the Jlandes, whiche lpe there about ſo thicke, that 
they cemmonly caule the number of them Archip:ga, as they 
in owre ſea of lonicm arc cauled Sf g, Dereowre men 
were cruelly handelcd : and as many of them as came alande 
epther day ne oꝛ wounded, This Jlande thep named Florida, 
bycauſc they arrpucd there on Eaſter dap whiche the 8 pany: 
ardes caulc the lozytpnge dap of the reſurrection. They ſap 
alſo that in this tracte they ſawe . xx vi. Jlandes which Colo 
nus had cucrpaſſed ! And the ſame ſo to [pe aboute Hiſpeniols & 
Cuba, as though they warded them from the kurie of rhe Oce- 
an. In manp of theſerhep founde natiue golde of lpke good: 
ncs to that which is founde in Cru. habitantes al: 
ſo wcarc manp ie weis, and haut manp Images ot thepꝛ do: 
meſticall goddes made both of gol de artiticiallp wzought and 
alſo of woodde gylted. Francis Cheregatus bꝛowght one of 
theyꝛ Jdoles with hym, wherbp map bec conſidered of what 
wyttc and aptenes thep are, It is a matuclous thpnge th ſee 
what maner of raſcers thep haue, made of cettepuc pelowe 
ones cicare & tranſparent lpke vnto Czpſtal. with theſe they 
baue and carue as though they were made of fine ftecle. Whẽ 
the edges are blunte with longe excrciſc, they ſharpen them 
not with a whetſtone, oz powder, 02 any ot her ſtone. but tem 
per them'onely with water. They haue alſo athouſande kin 
des of inſtrumentes 02 tooles and ſuch other thynges of tpne 
demſe, which were to longe to rehearſe, Let vs therefoze re 
turne from whenſe we haue digreſCed, as to Coxumells, Iucators; 
Colluacans 03 Ollos, beinge al landes lately founde, and ſo rich 
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frutcful and pleaſaunt, that they may in maner be compared ty paradyic. , 


to the carthly Paradypſe. Therfoze,after that it was know⸗ 
en to owre men of howe greate momente theſe trattes were, 


the Spanyardes which inhabited the ande of cb Antinc: xn other vp2 
tus beinge the gouernour of the Flande furnyfhed a newe na age of t cat 
ute of ten Laranelles and fyue hundꝛeth mennt, with twoo pele and . 
tmaule bꝛigantmes, as it weare in the ſteade of ipght hozfe: Hundicth me. 


men 02 fozerunners whoſe apde they myght vſe as ſcoutes to 


ſearche the wapes koꝛ daunger of rockes and ſhalow ſandes — ans 
oz Felkes, They chipte allo certepne hozſts, as 13

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hoꝛſes and, rvl. marcs apte fo the warres, Foz their gene: | 
tall gouernour and Admiral of the naup, thep electcd rern 
Fernando cortſus who at that tyme was the chieft ruler ot the citie of 
Coꝛt e iug. Sanctugo. Fo Under capitaines, they appointed Alfons por. 
curtrius, Francis Montegius, Alfons Amla, Alucrado Syatenſe | 
John Velqucn, & Dicgue Order. Thep ſtyll folowed the ſame 
wynde from the laſt angle of cubs toward the welt. As ſoone 
as Franncis Fernandes of Coꝛdubz, and then John Gri: 
ſalua came within p2oſpecte of the Flande of Sacrifpccg 
(whcrof we haue made mention befoze) ſoodenlp a tempeſt of 
contrary wynde pꝛohibited thepm to take lande and dzowe 
them backe warde to Cozwnedl: lyinge on the Eaſt ſpde of 1 
—— of 4, This lande hathonely one hauen named ſainte Johns 
poꝛte. And hath in it, oncip ſpxt townes. Alſo none other 
water then in welles and ceſterns, bycauſe it lacketh riuers 
and ſpzinges by reaſon it is plaine, contepnynge onely. xlv. 
myles in circuit. At the coommynge of owre men, thinha: 
hit auntes fcdde to the thicke woods, & fozſoke their towneg 
fo1-fearc. Owre men entered into their houſes where they 
kounde plcntieof vpttaples and many 93znamentes pertep: | 
Carpets and nynge to the furnyſbynge of their houſcs, as hanginges and 
lheetes, catpettes of dpucrs colours, ſhectes alſo of goſampine cot: 
ton (whiche they caule A) and muche apparell, — 
Innume table haut furthermoze innumerable bookes, of the whiche wit 
bokes, manp other thinges lent to owre uewe Emperour, we wpll 
ſptake moze largely hereafter, The ſouldiers wandered a: 
bout the Jland æ viewe althpnges diligently, keppng them 
ſclucs pil in battell rape leaſt thep mpgh:r be ſodenlp inua: 
dcd. They founde but a fewe of thinhabitauntes and oncip 
one woman in their coompanie. By thinterpretours of Cubs 
| and other whiche the Spaniardes tooke fpz from Iucatune, 
they perſwadcd the woman to caule the kynges that wers 
| abſente. They came gladly & made a leage of frenddyp with 
| al owre men, wherbyp they were reſtozed to their houſes and a 
By : Arcumeſſed great parte of their Kuffe, They are circumciſed Adolatouts, | 
" Sdolaters. and ſacrifyce childzen of bothe kyndes to their Zane, which 
| 


ate the Images of their familiar and domefticall ſpirites 
They Sacri: Whichc they honour as goddes, When J enquired of Alu 
11 (ce Chricien the pilote, al o of Frances Bontegins and pormcareriut, from 
14 whenle they had the childzen they ofercd in ſacrifyce, they 
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anſwered that they bowght them in the Jlandes theraboute 
by exchaunge foz golde and other of their erafycke. Foz in al 
this ſo large a ſpace of land, the dtuc ly de anxietie foꝛ the de: 
ſptc of wicked money, hath not pet oppzeFed thinhabitantes. 
They ſape the ſame allo of the Jlandes {ately founde, wher: 
of two are named dn and $f, whoſe inhabitauntes go 
naked: and koꝛ ſcareneſſe of childzen, ſacrifice dogges wht: 
che they nouriſhe aſwell koꝛ that purpoſe as alſo to catc as 
wee do connies. Theſe dogges are dumme and can not barke, 
haupnge ſ\nowtes lyke vnto fores. Suche as they deftinate 
to cate, they geld while they art whelpes, wherbp they ware 
very fat in the ſpace of foure monethes. They relcruc al the 
bytches foz increaſe, and but fewe dogges. Owre men dil: 
\waded them from theſe ſuperſtitions, declarynge how thep 
were abhominable and deteſted of god. They were ſoone per: 
ſwaded and deſpzed a law whiche they myght folowe. Owre 
men therkoꝛe declared vnto them that there was onelp one 
god which made heauen & earth, the geuer ot al good thyn: 
ges, bepng of one incompꝛehenſpble ſubſtaunce vnder tripli: 
citic of perſon. As ſoone as they harde theſe wooꝛdes, they 
bzoke their Zeus, ano pared, ſcraped, and waſhed the paue⸗ 
mentes and waules of their temples. Owre men gaue them 
a painted picture of the bleſcd vprgine whiche they placed 
rtuerently in their temple, and aboue it a croſſe to be hono: 
red in rhe remembzaunce of god and man and the ſaluation 
nf mankynde. They erected alſo an other great croTe of wod 
in the toppe of the temple, why: her they oftentp nes reſorte 
togither to honour the Imagt of the vyrgme. Thinhabitan: 
tes ſignified by thinterpꝛetours that in the Jland of c 
not far from them, there were ſeuẽ Chꝛiſtians capt iies wh ch 
in tyme palt were dzypuen thither by rempeſte, The Jlande 
of Coxumella, is onelp fput miles diſtant from 1 The go: 
uernour Corr +5 being aduertiſed her ot, furnp hed n. Caraucls 
- with kyftie me, wpllpng the incont ment to direct their wage 
thithec # t » make icrch foꝛ theſe m. They toke with thẽ tze 
in e : pꝛet ours of cox (whole laguage agreeth with rycirs 
with letters to the Chuiſtians if anp myght be found. De fuc⸗ 
ther declared vnto they n howe goodly a matter they ſhaulde 
buuge to pelle if thep coulde bzinge away any of them. Foz 
he no wages doubted but that by their inkozmation, he ſbuld 
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be fully cettificd of the ce mmoditics of all thoſe tractes, end 
the mancrs of thirhabicatntcs. Thus they deparecd with 
commanndem ent to retourne within the ſpace of ſpxc dapee. 
But when thep Had remapned there now. viii, daps, ar d hard 
no weoꝛde of their Lozumellone interp2ereurs whome thep 
had ſcnt alande with the rcliage and letters, owre men re: 
turned to cen witheut hem, ſuſpectpng that thep were 
other lame or detepned. And where as the hole naupt was 
now deternixned to depart (rom cose but that they were 
hyndered bp contrary wynde, they ſodenlp eſpicd rowarde 
tl;c weſte a Lanoa coommpnge from , and in it, one of 
the Chuſtian capitues (named Hieronimue Agri) who had 
lpued ſcuen peares in that Jlande. With what iopt thep em; 
zaſed the one the other, the chance may declare, They were 
no lec deſpzous to heare, then he to t ell of the miyſfoztune 
wh'iche befell to hym and his coompanions. And hereit (hal 
not bet greatly from my purpoſe bzecfelp to rehearſe how the 
thynge chaunced. In my Decadcs J haue made mention of a 
cettapne noble man named Valdivia, whome the Spanyardes 
whiche inhabited darin in the ſuppoſed continent e of the 
goulf of vraks, {cnt to the Jland of kiſpeniols to Colom the Ad 
miral and viccrop with the relidue of the Senate and counſel 
there (to whom pertepneth the redzelle and ozderpnge of all 
thinges in theſe newe landes) to ſpgnifye vnto them in what 
extreme necellitie and penurie they lpucd. Unhappy vad 
therkoꝛe, takpn ge this matter in hand in an eucli houre, was 
with a ſud den and vpolent 1 dꝛpuen vppon cer: 
tapne quickeſandes in the pꝛolpecte of the Jlande ef me. 
Ipinge on the South ſpde of ol and Cab Theſe blind 
and lwalowyng andes, the Spaniardes caule vppers : And 
that by good reaſon, bycauſe in them many ſhyppes arc en. 
tangled, as the lpcertes are tmplycate in the taples of the vi: 
pers. While the Caraueli thus w2cſteled with the water, it 
was ſo bruſte in ſunder, that Valdivis with thirtie of his ke: 
lowes, conide ſcarſcly with muche dickicult ie deſcende into 
the ſhyppe boate: where, without oers, and without ſaples, 
they were caried awapt by the vpolence of the water. Foz( as 
we haue ſaid bekoꝛe in owre Decades) the ttas do runne there 
continually with a vpolent courſe towarde the Weſt, Ti ep 
wandered thus, xii, dapes not knowpng whyther thep went 
nog 
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1192 pet kyndpnge aup thyng to eate. Famen conſumed ſeue n 
of them whiche wert caſte in the ſea to feede thefpHes, The 
relydue lykewiſe in man er conſumed by tamen and faulpnge 
from one calamitte into an other, wert daien to lvest ms and ame 
fcll into the handes of a crnell kynge who ewe vii the 2 — 7 
goucrnour with certayne of his felſowes. And when hee had 39oies, 
fyꝛſt ſacrifpced them to his Zemes, ſhoztely afrer he t ate them 
with his frindes of that conſpiracie. Foz thep cate onelp their 
enempes and ſtraung:ers: And doo otherwite abſtepne from 
mannes che. In this meane tpme, while Hieronimus Ayulirans bo we Aqui. 
with ſpreof his felowes were reſerued to be ſacrifpced the (4118 eſcaped 
thirde dape, they bzooke their bandes, eſcaped the han: 
des of that cruell epranne, and fledde to an other kynge de: 
ynge his enempe, whoreceaued them, pet onelp as bande: 
| men. It is a ſtraunge thinge to heart of the moother of this 
Aqullariz, Fo; as ſoone as ſhe harde that Her ſoonne was fau⸗ 
len into the handes of the nations that cate mannes flicſhe, 
thee fcll madde incontinent ; Ho that when lo ener after, ſhce 
ſawe any mcate roſtpng at the fycr, oz onelp ready ſpptted to 

lape to the kper, thee ceaſed not to;crye ont in this maner. O 
me moſte wietched moother : Behold the members of my (on, 
But to returne to owre purpoſe. When Aquilleis had now re: 
ceaued the gouernours letter ſente by the Lozumellane meſ⸗ 
ſengers, hee declared to the kynge his mayſter (whoſe name 
was Torn) what was their crraunt thither, and wherfoze nne, Tos 
they were ſent : vſpng in the meane tyme many large dilcour⸗ 
ſes in expzeiſpnge the great poure and magnikpcence of their 
kynge who had of late arriucd in thoſc coaſtes, Alſo of their 
humanitie and gentilneſTe toward t geir frindes and ſuche as 
ſubmptted them ſclues to them, and againe their rygour and 
fierceneſſe agepnſt ſuche as Roodernl epther contemned them 
oz denped their requeſtes. With thele woozdes he bzoughte 
Tammarus into ſucht frare, that the maiſter was now fapne to 
deſpꝛe his ſeruaunt ſo to handeil the matter that they myght 
quyetly enter into his dominion as his freendes and not as 
his enemies. Ai: promiſed in their behalte that the ſhul d 
not onelp coome in peace, but alſo to apde hym agepnſt his 
enempes if neede (hulde lo require, Whervppon hee diſnuſCed 
Ayril.eris and with hym thzce of his famulicrs and coompani⸗ 
ons, Thus they ſapled together trom 3 to Iucatana ve 
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the ryner whiche they had kounde before in the koꝛſte vvare 


Thither by the gouernau ze of Alaminus the pilot. They fon id 


te mouthe of the ryucr ſtopped with lande, as wee reide of 
the ryuer of Nivs in Egipte when the wyndes (emed %) 
blowe ein ſum ner and eipecially in the canicular dapes. Thee: 
fore where as thep coulde not enter into the rpuet w'th the 
bigngefte veſlelles (although it bee otherwiſe ape to receaue 
great ſhyppes) the goucrnour caned two hundꝛeth men to be 
ſette alande with the bzigantpnes and Hyppe b2ates:! wyl: 
lprge uus to offer peace ro thinhabitagntes. Th p de: 
maunded what owre men required. Aan antwered, vpt- 
taples. There was a longe ſpace of ſande by the lpde of the 
towne, whither they wplled them to reloꝛte, prompſpnge 
to bꝛynge them vyttaples thither the daye folowpynge. Owre 
wen wente and thep ca ne accoꝛdynge to their pzamille and 
brought with them eyght of their hennes bepnocas bygre 
as pcacockes, ot bꝛownyſhe coloure, and not inferiour to pea: 
cockes in pleaſauntetaſt They btought alſo as muche biead 
made of Mur (wh che is a graine not muche vnlyke vnto 
panyke) as wolde ſcarcely ſerue tenne hungry men: And here 
with deſpꝛed them to depart, But when thep;perceaued that 
owre men made no haſt awap, immediately there came a great 
coompanpe of armed men towarde thepm demaundpng what 
thep had to do thus to wander in other mennes landes. Owr 
men made anſwere by aquilliris, t hat they deſpꝛed pcace, vyt- 
taples, and golde fo2 crchaunge of other thinges. They an: 
ſwercd agepne, that they wolde nother peace noz warre with 
them. But thꝛeatned them to auopde the lande ercepte they 
woolde bee diſtroped cucry manne. Owre men ſapde that 
thep woulde not departe withowte ſukpciente vpttaples 
to mayntapne their ſouldpers. 

They appopnted the dap folowpnge to bynge them moꝛe vp: 
taples : but thep brooke pꝛomeſte. pet perceauing the ſecond 
day that owre men were encamped on the lande and had re: 
poſed there that nyght, they bzoughte them as much moꝛe vp 
taples, and commaunded them in the name of thepz kpnge to 
departe. Owre men ſapde that thep were del pꝛous to ſee the 
towne, and to haue pet moze ſtoze of vytaples. The Barba: 
rians denped they requeſt, and therewith departed whicpc: 
In the meane 
tyme 
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tyme owre men were flpll ſo oppꝛelced with hunger that tycy 

were enfo2ced to ſceke fo2 meate. The gouernoure therefoze 

ſcent his vnder capitapnes to lande with a hundzeth and fyf: 

tie men. As they went diſper{cd in dpuers companyes about z conflicee, 
the vyllages of the countrep, the Barbarians met with one 

of thepz handes, and put then co great d'ftre.fe, But when 

thepz felowes beinge not farre from them. harde the nopſe of 

theyꝛ alarome, thep came with all po:ſible Haſte to thepꝛ rec: 

cue. The gauernour on the other ſyde placinge his ozdinance 

in the bzygantines and chippe boates, appꝛoched t2 the 

ſhoze with the reſidue of his ſould ers. The Barbartans 

lpkewile, beinge redp furnpſhed co t je battaple, came run: 

nynge to the ſea ſyde to diſturbe theym that they Tulde not 

coome alande: And with thepꝛ arrowes, wounded manye a 

farre of vnpꝛepare d. The goucrnonre diſcharged aboute. xx. 

pieces of oꝛdinaunce ageynſte them: With the laughter and The Barba, 
terrible thunder wherof, a with the flame of fycr and mel of 2 are put 
bumſtone, they were ſo aſtoniſhed and put to ſuch fearc, that Fav. 
they fied and diſparcled lpke wylde beaſtes : whom owre men 

perſuinge, entered into the towne which thinhabitantcs foz: 

Cooke in maner fo2 feare of thepz owne men whom they ſawe 

ſo diſmapde. On the banke of this rpucr there is a towne of 

ſuch poꝛtentous byggenes as J dare not ſpeake. But Alan: The great 
"vs the pplot, ſayth that it conteyneth in carcuite fue hun: ache of Pos 
dꝛeth myles, and that it conſiſtcth of.tx v. thouſ ande houſes, — 2 
Sume make it ſumwhat lese: But thep all agree that it is = ten ne of 
exccadpnge great and notable. The houſes are dimded with Tv. thou: ad 
gardens, and arc buyldcd of lyme and ſtone verye artificially 292/c8, 

and of cunnpnge woozkemanſhippe. To thepz haules, cham: 

bers, parlers, 02 other places of habitation. they aſcende by 

tenne 02 twelue ſtcares : And haue certepne ſpaces betweng 

eucry houſe : ſo that it is not lawtul foꝛ any to lade hs neigh 

bours waulcs with takt ers oz beames. They houſes arc ſeps 

rate one from an other by the ſpace of thꝛee houſes: And are 

foꝛ the moꝛt parte coucred with recde and thetche: And ma; 

ny alſo with date oz other ſtone. he bart atians them ſelues 

confellcd that they were that dap foztie theuſande men at che Sunnes and 
battaple, which were ranquitTed of a fcwe by reaſon of the Voiſes. 
newe and vnknowen kynde of fepght with gunnes and hoz: 

(cs. Foz the gouernout had vnbarzed, xvi, hozles which were 
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alſo ac the battaple, and ſo fiercely a Tapled the Barbariang 
on the backehalfe, that thcp bzakc thepꝛ arrap and ſcattered 
them as it had bpn flockes of betpe, ouerthiowing, woun: 
The ms" 7 dynge, and kpllynge them on cuerp \p5e. Whiche thonge the 
ebought ro Cleclp wietches ſo imputed to a miracle, that they had not the 
de one beaſt, poute to occupie thepz wepons. Fox wheras befoze they had 
ncuer ſcenc anp hoꝛſes, thep thought that the man on hoſe: 
backe and the hozie, had byn all one beaſte, as the antiqui⸗ 
tie dpd fable of the monſter Cent.wervs, Owr men p2iTeTed the 
Centarres, towne. xxii. dapes where they made good chere under covert, 
whplec the owners of the houſes lap vnder the firmament and 
durſt not aTaple owre men who had placed them ſelues in the 
ftrongeſt parte of the towne, where ſume kepte continuall 
watche (lcaſt the Barbarians ſhulde ſoodenlp inuade theim) 
whyle other gaue them ſclues to refte and ſlcepe, Thinhabi: 
tantes caule this towne pot: But owre men fo} the vic 
tozie which they ob;epned here, named it Vicroris, It is à mar 
uelous thynge to conlider the greatenes, magnificence and 
| finenes of the bupldinge of certcyne palaices they haue in the 
| palalces of Countrep to the which they reſoꝛte ſumtpmes foz they ſolace 
maruelous and paſtpme. Theſe are curioully buplded with many plea: 
bygnes = ſaunt diniſes, as galeries, ſolars, turrettes, poztals, guttcrs 
wel ꝓuride d. nit chambers boozded after the maner of owre wapnſcotte 
and weil towzed, Foure of owr Spanyardes went into one 
of them of ſuch greatnes, that they wandered in the ſame fox 
the ſpace offoure houres befote they coulde fpnde the wape 
owt. At the length by thinterpꝛetours and certepne captines 
owre men ſent fot the kynge and ſuche rulers as were nerte 
vnder hym in autozitic, wyllyng them to ſubmpyt them ſeluces 
and to coome into the towne vnarmed. Bpuinge the me en: 
ge rs further in commaundement to certifie them that in their 
ſo doinge, thep wolde commen with them as concernynge con 
ditions of peace, and reſtoze them they} towne. Thep came 
gladlp, and entered euerp man into his owne houſe —_ 
condition that thep ſbulde euer thereatt er abſtepne from ſuch 
cerimonies and hozrible ſacrifices of mans fleſhe to deuils the 
They teceue moꝛtal enemies to mankynd, whoſe Images they honoured, 
owre religiõ. And to directe the epes of rhepz myndes to Chꝛiſte owre god 
the maker of hcauen and earth, who was bozne into this 
wozld of a virgin, and ſuffcred death on the crolle — = — 
emp 
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dempt ion of mankynde. And fynallp to pzofeſſe them ſelues 
ſubicctes to the great Lhiiſtian kynge of Spapne. Thep pꝛo⸗ 
mpled both, and were inſtructed as farre as the ſhoztenes of 
tyme wolde permitte. Beinge thus reſtozed, thep tecompen⸗ 
ſed owre men with many rewardes: Suppoſpnge ſuche men 
to be ſent from heauen, which being ſo fewe in number, dur 
attempte battaple agepnſt ſo great a multitude, Thep gaue 
owre men alſo certepne golde and twentie llaues. Departing 
thcrefoze from henſe, and coaſtpngec ftpll alonge by the ſame 
ſboꝛe, t hey came agepne to the gonlfe whiche AlLminvs the pp: 
lot founde befoze vnder Cri/alvs, This they named kin sanch 
Iohannis, that is, Sapnt Johns goulfe : Foz Bin in the Spa⸗ 
nythe tonge ſignificth a goulfe. Here thinhabirantes reſoz: 
ted to them peaccably, Aboute a mple frome t he ſhoze, was a 
towne of a thouſande and fpuc hundzeth houics ſituate vp⸗ 
pon a hyll. They ptofcred owre men halfe the tow ne if they 
woldt dwel with them fo2 cuter. This perhaps they dyd the 
rather epther fearynge theremrlc of thinhabitantes of Poran- 
ehans, the fame wherof myght haue coome to theyz cares, oz 
els hopynge that vnder the ſbadowe of ſuche valiant menne, 
they myght obteynt ayde and ſuccour ageynſt theyz enemies 
and bozthcrers, Foz (as J haue ſapde befoze) they dyſtrope 
one an other with continuall warre foz the deſpze to inlarge 
thepz dominions, Owre men refuſcd perpetuall habitacion, 
and accepted they frendely pꝛofer foꝛ a tyme. As thep came 
alande, the people folowed them on cuery ſyde wit h bouwes 
in thepꝛ handes which they helde oner owre mens heades to 
defende them from the rapne as though they had walked in a 
continual arbour. Bere they encampt d. And lcaſt the reſidue 
leftc in the (h:ippes, ſhulde in the meane tpme ware lothefull 
with Idlenes, the guucrnour gaue commaundement to Alum; 
"vs the pplot and Francis Montegius to ſearch the well par 
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tes of that lande,whplc he telieued the weried ſouldicrs and biygantines 
healed ſuche as were wounded. To them that went fozward une men, 


on this vpage, he alligned two bz1gantines with fiftie men. 


Unto this goulfe,the courſe of the water was gentyl enough wherc the 
and moderate. But when they had ſaplcd alyrele further to ſea runneth 


warde the Weſte, they founde the lea runnpngt with to lwift 
a courſe as if it were a great ryucr kaulynge from the tops of 


dygh mountayncs ; Jn ſo much thac in a ſhozte ſpace ol tyme 
u caried 
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t caricd them fiftic mples from thepꝛ felowes, When thop 
were now entered into this violent treame of the water, they 
ſa we on their left hand a large plapne ſea which mette with 
the courſc of the other waters fkaulpnge from the weſte. And 
lpke as two great rpuers that runne contrary wapes,make a 
vchement conaveee where they meete, ſo ſeeined the waters 
commyng from the Southe to refyſt theſe waters as enempes 

that had entered into the rpyght oꝛ poTeTpon of an other. 
On the contrary parte, they ſawe the lande reachynge karre 
bothe on the lefte hande and on the rpght. In this ſirife be 
twene the waters, thep were ſo toſſed on bathe ſpdes ed 
entangled with whirlcpooles, that thep longe wꝛeſtled with 
owte hope of lpfe. At the length with muche dickicultie, cur: 
nynge the ſtemmes oꝛ koꝛpartes of their ſhpppes agepnſt the 
fireamc from whenſe they came, and labourpnge al that they 
myght with their oers and ſaplcs, they coulde ſcarſclp ouer: 
coome the rage of the water: In ſo much that wheng as they 
thought that they had in one nyght ſapled twoo mylts, they 
founde that they were dꝛpuen backe foure mples. pet at the 
length with goddes helpe, they ouercame this daungerours 
contlpcte. They ſpente. rxit. dates in this lpttle ſpace of ſea: 
And when thep were nowe returned to their felowes, decla: 
red vnto them that that ende was the land of coll whi: 
che they admoged to be parte of the ſuphoſed continent. The 
lande whiche they lawe a farre of befoze ther faſe, they ſup: 
poſe eyther to be annered to owre continent, 02 to bee iopned 
to the large No2th regions cauled B, wherof we haue 
made mention in owr Decades in the vpage of Scbaſtian Ca: 
bote. This matter is pet doubtefull. But wee tzuſte it ſhall 
once bee better knowen. While Alaminus and @Jontcgius 
ſcarched theſe ſcecreatcs, the kynge of the pzoutnce (whole 
name was Mou) ſent owre men bp one of his chiefe of: 
kpcers (bepnge alſoh's Licucrenaunt of che ſapde towne) ma⸗ 
ny ryche and goodly pzecentes of golde, ſpluer, and pꝛecious 
ſtoones, ſettè and wzoughte after a marueplous ſtraunge de⸗ 
nyſe and with no leffe cunnpnge wootkemandyp. Dere they 
determined to ſende meſſengiers to owre newe Emperour 
to knowe his plcaſuce that they myght in this pꝛouince plane 
a newe colonie oz habitation. And this dyd they withowte 
thaduile of dig: Velaſ;ucn the gourrnour of the Jland of c. 
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Fernoudins, who fy; le ſente them fooꝛth with commaundeme ne 
to returne agepne after they had ſearched theſe regions and 
obtepned plentie of golde. While they conſulted hercof, they 
were of opimons. But thc moſte part alleaged that in 
this caſe it was not requiſptc to make the goucrnour of their 
counſaile. Fozaſmuche as the matter ſbulde be referred to a 
higher Judge, as to the kyng of Spaine him ſelfc. When thep 
were thus agreed, they rettaued vyttaples of the gentle kyng 
of the pꝛouince, and aſſigned the place of their colonie twelue a newe colo⸗ 
mples from the ſapde town, in a fruecful and holſome ſoile, me. 
Foz their generall gouernour, thep clected corre the gouer⸗ 
nou ot᷑ the naupe, againſt his wpll as ſum ſape. Foz other This couen 
es to gonerne the citie which they intended to build un hach walt. 
he te Poztucarerius and AJontegius ot whome we haue ten a booke of 
made mention befoze. They choſe allo certeyne meTengicrs thefe thinges 
to ſende to th by the conduction of Alomizs the pylot. 
Furt ure of the pꝛinces of this pꝛouince offered the 
ſclucs pnglp to go with owre men into Spaine to thin: 
tent to fee owre landes and that kynge whoſe poure is ſoo 
great.and whoſe auctozitie reacheti ſo farre. They bꝛought 
lpkewiſc two-women wich them, which ſerned ; obeied the in 
all chinges after the maner of thcyz countrey, The people of 
this nation is of bzounc 02 pelowpſbe colour. Bothe the men 
and the women haue pendauntes of gold and pꝛecious ſtones 
banginge at their eares. The men alſo, booze their ncther 
Ipppes full of holes fromthe vppermoſte parte of the lyppe They weare 
| euen vnto the nethermoſte parte of the gumme. At theſe they "7nges and 
"= hange ccrtepne rpages and plates of golde and ſyluer faftned — f 
to a ſmaule and ihynne plate lpinge wit hin betwene the lippe 
and the gumme. At the byggeſt hole in the mpddeſt of the lip, 
there hangeth a rounde plate of ſplucr as bʒode as the copne 
cauled a Coꝛolyne, and as thicke as a mannes fynger. J do The dyuero 
not remember that euer ſlawe any thinge that ſcemed moꝛe phantaſies of 
kplt hy in myne eye. vet do they thynke that there is nothing men. 
| mo2e cumly vnder the circle of rhe moone. Wherby we map 
7. ſce howe vainelp mankynde wandereth in his owne dlypnd⸗ 
nelle. The Ethiopian thincketh the blacke colour to be fapzer 
then the white: And the white man thinketh otherwiſe, They 
that axe pouled,thinke that moꝛe decent then to weare a bu 
aud they that wearc beardes, iudge it a 722 to de ſha?

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ten. Ie 2pyectite ther foꝛt moueth, and not as reafon perſwa 
detij, nen rungt after vanities: Ind enerp proupnce is ruled 
by the'r owneſenſe, as writeth ſaint Jeronu. From whence 
t'\cv haue their golde. we haue (poken ſuTcient]* before, 
Bur as owre men marucylcd where thep had their ſpluer, 
i hip &cwcd them certapne high monntapnes whiche are con; 
tinua!ly coucred with \nowe lauynge that at certepne*pmes 
of the reste. tk ou lp toppes are ſecne bare bicanſe the ſnow 
ie there molten by reaſon of the thicke and warme clondes. 
The plaprcs thetſoꝛe, oz mylde, ſofte, and pleaſaunt moun: 
tar nes iccne to bzynge ſoothe golde: And the rough crag⸗ 
gyt mountapnes with their coulde vallepes, ate the places 
h. re tplucr is engendered. Thep haue alſo laton, wherof 
they mast ſuch maces and hammers as are vſed in the war: 
rev. Dpogynge mattockes alſo, and ſpades : foz they haut 
norl,;cr Iten nog fcelc. But lette vs nowe ſpeake of the pꝛe: 
ſcnecs [ent into Spapne to the kyng : and fp:ſte of rhe bokes, 
Theſe pꝛocuratouts therfoze of the newe colonie of the p20: 
upnce of Coku.cans, emong other thetr pꝛeſentes, dtought al: 
lo a great number of bookes, the leaues wherof are made of 
the inner rpndes oz barkes of trees, thinner then eyther that 
of the elme oz of the ſalowe. Thelethep ſmere oz annoint with 
the pptche of molten ume, and . — ſofte, ex end 
them to what fozme them lyſtcth. n de coul de and 
harde, thep rubbe them ouer with a ccrrepne ptayſtcr, It is 
to bee thoughte that they deate the playfter into fine floure, 
and ſo temperpnge it with ſum byndpnge moiſter, to make 
a cruſte thcrwith vppon the ſeaues, wheron thep wrpte 
with any ſharpe inrument, and blocte the ſame againe with 
a ipunge oz ſum ſuche other thynge, as marchaunt men and 
noble mens tewardes are accuſtomed to do with their wzp⸗ 
tynge tables made of the woodde of fpgge trees, The leaues 
of rhcir bokes arc not ſet in oꝛder after the maner of owres, 
but arc extend d many cubtttes in length. The matters whi: 
che they wiite, arc contepned in ſquare tables: Not looſe, 
but ſo boundt togither with che roughe and flexible clep cau⸗ 
led Runen, that: hep ſeeme lyke woodden tables whiche had * 
dyn vnder the handes of cunnyng bokedynders. Which wap 
ſo cucr the baoke ſpeth open, there are two leaues ſcene and 
two ipdcs witten, with as many lpinge hyd vnder them, er: 
ecpte the booke be vntoulded in length, Foz vnder one leafe- 
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there are many leaues iopned togythcr, The fozmes of their 
letters are nothpnge lyke vnto owres, But are muche mo2e 
crocked and entangeled, lyke vnto fpſhzhookes, knotres, 
ſnares, Carrcs, diſe, fplcs, and ſuthe other muche lpke vato 
the Egiptian letters, and wzitten in lynez [pke-vato owres. 
Zere and there betwene the lynes, are p'etared the ſhapes of 
men a dpuers braſtes: And eſpectallp the Images of kynges 
and other noble men. Wherbp it is to be thought that in ſuche 
bookes, the factes ot their kynges ate contepned, as wee ſce 
the lyke emonge vs howe owrc pꝛinters erpzelſc the ſumme 
of hiſtoꝛies in pictures, that men map therbp be the mote al⸗ 
lured to bye luche doo des. The coueronges of their bookes 
art alſo artifprially wzought and pxpnted, When they are 
chatte, they ſeeme to differre nothpnge from otores in fogme, 
Jn theſe bookes are furthermoze compꝛehended their lawes, 
rytes of ceremonies and Caccifyces, annotations of Aſtro: 
nomie, accomptes, computations of tymes, with the maner 
of gra kynge, lowyng, and other thynges perteinpng to huſ⸗ 
bandꝛp. They degynne the peare from the gopnge downe of 
the ſeuen tarres cauled Vergilie 02 Pleiades: And counte thepz 
monettzes accozdpng to the moones. They name a moneth, 
Tons, of the moone. Foz in they} language, they caule the 
moone Tons, thep reken the dapes by the ſoonnes, Therfoze 
as many d ues as thep naue, they (ape, ſomany ſoonnes, 

The ſoonne in their tonge, is cauled Tonatico, Thep deſtribute 
the peare (without any reaſon why) into twentie monethes: 
And the moneth into as many dayes. The temples whichs 
they frequent, thep adonrne with golden Hangpnges and o⸗ 
ther oznamentes of golde and ſplyer with pzecions ſtones in: 
termixte. At the ſpꝛinge of the d pe, they perfume their tem⸗ 
ples with frankenſence and make their p2aters befoze thep 
take in hande any other duſpne Te. But oh hozrible craclete, 
Foz thinhabitauntes of all theſe tractes alſo, doo ſacrifpce 
childzen to their Jdoles in lpke maner as wee haue ſapne be: 
faze. At ſuche tyme as the ſeedes lye in the ground, and when 
the cozne begynneth to ſdewe kooꝛth the care, they deſtinate 
to their Zen ſuche bondmen as they haue bonghe, oz ſuche 


captiues as they haue taken in the warrcs, which they lacri: 
fyce after that they haue made them great chicre and decked 
them in pzecious apparell, Alſo bet on thep lacrifpce theſes 
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way to beaue boot wietchegs, they lead them about the towne whyle al the 
people ſalute them humbly and rcucrently, affptmyng that in 

ſhazte ſpace, they ſhalbe receaued into the coompanpe of the 

goddes. They honour their Zemer with another ch irp kind 

pluddy gods Of dtuotion: For they lette them ſelaes bludde,cyther in the 
| tor: gc, lpps, cares legges, t hyghes, oz bꝛeſi, which thep take 

in their handes and hurle it vppe towarde heauen, ſoo that 

wich the faule therof the pauement of the temple is all (7 ar:

From the newe colome (cauled vills siccs) npne 

mples diſtante, there is a towne of. rv. thouſande houſcs, 

whiche thinhabſtauntes cauls Cemobal, but owre men named 

ul Nows, it stills. The kpnge of this towne had fpuemen whiche he 
reſirucd to be ſacritpced, Whom when owre men wold haut 

delpuered, the kynge made humble requeſt to them, ſapinge 

that if thep tooke awape luche men as he had con:iccrated to 

rde foꝛce of be offered to the goddes, they ſhulde bzpnge vtter deſtruction 
an owlde er: to hym and all his kpngdome, Foz if owre ſacrifpces (ſayd 
ben he) do ceaſt, owre zem wyll take ſuche diſpleaſure with vs 
that they wpll ſucker owre coꝛne, grafes, and frutes, to bee 

conſumed of woozmes, ſcoztched with dzowtrh, dcſtroped 

with tuddes, oz blaſted with lyghtnynge. Owre men per: 

ceaupnge his erneſinelle herein, thought it beſte to choſe the 

leaſt cuel, perctaupnge that it was pet no tpme to decquypet 

their mpndes, and therkoꝛe ſuckered them to ererciſe their ac: 

cuſtomed ceremonies. And alchoughe their pzieſtes pꝛomplle 

thepm immoꝛtall glozie, eternall fclicytic, and perpetuall 
conuerſation with the goddes after the Nozmpe dapes of this 

out -* Ip lpfe, pet do they with heaup countenaunces giue eare to their 
"ue cel. pꝛomiſſes, and had rather be ſettt at lpbettie. Their-pzicſtes 
are named Quizes in the plurell number, and qu in the (pn; 

gular, They leade a pute and chaſte lpfe: And arc honoured 

8 of of the people with feare and renerence, They make fagots of 
: the bones of their enempes which chep haut taken in the war 

tes, and hange vppe the ſame at the fecte of their Zemes, as 

tokens of the victouies obtcyned bp their favour. To theſe 

they adde certaypne titles and ſuperſcriptions as teſtimonies 

af the ſame, This is ſtraunge and woozthy to be noted, that 

when their childzen are a peare oulde, the pꝛienes in their 
icmpleswith deuoute ceremonies and murmurpnge woozdes, 
pos 
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poine water in fozme ok a croſſe vpon their heades with a 
eruet, wherbp they ſceme to baptife them, Mepther do they 
as the Fewes and Turkes, thinke their temples polluted if 
any of a ſtraunge relpgion bee pꝛeſent at their ſacrifyces and 
other ſolemnitics. Wee haue nowe ſpoken ſuffycientelp of 
their bookes, temples, and ſuperſtitions, LTetre vs nowe 
therfoꝛe coome to the other pzeſentes which were brought 
to the kpnge.

whom, Gonzalus Ferdinandus Ouiedus, (whom lerned Cardens com 
pareth to the ancient writers) is doubtles the chiefe, J haue 
therfoze thought good to iopne to the Decades of Peter Mar 
tpꝛ certepnt not able thynges which J haue gathered owte of 
his booke intiteled the Hummarie 02 abbzigement of his ge:

wherunto J haue byn euer naturally inclyned, and haue cher 
forte with all pollible endcuour applycd mpne eyes and intel: 
ligence to fpnde the fame. And this pꝛelente Summarie ſhall 
not bee contrary oꝛ dpuers from mp larger hiſtozie wherin(as 
J haue ſapde) J haue mote amplyec declared theſe thynges : 
but Chal onelp moze b2cefelp expeiſe theffece therof vntyl ſuch 
tyme as Godde hal reſtoze me to myne owne houſe, where J 
may accomplyſhe and tpniſhe my ſapd general hyſtoꝛie. Where 
vnto to gpue the fp2ſ principle, J lay that Don Lhuſtopher 
Lolonus (as it is well knowen) beinge the fpꝛſte Admprall of 
this India, diſcouered the ſame in the dapes of the Catho⸗ 
lpke kynge Don Ferdinando and the ladpe Elpzabeth his 
wyfe, graundfather and graundmother vnto powre maieſtie: 
In the peate. 1491. And cane to gon; in the peare 
1492. with the fyꝛſt Indians and other ſhewes and pꝛofes 
of the great ryches and notice of this weſt E npire. The whi: 
che gyfte and benefpte was iuche, that it is vnto this dape, 
one of the greateſt that euer any ſubiect oꝛ ſeruant hath done 
fot his pꝛince 92 courtrep, as is manifeſte to the hole woꝛlde. 
And to ſape the trewrh, this ſhall daubcleſſe bee ſo commodi⸗ 
ous and pꝛokptable vnto the Hale rcalme of Spapne, that 
J repute hym no good Caſtilian oz Spanparde that doothe 
not recogniſe the ſame. And (as J haue ſapde before) foꝛaſ: 
much as in my layde generall hiſtozice J haue mote largelp in 
ereatcd of theſe thynges, J intend at this pꝛelent only bucke 
ly to rchearſe certepue eſpeciall thynges, the whiche ſuerly 
are verpc fewe in reſpecte of the th2uſandes that myght bee 
ſayde in this behalfe. Fy2ſl therfoze J wyl ſpeake ſumwhat 
cf the nauigation into theſe parties. Then of the gencratt: 
on of the nations whiche are founde in the lame, with thtic 
| rytcs 
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tytes, cuſtomes, and ccrimonies. Alſo of beaftes, koules, 
byzdes, woozmes, fyſſhes, ſeas, tpuers, ſpꝛynges, trees, 
plantes, herbes, and dyuets other thinges which are cngen- 
dered boothe on the lande and in the water. Aud fozaſmuche 
as J am one of thoꝛder and company of them that are appoin 
ted to returne into theſe regions to ſetue powre maicſtie, pf 
therfoze the thpnges conte ned in this booke ſhall not bee df 
ſtincte in ſuch ozdcr as J pꝛomiſed to perfoʒme in mp greater 
wooꝛke. J deſpꝛe powre maicſhie to hauc no reſpecte herevn 
to. but rather to conſpder the noueltie of ſuche raunge thyn⸗ 
ges as J haue herein declared, whiche is rhe chiefe ende that 
meued me to wiite. Pꝛoteſtyng that in this Hummarie 
haue witten the trewth of ſuche thynges as coome to my re: 
membꝛaunce: wherof not onelp J mp telfe can tellifpe, but 
alſo diuers other wooꝛthy and credible men which haue bm 
in thoſe regions, and are nowe pꝛeſente in powre mateſties 
tourte. And thus it ſhal ſuſtpce to haue ſaide thus much vn: 
to powre matcſtie in maner of a poheme dnto this pꝛeſent 
worke which J moſt humbly deſpꝛe yowre maicſticas thank. 
fullp taccept, as J haut wꝛitten it fapthfullp.

de nanygation whiche is commonly made 

| from Spapne to the Weſte India, is from 
7 Sinile, where powre maicſlie haue powre 
x houſe of contractatton fozrhoſe partes, with 
£1 alſo powre offyccrs thervnto pertepnpnge, 
ot whom the capitaincs take then paTepozte 
and lycence. The patroncs of ſuche chpppes 
as are appopnted to theſe vpages, imbarke theym ſelues at 
ſen Luca di Barumeda, where the rpucr Cuadalchiber entereth into 
| the Occan ſca. And from henic they folowe their courſe to: 


ward the Jlandts of Canatie. Of theſe ſeuen Jlandes, thep 
commonly touche two, that is, cpther Crarcanuy!s 02 Gomer:, 
| And here the typpes are furny\ſHcd with freſhe water, fuell, 
| checic, biefe, and ſuchec other thynges whiche map ſceme re: 
quiſpte to be added to ſuche as thep biynge with them owte 
of Spapnc. From Spapne to theſe Jlandes, is 1

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toght dapes ſaylinge, oꝛ lyttle maze oꝛ leſſe. And when they 
are artpued there, they haue lapled two Hundereth and fyfrie 

leaques, whiche make a thouſande mpics, accomptyng fourc 

myles to a leaqut as is their maner to recken by ſea, Depar: 

tynge from the ſayde Jlaudes to kolowe their courſe,the Hip: 

pes tarp. xx v. daycs, 02 a lyttle moꝛe oꝛ lefle, before they ice 

the fprfic lande of the Jlandes chat lpe befoze that whiche 

thep caule Ls Spagruol: o Hiſpaziols, And the lande that is com: 
monly kpꝛſte ſcene, is one of thele Jlandes whiche they caule 
Opn ſunt, Marigalants (02 Galant) La Deferds (othtrwiſe cauled och 
derats) Matanino, Dominica, Guadalupe, San. Chrijtous,, ot ſumme other of 
the Jlandes wherof there arc a great multitude lpinge abonte 
theſe afoꝛeſaide. vet it lumtymes lo chaunceth that the ſhip⸗ 

pes pale withowte the ſyght of any of the ſapde Jlandes, oꝛ 
any other that ace within that courie vntyll they coome to 
the Jland of sd Iobarnis 02, Hipaniola, O; Lamaics, Ox Cubs, whi: 
che are befoꝛe the other, It may alio channce that they ouer 
pa le all theſe likewpſe, vntyll they faule vppon the coaſtes 

of the fyrme lande. But this chaunceth when the pplote is 
not well pꝛactiſed in this nauigation oꝛ not perkecte in the 
trewe carde. But makpnge this viage with erperte marpners 

(wherok there is nowe great plentie) one of the ſapde kfpiſte 

Jlandes ſhall euer ber knowen. And from the Jlandes of 

Lanarie to one of the fy2ſte of theſc, the diſtaunce is nyne 

hund2cth leaques by ſaplynge, 02 moze. And from henſe to 

the citie of ſapnte Dominike which is in the Jlande of Hip 

mol, is a hundꝛeth and fpfticleaques : So th it from Spapne 
hitherto, is a thouſand and thice hundzeth leaqucs. pet fot 
almuche as ſumtimes the nauigation pꝛocedeth not ſo direct: 
iy, but that it chaunceth to wander euer on the one ſpde 02 on 
the other, wee map well ſaye that they haue nowe ſapled a 
rhouſande and fpue hundꝛeth leaques and more. And if the 
nauigation be lowe by reaſon of Cumme hynderaunce, it com⸗ 
monly chaunceth to be kyniſſhed in. xxx v. 02. rl. dapes. And 
this happeneth foꝛ the moſte parte, not accomptynge the cr- 
tremes : that is, epther of them that haue lowe pailage, oz 
of them that arrpue in verpe ſhoꝛte tyme. Fol wee ooghte to 
conſyder that which chaunceth moſt commonly. The returne 
from thoſe partes to Spapne, is not kynyſched without lon- 
ger tpme, as in the ſpace of. l. dayes,0z a lyttle moze 1 lelle. 
euer 
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NeuerthcleNe in th's pꝛeſent peare of. 1525, there came for re 
pps from the Jland of san Dominico to ſaint Lucs in Spaine, 
in. xx v. daycs. But (as J haucſapd) we ought not to iudge 
of that whiche chaunceth ſcldome, but ot that which happe⸗ 
neth moſt oꝛdinarilp. Thts nauigation is very ſaft and much 
bſed,cucn vnto the ſayd Jlande. And from this to che firme 
land, the (yppes trauerſe diuers wayes foz the ſpace of fiuc, 
| ſpre, 02 ſeuen daycs ([aplpnge,0z moꝛe, accoꝛdyng to the par: 
tes oꝛ coaſtes wh ther they directe their vpages, fozaſmuche 

| as the ſapde fyꝛme lande is verye great and large, and manp 
nauigations and vpages arc directed to dpuers partes of the 
ſame. pet to the fyꝛme land whiche is ncareft to thus Jland, 
and lycth directly ageynſt $4 dominico, the paccage is fyniſ⸗ 
ſhed in the tyme afozeſayde. But it ſhalbe muche better to re: 
myt te all this to the carde of theſe nauigations and the new 
Loſmographie, of the whiche no parte was knowen to Pto:

Wherbp not onclp this 
powre realme is greatly intiched, but alſo the benetyte ther: 
of redoundeth to the great pꝛofyte of other cotintreps which 
art nearc thervnto, A teſtimonye of this, are the doable du: 
cades whiche powre maieſtic haue cauſcd to bee copned, and 
art dilparſed thioughowte the hole wozide. But after thep 
arc once aſſed owt of this powre rtalme, thep neuer returne 
agem bycauſe they arc the beſt curraunt money of the wozld. 
And therfoze if after thep haue byn in the handes of ſtraun-: 
gers they chaunce to be retourned agepne into Spaine, they 
coome diſguiſed in an other habite, and are diminiſſhcd of 
the goodne lle of their golde, with the ſtampe of powre maie: 
ſipc chaunged: So that if it were not koz their ſuche defa: 
epnges in other realmes foz the cauſe afozeſapde, there ſhulde 
not bee founde ſo great quantitie of fpne gol de of the copne 
of anp pꝛynce in the woꝛlde as of powrt maieſlies. And the 
cauſe ot all this, arc powre Indies.

Bis particular of the mpnes of gold, is a thing 
grcatlip to bee noted: And J maype muche bet: 
ter [peake hereof then any other man, fozaſ\: 
N * muche as there are nowe twclue peares paſte 

| i ſenſe J ſerued in the place of the ſurueier of 
the meltynge ſboppes pertepnpnge to the golde 
mpnes of the firme lande, and was the gouernour of the mp⸗ 
nes of the Catholpke kpng dos Ferdinando, after whoſe depar: 
ture from this ipfe, J ſerued longe in the ſame roome in the 
name of powr maieſtic : By reaſon wherof, J haue had great 
occaſion to knowe howe golde is founde and wzought owte 
of the mpnes : Ind do knowe ryght well that this lande is 
exceadypnge ryche: haupnge by my accompte and by the la: 
dour of my Indians and laues, gathered and kyned a great 
Po2tion vf the ſame: and map thertoze the better affyzme = 
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teftimonſe of ſpght. Foz IJ am Well aTured that in no part 
calls del oro, that is, golden Caſtile (otherwiſe cauled . 
ragu-) no man coulde aſke me of the mpnes of golde, but that 
durſte haue bounde mp ſelfe to haue diſconered them in the 
Ron of 118 leagues of the countrep where it ulde haue byn = 
demaunded me, and the ſame to bee verpe ryche. Foz J was 
alowed all maner of charges co make ſearche foz the ſame, 
And although golde be founde in maner every where in theſe 
ions of golden Laſtile, pet owght wee not in euecy place 
to we the trauell, and charge to get it owte, bpcauſe it 
| is of leTe quantitie and goodneſle in ſum place then in ſum, 
And the mpne oz vepne whiche owghte to be folowed, oughs 
to bet in a place whiche map ſtande to ſaue muche of the char; 
1 ges of the labourers, and foz the adminiſtration of other ne: 
ceTary thingts that the charges map bee recompenſcd with 
gapnes. Foz there is no doubte but that golde ſhalbc founde 
2 2 piers N . * a4 7 whiche is 2 
in n t is verpe good, and of. xxii.catactes oz bet: 
ter LN beſpoe this Great uantitie of 
whiche N haue ſayde to be fonude in the-mpnes, there 
ia alſo from dap to dap found oz otherwiſe gotten, great crea 
Care of ſuche wzought gold as hath bpn in the cuſtodie of the 
Cabdued Judlans and their kpnges, aſwell of ſuche as they 
gpuen foz their fpne and raunſome, oz otherwiſe as 
rendes to the Lhziſtians, beſpde that whiche hath byn vpo⸗ 
lently taken from the rebelles. But the greateũ parte of che 
ht gold whiche the Indians haue, ig baſt and hol deth 
ſumwhac of copper. Ot᷑ this they make bzalcttes and chaines 
aud in the ſame they cloſe their icwels whiche their women 
art accuſtomed to weare and eſtceme moze then all the richeTe 
of the wozlde. The mancr howe golde is gathered, is this, 
ther of ſuche as is founde in Za, that is to ſape in the

che as is ſunu ymes founde on the land without the riuers in 
laces where trees growe, (0 that to coome bp the ſame, it 
ſalde requiſite to cutte downe many and great trees, But af: 
ter whiche ſo tuer of thele two maners it be founde, epther 
in the ruzers 03 ruptures 02 b2caches of waters,ozelles in the 
earch, Awpll (ewe hows it is founde Wb theſe ar 
b an 
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and howe it is ſeperate and pourged. Therkoꝛe when the 
myne oꝛ veine is diſconcred, this chaunceth by lerchyng and 
pꝛoupng in ſuche places as by certepne ſygnes and tooken do 
appeare to ſkplfnll men aptt fo the generation of golde and 
to holde golde, And when thep haue founde it, ther kolowe 
the myne and labour it, whether it be in the ryuer oz in the 
plaine as J haue ſapde. And if it bee kounde on che plaine, 
fp: thep make the place verpe cleane where they intende to 
dygge. Then thep dygge eyght oz ten koote in length and as 
muche in bzeadth : but they go no deeper then a ſpanne oz 
two, oz moze as ſhall ſeeme beſt to the mailter of the myne, 
dyggynge cqually, Then they wa he all the earthe whiche 
they haue taken owte of the ſayde ſpace. And if herein they 
kynde any golde, they folowe it. And ik not, they dyg or © 
ſpanne deeper, and waſhe the earth as they dpd And 
ik then alſo, they fpnde nofhynge, they continue in 

and waſchyng the carth as befoze'bntil they come to the hard 
rocke oz ſtone, And if in fpne they kynd no gold there, thep fo⸗ 
lowe no further to ſeeke golde in that place, bite go to qn o⸗ 
ther parte. And it is to be vnderſtode, that when they haut 
founde the myne, they kolowe it in digginge in the tame mea⸗ 
ſure in leuell and dcapth vntill they haue made an endt of at 
the mpne which that place contepneth, it it appere to be riche. 
This myne ought to conſyſt of certenfeete oz paſes in length 
oz breadth accoꝛdynge to certcpne 02ders determined, And 


1 1 of earth, it is not kawfull fox any other 
to dygge foz gokur. 2nd where as endeth the e of hym 
that fp;ſte founde the gold, immedtatlp it is koz an 
ot her man that wyl, with a ſtaffe to aTyane ſelte a place 


by the ſpde of the lame, incloſpnge it with ſtakes oz pales as 
his owne. Theſe mpnes of Z u. (that is ſuchas are found

poſe they vſe the labdur of textepnt Indians #5 they dog o⸗ 
ther in dygginge of the mynt. and when they haut dygged 
owte the myne, thep kyl certeine traies with that carth, whi⸗ 
che other Indians haue the charge e tothe e at 


their handes, and to carpe choſe trepes of ea:th to: che water 
where it maye bee wal vet do not they t 


at ugt it, 
_ wache 
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wache it, but delpuer it to other, puttynge it owte of their 
owne trapes into theirs which they haue ready in their han: 
des to reteaue it. Theſe waſſhers fox the moſte parte, are the 
Indian women, bypcauſe this woozke is of leſſc paine and 
trauaple then anp other. Theſe women when thep waſbe, are 
accuſtomed to ſptte by the waters ſpde, with their legges in 
| the water euen vppe tothe knees oz leſle as the place ſeruech 
| their purpoſe. And thus holdynge the trays with carth in 
their handes by the handles thcrof, and puttpnge the ſame 
| into the water, thcy moue them rownde aboute after the maz 


ner of ſpftynge, with a certepne aptencſre in ſuche ſozte that 
there entreth no mote water into the trais then ſeructh their 
tucne : And with the ſelfe lame aptt moupnge of their trais 
in the water, they euer auopd the foule water with the earth 
[ owteof the one ſpde of the veſCell, and reccaue in cleane wa⸗ 
ter on the other ſide cherof. So that by this meancs bp little 
and lyttle, the water waſſideth the earth as the lyghter ſub: 
ſtaunce owte of the trais, and the golde as the Heauicr mat: 
tet reſteth in the bottome of the ſame, beyng rounde and ho: 
| lowe in the mpddeſt lpke bnto a barbars baſen, And when 
| all che earth is auopded, and the golde gathered togit her in 
the bottome of the trape, thep putte it aparte, and returne to 
take moze earth, whiche chep waſhe continually as befoze. 
And thus they that laboure in this woozke, do gather daplp 
ſuche poztion of golde as ſþal pltaſe god to graunt tothe pa: 
trones of theſe Jndians and ſuche other as trauaile in the 
lame. Furthermoze, it is to bee noted that fog cucrp two Ju: 
dians that wa be, it is requiſite that two other ſerue them to 
by earthe from the myne, and other twoo to bzcake the 
ſame [maule and kylle their trais therwith, Allo beſpde theſe 
labourers, it is neteſſarpe that there bee other people in the 
place where thep woozke and refte in the uyghte. Theſe are 
ſuche as make their bzrade, and ptou»de foz vyttaples and o: 
ther neccTarpes. So that to conclude, there are in all, fpue 
perſons oꝛdmatilp aligned to tuery trape of waſſhers, 
Thete is an other maner of wooꝛkyng the mynes in rivers 
oz bzookes of runnpnge waters. And this is, that in auop: 
dynge the water of his courſe, akt er that the beddes of the 
rpucrs are drpe and vtterlpe emptied, e thep fynde golde e: 


monge the bzcaches, cliftes, and ryftes of dlones, and m— 
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all that is in the bottome of the chanell, and where naturally 
the riuet runne th of greateſt fozee, $0 that it chaunceth ſum 
tpme. that when the bedde of the rpucr is good and ryche, 
thep fynde in it great quantitie of golde. And thertfoze yowr 
ma:ce ought to vnderſtande foz a generall rule, as it appe: 
'reth in facte, that all golde is engendered in the roppes and 
hyghel places of the montaints: And in continuance of time 
is by lyttle and lpttic bzowght downe to the valcs and plai: 
nes by (owes of rapne, and the faules of (pzpnges, ryucrs, 
and btookes haupnge their oziginall in the monntapnes and 
deſcendpnge from the ſame, notwithſtandpnge it bee often: 
tymts founde in the plaines farre from the mountapnes. 

But when it chaunceth to be founde in great quantiric, it is 
foz the moſte parte amongethe mountapnes and in the riners, 
92 their bzanches, moze then in anp other parte of the plaine, 
Andintheſe two mancrs is it commonlp founde moſte abun: 
dauntlp. And foz the better pꝛofe that golde is engendcred 
on hyghe, and is bought downe into the lowe places, J haue 
one great tooken therof whiche cauſerh me to belene it foz 
certeine, And this is to conſpder that coles neuer putrifie no 
cozrupt vnder the ground, if thep be made of ſtronge woodde, 
Wherby it chaunceth that diggpng the earth by the koul des 
oꝛ indented places ot the mountapnes, 03 on the ſydes, and 
dꝛeakpngt a mpue in the carthe where it had not byn bzoken 
befozc, and haupng nowe dpgged one oz two oz rhice polcs 
in mcaCſure, thc mpners founde certepne coles of wood vnder 
the ſame leuel where they found gold. And this J ſape in rhe 
carth whiche was taken foz a vpig ent: that is ro ſape, ſuch 
as had not befoze byn opened foz anp mpne. The which coles 
coulde not naturally bet engendzed there, oz enter in by anp 
meancs.But when the ſuperficial part of the earth was equal 
with the leuti where the coles were founde. it is lyke that the 
colcs wert left there by ſum occaſion of fpꝛe, e that they faſl; 
ned there in tyme, and that afterwarde in longe continuance 
of tyme, they were by lyttit and lyttle concred with the earth 
which the often (owers of rapne waſhed from the mount ap: 
nes, ſo that by the courſe of peares the earth oucrgrewe the 
coles vnto the ſaydec leucll and meaſure whiche had befoze 
tymt bpn the ſuperkiciall parteof the earthe where the colcs 
and golde were founde togyther: whereby it maye * 
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that rhe golde was no moze engendered there then were the 
coles, but bought thythet from the mountapnes by the fau: 
les of waters as we haue ſapde : fozaſmnuche as the moun: 
tar nes are the matrices and bowels of all rpche metals. Fur: 
ther and beſpde this, J ſap chat in how much moze the gold 
1s gonnt farre from the narurall place of His generation to 
the place where it is founde, it is ſo muche the moze puryficd 
and fyned and of a berter carracte, And the nearcr that it is 
founde to his ptopcr mpne 03 vainc where it is engendered, it 
is lo muche the daſcr, fonler, and moze crude, and of a ba: 
ſer alap and caracte, and dothe waſt ſo much the moze in mel 
tynge, and remapyerh moze bzickle, Sumerpme there ave 
founde grapnts ot golde of greate quantirie and of greate 
weyght aboue the carry and ſumt pmes allo under the earth. 
And the greatcſtc of all other that was founde to this dape 
in the Indies, was that which was louie in rhe ſea about 
Flaridc Beats, whichc weped thiee choulande and twoo hun: 
dieth Laſtrilans of golde,which ate m value axes yew 
&hundzech; thutte and epgho ducades of golde, Dape 
one wm and enen pounde, oz. u. pounde after. u. vim: 
tes tot 


haue ſpoken of golde, J haue thought 
dod to declare ſumcwhat howe the Indians can verp l excel: 
tiy gplte ſuche velltlles of copper and baſe golde as they 
make. Foz thep can gyue them lo fayze and flozptpngr'> co: 
toure, that all the maTc whiche they gpite/ ethe as 
though it were golde of. xx u. caracres and dettes. This cylout 
they gpue with a certepne herbe as thoughe t wert Þ2enghe 
by the arte of any goldeſmyth of Spapnt 03 Jtalie, and weld 
of them det eſteemed as a thyngt of great Pehee; and a ſe: 
exeate mancr of gpldynge. And fog as wilche as I det ſpot 
kenſulficiently of the mynt of golbe; J wyll 3 — 
umwpat 
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fauwhat of copper bycauſe J haue made mtutton thereof. 
This mctall is founde in many of the Hlandes of the Indies 
and alſo in ihe firme lande: And is founde dapely in greate 
quantitic holdynge ſumwhat of golde.

they go a fpiyngein an other parte 03 an other coaſte of the 
Ilande, 01 at an other contrary wpnd, and continue fpſſhing 
there alſo vntyll the opfters be lpkewpſe conſumed, and then 
teturne agepneto the fpzſte place, oz anp other place where 
they fyſſbed befoze and emptied the ſame in lyke maner, they 
find the ageine as ful of oyſters as though they had neuer bin 
ſplched. Wherby we map tudge chat theſe opfters ept her re: 
mone from one place to an other as do other fpſſhers, oz elles 
that they are engendered and encreaſe in certeyne oꝛ dinarie 
places, This Jland of Cunm and cg, where they 
koz theſe perles, is in the twelfe degree of the part of the (ard 
coaſte which incimeth toward the Moth. Lpkewiſe pearles 
art founde and gathered in the South ſea tauled More del su. 
And the pearles of this fea are verpe bygge. pet not ſo bigge 
as they of the lande of pearles caulcd de ls perla, 03. Mirgs 
rizes, whiche the Indians caule Terareqsi, lpinge in the goulfe 
of ſaincre Michacl, where greatter. pearles are founde and 
of greater p3ice'then in anporher coaſte of the Rothe ſca, 
in c 03 anp other parte. I ſpeake this as a trewe teſti: 
monte of ſpghzr g dyn longeen that South ſea, and ma 
kynge curious inquilition to bet certenlp infozmed of al that 
pertepneth to the kyſchynge of pearles, tom this Jlande of 
Tarurrqui. there was bought a ptarle of the faſſhpon of a 
peare, wapinge. xxxi. .CArattes, whiche Petrus Aris had A 
monge a thouſ ande and ſoo many poundes weight of other 
pearles whiche hei had when captcapne Gaſpar (2:ales 
(befoze Perrus Ariat) ed to the ſaide lande in the peare. 
151. whiche pearte was of great pziſe. From the ſaide J: 
lande alſo, came a great and verpe rounde peatle, whiche J 
brought owte of that ſea. This was as oygoe as a ſmaule 
pellet of a ſtone bowe, and ot the xx vi. carattes, 
I bought it in the citie of N in the ita of sur: And paide 
foz it ſyxe hundꝛeth and fpftre tymes the wepght 'theeof of 
good gold, and had it tine ptares in mp cuſtodie:and after my 
returne into Spaine, ſowlde it corherle of Nay Marquee 
of Zenctc, great chamberlepne to powre maieſtte, who gaue 
it to the Marqueifſe his wpfe, the ladpe Menn. of Mendoza 
I thpncke verelp that this pracle was the greateſt, fapreſt, 
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aer to vnderſlande that in the co alle of the ſta ot 
dur, thttt att founde a hundzeth greate pearies rounde after 
the fall hyon of a peate, to one that is perfecrely rounde and 
greate. This Jlande of Tenacgui, which the Chiiſliaus caule 
the Jlande of pcatles, 3 other caule « the Jlande of flourts, 
is kounde in the cyght degree on the ſonthe ſpde of the kirme 
laude in the pzonince of golden Laſtple 02 B. And theſe 
are the coaſics of the firme lande where pearles are founde 
tuen vnto this dap.

leue nym in all other thynges and hondurt hym in many pla: 
ces with ſacrifpces of the dludde and hues of men and odoꝛt: 
fcrous ſpices. And when god diſp9icrh the contrary to that 
whiche the deuell hath ſpoken in oracle wherby he is ptou-d 
a lyer, he cauſeth the re to peri wade the people that he 
hath changed e mpnde and ſencence ko kumme of their 
ſyunes, oꝛ demſeih lum ne ſuche lye as lpkerh hym beſte, be: 
ynge a ſuvtfull maiſter in uche ſudtile and crafere demics ta 
deceyut the ſpmple and ignoꝛant people wh'iche Hath ſmantke 
defence againſt ſo mightp and crat᷑tie an aducriarie. And as 
they caule rhe deuell 1%, fo doo they in many places caule 
the Lhziſtitans by the ſame name, thynkyng that they greatly 
dongute them therbp, as in deede it is a na ne very fette and 
agreable to many of them, hauynge laydc aparte all honcftie 
and vertue, lpupnge mot lyke dzagons then men amonge 
theſc lpmple pcople. 

Beforc t hinhabitauntes of the lande of Hip miele had re: 
ctaned rhe £:11ifttan fait he there was among them a ſecte of 
men whiche nued ſolptatilp in the deſcrres and wooddes and 
ledde their lyfe in ſylence and abſtinence more rr: then 
encr dyd the phytoſophers of Pyrhagozas ſectt, a "g m 
Ipac manecr from the catyng of al thynges that liuc by de 
conrented onelp with \ſuche fruttes, herbes, and roaces as the 
deltrtes and wooddes mpriftred* nco them co cate. The pꝛo⸗ 
feToucs of this ſceee were cauled yicces. They gaue them ſel: 
nes to the kuowltage of naturall thynges, and v:cd certeine 
ſccreate magicall operations and ſupecrſtrrions wherbp ͤthep 
had fanultaritie with ſpirites whiche they alluted into thepʒ 
obne dodyes at ſuche ty nes as they wolde take vppon them 
to tell of rhynges to coome, which: they dyd in maner as fo: 
j>weth. When any of the & ngcs had orca pon to cault any 
of themowte ok the de ertes for this purpaſe, their caſto:ne 
was to ſende them a poꝛtion of their fync byeabe of £.:24b5i 03 
NMEA. and with hamdlit rt qurſte and ſute to de! pꝛte them to 
tell them of ſuche thynges as thep woulde demaunde. Akter 

zhe requeſt gtraunted and the place and ape appopnted, the 
ja1accs 
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plot tdometh with twoo of his diſciples waptpnge on hym, 
wherof the one dzyngeth with hym a vellell of a ſecreate wa: 
ter, and the other a lyttle ſyluet bell. When he coommeth to 
the place, he ſytteth downe on & coande ſeate made for hym 
of purpole, Where haupnge his diſciples the one Randpuge 
ou the ane and, ry5 other an the other tuen in che pre: 
ſcnce of che kpng and certeyne of his nobles (for the common 
people are nor admytted to rheſc nufteries) and turnpuge his 
face toward the deſerre, he begynnceh his inchauntment and 
cauleth the ſpirit with loude vopce by certepne names which 


no man vnderſtandeeh but he and his diſciples. atter he hath 


dooen thus a while, if the (prriec pet deferre his coommyng, 
hc dzpnketh of the ſayde water, and therwith waxeth hotte 
and furious, and innetteth and turnceh His mchannecmene, 
and letteth hym ſclic bludd: with a thozne,maraeiloniy tur: 
moplpnug hym \clfc as wee reade of the furious Sybilles not 
ccaſpnge vnt yl the lpiritt dee coomt: who at his commyr'g 
engcreth into hym and ouerthzoweriz hym as it weare a gre:

and perkecte anſwere to all poyntes, Jn ſo muche that on a 
tyme cextepne Spanpardes beynge pꝛeſeu · t ar thece mpſiterees 
with one of the kinges, and in the Spanyſhe tounge demaun⸗ 
dpnge the Fcrs of tier ſwyppes wh:che the looked fot owee 
of Spapne, the ſpirire aniwered in the Indian toonge, and 
toulde them what dape and houre the ſh ppes departed from 
Spapne, how inany they wete, and what they brought with: 
owt taylpnge in any popnte. Jt he de alſo demannded of the 
eclpple of thc :oonne 03 moonec (which they greatly feare and 
abhozrc) he geueth a perfecte anſwere, and he lyke of tem:

Furt hermoꝛt, in manp places of the kme lande, when 
any of the kynges dyt, all His houſbolde ſermanntes, aſwelk 
women as men which haue tontmuallp ſetued hym, kyl them 
ſclucs, belt auynge as they are taught by the deupl T that 
they which kyll them fclucs when the kynge dpeth , go wirh

i that refuſc ſo ta doo, when after they dye by they naturall 
4 death oz otherwylt, they ſoules to dye wu theyi bodyes

tymes in other partes of thepꝛ bodyes, and eſpecially theo of 
the pzouince of Cvex«, which, is a rcgion conttynynge moꝛe 
then a hundꝛeth leaques in length. and embzaicththe one and 
the other coaſt of the Nozth tea ard of the Faſt. When theie 
Indians are infected with thts fplchyneiſc, thep d2eile and 
clenſe one an other. And they chat excreiſe this, are foz the 
moktc parte women who cate all chat they take: And haue 
pertin ſuch derteritie dy reaſon of they; crerciſe, thit owrs 
men can not lyghily attepne thtrunto. There is alſo another 
thynge greatly to bee con:pdcred. And this is how the Chad 
lian men beinge there cleanc {rome this fplthpnes of India, 
{well in thepz hcades as the reſte of they bodpes, pet when 
they rcturne to coomme agteync into Europe and begpn to ar:

that the lyſe dycd and fozſoke them, ſuddenlp in thepz repaſz 
ge by the [ame clyme (as thoughe the lyſe had tatped fos 
them in that place) thep can by no meancs auopde theym fog 
the ſpace of certepnt dapes although they change thepz (her:

Theſe are ſo 

redde that in the nyght they appcare lyke burnpnge cooles, 

and in the dap ſeeme as redde as bludde. Theſe are alſo vene 

mous, but not ſo much as the vppers, There are other much 

lc(Te and choꝛter and blackter. Theſe coome owt of the ryuers 

and wander ſumtpmes karre on the lande, and are lykewyſe 

vent mous. There are alſo other adders of a ru tet coloure. 

Theſe arc ſumwhat bygger then the dypers, and are hurtful 

and venemous. There are lykewpſe an otherſozte of manpe 

colaures and very longe. Of theſe J ſawe one int he pearc of 

Lizziſt 1 5 x5, in the Jland of Hola nere vnto the ſea coſtes 

at the foote of the mauntapnes cauled pederudet, When this 

adder was llayne, I meaſured her and founde her to be mo2e 

then. xr. foote longe, and ſumwhet motethen a mans fyſt in 

byggencs, And althoughe he hadde thiee oz foure deadelp 

woundes with a \woozde, pet dyed ſhee not noz2 loonke the 

Dragone ſame dape, in ſo much that her blu':de continued warme all 
that tpme. There are alſo in the maryſſhes and deſcrtes of 

| the firmc lande many other kyndes of lylertes, dzagons, and 
other dpuers kyndcs of ſerpentes wherof J entende not here 
to ſpeake much, bycauſe N haue moze particulerip entreated 

Spyders, Of theſc thynges in mp generall hiſtozie of the Weſte Indyes. 
There are alſo ſpiders of marueplous bpgneTe. And NY 

haut ſcenc ſumme with the body and Iegges, bygger then a

of ſuche bygneTe, that onel her bodpe was as E — *

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tparowe, and full of that laune wherof they make their web: 
bes. This was of a darke ruTecte coloure, with eyes greater 
then the cies of a ſparow. They are venemous and of terrible 
ſhape to beholde. There ate alſo ſcoꝛpions and dpuers other 
ſuche vencmous wozmes. Wherbyp we mape ſee, that where 
as natural cauſes and influence of the planettes are of ſtron⸗ 
geſt actiuitie, thep ceaſe not to engender and Aeg foozthe 
bothc good and badde accoꝛdynge to the dilpolption of the 
matter, whiche they alſo doo partely diſpoſe as the phploſa 


phers afy2me, 

Furthermoze in the fpzme lande, there are manpe toades 
beyng very nopous and hurteful by reaſon of their great mul: 
titude. They are not venemous. They are ſeene in greate a: 
boundance in dien where they are ſo bygge that when they 
dye in the time of dꝛouth, the bones of ſum of them ( and eſpe: 
cially the rpbbes) are of ſuche greatneſſe that they appere too 
dec the bones of cattes oz of ſumme ot her beaſtes of the ſame 
dyggeneſſe, But as the waters dyminiſhe and the moyſture 
conſumeth in the tyme of dzouth (as J haue ſapde) they alſo 
conſume therwith vntyll the pcarenerte folowing when the 
rapne and moyfturc increaſe, at whiche tyme they are ſeene c 
gene. NeuerthelclCe,at this pꝛeſent, there is no ſuch quan= 
titie of them as was wonte to bee, by reaſon that as the land 
is better cultured by the Lhziſtians, as well by the fellynge ot 
wooddes and ſhubbes as alſo by the paſture of kine, hozſ te 
and other bcaſtes, ſo is it apparent that this popſon dimini⸗

02. xrv. dapes withowt anp thyng to tate oꝛ dzpnke, 
Excepre they gyue them nowe and then a lytele at the bzeads 
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of cu, oꝛ frm ne ſuch other thyng. Thev h ite konte feete, 
and their foꝛe feete as longe as a mans kynger with clawes 
lpke the clawes of a byꝛde, but weaker, and ſuche as can not 
graſple oz take holde of any thynge. hey are muche better 
to bee eaten then to beholde. Foz fewe that ſce them, wyll 
haue deſpꝛe to tate of them, by reaſon of their hoꝛriblt ſhape 
ercepte ſuche as haue byn accuſtomed to the beaſtes of theſe 
tegpons, whiche are moze hozrible and fearefull, as this is 
not but onelp in apparence.

Thele 
beaſies are cauled Bd: And art foure footed, hauing their 
tailc and al the rcft of thepꝛ bodies couered onelp with a [kyn 
lyke the coperture of a barbed hoꝛſe oꝛ the chekered ſkynne ot 
a lpſarte oꝛ Crocodple, of coloure betwene whyte and rullct, 
tnclpnpnge ſumwhat moze to whpte, This beat, is of fozme 
and ſhape much lyke to a barbed hozſe with his barbes and 
flanketces in all popntes. And from vnder that which is the 
barbe and coperture, the taple commeth foozth, and the fecte 
intheypz place, the necke alſo and the cares in they2 partes, 
and in fpne all thynges in ipke ſozte as ina barbed courſer, 
They arc of the bygnes of one of theſe common dogges. They 
are not hurtfull. They arc fpithp, and haue thepꝛ Habitation 
in certen hillockes of carthe where digginge with there feete 
thep make their dens verp decpe & the holes therof in like ma 
net as do connpes. Thep are verpe excellent to be caten, and 
are taken with nettes and ſum aiſo killed with croſbowes. 
They are lpkewile taken often tymes when the huſband men 
burie the ſtubble in lowyng time, oz to renewe the herbage foz 
kyne and other beaſles. J haue often times taten of theirtleſhe 
which ſemeth to me of better taſt then kyddes fleſbe, and hol: 
ſome to be eaten. And if theſc beaftes had euer byn ſecne in 
thcle partes of the wooꝛlde where the firſt barbed hoꝛſes had 
their oziginal,no man wol d indge but that the fozme and faſ- 
ſhion of the coperture of hoꝛſes furniſhed foz the warres was 
Eyrſic dcupled by the ſpght of theſe bealtes, 80 .

There is alſo in the firme lande an other beate canled Or 


fo Formigero. that 18, the Ante beart. This beafle in heart and 


colourc, is much lyke to the be art of Spapne, and m mancr 
of the ſame makyngt (aue that he hat h a much longer ſnowt 
and is of cupll ſyght. They are often tymes taken only with 
taues without any other weapon, and are not hurtful. They 
are alſo taken with dogges bycauſt t hey are not naturally ar: 
med althowgh they byte ſumwhat. They are founde foz the 
molle parte about and neare to the hyllockes where art great 
abundaunce ot antes, Foz in theſe regions is engendered a 
certcyne kynde of antes very lyttle and blacke, in the fpeldes 
and plapncs where as growt no trees, where bp thinſtinet of 
nature theſe antes ſeparate them ſelues to engender far from 
the wooddes foz ftate of theſe btatts: The whiche bpcauſe 
they are fcarcfull, vple, and vnarmicd (as J haue ſapde) th 
kcepecucrin places full of trtes vntyll verp famen and neceſ: 
ſitie, oꝛ the great deſire that they haue to ficde of theſe antes, 
cauſe them to coomme owt of the wood des to huntt foꝛ them, 
Theſe antes make a hyllocke ot᷑ carth to the heyght of a man, 
0} ſumwhat moze oꝛ lelle, and as bygge as a great cheu, and 
Cumepmes as bygge as a butte 03 a hogges head, and as hard 
as a lone: So that they ſceme as thoughe thep were tones 
cet vp to ſymptte thendes and confines of certepne landes. 
Within theſe hyllockes made of moſt harde earth, are innu⸗ 
merable and infinite lyttle antes,the which map ber gathcred 
vy buſſhclles'when the hyllocke is bzoken. The which when 
it is ſumtpmes moplicd by rapne and then dzped agepne 
the heate of the ſoonne, it bzeaketh and hath cerrepne ſma 
ryftes as lyttle and ſubtyle as the edge of a knyfe, And it ſe:

meth that nature hath gyuen ſenſe to theſe Antes to fpnde 


Cuch a matter of carth wherwith they map make the ſapde hil 
locke of ſuche hardenes that it map ſceme aftronge pauement 
made of lyme and ſtone, And wheras J haut ptoucd and can 
Ced ſum of them to bet bzoken, J haue founde theim of ſuche 
bardenes as if Jhad aot ſcene I coulde not haue belcaued: 
In ſo muche that thep coulde ſcarſelp bee bzoken with ppkeg 
of Iten: So ſtronge foztreſſes doo theſe lptile beaues make 
fo} hep lauegarde agepnſt thepz aduerſarit the beate, who 
is chietelp nurpſched by them, and gynen them as an cnemicy

tie ſentence of Plinie, where ſpcakyng of ſuch lyttle be altes. 
he lapth thu3. Why doo we maruaple at the towzebearpnge 
chdul ders of Elephantes, and not rather where nature hathe 
placed ſo many ſences and ſuche induſtry in ſuche lyttle bod: ' 
dies? where is hearpnge, ſmellpnge, ſecinge, and feelynge, 
pe, where are the vapncs & arteries (without which no deaſte 
can lyue oꝛ moue) in theſe ſo lyttle boddies whereof ſume are 
lo ſmaule that thepꝛ hole boddies can ſcarſclp be ſenc of owr 
epes, what ſhall we then ſape ok the partes of the ſame ? pet 
tuen amonge theſe are there many of ſuch ſagacitie and indy 
ſtrye as the lpke is not ſcene in beaſtes of greater quantitie, 
no noꝛ pet in man.*c. But ro returne to the hyſtotic. This 
enemic which nature hath en to theſe lyttle beaſtes, vſeth 


this maner to aiſayple them. When he reſozecthe to the hyl⸗ f 
locke where the antes lye hid as in theyꝛ fortreTe, he putteth | 
his toonge to one of the rpktes wherof we haue ſpoken being 
as ſubtylt as the edge of a ſwooꝛde, and there with continu: 


all lyckpnge, maketh the place mopſt, the fome and froth of 

his mouth beinge of ſuch pꝛopertie that by continual lycking 1 
the place, it enlargeth the rykte in ſuch ſort by lyttle and lyt 
tle, that at the length heeaſcly putteth in his toonge whiche 
he hath verp longe and thynne, and much diſpꝛopoꝛtionate 
to his bodye. And when he hath thus made frre pa lage foz 
his toonge into the hyllocke to put it caſcly in and owt at his 
pleaſure, then he thꝛuſteth it into the hole as farre as he can 
reache, and ſo letteth it reſte a good ſpace vntpl a great quau 
titie of the antes (whole nature retopſeth in heate and mop⸗ 
fter) haue laden his tonge and as many as he can contepne in 
the hol9wneTe t hero: at which tyme he luddeynly dꝛaweth 
it into his mouth and caterh them, and returneth agepne to 
the lame pꝛactiſe imme diatly vntyl he haue eaten as manpe as 
hym lyſteth, oꝛ as longe as he can reache any with his tonge. 
The fieThe of this beaſte, is fylthy and vnſanerp, But bp rea 
ſon of thertreme ſhpftcs and neceſTitie that the Chꝛiſtian men 
were put to at theyꝛ fyꝛſt commpynge into theſe partes, thep 
wert inkozced to pzoue al thynges and ſo fel to my > 
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theſc beaſtes. But when they had foun de moze delpcate mea⸗ 
tes, thep fell into hatted with this. Theſe antes haue thap⸗ 
peraunce of the place of thep2 cntcraunce into the hyllocke, 
vnder thc grounde, And this at ſo lyttle a hole that it could 
hardelp be founde pf certeyne of them were not lecne to packe 
in and owt. But by this wap the beates coulde haue no ſuch 
oure to hurte them as aboue at the ſapde rpttes as J haue 
apde. There is an other ſtrange beaſte whiche by a name of 
contrary effecte, the Spanpardes caule C2rvolo lezziero, that 
is the lyght dogge, wheras it is one of the lowelle beaftes in 
the wozlde, and ſo heaup and dull in moupnge that it canne 
ſcacſely go tyfric paſes in a hole day. Theſe beaſtes are in the 
firme lande, and are very ſtraunge to beholde foz the diſpzo-: 
poztion that they haue to all other beaſtes, Thep are abowte 
two ſpannes in length when thep are growne to thepz full 
byggenelſe. But when they are very pounge, they are ſumc⸗ 
what moze grolſſe then longe. They haue foure (ub 
aud in euerp of them foure clawes lyke vnto byꝛdes, and iop: 
ned togyt her. pet are nother thepz clawes oz thepꝛ ficte able 
to ſuſtepne theyz bodyes fromthe grounde. By reaſon wher⸗ 
of and by the hcaupnelre of they bodd!es, they dzawe thepz 
bellpes on the grounde, Thepꝛ neckes are hygh and Qtrepghe 
and all cquall lyke the pete of a mozter, which is altogpther 
£quall cuen vnto the toppe withowt makpnge any pꝛopoꝛti: 
on oz ſimilitude of a headde, 0z any dytference excepte in the 
noddle. And in the toppes of theyz neckes, they haue verpe 
rounde faces much lykc vnto owles: And haut a marke of 
thepꝛ owne heare aftcr the maner of a cpꝛelt whiche makethe 
they? faces ſeeme ſumwhat moze longe then large. They haue 
ſmaule cyes and rounde : And nolirplles lyke vnto munkeps. 
They haue lpttle mouthes, and moue theyꝛ neckes frome one 
de to an other as thoughe they were aſtenpllſhed. Theyz 
iefe deſpze and delpte is to cleauc and ſtycke faſte vnto trees 
oz fume othcr thynge wherebp thep map clyme alotre, And 
therfoze fox the moſte parte, theſe beaſtes are founde vppon 
trees whervnto cleaupnge faſt, thep mounte vp by lytelc and 
lyttle, ltepinge them l. lues bp thepz longe clawes. The co: 
loure of they} heare, is betwent rullet and whyte, and of the 
er coloure of the heate of a welell. They haue no taples, 
and theyx vopce is much dytterpnge "_ other beaſtes 
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they ſynge ontly in the naht: And that continnallp frome 
tyme to tyme ſpygpnge euer ſyre notes ont hygher then an o: 
ther, ſo faulpnge with the ſame that the fy2ſte note is the 
bygheſt and the other in a baſer tewne as pk a man ſhuld ſap 
Li, ſol, fa, mi, re, vt, So this beaſt ſapth, He, bs. ba, ha, bs ba. And 
doubtelede, it ſeemeth vnto me, that as J haue ſapdein the 
chapiter of the brafte cauled dd, that thoſe beaſtes might 
bet thoꝛiginall and document to imbarbt hozſcs, tuen ſo the 
fp2flcinucnture of muſpcke myght ſceme by the hearpnge of 
this bcaſt to haut the fp2t pzinciples of that ſcpence rather 
then by any other ehynge in the wozlde. But nowe to returne 
to the hyſtozie : J ſap that in aſtozte ſpace after this beaſte 
hath ſoongt and hath pauſed a whple, thc returneth agepne 
to the ſclfc ſame ionge, and doth this only in the npghr and 
not in the dap. Bp reaſon wherof and alſo bpcauſc of her e: 
nyll (pght, I thynke her to bee a nyght beaſte and the frende 
of dirzencTe. $umtpmes the Linifttan menne fpnde theſe 
bcaſtcs and bꝛynge thepm home to thepz howſes, where alſa 
thep creepe all abowte with thepz naturall lowencſCe, in ſo 
much thac nothcr foz thzeatenpnge oz prpckpnge thep wpll 
moue any faſter then thepꝛ naturat and accuſtomed paſe. And 
pf they fynde any trees, thep creepe thyther imme diatip, and 
mounte to the toppe of the hygheft bzaunche thereof, where 
they remapne continually foz the ſpace of e»ght, ot tenne, oz 
twentic dapes without catynge of any thinge as farre as any 
man can iudge. And wheras I mp ſelfe haue kepte thepm in 
my houſe, J coulde neuer perccaue other but that they Ipue 
onelp of aper. And of the lame opinion are itt maner all men 
of thoſe regions, bycauſe they haue neuer ſcenc them tate any 
thynge, but cuer turne thepꝛ heades and mouthes towarde 
that parte where the wynde bloweth moſt : whereby map bee 
conſpdered that they take moſte plcaturein the aper. They 
byte not, noz pct can byte, haupng very lyttle mouthes. They 
are not venemous 02 nopous any way: but altogpther bzutiſbe 

and vtterly vnpꝛokptable and without commoditie pet know 
en to men, ſaupnge anelp to moue thepz myndes to contem: 
plate thintinite poure of god, who delpteth in che varietie of 
eceatures, wherby appeareth the poure of his incompzehen- 
(ible wiſedome and maicſlit (g farre to excede the capacitit ol 
mans buderſtandpnge, 10 
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In thele regions there are likewiſe kound certepne foules 
z byꝛdes which the Indians caule Ale. Theſe are much 
vygger then geeſe, The greateſt parte of theyꝛ fethers ate of 
ruſſet colourt, and in lume partes pelowe. Thepz bplles oz 
beakes ate of two ſpannes in length and verpe large neare to 
the heade, and growynge lmaule towarde the popnte. They 
haue grtate and large thzotes : And are much lpke to a foule 
which J ſawe in Flaunders in Bzullelles in powre maieſties 
pallaice which the Flempnges caule Dama. And J remember 
that when powr maieſtte dpned one day in powre great haule 
there was bought to powre maicſties pzeſence a chauderne of 
water with cerrepne fpſhes alyue, which the ſapde foule did 
tate vp hole. and J thynke verely that that foule was a foule 
of the ſea bycauſe ſhee had ficte lpke foules of the water as 
haue alſo theſe Ale, which are likewpſefo les of the ſea: 
and of ſuch greatneſſe that J haue ſeene a hole cote of a man 
put into the thzoates of one of thepm in Pans in the ptare 
1521, And kazaſmuch as in that coaſte of Pawns, there paſ: 
ſeth and flpcth a greate multitude of theſe Alcurrai beinge a 
thynge very notable, J wyll declare che maner hereof as not 
oncly J, but alſo dpuers other nowe pzeſente in powre ma: 
leſties courte haut often tpmes ſeene. powte mateſtie ſhall 
therfoze viderſtande that in this place (as J have ſapde be: 
fozc) the ſca of Sr = and fauleth two leagues and moze 
from ſyxe hourts to ſyxe houres: ſo that when it incrraſeth. 
the water of the [ca arryueth ſo ncarc to the hauſcs of P 
as doth owre ſea (cauled Mare Nediner in in Batzalona 02 in 
Haplte. And when the ſapd increaſyng of the ſea commeth, 
thcre commeth allo therwith ſuch a multitude of the ſmanle 
fpſſhes cauled (ardynes, that it is ſo marneylous a thpnge to 
deholde, that no man wolde belcuc it that hath uot ſcene it, 
In ſo much that the C:a4uc, (that is) the kpngeof that land 
at ſuch tyme as J dwelt there, was bounde dapip as he was 
commaunded by powre maieſtics goucrnour, to dynge oꝛdp⸗ 
narply thꝛce canoas 0z barkes fult of the ſapde ſardynes and 
to vnlade the ſame in the markette place, whiche were after 
warde by che rulcr of the citie diupded amonge the Lhziſtian 
men without any coſte oz charge to any of them. Jn ſo much 
that pf the people had bin a much greater multitude then they 
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and had none other thynge to lyue by, they myght haue byn 
ſufficiently ſuſtepned by theſe ſardynes, bpſyde thouerplus 
which ſculde haue remapned, But to retirne to the foules 
wherof we haue ſpoken, As the fta commeth, and the ſar: 
dynes with the lame, euen ſo lp3ewpſe coome the ſapde Ales; 
traxzi therwith : and fipe continually ouer it itt ſuche a multp⸗ 
tude, that thep appeare to couer thupper parte oz floure of 
the water. And thus continne in mountpnge and faulpnge 
from the aper to the water, and from the water to the aper du 
rpnge all the tyme of they fyThynge. And as ſoone as they 
haue taken anp of theſe ſardpnes, they flpe aboue the water 
and tate them incontinently, and ſuddepnlp returne agepne 
to the water fog mote, contmuing thus courſe by courſe with 
owt ceaſpnge. In lpke maner when the ſea fauleth, they fo 
lowe there fyMhpnge as J haue ſapde, There gocthe alſo in 
the company of theſe foules, an other kynde of foules cauled 
Codsinforcets, (that is) the fozked taple, whereof J haue made 
mention befoze. And as ſoone as the Alcerex mounteth from 
the water with her Har of the ſardpnes, ſuddepnlp this Cods 
inforcats gpueth her lo many ſtrokes, and ſo perſecutcth her, 
that ſbce cauſcth her to let faule the ſardpnes which ec hath 


in her mouth. The which as ſoone as thep are faulne, and be 


foze they pet touch the water, the cod. inſeraus catcheth them 
tuen in the faule, in ſuche ſozte that it is a great pleaſurt to 
bcholde the combatte betwene them all che dapelonge. The 
number of theſe Ali is ſuch, that the Lhzpſhan menng 
are accuſtomed to ſend to certepne Jlandes and rockes which 
are ncart abowte va, with theyz boates oz barkes to take 
thele Alc«t:xzzi whylt thep are pet pounge and can not dpe: 
and kyll as many of them with ſtaues as they wpll, vntpl! 
thep haue therwith laden thepz barkes oz canoas, Theſe 
pounge ones are ſo fatte and wel fedde that they can not bee 
eaten. And are taken foz none other intent but only to wake 
greaſe foꝛ candels to burne in the nyght, foz the whiche pur: 
poſc it ſerueth vcry well: and gpueth a cleare lyght, and bur 
neth eaſcly, After this mancr and foz this purpoſe, innume: 
rable of themare kylde. And pet it ſcemeth that the number 
of them that fyThe foz ſardpnes doo daply increaſe 

There are other foules cauled Pofereſempie : that is, ſimple 
ſpatowes. Theſe are ſumwhat leſſe then ſemewes ; and haue 
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thepꝛ kiete lpxe bnto great malardes: And lande in the wa: 
ter ſumtpmes. And when the ſhyppes ſaple fyftie oz a hun: 
dꝛeth leaques abowte the Jlandes, theſe koules beholdynge 
| the ſbyppes commyng towarde them, bzeake they? flyght and 
taule downe vpon the laple pardes, maſtes, and cables therof, 
And are ſo ſimple and folpſhe that they tary vntyll thep mape 
caſely be taken with mens handes, and were therefote caulcd 
of the marpners ſimple ſparowes. They are blacke, and vp: 
pon their blacke, haue thepz headde and ſhonlders of fethers 
ok a darke ruſſet coloure, They are not good to bee taten, al- 
thowgh the mariners haue ſumtimes bin infozced to eate the, 

There is an other kynde of bp2des in the fpzme lande, 
which the Chꝛiſlians caule pic, bycauſe thep haue very great Plouet 
beakes in reſpecte of the lyttleneſſe of thepz boddies: Foz ©? 
thepz beakes arc very heaup and wape moze then thepz hole 
boddycs byſydc. Theſe byzdes are no dygger then quaplcs, 
but haue a much greater buſbement of fethers, in ſo much that 
thep} fethers are moze then thepꝛ boddies, Thepz fethers are 
very fapꝛe and of many variable coloures. Thepz beakes are 
a quarter of a parde in length oꝛ moꝛe, and bendpnge downe 
towarde the tarthe, and thzce fpngers bzode ncare vnto the 
heade. Thepꝛ tonges are very quilles, wherwith they make 
a greate hyllpnge. They make holes in trees with they bea: 
kes, in the which they make thep2 neſtes. Ard ſurclp theſe 
byzdcs are maruelous to beholde foz the greze difference whi⸗ 
che they haute from all other byꝛdes that J haue ſcene, aſwel 
fo thepꝛ toonges (which are quylſes as J haue ſapde) as alſo 
foz the ſtrangenelle of thepꝛ ſpght and diſpꝛopoꝛtion of their 
greate beakes in reſpect of the reſt of thepꝛ boddies. There 
arc no byꝛdes founde that pzouyde bett er foꝛ the ſafegarde of 
thep2 pounge in the tyme of thepꝛ bieedynge to bet withowte 
daunger of wylde cattcs that thep enter not into they neues 
to deſtrope theyꝛ egges oʒ vounge. And this aſwell by the 
ſtraunge maner of bupldpng thepz neſtes, as alſo by theyz 
owne defence. And thertoze when they perccane that the cat: 
tes appꝛoche towarde them, they entec into thep2 neſtes: and 
holdynge thepz beakes towarde. thentcraunce of the ſame, 
Uande at theyʒ defence, and ſo vere the cattes that they cauſe 
them co leaue thepz enterpayſe, | 

There arc allo other byzdes 0z ſparowes, whiche the 
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Chꝛillians by contrary cckect caule Mu, that is fooles. wher 
as ncuertheleſſe there is no byꝛde that cheweth more wyt and 
craftt in defendyngt her younge from perell. Theſe byzdes 
arc lyttle and in maner blacke, and ſumewhat bygger then 
owre thuuThes, They haut certepne whyte kethers in they 
neckes, and the lpke tagacitie oz ſharpenecs of ſcnic as haue 
the byꝛdes 02 pyes cauled Gezxvale, They ſeldome tymes lighe 
vppon the carth. They make thepꝛ nelles in crees ſepatated 
from other, bycauſe the wylde cattes (cauled Mammon) are ac 
cuſtomed to lcape frome tree to tree, not deſcendpnge to the 
grounde foz fcareof other beaſtes, excepte whenthey are en 
koꝛced by thpzſte to coomme downe to dꝛynke at ſuche tymes 
as the ate ſure not to bee moleſted, Andfoz this cauſe doo 
not theſe byzdes make thepꝛ neſles but in trees farre diupded 
from other, They make them of a cubette in length oz moze, 
after the maner of bagges oz Iyttle ſackes, large at the bot: 
tome, and growpnge narower and narower towarde the 
mouth wherebp they are faſtened : haupnge the hole whereae 
thep enter into the lacke, of ſuch byggenes as map onelp ſuf 
fice to reccaut them. And to thende that the cattes mape noe 
deuoure thepz pounge pf thep chaunce to mounte bppon the 
trees where they haut rhepz neſtes, thep vſe an other crafte, 
which is. to make theyz netes in thycke bzaunches of trees, 
and to defende the ſame with ſharpe and ſtronge thoznes im: 
pcate and ſet in ſuch oꝛder that no man is able to make the 
pkt. So that the cattes can by no meancs put they} legges 
into the hole of the neſte to take owte the pounge byꝛdes, al⸗ 
well foz the ſharpenes of the thoznes as alſo foz the depth of 
the ncſtes,in the bottome wherof, the pounge birdes reſt with 
owt daunger of thepꝛ enemie. Foz ſum of thepz nedes bepnge 
thee o; foure ſpannes in lengthe, the legge of the catte can 
not reache to the bottome therof. Thep vle allo an other pol 
lucie: which 18, to make manp of thcypz neſtes in one tree The 
which they doo fo2 ont of theſe two cauſes : that is, that ty: 
ther of-cthcp2 owne naturall diſpoſition they are accuſtomed 
to go in great multitudes, & retople in the company of thepʒ 
owns generation as do the byzdes which we caule ſtares, oz 
elles to thintent that pf it houlde ſo chaunce that the cattes 
wulde clyme the trees where they make thepz neſtes, they 
aught bee a greater company to reſpſie and moleſt the * 
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at whoſe appꝛoch they make a fcarcful and terrible cry, wher 
dy the cattes are put to fiyghe, 

Jurthermoze, in the firme land, and in the landes, there 
art certepne byꝛdes cauled fiche o; Ce, ſume what ipke 
voto thoſe which we caule wood waults, oz woodpeckes., be: 
inge lelle then owrs of Spapne. Theſe arc altogither blacke, 
and go hoppynge and leapprg. They? beakes arc alſo block: 
and of the lame falſhyon as are the popingiaps beakes, They 
haue longe taples, and are ſumwhat by gger then ſtares, 

There are other byꝛdts cauled ud, whiche are lyke 
vnto cerrepne grecne byꝛdes whiche the Jtalyans caulc Fin: 
g«c!li : and arc of ſcuen coloures. heſt byzdes fox feare of the 
cattes, are tutt woonte to make they neſtes ouet the bankes 
of ryuets 0z the ſea, where the bꝛaunches of trees ſo reache 
Oner the water that with a lyttle weyght thep mape bowe 
Dotrne to the water. They) neftes are made ſoncare the top; 
| uh of the bzaunches that when the cattes coome theron, the 

zaur:ches bende rowarde the water, and the cattes turne 
backe ageyne fox ſcart of faulynge. Foz althoughe no beaſte 
in the wollde bee moze malicious then this, pet whereas the 
poſſe parte of beaftes are naturally inclyned to ſwymme, this 
cattt hath no mancr of apteneſſe thereunto, and is thercfoze 
Coone diowned oꝛ irangeled in the water, and by a pzpure 
kenſe of nature feareth the daurger which he can not eſcape, 
Thele byzdes make they neftes in ſuche ſozte, that althowgh 
they bee weete and fylled with water, pet doo thep ſo fudden 
ly rple vp agepne, that the pounge byꝛdes are not therebp 
hurte oz dzowned. | 

There are alſo many nyghtyngalts and other byꝛdes whi 
che ſpnge maruclouſly with great melodie and dyfference in 
lyngynge. Theſe byzdes are of maruelous dpucrs coloures 

e one from the other. Sum are altogither pelowe, and ſum 
other of ſo txcellente, delectable, and hyghe a coloure as it 
Weare a rubye. Other arc alſo of dpucrs and variable coz 
foures : ſum of fewe coloures, and other ſume all of one co: 
loure : beinge all ſo fapze and bcwtifull, that in beyghtneſſe 
and \bpnpnge they excell all that arc ſcene in &p3pne,03 Ita⸗ 
ly o2 other pzouinces of Europe. Many of theſc are taken 
With nettes, lyme twygges, and [pꝛynges of dpucrs loztcs, 

* Dpuers other ſoztes of greate toules lyke vnto Eagles, 
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and ſuche other as Ipuc of p1ap, are founde in the firme lande 
of ſuche diucrſitie, that it is in maner impoſTible to deſcrpbg 
them all particularly, And fozaſmuche as J haue moze large

Ip intreated hereof in my generall hyſtozic of the Indies, 


thynke it not requpſite here to make anye further mention 
the lame, 


C Of trees, fruitcs, and plantes, 


Dete is bothe in the firme lande and the Nan 
des acertepne tree cauled coc, beinge a xynd 
ol date trees and haupnge they} lcaues of the 
ceite ſame greaterieTe as haue the date trees 
A which beare dates, but dyffer much in their 
LR IIS growprge. Foz the leaues of this coc grow 
owte of the trunkes of the tree as doo the kyngers owt of the 
nde, wzeathpnge them (clues one within an other and ſo 
pzeadpnge abzode. Theſe trees are hyghx and are founde in 
great plentie in the coafte of che ſea of 30, in the ptonince of 
Cacique Chiman, Theſe date trees bzpnge furth a frute after this 
Coztc, Beinge altogyther vnite as it groweth on the tree, it 
is of greater circumference then the heade of a man. Andfr6 
the ſuperkiciall parte to che mpddeſt which is the frute, it is 
muolued and couered with many webs much lyke vnto thoſe 
hyzdes of towe whiche they vie in Anddyſis, Of this towe 03 
webbe, che Eaſt Indians make a certepne kynde of clothe of 
thꝛee oz foure ſoztes, and cozdes foz the ſaples of ſbyppes. 

But in theſe Indies of powr malſcſtie, they paſſe not fo thcſe 
coꝛ des oz this clothe that mape be made of the krute of coca, 
dp reaſon of che great plentie that they haue of the bombage 
93 cotton of the gollampinc treesz The frute which. is in the 
myddelt of the ſapde towe, is (as J haue ſapde) as bygge as 
a mans fyſte, and ſumtpmes twplſs as bygge andmoze. It is 
in fozme, lyke vneo a walnutte, oz ſum other rounde thynge 
ſumwhat moze longe then large, and very harde. The rpnde 
oz barke herof, is as thycke as the = of letters of ariale 
of plate. Ind within, there cleaueth kalle to the rpnde of the 
nutte a carnoſitte oz ſubſtaunce of cooznel, of the thyckenele 
ok halfe a fynger oz of the leaſt fpnger of the hande : And is 
verye hett, Fat ynto a fapze Almonde, and gf bettertate 
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and mote pleaſaunt. When this fruite is chewed, there re: 
mapne certcyne crum mes as do the lpke of almondes. pet if it 
bee \walowecd downe;, it is not vnpleaſaunt. Foz al:howgh 
that aftcr the icwſe oz mopſlure bee gonne downe the thzote 
befoze the ſapde crummes bet [walowed, the reſte whiche is 
eaten ſceme fumwhat ſharpt oz ſower, pet Toth it not ſo grtat 
lp offende the talle as to bet caſte awap. Whyle this Cocur 19 
pet kreſbe and newly taken from the trec, they vle not to tate 
of the ſapde carnoſitie and rute: But fpzlte beatpnge it very 
much, and then ſtrapnynge it, they dzawe a mylke thercof 
much better and ſweeter then is the mylke of beaftes, and o 
much ſubſtauncc: The which the Lhziſtian men of thoſe tegi⸗ 
ons put inthe toztes oz cakes which thep make of the grapne 
of Man Wherof they make thep} bzcade,oz in other bzeade 
as toe put bzcade in pozrage : $0 that by reaſon of the ſapde 
mplke of cocv:, the roztes are moze ent to be taten with 
owt offence to the tomake, They are lo pleaſaunte to the 
tafte, and leaue it aſwell ſatiſfped as thowghe it had byn de: 
lyted with many delpcate dyChes. But to pzoceade further, 
polwre mateſtic ſhall vnderũand, that in the place of the ſtone 
oz cooznell, there is in the —— of the ſapde carnoſitie, a 
bopde place, which neuertheleCCe is full of a moſte clcare and 
excellenc water, in ſuch quantitic as mape fyll a greate cgge 
Cell, oꝛ moze oz leſſe accozdpnge to the dee of the Co- 
evs, The which water ſuerly, is the moſte ſubſtantial, excel⸗ 
lent and pꝛecious to be dzoonke, that mape bee founde in che 
wozlde. In ſo much that in the momente when it palleth the 
palate of the mouth and begynneth to goo downe the thzote 
ia ſeemet he that frome the ſole of the foote to the crowne of 
the headde, there is no parte of the boddpe but that fcelethe 
great c6fozttherby :as it is doutleſſe one of the moſt excellent 
thynges that map be taſtcd vppon the carth, and ſuche as F 
am not able by wiptpnge oz toonge to erpieſſe, And to pzo⸗ 
ceade pet kurther, I ſap that when the meate of this frute is 
taken from the vellell therof, the veſſell remapncth as fayze 
and nette as though is wert pullyſhcd : and is without, of co 
lour inclynpnge towarde blacke, and ſbyneth oꝛ glyſtererh ve: 
cy fapꝛe. And is within of no leſſe dilicateneſſc, Suche as 
haue accuſtomed to diynke in theſe beſſelles, and haue bynne 
ecowdcled with the diſeaſe caultd the 2 _ thc * 
eu lape 
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ray that they haue by crpericnce kounde it a maruelous reme⸗ 
die agepnſt that diſeaſe: And that it bꝛeakethe the ſtone and 
ptou2keth vcint. This frure was cauled Cocus fox this cauſe, 
that when it is taken from the place where it cleaueth faſte 
to the tree, thert are ſeenc two holes, and aboue them two o: 
ther naturall holes, which altogyther, doo repꝛeſent the gie⸗ 
ture and fygure of the cat tes cauled Monnone, that is, man: 
keys, when they crye: whiche crpe the Jadians caule Cocs 2 
But in very deedc, this tree is a kynd ok date trees: and hath 
th: ſame eckecte to heale fretpnge of the guttes, that Plmie 
dcſcrpbeth all kyndes of date trees to haue. 6 
There are furthermoze in the firme lande, trees of ſuche 
byggencTe that J dare not ſpcake therot but in place where 
J haue ſo many wptncTes which haue ſcene the ſame as web 
a3 J. I ſay thcrfoze, that a leaque from orien- oz the ciris 
of Saxtts Minis Anu, there palleth a rpuer very large 4 diepe, 
which is cauled cen: outer the which the Jtidians had lapde 
a greate tree ſo trauerſinge the ſame that it was in the ſteade 
of a bꝛydge, the which J my ſelfe with dpuers other that art 
at this pteſent in pawre maicſties courte, haue often tymes 


pa ed ouer. And fozaſmu:h as the ſapde tree had lyne longe 


there, and by the great weight therof was ſo (tonke downe⸗ 
warde and partelp couered with water that none could paſſe 
ouer it but were weete to the knee, J being then in the peare 
x5 22, thoficial of Juſtice in that citie at powre maieſties ap: 
popntemente, cauſed an other greate tree to bee lapde in that 
place whiche in lyke mancr trancrſed the ryuer and reached 
moꝛt the fpftie foote ouer the further lyde. This tree was er⸗ 
ceadpnge greate, and reſted aboue the water moe then twow 
cubptcs. In the faule, it caſt downe all ſuche other trees u& 
were within the reache therof : And diſcoucred certepne vp» 
nes whiche were ſo laden wich blacke grapes of plcaſaunte 
taſte, that they ſaciſfped mote then fifcie perſons whiche eate 
thepz fplle therof, This tree in the thyckeſt parte thcrof, was 
moze then lyrtene ſpannes thicke: And was neuerthele[Te bur 
kprtle in reſpect of many other trees which are founde in this 
pzouince. Foz the Indians of the coaſte and pꝛouince of c- 
tagema, make barkes oz boates therot (which thep caule c- 
,) of ſuch byggenclCe, deinge all of one hole tree, that ſume 
c@itcyne a Hundzeth meu, ſume a hundzerh and thirtie, — 


— — ͤ————— — 
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Came moe, Haupnge neuertheleTe ſuche bopde ſpace within 
the ſame. that there is lefre ſufficiente roome to pale to and 
fro though owte all the Cro-. Sum of theſe are ſo large by: 
ſpde the length, that they conteyne moze then tenne oz twelue 
ſpannes in bzeadth, and ſaple with rwoo ſaples as with the 
maſter ſaple and the ttinketee which they make of verp good 
cotton. The greateſt trees that J haue ſeeneintheſe partes 
oz in anpe other regions, was in the pꝛouince of Gz«vro, the 
kynge whecrof rebellynge from thobedience of powre maicſtie, 
was perſued by me and taken pzyſoner : At whiche tyme 
with my company, paſſed ouer a very hygh mountapne ful o 
great trees, in the toppe wherof we founde one tree whiche A merucloug 
had thzce rootcs 0z rather diwſions of the roote aboue the tree. | 
earth in fozme of a trpangle oz triuette: ſo that betwene tue⸗ 
tp foote of this triangle oz thꝛet fette, there was aſpace of 
twentic foote detwene euerp foote, And this of (ſuch hepghe 
aboue the carthe, that a laden carte of thoſe wherewith they 
are accuſtomed co bzynge home cozne in the cpme of hatrueũ in 
the kyngedome of Toledo in Spapne, mpght eaſelp haue paſ; 
ſed thtowgh euerp of thoſe particions oʒ wpndowes whiche 
were betwene the thee feete of the lapd tree. From the earth 
bpwarde to the trunke of the tree, the open places of the dp⸗ 
uiſions betwene theſe thzce fecte, were of ſuche heyght from 
the grounde, that a footeman with a iauelpn was not able 
to reache to the place where the fapde feete iopned togpther 
in the trunke oz bodp of the tree which grewe of great heighe 
in one piece and one holt body, oz cner it Ipzedde in baun: 
ches, which it did not befoze it exctaded in hephhe the towze 
of ſapnt Romance in the citte of Toledo: from whiche hepghe 
and vpwarde, it ſpzcadc very greate and ſtronge bzaunches. 
Amonge certepne Spanpardes which clymed this tree, J my 
ſcife was one. And when J was alcended ta the place where 
it begunne to ſpꝛeade the bzanches,it was a matuelous thing 
to beholde a greate counttep of ſuche trees towarde the pꝛo⸗ 
uince of Abzapme, This tree was taſp to clpnic. by rcaſon of 
certepne BReſuchi (hero J haue ſpoken bcfoze) which grewe 
w2cathed aboute the crec in ſuche ſozte that thep ſecmed to 
make a ſcalynge ladder. Euery of the kozeſapde thzee feete 
which boze the boddie of che tree, was twentic ſpanncs in 
thyckenefte, And where thep topned al togyther a __ the 
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trunne 03 boddpt of the tree, the pzineſpall trunke Was moze 
then foztie and fpue ſpannes in circuit e. J named the moun: 
tapne where thele trees grow, the mountapne of thzee footed 
trtes. And this which J haue nowe declared, was ſeene of 
all the companpe that was there with me when (as J baut 
Capde befoze) J tooke kynge c pzpſoner in the peare 
r 522, Manp thynges moze mpaht here bee ſpoken as ton: 
chynge this matter, as alſo howe there are many other ercck 
lent trees kounde of dpuers ſoztes and dyfference, as ſwects 
Leder trees, blacke date trees, and many other: of the which 
ſum are ſo heaup that thep can not lore aboue the water but 
ſpuke immediatip to the bottome, And other agepne as light 
as a cozke, As rouchpnge all whiche thynges J haue wzpt; 
ten moze largely in mp gencrall hyſtozie of the Indies. 
And fozaſmuch as at this preſence J haue entered to intreate 
of trees, befozc I paſſe anp further ts other thynges, J wy 
declare the maner howe the Indians kyndle fpze, only with 
woodde and without fyze, the mauer wherof is this. Thep 
cake a = of woodde of two ſpannes in lengthe, as bygge 
as the {leaſte fpnger of a mans hande, oz as an arrowe Well 
lpThed, and of a ftronge kynde of woodde whiche they 
eepe onelp fo this purpoſe. And where they intende to kyn 
dle any fpꝛe, they take two other picces of woodde of the diy 
eft and lyghteſt that they can fynde, and bpnde them faſt co: 
gyther one with an other as cloſe as two fyngers topned, In 
the myddell oz betwene theſe, they put the popnt of the fpꝛite 
lyttle tacte made of harde and ftronge wood which they hold 
in thepꝛ handes dy the toppe thereof, and turne 02 rybbe it 
rounde aboute continuallp in one place betwene the two pie 
ces of woodde which lye bounde togyther vppon the carthe, 
which by that vncelſlant rubbpnge and chafynge, are in chozt 
C pace kyndeled and take fycr. | 
N haue alſo thought good here to ſpcake ſumwhat of ſuch 
thynges as coomme to = rememberarſhce of certepne trees 
which are founde in this lande, and ſumetpme alſo the lyke 
haue bynnt ſcene in Hpapne. Theſe are certepne patrifycd 
troonkes which haue lpne ſo longe rottyng on the carth that 
they are verpe whpte and Qyne in the nyght lyke burnynge 
fyzc bzandes, And when the Hpanpardes kynde any of this 
woodde, and int ende pzinily in che nyght to make —_— 
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de onince when caſe ſo requyzeth that it Galbe ne: 
—— 1 the nyght in ſuche places where they knowe 
not the way, the fozmot Lhziltian man whiche guydethe the 
aye, aſſociate with an Indian to dircete Hym therein, ta: 
keths lyttle ſtarre of the ſayde woodde, which he putt eth in 
his cappe hangynge behynde on his ſhoulders, by the lyght 
wherof he that foloweth nexte to him, directeth his tourney, 
who alſo in lyke maner bcareth an other ſtarre behynde hym, 
by the chynynge whereof the thyꝛde foloweth the ſame wape, 
and in lpke maner do al the reſt, ſo that by this mcancs none 
art loſte oz tragle owte of the way, And fozaſmuche as this 
iyght is not ſcene very farre, it is the better pollicie foz the 
Lhzpſtians bycauſe they art nat thereby diſcloſed befoze they 
inuade they} enemies. 


Furthermoze as tonchpnge the natures of trees, one par: 
ticular chynge ſeemcth wooze dee noted, wherof Plinie 
maketh mention in his natural pe where he ſapthe that 


there are cc t trees which contpnewe t ner grecne and ne: 
ner loſe they} leaucs, as the bape tree, the Ceder, the orange 
tree, and the alpuc tret with ſuch other, of the whiche in all 
togyther he nameth not paſte fyue oz ſyxe. To this ſe, 
ſape, that in the Jlandes of theſe Indies, and alſo in the 
irme lande, it is a thyngt of mucht difficultie to fynde twoo 
trees that loſe oꝛ caſt they} leaues ar any tyme. Foz althowgh 
haut diligentely ſearched to knowe the trewthe Hereof, pet 

e I not ſcene any that loſe they leaues, epther of thepm 
which we haue dzowght owt of Spapne into theſe regions, 
as Ozange trees, Limons, Ceders, ÞPalmes, oz date trees 
and Pomegranate trets, 03 of any other in theſe regions ex: 
cepte oneip ca which loſeth his leaues and hath a greater 
thynge appꝛopuate to it ſele onely: which is, that whertas 
all other trees and plantes of India ſpꝛeade thepz rootes no 
diepet in the cart he then the depth of a mans heyght oz ſume: 
what moze, not deſcendyng any further mto the ground by 
reaſon of the greate heate which is found beneth that depth, 
pet dooth Cagi« pearce ſurther into the grounde vntp) ir fynd 
water: whiche by the Þhploſophcrs opinion coul dt be the 
cauſt of a thynnt and watcryradycall moyſter to ſuche thyn⸗ 
ges as dꝛawe theyz nuryſbement thexof, as fat and vncruous 
groundes with temperate htate, pelde a faſt g firme mopſtuze 
to 
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to ſuche thynges as growe in them, whiche is the cauſe that 
ſuche trees lolt not they? leaues. as the ſapde thynne and wa 
terpiſhe moyſture is cauſe of the contraric, as apptarethe by 
the ſapde effccte which is ſcene onely in c, and none other 
tree 02 plante in all theſc parties. :

= So it is therfoze, that in the firme land there 
are many ſoztes of reedes, ſo that in many places they make 
thepz howſcs therof, couerynge them with the toppes of the 

ſame, and makpnge thepz waules of them in lpke maner, as 

J baue ſayde befoze. And amonge rheſe kyndes of reedes, 

there is one ſo greate, that the canes therof are as bygge as 

a mans legge inthe knee, and thzee ſpannes in length from 
lopnt to iopnt 02 moze: in fo much __ tuerp of them is of ca 
pacitic to contepne a lpttle bucket of water. In this kpnde, 
there arc founde ſum greater and ſum leſſe, ot᷑ the which ſung 
thep vſe to make qupuers foz arrowrs, There is founde an 
other kynde which ſuerly is marueplous, bepnge lpttle byg: 
ger then a Jauclen, the canes whereof are longer then twoo 
ſpannes. Theſe recdes growe one farre from an other, as ſung 
tymes twentie oz thirtie paſes, and ſumetpmes allo twoo oz 
thee leaques, They growe in maner in all pzoupnces in the 
ndies: And growe nert to verp hygh trees whereunto they 

' Teane, and creepe vp to the toppes of thepz bzaunches, which 
thep imbzaſe and deſcende agepne do vne to the earth. Theyz 
canes arc full of moſte cleare water without any maner of taſk 
oꝛ ſauoure eyther of the canes 02 of any other thynge: And 
ſuche as pk it were taken owte of the frelſheſte ſp2pnge in the 
wozlde. Kon pet is it knowen that euer it hurte any that 
dꝛoonke therof. Foz it hath oftentymes ſo chaunced that as 
the Lhzpſten men haue trauapled in theſe regions in deſolate 

wapes where oz lacke of water they haue byn in great _ 
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ger to dye foz thyzle, they haue eſcaped that perten by tealon 
that they founde the ſayde terdes, ot the water of whoſc ta⸗ 
nes they hauc dzoonke a great quantitie withowt any hurte 
* enſcwpnge. Theret oꝛc when they fynde theſe in any 
place, thep make water vellelles of the canes therof, and cary 
as many of them ful of watcr as map ſuffice foz ont dayes 103 
nap, And lumtyme thep cary ſo many, that they rake fo cue: 
ty man two oꝛ thice quattes of water which map ſeruc them 
foz manp dayes bycauſe it doth not cozrupte, but remapncthe 
pil frcſſHe and good. | 
There art alſo certeine plantes which the Chꝛiſtians caul ; 
l. Theſe are as hygh as trees, and become as bpgge in **4% 
the trunke as the knee of a man 02 moꝛc. Frome the foote to 
the toppe, they beare certepne longe and large leaues, beinge 
moie then thee ſpannes in largenes, and ahout ten 92 twelue 
in length: The whiche when thep arc broken of the wpnde, 
the llalke remapneth hole in the myddeſt. In the mpddeſte of 
this plant in the hyghel parte thereof, there growetha clu⸗ 
ſter with foꝛtte 02 fyfrie ÞPlatans abowe it, euerp of them be 
inge aſpanne and a halfe im length, and as brggc as a mans 
arme in the [maute, oz moe 92 leſſe actoꝛdynge to the good⸗ 
tieſſe ot the Covle where they growe. They hane a rynde not 
very thycke, and eaſy to bet bzoken : being within altogither 
full of a ſubſtaunce lpke vnto the marpe of the bone of an orc 
as it appcareth when the runde oꝛ barke is taken frome the 
ſame, This cluſter owght to bee taken from the plant, when 
any one of the Platans begynne to appere pelowe. At which 
tyme thep take it and hangt it in theyz houſes where all the +... 
cluſter war eth rypt with all his Piatans. This cluũer is a ; 
very good frute: And when it is opened and the rpnde taken 
of, there arc founde within it many good dxpe fygges which 
beynge toſted oz tewed in an ouen in a cloſe pot n2 tum ſuche 
other thynge, are of picaſaunte caſte muche lyke the conſtrue 
of honp. They putrifienot on the ſea ſo ſoone as ſume other 
frutcs do: bur continue fyfrecte dayes and moze pt thep bee 
gathered ſumwohat greene. They ſeeme moe delytate on the 
ta then on the lande, not fot that thep any thinge incttaſe in 
Foodneſle en che fra, but bycauſe that whereas on the fra o⸗ 
ther thynges arc lackyng whcrof is plentie on the land, thoſe 
nat es (reme of beſte taſte which ſatiſfie pꝛeſente neteiſitie. 
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This troonke 01 ſpꝛygge whiche bzyntgeth kooꝛth the ſapds 
cluſter is a hole peare in growpng and bzynging foorth frute, 
In whiche tyme it hath put fooꝛth rounde abowte it tenne oz 
twelue (pzygges is bygge as the fpꝛſt oz pꝛincipall, and mul: 
tiplieth noleiTe then the pꝛpncipall in bzyngpnge fooꝛthe of 
cluſters with frutes lpkewyfe at thepz tpme, and alſo in bzynz 
gynge kooꝛth other and many ſp2ygges as is ſapde beefoꝛe. 
From the which ſ(pipgges oꝛ trunkes, as ſoone as the cluſter 
of the krute is taken away, the plante begpnneth co dꝛpe and 
wyther, which then thep take owt of the grounde bycault it 
doth none other then occupie it in vayne and without pzofyr. 
They are ſo many and doo ſo maruelouſly increaſe and multi: 
plie, that it is a thynge in maner incredible. Thep are excea: 
dynge mopſte. In lo much that when thep are plucked vp fro 
the place wher they gro v, there iſſheweth fozth a great quan 
titie of water as well owte of the plante as owte of the place 
where it grewe: In ſuche ſozte that all the moyſture of the 
earth farre abowte, myght ſceme to bee gathered to gyther az 
dowte the trunke oꝛ blocke of the ſayde plante: with the 
frutes whereof, the antes are lo farrein loue, that they are 
Cectic in great multitudes in the bzanches of the plantes, $0 
that foz che multitude thercof it ſumetpme lo chaunceth that 
men arc info2ced to take awap the Platans frome thepz pol⸗ 
ſeTion, Theſe frutcs are founde at all tymes of the peare; 
There is alſo an other kyud of wyld plantcs that groweth 
in the fpeldes: which J haue not ſeene but in the Jlande of 
Dil paniola, althowgh thep be founde in other Flandes of 
the Indies. Theſe thep caule run. They growe of a thiſtle 
full of thoꝛnes, and bꝛynge kooꝛth a fruite muche lpke vnto 
great fpgges, which haue a crowne lpͤe medlers, and are 
within of a hyghe coloure, with grapnes and the rynde lyke 
vnto a fygge. They are of good taſte : And growe abundant: 
ly in the fyeldes in many places. They woozke a ſlraunge c>f: 
fecte in ſuche as cate them Foz if a manne catetwooz thee 
oz moe, thep cauſe his vrine to bee of the verye coloure of 
dludde, which thynge chaunced once to my ſelke. At whiche 
tyme as I made water and (awe the colour of mp vrine, J en: 
tered into a great ſuſpition of my lyfe, beinge ſo. aſtonyThed 
fo] fearc, that J thought the lame had chaunced to me vpon 
ſum other cauſe, In ſo muche that ſurelp wp a 
mpg 
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myght haut doone me hurte, but that they whiche were with 
me dpd confoꝛte me imme diatip, declatpnge the cauſe therof 
as they kncwe by txptticnec beinge auncient inhabitours in 
thoſe regions. 

Thcre groweth alſo an other plante whiche the people of 
the countrcy caule n. This putteth fozth certepnc freight 
bzaunchcs and verp bzode leauts which the Indians vſe foz 
dpuers purpoſes. Foz in ſum places they couer thepʒ houſcs 
with the lcaucs therof cowched and lapde after the maner of 
thetche, wherunto it ſerueth very well. Sumtymes alſo whe 
it rapneth, they call theſc ouet thepz heades to defende theim 
from the water. They make alſo certepnt cheſles whiche 
they caule Has, Weaued after a ſtraunge ſoꝛte and intermixt 
with the leaues of this Rb. Theſe cheſtcs are wzought in 
Cuch ſozr, that although it rapne vpon them, oz thep chaunce 
to faule into the water, pet are not ſuch thynges wette as are 
within them. They are made of the bzaunches of the ſapde 
Bibos with the leaues weaued togyther therwith, In theſe 
they keepe ſalte and other ——_ thpnges, Thep vle theym 
alſo foꝛ an other purpoſe, which is this: That findpng them 
in the fieldes at ſuch tyme as they haut ſcarſeneſſe of vpttap⸗ 
ies, they dygge vp the rootes of theſe plantes whyle they are 
pet poungt, 02 eate the plante it ſelfe m that parte where it is 
moſte tender, which is from a foote vnder the grounde, where 
it is as tendet and whyte as a recde 02 bultuſſhe. 

And foꝛalmuch as wet are nowe coomme to thend of this 
narration, it commeth to mp rememberaunce to make menti- 
on of an other thynge which is net farre from mp purpoſe, 
And this is Howe the Jndians do apne oz dye cloth of bom⸗ 
bage cotton, 03 any other chynge which thep intende to dye 
of dpucrs coloures: as blacke, tawup, greene, blewe, pelowe, 


and redde, whiche they doo with the barkes oz ryndes, and 


leaues of certepne trees, whiche they knowe by erperience to 
bee good foz this pꝛactiſt. And by this arte they make colours 
in ſuch perfection and excellencie that no better can bee diup⸗ 
led. But this ſeemeth a ſtraunge thynge, that they doo all 
this in one ſelfe ſame veCCell : So that when they haue cauſed 
theſapde ryndes and leaucs to bople togpther, they make in 
the ſame vellell without any chaunge (as J haue fapde) as 
manꝑ colours as them lyſteth, Whichec thynge J ſuppoſe to 
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toomme to pallt by the diſpoſition of the coloure whiche they 
haut \y2ſic gyuen to the thynge that they intende to dye oꝛ co 
lour, whether it ber thꝛeede, webbe, oz clothe, oz any thynge 
that thep intende to coloure, 


C. Of venemous apples wherwith they 
popſon thcyz arrowes. 


Dt apples wherewith the Indian Canibales 

mucneme thepz arrowes, growe on certepne 

trees coutred with many bꝛaunches and leaues 

beinge very greene and growyng thicke. They 

are laden with abundaunce of theſe cupll fru⸗ 

— tts, and haue they? leaues lpke the leaues of 

a pcare tree, but that they are lcſſe and rounder, The frute 

is much lykc the muſcadell pcarcs of the Jlande of Sicilic oz 

Naples in fozme and bpggencſTe : And are in ſum partes ſtep: 

ned with redde ſpottes, and of very \weere ſauoure. Theſe 

trees foꝛ the moſte parte, growe cuer by the ſea coaſtes and 

neare vnto the water: And are lo fapze and of plcaſaunte ſa: 

uour, that there is no man that ſecthe theym but wyll deſpꝛe 
to cate therof, 

In ſo much that if it map bee ſpoken of any frute pet grow 

pnge on the carth, J wolde ſaye that this was the vnhappp 

tutt wherof owre fp2ſte parentes Adam and Euc taſted, wher 


by they both loſt they? fchicitic and pzocured death to them a 


thepz poſteritie. | Of theſe frutes, and of the greate antes 
whoſc bytpnge cauſeth (wcllynge (whereof J haue ſpoken 
cls where) and of the cutes o2 lyſartes, and vypers, and ſuch 
other venemous thynges, the Canibales which arc the chyefe 
archers amonge the Indians, are accuſtomed to popſon they} 
artowes wherwith they kpll all that thep wounde, 

Thelc renemes they mengle togyther and make thereof a 
blacke maſſe 02 compoſition which appcareth Iyke vnto vcrp 
blacke pptche. Of this popſon J cauſed a great quantitie to 
be burnt in Sancti. Maris Antiqua in a place two traques and moze 
within the lande, with a greate multitude of thcpy inuenemed 
arrowes and other munition, with allo the houſe wherein 
they were reſerued , This was in the peare. 1 5 14. at ſuche 
tyme as tharmy arriued there with capitapne Prdrarias da wills — 
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the commaundemente of the Latholpke kynge Don ferdinando. 
But to returne to the hyſtozp. Thelſc apples(as J haue ſaid) 
rawe neare vnto the ſca. And wheras the Chziſtians which 
true powr maicſtie in theſe partics, ſuppoſe that there is no 
remedy ſo pꝛotytable foz ſuch as ate wounded with theſe ar: 
rowes, as is the water of the ſea if the wounde be much wal 
6d thcrwith, dy which mcanes ſum haue cſcaped although 
but fcwe, pet to ſape the trewthe, albeit the water of the lea 
haue a certeyne cauſtike qualitie agepnſt popſon, it is not a ſuf 
ficient remedy in this caſe :noz pet to this dap haue the Lhzt 
flians perceaued that of fiftie that haut byn wounded, thzce 
hauecrecouercd. But that powr maicſtic map the detter conſp⸗ 
der the fozce of the veneme of theſe trees, powe ſhall further 
bnderQtande that pt a man doo but repoſe hym (elfe to leepe 
a lyttle whylc vnder the ſhadow of the ſame, he hath his head 
and epes ſo ſwolne when he rpicth, that the cpe lpddes are 
iopned with the chekes. And if it chaunce one dꝛoppe 02 moze 
of the dewe ot theſapde tree to faule into the epe, it vtterlp 
deſtropeth the ſyghr. The peſtilent nature of this tree is ſuch 
that it can not bee declated in kewe woozdes, Of theſe there 
groweth greate plentie in che goulfe of vrt towarde the 
Nozth coaſt on the Welle and Eaſte ſyde. The wood of theſe 
trees when it burneth, makerh ſo greace a ſtynke that noo 
man is able to abpde it, by realon it cauſeth ſo great a pcyne 
in the headde. | 
Amonge other trees which are in theſe Indies as well in 
the Jlandes as inthe firmclande, there is an other kynde 
which they caule x:3-, wherof thrre is great plentie. They 
ate verp hygh and ſtrepght, and kapze to bcholde, Of theſe 
they vic to make pykes and iauclyns of dpucrs lengthes and 
vyggenelle. They are of a fapze colour betwene rullette and 
whyte. This tree bꝛyngeth foozth a greate frute as bygge as 
Papauer 02 poppie and much lyke therunto. It is very good 
ta be eaten when it is type. Owte of this they gette à very 
cleate water whet with they wallhe thepz legges and ſume: 
mes all theyꝛ boddyes when they feele theyz fleſche werpe, 
faynt , oꝛ looſe, The which watcr, byſpdy that it hath a byn 
dynge qualitic, it hath alſo this pzopertic, th it what ſo euer 


it toucheth, it Nepneth it blacke by lyt tie and lyttle vntyll it 
des as blacke as gicte, . 


which coloure can not de taken awap 
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in leſfe ſpace then tenne 02 twelue dapes. And if the naylt bee 
but touched therwith.1t is ſo ſteined that it can by no meancs 
bee taken awap vntpll it epther faule of, oꝛ growe owte and 
bee clypped away by lyttle and lyttle, as J mp ſclfe haue of: 
teatpmes lcenc bp experience. 

There is an other kynde of trees whith thep caule Hobi. 
Theſe art very great and fapꝛe, # cauſe holſome aper where 
they growe and a plcaſaunt ſhadow, and are founde in great 
abundaunce. Thepꝛ frute is very good, and of good traſt and 
ſauoure, and much lyke vnto certepne damſons oz pꝛunes be 
inge lyttle and pelowe. But thepz ſtone is very great: by rea 
ſon wherof they haue but lyttle mcate. They? barke oz rynde 
bopled in water, maketh a holſome bathe foz the legges, bp: 
cauſe it bindeth and ſlepeth the looſeneſſe of the fleſſhe ſo ſen 
ciblp that it is a marueple to conſpder. Jt is ſuerlp a holſome 
and excellent bache agtynũ ſuch fapntnelle: And is the beſts 
tree that map bet founde in thoſe parties to l eepe vnder. Foz 
it cauſeth no heauineſle of the Headde as doo dpuers other 
trees, Whiche thynge J ſpeake bpcauſe the Chziſtians are 
muche accuſtomed in thoſe regions to lpe in the kpeldes. It is 
therfoze a common pꝛactiſe amonge them, that where ſo cuer 
thep fynd theſe trees, there they ſpzcade rhepz mattreCes and 
beddes wherin they fleepe, 

There arc alſo a kpnde of hyghe date trees and full of 
thoznes, The woodde of theſe is moſte excellent: beinge ve: 
ry blacke, and \hpnpnge, and ſo heaup that no parte thercof 
can \wpmme aboue the water, but ſpnketh immediatly to the 
bottome. Of this woodde they make thepꝛ arrowes and dar 
tes: Alſo iauelpns, ſpcares, and ppkes. And J ſape pykes, 
bycauſe that in the coaſtes of the ſea of sur, beponde Eſquezvs 
and vracha, the Indians vle great and longe ppkes made of 
the woodde of theſe date trees. Of the ſame lpkewpſe thep 
make clubbes and \ſwoozdcs and dpuers other weapons. Alſo 


- vcſſclles and houſholde ſtuffe of dpuers ſoztes verp fapze and 


commodious. Furthermoze of this woodde the Lhziſtans vſe 
to make dpucrs muſicall inſtrumentes,as clariſimbals, lutes, 
gyterns, and ſuche other, the whiche byſpde thepz fapꝛe (by: 
dynge coloure lpke vnto giete, are alſoof a good ſounde and 
bcrp durable by reaſon of the hardenefTe of the woodde, 


i her 3 hane rde thus mach of tete and plances, 
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J haue thought good alſo to ſpeake ſumwhat of herbes. pore 
ſhall therefoze vnderſtande that in theſe Indies there is an 
herbe much lyke vnto a pelowe lyllie, abowte whoſe leaues 
there growe and creepe certepne coꝛdes 02 laces. as the lpke 
is partly ſcene in the herbe which we caule laſed ſautrp. But 
theſe of the Indies are muche bpgger, and longer: and ſo 
ſtconge that they tye theyꝛ hangynge beddes there by whiche 
thep caule M wherof we haue ſpoken elt where. Thele 
cozdes, they caule cui and Hezequen, which are al one thing 
ſaupnge that Herequen is leſſe and of a fpner ſubſtaunce as it 
were linc : And the other is groller lyke the wpcke oz twyſte 
of hempe, and is imperkecte in compariſon tothe other. Thep 
are of colourc betwene whyte and pelowe lpke vnto abarne, 
and ſum alſo whyte, With Henequen Whiche is the moſte ſub: 
tple and kyne thicede, the Indians ſawe in ſunder fetters, 


chepnes. 02 harres of Iren in this maner. Thep moue the $ 


thzcede of nene n vppon the ircn which thep intende to ſaw 
oz cutte, dzawpnge the one hande after the other as doo they 
that ſawe, puttynge euer nowe and then a poztion of fpne 
ſande vppon the thꝛeede, oz on the place oz parte of the Iren 
where thep continue rubbynge the ſapde thicede. So that pf 
the thicede be woꝛne, thep rake an other, and continewe in 
thepz woozke as befoze vntpl thep haue cutte in ſunder the i: 
ten although it bee neuer ſo 4 and cut it aS pt it were a 
tender thynge and caſye to bee lawne. 

And foz aſmuch as the leaues of trees map bee counted a: 
monge herbes, J wpll here ſpeake ſumewhat of the qualitre 
of the leaues of certepne trees which are founde in the Jland 
ot tiſpmiols, Theſe trecs ate ſo full of thozncs, that there 18 
no tree 02 plante that ſeemeth moze wylde aud defozmed : ſo 
that J can not well determpne whether they bee trees oz plan 
tes. Thep haue certcyne bzaunches full of large and defo2- 
med leaues, which bzaunches were fyzſte ltaues lyke vnto the 
other. As the bzaunches made of theſe leaucs growe fooꝛthe 
inl ength, there commerh other leaues of them. So that n 
fine it is a dypfficult thyng to deſcrpbe the fozme of theſe trees 
ercept the ſame ſbulde bee doone by a papnter wherby the eye 
myght conceane that wherein the toonge faplcth in this be: 
halte. The leaues of this tree are of ſuch-vertue, that beyng 
well beat en and ſpzeadde vppon a clot haft er the _ of a 
plapder 
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playſter, and ſo lapde to a legge 82 arme tha: is bꝛoken in m4 
ny pieces, it Healerh it in fyfrcne dapes, and maketh it as 
hole as though ut had neuer byn bioken. Durpnge the tyme 
of this operation, it cleaneth ſo faſt-to the fleThe that it can 
not without much dickicultie bee taken away, But as ſoone 
as it hath healed the ſoꝛe and wionght his opcration, it loo: 
ſeth it leite from the place where it was layde, as J my ſelfe 
and dyuers other which haue pꝛoued it, knowe by experience

A the ſea coaſtes of the firme lende, there are 

F& dpucrs and ſund2y kyndes of fyThcs muche 
dickerpnge in ape and folme. And althoughe 

| — be impoſlible to ſpeake of all, pet wyll 7 
make mention of ſum. And fp2ft to begynne at 
— ſlardpnes, powe ſhall vnderſtande that there 
is founde a kynde of theſe fplThcs ** and with redde 
tavlcs, beinge a verp delicate fyſche. The belle kyndes of o: 
ther kyſches are thele: Moxarre, Bichace, Bettes, Dabcos, Thoꝛn 
backes, and Salmons. All theſc and dyners other which J 
don ot now remember, are taken in great quantitie in ryners, 
There are lpkewple taken verp good creupſches. There are 
alſo founde in the ſca, certepnt other fyſſhes: as ſoles, macke 
relles, turbuttes, Pulanite, Lixxe,, Polpi, Chieppe, Xaibas, Locuftes, 
Oyſters, exctadpnge areat Tozxtopſes, and Tiburoni of mar: 
uclous byggenelle : Allo Manates, and Murene, and manpe 
other fylſhes which haue no names in oure language. And 
theſe of ſuch diucrſitie and quantitie as can not bee erpꝛelled 
without large wzptynge and longe tpme. But to let pale to 
intreate particulerly of the multitude of fyUhcs, J intende to 
ſpcake chicfely and ſumwhat largely of thzce ſo2:cs of moſte 
notable fyſlhes: wherof the fpꝛſt is, the great Toztopſes,the 
ſeconde is cauled Tiburon, and the thpzde Manate. And to 
begynne at the fyꝛſte, J ſape that in the Jlande of cle, are 
founde great Zoztopſes (which are —＋1 21 fyſches) of 
ſuch byggeneſle that tenne 02 fyfteene men are ſcarſcly able 
to lyfte one of them owt of the water, as J haue byn inkoꝛ⸗ 
med of credible perſons dwellpnge in the ſame Jlande, wo 
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ef that which J mp ſelfc haue ſeene, J can teftifie that in the 
firme lande in the vyllage of Acla there art of this ſozte ſum 
taken and kylled of ſuche byggenes that ſire men with much 
| difficultic coulde ſcarſelp dꝛawe them owt of the wat er. And 


commonlp the leaſt ſozt of them are as much as two men map 
carp at a burden. That which J ſawe lifted bp by ſpre men, 
had her ſhell a parde and a quarter in length. and in bzeadth 
moe then fue pardes. The maner of rakpnge them. is this. 
It ſumtpmes chaunceth that in rhep2 greate nettes (whiche 
thep caule ſhoote nettes) there are founde certepne Toztopſes 
of the common ſozee in great quantities. And when thep 
coomme owt of the ſca and bzinge foo ꝛth thepz egges and go 
togpther by coompanics from the ſca to feade on the lande, 
the Thziſtians oꝛ Indians folowe they ſteppes whiche thep 
tpnde in the lande, and ſoone ouertake them bpcauſe they are 
veꝛp hcaup and owe in goynge, although they make all the 
haſte they can to returne to the ſea as ſoone as thep cſpic any 
boddie. When they that purſcwe them haue ouertaken them, 
they put a ſtake oz Naffe under thepꝛ legges and ouerturne the 
on thepꝛ back es as thep are pet tunnynge, ſo that thep can go 
no further noꝛ pet rpſe agepne oz turne. And thus they ſufcr 
them to lyt ſtyll whyle they kolowe after the reſte which they 
ouerturne in lyke maner: And by this meancs takt very ma: 
ne at ſuche tymes as thep coome furth of the ſea as J haue 
ſaydte. This fylthe 15 verp excellent and holſome to be cater, 
and of goad taſtc. The ſeconde of the thice fpThes wherof J 
haue ſpoken, is the Tiburon, This is a very greate fpſThe and Tiburons, 
very quicke and ſwykte in the water, and a cruell deuourer. 
Theſe ate often tymes taken, aſwell when the ſhippes arc vn: 
der layle in the Ocean, as alſo when they lye at anker, oz at 
wh other time, and eſpeciallp the leaſte upnd of thele fiſhes, 
When the ſhippes are vnder ſaple, the biggeſt ſo2te arc taken 
after this mancr. When the Tiburon ſteth the ſhippe lailinge 
he foloweth it ſwymmynge behpyde, The which thinges the 
matiners ſceinge, cadle fuithe all the fylthe of the ſbippe into 
the lea for the tyThe to cate, who nenerthelelle foloweth the 
with cual pale alt haugh thep make ncuer ſuche haſte wpth 
fall wynd and (aiics, and waloweth on cucry ſyde and about 
the ſwyppe: Ard thus foloweth tt ſumetpme foz the ſpace of 
a hundzeth andfyſtic lcaques and moze, And when the ma: 1

ners are diſpoſed to take them, they call downe by the fterne 
of the fhippe. a hoke of pꝛen as bigge as the biggeſt finger of

and faſtencd to aniren chapne of fpue oz ſpxt link es ncare vn: 
to thende, and from thenſe tped with a greatt rope, faſtening 
alſo on the hooke fo2 a bapte, a piece of ſum ſiſche, oꝛ hogges 


_ fleſth,o2 ſum other fieſhe,o0z the bouwelles and intraſtes of 


an othcr Tiburon wh che thep haue taken befoze,whiche map 

taltip bee doont, foz J haue (ecne npne token in one day. 
And if thcy wold haue taken moze, thep myght alſo. Thus 
when the Ziburon hath plcaſauntiy folowed the (ip a longe 
viagt, at the lengthe he iwaloweth the baite with the Hooke, 
And ai wcll by his ürpuinge to fipe oz eſcape, as alſo by the 
lwyfte paſlage of the typpe, the hooke ouerthwarterh and 
catchcth hold of his chappes. The which fiſſht whe it is take, 
it is of uche huge biggenelle that tweluc oz fpfetetne men 
arc ſcarſcip ablc to dzawe it owt of the water and lifte it into 
the (byppe: Where one cf the marincrs gpucth it manp knoc: 
kes cn the headde with a clubbe oz beetle vntil He haue latne 
it. They are lumtpmes founde of tenne oz twelue foote long, 
and of fyuc,ſpre,o} ſeucn ſpannts in bꝛeadt h where they are 
b:odeſt. Thep haut very greare and wp de mouthes to the pro 
poꝛtion of the refte of the p boddics, and haue two rowes of 
ttethe the one lumt hat ſeparate from the other, of c:uecll 
ſtape #Canding veipthicke. When thep haue Uapne this 
fpThe, thcp cutte the boddp therof in \maule pieſes, and put 
it to dzypc, hangynge if thee oz four dapes at tbe cozdes of 
the ſaple clothes to dipe in the wynde, and then cate it. Jt 
is doubtleſſe a good fpiſhe and of greate commoditie to ſerue 
the ſbippes foz vicalics foz many dapes. The lecaſte of theſe 
fylſhes art moſle hollome and tender. Jt hath a ſkinne much 
like to the ſkpnne of a ſole, whervnto the ſapde Tuberon 1s 
likt in hape. Which J ſape bycauſe lime hath made men: 
tion of none of theſe thꝛee fiſſhes among the number of them 
whcrof he wixteth in his natural hiſtozic, Theſe Tiburons 
coomme furth of the ſea and enterinto the rpuers, where thep 
arc no leſſe pereſous then great t liſartes oz Lrocodiles wher: 
of J hauc ſpoken largely befoze. Foz thty deuoute men, kine, 
aud Hozſcs,cucn as doo the Lrocodiles, They are very daun 
| gcrous 
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trous in eerttyne waſſhynge places oꝛ pooles by the rpucrs 
pdes, and where thep haue deuonred at other tymes. Dy: 
uers other fyſſhes doth greate and ſmaule, of ſundzp ſoꝛtes 
and kyndes are accuſtomed to folowe the ſhpppes gopnge vn: 
| der ſaple, of the which I wyl ſpeake ſumwhat when J haue 
wꝛytten of ©anate which is the thyꝛde of the chzeewhereof rwanates. 
J haue pꝛompſed to entreate. Manate therefore, is a fpſſhe / 
of the ſea, of the byggeſt ſozte, and muche greater then the 
tburon in length and dieadth: And is verp bꝛutyſche and 
vple, ſo that it appeareth in koꝛme lpke vnto one of thoſe 
gtcat veſſelles made of goates (kynnes wherin they vſe to ca 
rp newe wyne in Ned, de Camps Oz in Arcualo. The headde of 
this beaſt is lpke the head of an ore, with alſo lpxe cyts. And 
bath in the place of armes, two great ſlumpes wherwith he 
lwymmeth Itis 4 verp gentle and tame bealle: And cömeth 
oftẽtymts owt of thewater to the next ſhoꝛe where it he find 
ny hcrbcs oꝛ graſſe, he fecdeth thero. Owre men are accuſto 
med to kyl many of theſe and dyuers other good fpſThes with 
thepz crollebowes, purſuinge them in darkes oz Canoas, by: 
| cauſe thep \wpmme in maner aboue the water. The whiche 
thpnge when they ſee,they dꝛawe them with a hooke tyde at 
a {maule cozdc, but ſumwhat fironge. As the fpThe flpeth a: 
wap, the archer letteth go and pzolongeth the coꝛde by lyt: 
tle and lpttlc vntpll He haue lettt it go many farhams. At the 
ende of the coꝛde, there is tyde a cozke 02 a piece of lyghe 
woodde. And when the kyſche is goone a lpttle wap, 3 hat he 
colourcd the water with his b'\udde, and feeleth hym ſclfc to 
fapnt and dzawe towarde thende of his lyfe, he refoztethe ta 
the ſhoze, and the archer foloweth gatherynge vp his cozde: 
wherof whyle there pet remaine ſire 02 epght fathams oz ſum 
what moze on lefTe, he diaweth it cowarde the lande, and 
dꝛaweth the fpſche cherwith by little and lyttle as the waues 
of the ſca helpe hym to doo it the mote eaſcly, Then with 
the Hclpe of che reſte of his companie he lyfterhe this greate 
beaſt owt of the water to the lande, beinge of ſuch bygneile 
that to conuep it from thenſec to the citie.it halbe requ lite to 
haut a carte with a good poke of orcn, and lumtpmes moze, 
accozdpng as theſe fpThes are of byggenelle, ſum being much 
greater then other (nm in the ſame kynde as is ſeene of other 
beaſtes, Gumtymes thep lyft theſe fy!Thes into the Canoa oz 
E Ee, u. backt 
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barke, withowt dꝛawynge them to the lande as before, Fox 
as ſoone as they are layne, they fotc aboue the water. And 
I belcuc vercly that this fy.ſize is one of thc beſt in the wazth

rences which naturall thynges haut in dpuers regions vn der 

heauen and dpucrs congellations of the ſame vnder the whi plantes ind 

che they arc created; wee ſce that ſum ſuche plantes and her herbeg, 

des as arc hurttull in one countrep, are harmeleſſe and hol: 
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fome in other regions. And byꝛdes which in one pꝛouince are 


of good taſte, are in other ſo vnſauerp that thep map not bee 
taten. Men [1kcwpſe which in ſum count reps are blacke, are 
in other places whyte: and pet are both theſe and they men. 
Eu en lo may it bee that Tygers art lyght in ſum region as 
they wꝛpte, and mape neuertheleſſe dee Lowe and heaup in 
theſe Indies of powr maicftic wherof we ſptake. The ſheepe 
of Arabic dꝛawe thepz taples longe and bigge on the ground, 
and the bulles of Egypt haue theyz heare growynge cowarde 
thep2 headdes : pet are thoſe ſheepe and theſe bulles. Men in 
ſum conntreps arc hardy and of good courage, and in other 
naturally ſearefull and bzutpſhe. All tl eſe thpnges and ma: 
ny mo2c which map bee ſapde to this purpole, are eaſy to bee 
pꝛoued and wooꝛthy to bee belencd of ſuche as haue red? c of 
the lyke in antours oz trauapled the wozlde, whcrebp thepz 
£wne ſyght map teache thepm thexptrience of theſc thpnges 
wherof J ſpeake. It is alſo manifeſt, that lu wherof thep 
make theyꝛ bzcade in the Jlande of fle, is dcadelp pop: 
ſon pf it bee caten greene with the iuſe: And pet hathe it no 
ſucht pꝛopertic in the firme land where J haue taten it many 
times a l ound it to bee a good frutt. The bats of Spayne al 
though thep bite. pet are thep not venemons. But in the firme 
lan de manp dpe that are byttenof them, And in this fourme 
map ſo manp thpnges bet lapde that tyme (Hill not ſuffice to 
wiyte, wheras mp intent is onlp to pꝛoue that this beaſt m 
be a Tiger 02 of the kind of Tigers although it be not of ſuc 
IpghtneclTe and (wiftnes as arc thep wherof Plimie and other 
autours ſpeal.e, diſcrpbpnge it to dee one of the ſwpftcſte 
bcaſtes of the lande, and that the rpuer of Tigris fog the ſwift 
courſe therof was cauled by that name. The firſt Spaniardes 
which [awe this Tpgec in the firme lande, dpd ſo name it, Of 
the kynde of thcſe was that which Don Diego Columbo the 
Admurall ſcnt yowre maicſtic owre of newe Spapne to Tole:

The reſte of all thepʒ boddies and cheyz 
legges, are full of blacke ſpottes one nert vnto an other and 
dunded with a circumference 02 frynge of redde colour che w⸗ 
inge as it were a fapze wooꝛke and cozreſpondent picture, 
Abowt thepꝛ croopes oꝛ hynder partes, thep haue theſe ſpots 
bydgeſt: aud leſTe and lee towarde thepz n 
eades 
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headdes. That which was bzought to Toledo, was pounge 
and but lyttle, and by mp eſumation, of thage of thzce peares 
But in the firme lande there are many founde of greater quan⸗ 
titie. Foz J haue ſcene ſum of thice ſpannes in hepght, and 
moze then kpue in length. They are beaſtes of greate fozce, 
with tronge legges, and well armed with naples andfanges 
which we caule doggetecth, Thep art ſo ſicrce that in mp 
ſudgement no reall yon of the byggeſt loꝛte is ſo ſtronge oz 
fierce.

rance of the (ra Mcdirerrancum into the O'ean, Whiche the 
Gꝛents coulde ncuer doo befoꝛe hym. And herof ryſethe the 
fable that tic mountapnes ot Calpe and 4bila (which are di⸗ 
rectly one agapnũ an other in the ſtrapght of bib lier, the one 
bepng in Spapne and the other in Afrpke) wert ioyned togt 
ther befozc they were opened by Hereules, who erected thoſe 
hys pyllers whiche pour maieſtpe gyue in token of pꝛehemp⸗ 
nence and lpke enterpꝛples with lpkewyſe theſe hys woꝛdes 
PLVSs VLTK A; wozdes Doutclelſe worthy for ſa greate an 
inpuerſall an Emperoure, and not conuenpent foz anp other 
ꝛpncc. Fozaſmuche as pour holp Catholpke Maieſtpe haut 
ſpꝛedde them in ſo ſtraunge and remote regpons, ſq manpe 
thouſande leaques further than euer dpd Bercules, And cer⸗ 
ttpnſpe (pr, It there had byn an Image of golde made in the 
pꝛayſe and fame of Colonus, De had as well deſerued it as any 
ol thoſe men to whom fox thepr noble enterp:pſe the antiqup 
tie gaue deupne honoure, if he had byn in their tome.

rynge with pzccious ſtones, iewelles, golde, and fethers. Of 

the lcaſte of theſe welkes oz pere wincles, thep make cerecpne 

lyttle beades of diuers ſoꝛtes and colours, Thep make alſo Their Juello 
little bꝛaſcelets whiche they mengle with gaudres of golde, 

Theſe thep rowle about there armes frome the clbowe to the 

wꝛeſte of the hande. The lyke alſo doo thep on thep2 legges 

from the knee to the ſolcs of theyꝛ feete in token of nobilitie. 

El peciallp thepz noble women in dpuers pꝛouinces are accu: 

ſtomed to weare ſuch Jewelles, and haue thepꝛ neckes in ma 

ner laden therwith. Theſe beades and Jewels and ſuch ot her 

trpnkettes, they caule Cur, Biſpde theſe alſo, thep weare 

certtyne rpnges of golde at theyꝛ cares and noſtrelles which 

they boꝛe tul of holes on both ſides, ſo that the ringes hange 

vppan thepꝛ lyppes, Sum of theſe Indians, are poulde aud 

rounded. Albeit, commonlp both the men and women take it 

foz a decent thynge to weare longe heare, which the women 

weare to the myddeſi of thepꝛ ſhulders and cut it equally, eſ⸗ 

peciaily about theyz bꝛowes. This doo thep with certeyne — wo 
harde ſtones which they keepe foꝛ the ſame purpoſe, The p2z'n — te ns 
cipall women when they teates faule 03 becoome laoſe,beare wyeh bacrea 
them vp with barres of golde ok the length of a ſpanne and a ef golac, =» 
halfe, wel w2ought,and of ſu:h byggenelle that ſum of them

Theſt barces haue holes at both thendes, whertat thep tpe

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two ſmaul coꝛdes made of cotton at cuerp ende of the barres. 
One of theſe coꝛdes goth ouet the ſhulder, and the other vn: 
der the arme holes where they tpe both togpther, ſo that by 
this meanes the barre beareth vp they teates. Sum of theſe 
chiefe women go to the battaple with thepꝛ huſbandes, oz 
when they them ſelues are regentcs in anp pꝛomnces, in the 
which they haue all thynges at commaundement and execute 
thoffice of generall capitayncs, and cauſe them ſelues to bee 
carped on mens backes in ipke maner as doo the Laciqucs of 
whom J haue ſpoken befoze, 
Theſe Indians of the firme lande are muche of the ſame 
ſtature and coloure as are they of the Jlandes. They arc foz 
the moſt part of the colour of an olpuc. If there bee any other 
difference, it is mozc in byggeneſſe then orherwpſe. And eſpe 
cially they that arc cauled corona, are ſtronger and bygger 
then any other that J haue ſeene in theſc parties, except thoſe 
of the Jlande of giantes whiche are on the ſouth ſpde of the 
Jlande of Hiſp:niol« nete vnto the coaſtes of the firme lande: 
And lpkewyſe certepne other which thep caule Tucatos which 
art on the nozth ſpde. All which chicfelp, although thep bee 
no giantes, pet are thep doubtelelle the bygageſte of the Indp⸗ 
aus that are knowen to this day, and commonly bpgger then 
the Flempnges : and eſpecially many of them aſwell! women 
as men, are of verphyghe ſtatnre, and arc all archicrs dothe 
men and women. Theſe coronm inhabite thirtie leaques in 
length by thelſc coaſtes from the popnt of Canos to the greate 
rpuer which thep caule cxdalcbibir nere vnto Sands Maris de gra: 
ec. As J trauerſed by thoſe coaſtes, J fyllcd a butte of fre be 
water of that rpuer ſpxe leaques in the ſea frome the mouthe 
thcrof where it faulcth into the ſea. Thep are cauled corona 
(that is crowned) bycauſe thepꝛ heare is cutte round by thepʒ 
tarts, and poulde lower a great compaſe abowte the crowne 
much lyke the frpers of ſapnt Auguſtines oꝛ der. And bycauſe 
J haue ſpoken of thepꝛ maner of wea-pnge thepz heare, here 
commeth to mp rememberaunce a thynge which J haue often: 
tymes noted intheſe Indians. And this is, that they haue 
the bones of the ſculles of they heades foure rymes thycker 
and much ſtronger then owres. Ho that in comm; ng to hand 
ſtrokes with them, it ſhalbe requicite not to firike them on the 
hcades with lwoozdes, Foz ſo haue many *

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bꝛoken on they: heades with lpttle hurt doone. And to haue 
ſapde thus much of thepꝛ cuſtomes and maners, it ſal ſufice 
foz this tyme, bpcauſe J haue moꝛe largely intreated herof in 
mp generall hyſtozic of the Indies. pet haue J nother there 
noꝛ here ſpoken much of that paite of the fire lande whiche . Spam 
is caulcd Nows Hiſpania (that is, newe Spapne whereof the J: pane, 
lande of Ice 13 part) fozaſmuche as Ferdinando Lozteſe 
hath wꝛptten a large booke thereof, 

Of the houſes of theſe Indians, J haue ſpoken ſuckiciene The hoaſes 
ly elswhere. pet haut I thought good to infozme powr ma of the Chuſtt 
icſtie of the buyldynge and houſes which the Lhziſtians haue * n India 
made in dpuers places in the firme lande. They buplde them 
nowe thcrfoze with two ſolars oz loftes, and with loopes and 
wyndowes to open and ſhutte. Alſo with tronge tymber and 
very fapꝛe bozdes. In ſuche ſozte that any noble man mape 
wel and plcaſauntly bee lodged in ſum of them. And amonge 
other, J my ſelfe cauſed one to bee buildedin the citie of 3. 
Maris Antiqus in Deriens whiche coſte me moze then a thouſande den 
and fpue hundzeth Laſtelians : being of ſuch ſozt that J map 
well intertepne and commodiouſlp lodge anp Lozde oz noble 
man, reſerupnge alſo a parte foz my ſelte and * kamelie. Foz 
in this map many houſcholdes bee kepte both aboue and be: 
nerhe. It bath alſo a fapꝛe garden with many ozange trees 
bothe ſweete and ſowꝛe: Ceders alſo, and Lemondes, of the 
which there is nowe great plentie in the houſes of the Chzp⸗ 
Ntians, On one ſpde of the gardeyne, there runneth a fapze rp 
uer. The ſituation is very plcaſaunte, with a good and hol: 
ſome aper, and a fapꝛe pzoſpecte abowte the ryuer. In fine, 
owre truſte is that in fewe pcares al thynges in theſc regions 
hall growe to a better ſlate accoꝛdynge to the holp intention |

ſuch other trades, fo: the greedy folowpng wherof, they neg⸗ 
lectc and contempne both lowynge and plantynge, Sucyc 
trutes as are bzought owt of Hp ay ne, into this e 
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er marueloullp and ware type all tymes ef the peare ; as het 
— of all ſo;ztcs very good and pleaſaunt to bee ta- in. Alſo 
many pomegranates cf rhe beſt kynde, ond ozangcs bothe 
ſwecte and lower. Lpkewpſe many fayze Lymones g ceders: 
and a great quantitit of all ſuch as are of ſbarpe, ſowꝛe, and 
bytter taſte, There art alſo many fygge trees whiche bynge 
furth t hepꝛ frute all the hole peare. Lykewyſe thoſe kynd of 
date trets that beate dates: and dyners other trees and plan 
tes which were bzought owt of Spayne thyther, 

Beaſtcs doo alſo increaſe in lyke abundaunce : and eſpeci 
allp the heardes of kyne are ſo augmented both in quantitie 
and number, that there are nowe many patrones of cattaple 
that haue moze then two thouſand heades of neate: and ſum 
thꝛet oz fourc thouſande, and ſum moe. Byſpde theſe, there 
are very many that haue heardes of foureoz fpue hundzethe. 
And trewth it is, that this Jland hath better paſture foꝛ ſich 
cattaple then any other countrep in the wozlde: alſo holſome 
ond cleare water and temperate aper, by reaſon whereof the 
hcardes of ſuch beaſtes are much bygger, fatter. and alſo of 
better taſte then owres in Spapne bycanſe of the rankt pa: 
ture whoſe moyſturc is better digeſted in the herbe oz grate 
by the continnall and temperate heate of the ſoonne, wherby 
being made moze fatte and vnctuous, it is of better and moze 
ltedfaft nuryſbhcment, Foz continuall and temperate heate, 
dooth not only dzawe muche moyfture owt of the earth to the 
nuryſhement of ſuch thynges as growe and are engendered in 
that clyme, but dooth alſo by moderation pꝛeſetue the ſame 
from reſolution and putrefaction, digeſtynge alſo and conden 
ſatynge oz thyckenpnge the ſapde moyſte nuryſhemente into a 
gummie and vnctuous ſubſtauncc as is ſcene in all ſuche thin 
ges as growe in thole regions, And this is the only naturall 
eauſe aſwell that certeyne great deaſtes and ot longe lpfe (as 
the Elcphante and Rhinoceros with ſuch other) arc engende 
red only in regions nere vnto the Equinoctiall, as alſo that 
the lcaues of ſuch trees as growe there, doo not wpther oz 
kaule, vntyll they bet thzultc owt by other, accozdynge to the 
verſe of the pocte which ſapth: Er nar pirs pits, et ficus in ſculus (x.

ment not well conſolidate, The ſame thynge hath bynne the 
cauſc that certepne Phyloſophers conſiderpnge aſwell that 
man is the hotteſt and moyſteſt beaſt that is (which is the beſt 
complexion) as alſo that men lpue longeſte in certeyne partes 
of India nere the Equinoctiall (where pet to this day ſumme 
line to thage of a hundꝛeth and fiftie pcares) were of opinion 
that pk mankynde had any begynnynge on the earthe, thae 
place owght by good reaſon to be vnder oꝛ not farre from the 
Equinoctiall lyne fo} the cauſes afozeſapde, Sum of the di:

In (o much that the aunciene kynges of Egypt 
conſiderpng the great pꝛolpte of the cuſtomes they had by the 
biages of the ted ſca, # wyllpng to make the ſame moze eaſp 
E commodious, attempted to make a foſſe 02 chanel which 
fbulde begynnt in the laſte parte of the ſapde ſea, where was 
a citie named Arſinoe (which perhappes is that that is nowe 
cauled Sues) and chulde haue reached to a bzanche of the rp: 
net of N:1us named Pcluſio, which emptieth it ſelfein owre 
ſea towarde the Eaſt abowt the citie of Damiata. hep deter 
myned alſo to make thicecauieis oꝛ hyghe wapes by lande. 
which ſhulde palle from the ſapde bzaunche to the citic of Ar⸗ 
ſinoe: but they founde this to difficulte to bꝛynge to pate. 
In fine, kynge Tolomcus ſurnamed jÞh!ladelphus,o0zdepned 
an other wap: as to ſaple vppon Nilus agepnũ the courſe of 
the ryuer vnto the citie of Lopto, and from thenſe to pallc by 
a deſerte countrep vntpll thep coome aboue the redde ſea to a 
citie named Berenice 0z Mioſoʒmo, where they imbarked all 
they marchaundies and wares foꝛ India, E:hiope, and Ara 
bie, as appcareth by che wiptpnge fy2lt of Strabo (who wzp 
teth that ye was in Egppte) and then by Plinic who was in 
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the tyme of Domitian.Strado alſo ſpeaking of the ſapd foſſe 
02 renh which was made toward the red ca, wipteth thus 

here is a trenche that goth towarde the red ſea andthe 
goulfe of Arabic, and to the eitie of Arſinoe, which ſum caul 
Lleopatrida : and paTeth bp thc lakes named Amari (that 18) 
bitter, bicauſc in deede they were fp2}t bytter. But after that 
this trenche was made and the rpuer entered in, they became 
Cweete, and are at this pꝛeſent full of foules of the water by 
reaſon of thepꝛ pleaſauntneſffe. This trenche was fpzft begun 
dy kynge Seſoflre, befoze the battaple of Troy. Sum lu e 
that it was bcgunne bp kynge P ammiticus whple he was a 
chylde: And that by reaſon of his death, it was lefte imper: 
fect : Allo that afterwarde, kpnge Darius ſucceded in the 
ſame\cnterp2yſe,mho wold haue finiſched it, but pet bzoughe 
it not to thende bycauſc he was inkozmed that the redde ſ\ca 
was hygher then Egypt: And that if this lande diupdynge 
bothe the ſeas, were opened, all Egypte ſbul de bee dzowned 
thcrebp, Kynge Tolomeus wold in deede haue finyſbed it: but 
pct left it ſhut at the hed that he myght when he wolde, ſaple 
to the other ſca and renunt withowt perell. Here is the citie 
of Arſinoe: And nere vnto that, the citie cauted Heroum in 
the vteermoſt part of the goulfe of Aradic towardEgipe with 
many poztes and habitacions. linie likewyſe ſpeakpnge of 
this trench,ſapth. In the furrizcſ part of the goulfe of Ara: 
bie, is a pozte cauled Daneo, fr whenſc they determpned to 
bzpnige a nauigable trench vnto the rpuer of Rilus, where as 
is the kpꝛl Delta. Betwene the ſapde ſea and Nilus, there is 
a ſtreight of lande of the length of. lxu. mples. The firſt that 
attempted this thpnge, was Seſoſtrce kynge of Egypte: and 
after Darius kynge of the Perſians, whome Tolomens 
folowed, who made a trenche a hundzeth foote karge, &. xxx.

Jn con 
ſideration wherof, we haue ſente vnto powe owre faithfull 
ſeruaunt Demetrius Eraſmus with theſe owre letters: and 
with hym haue remittcd Paulus Centurio: deſpzinge powe 
alſo ſboꝛtlp to diſmille Demetrius with ſafegarde and indem 
nitie vnto the bozthers of owre dominions. And we wyl line 
wwplec doo the [ame if powe ſende powre ambaTadoure with 
Demetrius, wherbp both by communication and letters, wee 
map bee better certified of thoꝛder and adminiſtration of ſuci 
ehynges as powe require : ſo that beinge aduertiſcd of the 
mindes x intent of al other Lhziſtian pzinces, we map alſo con 
Cult what is beſt to be done hertin. Thus fare pe wel. Giuen 
in owr dominion in owr citie of Moſcouta, in the peare from 
the creation of the woꝛlde, ſcuen thouſande and thzee hun: 
dꝛeth, the thyꝛde dap of Apꝛell. 

But Demetrius, as he is experte in dinine and humane 
thynges, and eſp:cially of holp ſcripture, ſeemed to haue ſe: 
create cammaundement of greater matters whiche we thinke 
be wyll <92tly declare to the ſenate in pꝛiuate conſultations. 
Foz he is nowe deliuered of the fcucr mtothe whiche he _— 
| E 


go to and fro, whereby by mutuall dewtie and indenoure on 
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by chaunge of ayer. and hath ſo recouered his firengthe ard 


natiuc colour, that beinge a man of thzccſcoze pearcs of age, 
he was not only pꝛeſente at the popes malle celebzated with 
great ſolemnitit in the honour of laynt Colmus and Damian 
but came alſo into the Senate at ſuch tymt as Cardinal Cam 
pegius commynge kpꝛũ from the legacie of Pannonia, was re 
ctaued of the pope and all the nodilitie of rhe courte: And fur 
thermoꝛe alſo vewed the temples of the holpe citie with the 
tuines of the Romance magnificence, and with woonderpnge 
cpes behelde the lamentable dccay of the auncient bmidinges 
So that we thinke that ſhoztly after he hath declared his me 
ſage, he ſhall returne to Moſcouta with the byChop of Sca: 
renſe the popes legate, not vurtcompenſed with tuſt rewards 
at the handes of his holpneſCe, 

The name of the @ofconites is nowe nett, althowgh the 
poete Lucane maketh mention of the Moſchos confinynge 
with thc Sarmatians, and jÞlinic alſo placeth the Moſchos 
at the ſpꝛpnges of the great rpuer of Phaſis in the region of 
Lolchas abouc the ſea Eurinus towarde the Eaſt. Thepz re: 
gion hath' verp large boundes, and is extended from che al 
tars of great Alexandcr adowe the (pzinges of Tanais, to the 
ertreme landes and nozch Occan in mancr bnder the Nozthe 
artes cauled charles wapne 02 the greate beare, biingefoz 
the moſt parte plapne and of frutfull paſture, but in ſommer 
in mauy places full of mariſſhes. Foz whereas all that lande 
is replenpſſhed with many and great rpuers which are great: 
- Ip increaſed by the winter ſnow and iſe reſolucd by the heate 
of the ſoonne, the playnes and fycides art therby onerflowen 
with mariſſhes, and all iozneps incumbered wich continuall 
waters and mpꝛie labbpneTe vntyl by the bencfite of the new 
wynter the rpuers and mariChes bee froſen agepne, and giue 
ſafe paſſageto the lltades that are accuſtomed to ioꝛnep by 
the lame. The wood de 02 foꝛeſt of Herepnia (and not Opꝛica⸗ 
nia as is redde in ſum falſe copies) occupieth a great parte of 
Moſcouia, and is here and there inhabited, with houſes 
duylded therein and ſo made thinner by the longe laboure of 
men that it dooth not nowe Tcwe that Hozrour of thicke and 
impenetrable woobs and laundes as manp thinke it to haue. 
But beinge replenyſſhed with many woplde deaſtes,is ſo farre 
txtended thzough SJoſconia with a continual tracte —_ 
the 
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he cyt; the Eaſt and the Nozth towarde the Scythian Ocean, t 
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waulcs of tpmber oz ſtone, 


by the infinite grearnelle therof it hath deluded the N 
ſuch as haue curiouũp ſeatched thende of the ſame, In that 
parte that reacheth towarde pd zuſſia, arc founde the greate 
and fierce beaſtes cauled Uri, oz Biſontes, of the kynde of 
bulles : Alſo Alces lpkc vnto hartes, whiche the Moſcouites 
caule Loi. and ate caulcd of the Germapnes Belenes. 
On the Eaſt ſyde of Moſcouia, are che S cythpans which are 
at this dap caulcd Tartars, a wanderinge nation, and at all 
ages famous in warres. In the ſtede of houſes thep vſe wa⸗ 
gons conered with beaſtes hydes, wherbp they wert in owlde 
tymt cauleo Amaroutt, Foz cities and fownes, thep vſe 
grtate tentes and pamlions, not defcnded with treuches oz 
but incloſed with an innumc⸗ 
rable multitude of archers on hozſebacke. The Tarcarcs are 
dunded by companies which they caule Doꝛdas. which word 
in thepꝛ toonge ſignificth a conſcntynge companye of people 
gathered togyther in forme of a citie. Eurry Doꝛda is gouer 
ned by an Emperout whom eyther his parentage oz watlpke 
pꝛowts hath pzomoted to that dignitie. Foz thep oftentimes 
keepe warre with thepz boꝛtherers and cout ende a mnbiciouſ ly 
and ficrcelp foz donunion, It dooth appcare that thep 
conſiſtc of innumerable Botdas, in tha? the Tartars poilcTe 
the moſt large deſertes inen bnto the famous citie of Cathay 
in the furtheſt Pccanin the Eaſt. They alſo that are neaceſts 
to the Molcouites, are knowen by thepz trade of march um: 
dies and often incurſions. In Europe nere vnto the place 
cauled Dꝛomon Achillis in Taurica Lhcrſoneſo, are the Tat 
ears cauled P ꝛecopites, the dowghtcr of whoſe pziuce, Selp 
mus Thempcrour of the Turkes tooke to wpfc, Theſe are

butaries ro the kinges of Moſcomia) axe other nations the laſt 
of men, not knowen by anp viages of the Moſconuites, fozaſ: 
muche as none of thepm h me pa led to the Octan, and are 
therefoze knowen onelp by the fabulous narracions of mar: 
chauntes. pet is it ap acente that the ryner of Dinidna oz 
Dwina, dzawynge with it innumerable other rpuers, run: 
neth with a vehement courſe towarde the nozthe : and that 
the ſca is there erccadyng large: ſo that Caplyng bp the coaſt 
of the ryght hande, ſbippes may haue pa Tage from thenſe to 
Cathay as is th2ugh: by moſt lykelp coniecture, excepte there 
tye ſum lande in che wape. Fo the region of Lathay pertep⸗ 
neth r9ther:reme and furtheſte partes of the Calle, fuuate al 
moſt in the paralell of Thꝛacia, and knowen to the Boztuga: 
les in India when they ſapled neare thereunto by the regions 
of Sinatra and Malacha to Aurea Cherſoneſus, and hzought 
from thenſe certepne veſtures made of Sables ſkynnes, by 
which onlp argument it is apparente that the citic of Cathay 
is not farce from the coaſtes of Scythia. 

But when Demetrius was demaunded whether epth:e 
by the monumentcs of letters oz bp fame lefte thepm of they} 
p2ediceſTours, they hadde any knowlcage of che gothes who 
nowe moze then athouſand peares ſence ſubuerted Thempire 
of the Romane Emperours, and defaced the citie of Rome, he 
anlwered, that both the nation ot the Bothes of the name of 
kynge Totilas thep2 chiefc capitapne, was of famous memo: 
rie amonge them: And that dyners nations of the nozth regli 
ons con? pited to that expedition, and eſpetiallpe the Yoſco: 
uites: Alſa that that armie increaſed of the confluence of the 
Barbarous Liuons and wanderpuge Tartars : But chat they 
were all cauled Sothes fozaſmich as the Bothcs that inha: 
bited Scondania and Aſclande, were the auctoures of that 
imuaſion, any 
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And with theſe doundes are the AJoſcouites incloſed on 
tuerp ſide, whom we thinke to be thoſe people that Ptoleme 
caulcd Modocas: but haue doubt elcſſe at this day their name 
of the riuer Mol co whiche runneth thiough the chicke citic 
Moſca named alſo after the ſame, This is the moſt famons 
citie in Moſcouia, aſwell foꝛ the lit uation thereof beinge in 
maner in the mpddeſt of the region, as alſo for the commadi⸗ 
ous opottunitie of rpuers, multitude of houſcs, and üronge 
fenſeof ſo fapꝛe and goodlp a caſtell., Foz the ciric is exten: 
ded with a longe tracte of bupldpnges bp the bankts of the 
tpucr koꝛ the ſpace of fpue mples. The houſes are made all 
of tym bet, and are dinided into parlers, chambers, + kichins 
of large roomes : pet nepther of vnſetmelp height o2 to lowe, 
but of decent meal ure and proportion, Fo? thep haue greate 
trees apte for the purpoſe bzowght from the fozeſſe of Derci- 
nia ? of the which, made pertectip rounde like the maſics of 
S$ippcs, and ſo lapde one vppon an ot her that they iopne at 
the endes in right angles, where beinge made bery falle and 
ſure, they frame thtyꝛ houſes thereof of marutlous firength 
wich (manle charges and in verpe ont tyme. In maner all 
the houſes haue pꝛinate gardens aſwell foz pleaſurt as com: 
moditie of herbes, wherby the circuite of the diſpcried citie 
appcareth very greate, All the wardes oz quarters of the ci: 
tie, haue theire peculiar chappells, But in the chiefeſt and 
higheſt place therof, is the Church of owre ladi of ample and 
goodlp woztkemanypppe, whiche Arilloteles of Bononie, a 
man of ſingular knowleadge and experience in architecture, 
buplded moze then. lx. peares ſence. At the verp head of the 
titie, a little rputt canlcd Neglina which dzpuerh many cozne 
mylles, enterpth into the ryner Moſcus, and maketh almoſt

Nouogrodia whiche lpeth towardethe Weſte and the Lynon 
ſca, not many pcares pat, was the Headde citie of Eoſcoma, 
& obtepned cucr the chieke dignitie by reaſon of the incredible 
number of houſes and edifics, with the opoztunitie of the 
large lake replenyTized with fyThe, and alto toꝛ the fame of 
the moſte auncient and veacrable temple whiche moze then 
fourc hundꝛeth peres leuce was dedicated to Sancta Sophia 
Lizzpſte the loonne of Sod, acco2dynge to the cuſlome of the 
£pours of. 1Bizantiun nowe cauled Conſtant:nople. Nouo 
grodia is oppꝛelled in mance with continnall wpnter and 
darkenelle of longe nyghtes. Foz it hath the pole Artike ele: 
nate aboue the Dozizon thyceſcoze and foure degrees: and is 
further from the Equinoctiall then BJoſcouta by almoſte . vt. 
degrees. By whiche dpflcrence of heauen, it is ſapde that at

alſo vnder peyne of greuous punyſThemente that none of his 

ſubiectes (bulde reſozte to the Jlande of marchauntes : thyn⸗ 

kynge that this tranſlation of the marte ſhulde grcately haue 

endomaged the Laſans : and that only by takpng away their 

trade of ſalte (which they were accuſtomed to bye of the Mot 

couites at that mart e) thep ſhulde haue bpn compelled to ſub: 

myſſion. But the Molconites them ſelues felte no leſſe inconz 

uenience hereby then dpd the Laſans, by reaſon of the dearth 

and ſcarſeneſſe that folowed hereof of al ſuch thynges as the 

The C3'pl» Tartats were accuſtomed to bzynge thytber by the rpuer of 

Perſia. Volga from the Laſpian ſea, the kpngedomes of Perſia and 

Armcnia, Armenia, and the marte towne of Aſtrachan : eſpecially the 

Aurschan. great number of moſt excellent fpſThes that are taken in Vol: 
ga both on the hyther and furt her lde of Calan. 5 
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But hauynge ſapde thus much of the warres betwene the 


pꝛince of Moſcouia and the Tartars of Caſan, we wyll now 
pꝛocede to ſpeake ſumwhat of the other Tartars inhabpipng 
the regions rowarde the ſoutheaſt and the Calpian ſea, 


Next beponde the Tartars of Lalan, are the Tartars cau: The Tartars 


led Nagat oz Nogai, which inhabite the regions beyond Uol 
ga abowt the Laſpian ſea at the ryuer Jaick,runnpng owe of 
the pꝛouince of Sibier. Theſe haue no kpnges but dukes. Jn 
owre tyme, thzee bzetherne diupdynge the pꝛouinces equally 


betwene them, pollelled thoſe dukedomes. The fyzſt of them The

named Schidack, poſſeTeth the citie of Scharaitzick, beyond 
the rpuer of ha oz Uolga towarde the Calle, with the regi:

Kaman Jaick and Uolga. The thyzde bzother named Schich 
mamai, poſeſſeth parte of the pzouince of Sibier and all the 
region abowt the ſame. Schichmamal, is as much to ſap by 
interpzetacion, as holy oz mpghty. And in maner al theſe re 
gions are full of wooddes, excepte that that lpeth towarde 
Scharaitz, which conſyſteth of plapnes and fpeldes, 
Betwene the ryuers of Uolga and Jaick, abowt the Laſ- 


rians, of ſingular fapth and granitie) toulde vs of a marue: 
lons and in maner incredible thyng that is ſcne amonge theſe 
Tartars. And that his father beinge ſente by the pꝛynce of 
Moſcouia to the kynge of Sawolhenſe, ſawc whyle he was 
in that legacie, a certepne ſcede in that Jlande ſumw hat leTe 
and rounder then the ſeedes of Melones : Of the whiche bc: 
inge hydde in the grounde, there groweth a frute oz plante

ther tyꝛementes foz theyꝛ heades. San alſo confirmed in 
owre pzeſence that they had ſcene theſe ſkpnnes. De ſaypde 
furthermoze that that plant cif it map bee cauled a plant)hath 
bludde, and no fieThe : but hath in the ſteade of fleſſhe a cer: 
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ehorder of his toꝛney. The which, foꝛalmuch as it may feeme 
difficult and labozious aſwel foz the diſtaunce as daungerous 
places, J haue thought good to deſcribe the lame as J recea 

ued it at his mouth. 
Fyiſt he capde that beinge ſent of his pꝛince with the ſapd 
Dauid, thep came fy2ſt to Rouogardia the great. And wher 
NRouogardia. as at that tyme the kyngedome of Sutcia reuolted frome the 
kynge of Denmarke, and alſo the duke of Molſcouia was at 
Suecia vnder diſcention with the Suctians, by reaſon wherof they coulde 
the kynge of not palle bythe moſt accuſtomed wap foz the tumult es of war 
Denmarke. they attempted thepz toznep bp an other way longer but ſafer 
And came kyꝛſt from Nouogardia to the mouthes of the ryuer 
D wina. of Dwina and Potiwlo,by a very dyckicult and papncfull 103 
Potiwlo. nep. Foz he ſapd that this ioꝛnep which can not bee to muche 
det eſted ko ſuche laboures and trauaples, continueth fot the 
ſpace of thꝛee hundzeth leaques, In fine, takyng foure [maul 
\byppcs oꝛ barkes at the mouthes of Dwina, thep ſapled by 
the coaſte on the ryght hande of the Ocean, where they ſawe 
vygh monn- Certepnehyghe and rowgh mountapnes : and at the lengthe 
eayn*s ncare ſaplynge. rvi. leaques, and paTpnge a great goulfe, folowed 
— the coaſte on the lefte hande: And leauyng on the ryght hand 
; the large ſea which hath the name of the rpuer Petzoꝛa (as 
haue alſo the mountapnes adiacent to the ſame) they came to 
Finlappla. the people of Finlappia: who, although they dwell here and 
there in lowe cottagies by the ſea ſpde, and leade in manet a 
The wylde deaſtly lyfe, pet are they moze meeke and tractable then the 
Lappians. Wplde Lappians. De ſapde that theſe alſo are tributaries to 
the pꝛince of Moſcouia. Then leaupnge the lande of the Lap: 
| pians, and ſaplpnge foureſcoze leaques, they came to the re: 
The region 910n of Noztpoden vnder the dominion of the kynge of Sue: 
of Noupoden cid. This the Moſconites caule Katenſka Semla, and the 
people Kayeni. Departpnge from henſe,and ſaplypnge alonge 
by the coaſte of a wpndpnge and bendpnge ſhoꝛe reachypng to⸗ 
b warde the ryght hande, they came to a ptomontozie oz cape 
Stehe Cauledthe Boi noſe, beinge a greate ſtone reachynge karte 
boly noſc, Into the ſea to the ſimilitude of a noſe: vnder the whiche is 
ſeent a caue with a whyzlepoole which ſwalowth the ſea eue: 
= whylvoole IP ſyxe houres : and caſtpnge furth the lame agepne with ter: 
oꝛ Zowmg rpble rozpnge and violence, cauſcth the ſayde whp2lcpoole, 


goulfe. Sum caule this the nauell ofthe ſea: and other name it Lha: 


rpbdis, 
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bdis. De affirmeth that the violence of this ſwalowynge guch whyne 
ale is ſuch, that it dꝛaweth into it, inuolucth, and [wa; povles, ore 


oweth vp ſhyppes and al other thynges that com me ncare it; 
and that thep were ncuer in greater daungioure. Foz the 
whyzlepoole ſo ſuddepnely and vioſentelp dzewe vnto it the 
@yppe oꝛ barke wherin they wert carped, that with the helpe 
of oꝛes and great labour thep hardly eſcaped. When they had 
thus oucrpalled the holy noſe, they came to a certepne ſtonps 
mountaynec which thep ſhulde needes compalſe abowte. But 
bcinge there taped with contrary wpndes foz the ſpace of cer 
tepne dapes, the pplotte of the ſbippe ſpakte vnto them in this 
effccte : This ſtone ( ſapth he) that powe ſec, is caulcd Semes: 
The which except we pleaſe with ſumme gykte, wee ſhall not 
palle by withowt great daungiour. But the pplot beinge re: 
pꝛoued of Jſtoma foz his vapne ſuperſtition, helde his pcace. 
And when thep had byn detcined ther by tempeſt foz the ſpace 
of foure daps, at the length the tempeſt ceaſed and they went 
fozw arde on thepꝛ vyage with a pzoſperous wpnd. Then the 
pilottt ſpake vnto them ageyne, ſapinge : Powe deſpiſed mp 
admonicion of pleaſpnge the Semes, and ſcozned the ſame 
as vapne and ſuperſtitious, But if J had not pzinilie in the 
nyght aſcended a rockt and pleaſed the Heries, wee ſhul de 
ſutelp haue had no paſſage. Beinge demaunde d what he offe 
red to the Hemes, he ſapde that he poured butter mpxt with 
otemele vpon the ſtone which wee ſawe reache furth into the 
ſea. As they ſapled further, thep came to an other cape named

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Motka, which was almoſt tnuitoned with the ſea lpke an JI: The. caſtel of 


lande : in whoſe extreme popnte, is ſituate the caſteil of Bar: 
thus, which ſum caule Wardhus, (that is) a houſe of defence 
02 foztrelſe. Foz the kynges of Nozway haue there a garrp⸗ 
ſon of men to defende they} marches. De ſapde furthermoze 
that that cape reacheth ſo fartt into the ſta, that thepcoulde 
ſcarſely compaſle it in cyght dayes. By which tarping lcaſte 
they ulde bee hyndered, they carped on thepz ſhulders with 
greatelabourc, rheyz barkes and fardellcs oucr a ũreyght of 
lande contepnyng halfe a lcaque in bzcadth. From henlethey 
lapled to the region of the wyld Lappones,caulcd Dikilapr o 


wardhus. 
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nes to a place named Dꝛont, beinge.LL.lcaques diſtant from Diont.

So that if at thep2 returne, thep perccaue thepz wpues 
th:owgh the company of the flrangers to be mpzier and moꝛe 
iocunde then thep were wonte to bee, they gpue the ſtraun: 
gers {um p2eſent. But pf thep fynd it oiherwpfe, t hey thiuſt 
them furth of the doozes with wooꝛdes of repzoche. But 
nowe by the company they haue with ſtraungers that reſozte 
thpthcr foz gapncs, they begpn to leaue thepz natiue barba: 
rouſnelſe, They gladly admitte marchaantes, bycauſe they 
bꝛynge them apparel of groſe cloth: alſo hatchettes, necdels, 
ſpones, knpues, dzynkynge cuppes, carthen and bzaſcn pot: 
tes, with inch other necellarie wares : So that thep vſe now 
to eate ſodden and rofſted meate, and doo embzaſe mote ciuile 
maners. Thepꝛ owne appareil is made of the ſkynnes of dy: 
ners beaſtes lowed togpther. And in this appatell they ſum: 
tymes comme to Molcouia. pet fewe of them haue cappes oz 
holen, which they vſc to make of hartes ſkpnnes. They haue 
not the vle of golde oz ſylutr money ; but vſe only barteryng 
of ware foz ware, And beinge ignozant of other languages 
beſpde thep2 owne, they ſceme amonge ſtraungers to bee in 
. maner domme, Thepz cotages are coucred onelp with the 
barkes of trees. Thep haue no certepne reſiynge habitacion, 
But when they haue conſumed the fpſThe and wylde beaſtes 
in one place, they remoue to an other. Furthermoze alſo the 
ſapde ambaſſadonrs of the pzince of Moſcoma, declared that 
in the ſame partes thep lawe certepne hygh mountapnes con 
tinually caſtynge furth flames of fpꝛe as doth the mount apne 
of Etna in the Jlande of Sicilia: and that euen in Nozwap, 
manp mountapnes are faulen downe and burnte in maner to 
all hes with ſuch continuall flames. Which thynge ſum con: 
ſpderpng, fapne rhe fpꝛe of Purgatorie to bee there, And as 
concetnynge theſe mountapnes of Roꝛwap, when J was ſent 
ambalſadour to Chziũlierne kynge ot Denmarkt, J was infoz 
med the lyke by the gouernonrs of Rozwape who chaunced 
at that tyme to bee pꝛeſent there. 

Abowt the mouthes of the ryuer Petzoꝛa that are toward 
the ryght hande from the mouthes of Dwina, are ſapd to bee 
dyuers and great beaſtes in the Ocean ; and amonge other, a 
certepne 
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certeyne great beaſt as bygge as an orc, which thinhabitaun: 


tes caule £9025. This beaſt hath ſhoꝛte feetelyke a beuet 02 
an Otter, with a bzeſt ſumwhat hilgh and bzode fot the pꝛo: 
poꝛtion of the reſidue of his body: and two longe and greate 
teeth growpnge owte of the vpper iawe. Theſe beats fox 
reſt and increaſe, doo ſumtymes leaue the Ocean, æ by great 
heardes alcende the mountapnes: where befoze they gpue ths 
ſclues to pꝛotounde lleepe {wherunto they are naturally inclt 
ned) they appoynt one of thcpz number as it were a watche: 
man as doo cranes foz the ſecuriticof the reſte, Whiche if he 
chaunce toflecpe. 02 to bee llapne of the hunters, the reſidue 
may eaſcly bee taken, But if the watchman gyue warnynge 
with rozpnge (as the maner is) immediatly the hole hearde a 
wakened therebp, ſuddepnlp put thepz hynder keete to theyz 
tceth: And ſo faulpnge from the mount apnc with great cele: 
ritie as it were on a ſicade, they caſt the ſelues headlong into 
the Ocean : where alſo they reſt and lcepe foz a whyle vppon 
the heapes of Jſe, The hunters purſue theſe beaſtes only foz 
they teethe : Of the which the Qoſcouites, Tartars, and cCl 
pecially the Turkes, make haftcs fox \woozdes and dagges 
very artificially: And vle theſe rather foꝛ oꝛnamente, then ta 
gyue the greater ſtroke foz the wepght oz heauineſſe thereof 
as ſumme fable. Alſo amonge the Turkes, Moſcouites, and 
Tartats, theſe tcethe are ſoulde by weight, and are caulcd 
the teethe of fplThes,

And wheras the ſapde Latholpke 
pꝛinces had not monp pzeſently to diſpatch Colon, Lups of ſ. 
Angell thc kynges ſecretary of accomptes, lente thepm ſpre 
quentes of marauedes, whiche in a groſſe ſumme make, xvi. 
thouſande ducades. Two thynges are herein chiefely to be 
noted: wherof the one is, that fot ſo ſmaule charges they 
haue increaſed the reuenues of the crowne of Laſtple as much 
as the Indies are in value. The other is, that endynge the 
conqueſt of the AJoozes who polleTed the kpngdome of Gra: 
nada eyghe hundzeth ptares, they immediatip beganne the 
conqueſt of the Indies, as though the nation of the Spanp⸗ 
ardes were euer appoynted to fepght agepnſt infidels and ene 
mies of the fapth of Jeſu Chpſt. 
By this trauayle of Colonus in ſo noble an enterptyſe and 10 
harde ſucceſſe, dooth the ſayinge of plinie appere to be moſt tre w, 
wher in the pretace of his natural hyſtoꝛy wiyttẽ to thẽpꝛour ue ſpa 
ſiã he wꝛiteth i this maner. es ardus vetuſtis nouitatem darr: Nowis, autor 
latem: abſoletis, nitorem, obſcuris, lucem : ſaſtiditis, gratiam: dubiis, fidem : om- 
mbus vero naturam, et natura ſus omni.

they vle them in the ſtcadeof hoſes. Sume wapte that thep 


are as bygge as the pounge foles of camels : and that they; 
woolle is verp ſofte and fine. Alſo*that the ewes bꝛynge 
furth lambes twyle a pcarc, The people are wyttp and of gen 
tyl behauoure, Lunuynge aiſo in artes, faythful of pꝛomes, 
and of maners not greatly to bee diſcommended, ſauc that 
they are ignozant of Chꝛyſt: who neucrtheleſſe is nowe know 
en vnto them in many places, as our hope is he ſhalbe dayly 
moe and moꝛe if all pzinces wyll herein putte theyꝛ helppnge 
handes to the plowe of owte lozde, and lende lahourers into 
* his vpneparde.

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This Jlande is ſituate in the mpddeſt of the rpuer: and is dp- 
ftant from the mouth of the ſame abowdt fortie leaques. as the 
ſapde Admirall attempted to expugne the Jland, he was ſud 
depnly oppꝛelled and apne of the Indians that pꝛiulie al: 
ſapled hym. Wherwith neuertheleſſe theyz barbarous cruel: 
tie was not ſatiſfyed vntpll they had tozne him in picſes and 
deuoured hym. But manp peares after, Themperoures maie⸗ 
ſte and kynge of Spapne Charles the fpfte, ſente fooꝛth Se: 
baſlian Cabot (a man of great courage and ſkplfull in Coſmo: 
graphic, and of no leiTe experience as concernpnge the larres 
and the lea) with commaundement to diſcouer and ſubduc the 
Jlandes of Tharſis., Ophir, Lipango, and Lot Cathap. Ue: 
ceaupnage therfoꝛe His commiſTion and pzoccadpnge kozwarde 
on his vpage, he arrpucd by chaunce at this Jlande: The 
cauſe wherof was that the pzincipall veTell was loſt by chip: 
wꝛacke, and the men that ſaued thep2 lpues by \wpmmpnge 
were receaued into other ſhyppes. Perceaupnge therfoze that 
by reaſon of this chaunce he could by no meanes perfozme his 
vpage attempecd, he intended to crpugne the ſapde Jlande, 
and theruppon to conuepgh his vytt aples to land, to ptepare 
his ſoldiers to thinuaſion, to plant colonpes, and to erect fo 
treſſes by the rpucrs ſpde wherbp the Spanpardes mpght bee 
defended from the violence of the barbarians, But befoze he 
attempted this, he was aduertiſed that the Jlande was riche 
in golde and ſpluer. Which thynge dpd ſo cncozage him, that 
withowt reſpect of perel he thought beſt to expugne it by one 
meanes 02 other, wherein his bouldencs tooke good effecte 
as often tymes chaunceth in great affap2es. Furthermoze as 
touchynge the rpuer, Sebaſtian Labote made relation that he 
neuer ſawe any c6parable vito this in bzedth and depth. Foz 
whercas it fauleth into the ſca,it contepneth. xx v. lcaques in 
bꝛeadth. From the mouth of the rpuer, Cabot ſapled vp the 
ſame into the lande for the ſpace of thee hundꝛeth and fiftie 
lcaques as he wzptethin his owne carde, That it is{of great 
depth, map hereby bee conſydered that manpe greate rpuers 
taule into it: ſo that the chanell can not bee ſhalowe that con 
tepneth ſuch abundance of water, and ſuche plentie of good 
and great fy!ſhes, Foz there in is maner no fylThe in the ſea, 
that is not founde in this rpuer. As ſoone as the Spanyards 
were let alande, they made a pꝛooke if the lople were A 
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to brart comme, Takynge thereloft liftie grapnes of wheate eruete 
and comnipttynge the lame to thy earth in tut moneth of SCP fruttuthes 
tencher, they gathered therof two thoiuſinde and fiftic at De 
comer nerte folowynge: where ſure beinge deccgued and 
nuſtakynge rhe thpnge, haue wiytten in the gcade of twa9 
thontande and !iitie, foftic chow ande and two. The lykc fet 
tilitie is there of all rler grapnt and pulſe, Furthermoze 
thmhabitauntes declared that not farre from that place,thcr ccntc1 aynge 
are great and hygh monntaynes in the which is founde great golde and vt 
plentie of galdt.

(iy ©he fyzl is, that it ſcemeth to me a thynge vnde⸗ 
cent to reade ſo much of golde and ſplucr,and to 
knowe lyttle oz nothynge of the naturall generation thereof, 
deinge neuertheleſle thpnges not onely moſt deſpzed, but alſo 
ſuch withowt the which at this age the lyfe of man can noe 
bee palled ouer withowt many aduerſities, fozaſmuch as po⸗ 
nertie is hatefull to all men, and vertue no further eſteemed 
then it is ſuppozted by ryches, ſyth nowe that lady that reig 
ned in Saturns dapes, is becomme the laue to hym that was 
then her bondeman in that golden wozlde, ſo named. not foz 
the deſpze that men had to golde, but foz thinnocencie of ly: 
nynge in thoſe dapes, when Mars was of no poure, and men 
thought it crueltie by bzeakpnge the bones of owre mother 
the earth, to open a wap to the courte of infernal Ju from 
thence to get golde and ſpluer the ſcedes of al miſchiefes and 
angels of ſuch a god, whom the antiquitie (not without good 
conſpderat ion) papnted blpnde, affirmynge alſo ”_= of hym 
golde and ſpluer haue receaned che pꝛopertie to Res the 
eyes of men.

ſum greate and ſum ſmaule, muche like vnto verpe trees that 
art in owlde woddes. They will alſo that in growynge, they 
teuer ingroſe them ſelues and reache towarde the heauen, con⸗ 
uertpnge into thepz nature the moſte diſpoſed and neare mat:

But pf pow ſhal chaunce 
ſo to fynde them that pow can by no meanes auopde them, J 
confozt pow that where ſuche cauſeof feare ſheweth it ſelfe, 
both that pow loſe not the charges of the caue and foz the bes 
ter ſafegarde of powre woozkemen, it ſhalbe neceTarp chas

ties which inſuc rather of this maner of woozkynge then of 
the other: as the diſticultie to deſcende and aſcende the caue,

And albeit (as ſume men 
vle to ſpeake) the fyndpnge of mynes bee an eſpecial grace of 
Bod, nenerthcleſſe, foꝛalmuch as we are bozne to laboure, 19 
ſhalbe neceſſary that we ſceke the ſame in ſuche places where 
they are bzought furth by the wooꝛke of nature, and by ſear: 
chpnge to fynde them, and beinge founde co dygge foz them, 
and by this meanes to tectaue the grace of Bod with apply: 
inge owre owne diligence therto, with helpe of the diſpoliti⸗ 
on of foztune and naturall iudgemente. And pet ſhal not this 
only ſuckice withowt ſufficiencicof money able to ſuſtepne ths 
charges and continue the woozke: to thende that ik pow can 
not tpnpſſhe it with powr owne expenſes, pow mayeſupplye 
the lame by the ayde of other, epther patrones oz parteners, 
But let vs nowe ceaſe to reaſon anypfurther of theſe thinges, 
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Pꝛeſuppoſpng therfoze that pow haue alrcdp paTed the char⸗ 
ges, and haut not only founde the mpne pow lought, but al- 
ſo haue dzonght furth to lyght a great quantitie therot, it (hal 
then bee needeful (as a thyng chiekelp to be conſpdered befoze 
pow begin to dygge) wel to ponder g examen both the cdõmodi 
ties of ſuch thynges as ſhall occurre, and alſo of ſuch wherof 
pow ſhall haue neede: as tymber and woodde of all ſozres,

Diligent conſideration muſt 
lpkewple be had to the ſituacion of the place where the bupl: 

pnges ſhalbe erected: as that the plotte therof bee commodi: 
ous with abundaunce of water haupnge a good faule, Alſo 
not onelp of plentie of woodde and cole nere vnto the mpne, 
but of ſuch as may ſerue the turne. And of all other incommo 
dities, powe muſte chiefelp auopde the lacke of water, as a 
thynge of greateſt impoztaunce and moſt neceTarie in this ef: 
fecte, Foz by the fotce and weyght of the courſe hereof, 
wheeles and dpuers other ingenious mſtrumentes are adap: 
ted with caſe to lpfte vppe greate bellowes to make fycrs of 
great poure, to btate with hammers of great wepght, and to 
turne myghtie and ſtronge engens, by the kozce whereof the 
trauaples of men are ſo much furthcred, that withowt ſuch 
helpe, it were in maner impollible to ouercome ſuche tedious 
trauaples 0z to arryue to the ende of the woozke, fozalmuch 
as the foꝛce of one whcele map lpfte moze,and that moze ſafe 
lp then the papnefull labour of a hundꝛeth men. Jt ſhal ther; 
fozc be needefull to haue great conſpderatton hercok, not on:

And wheras to theſe effectes it ſhalbe neceſlarie to haue many 
inftrumentes adapted fo the purpoſc, J can none otherwple 
ſpeake of them then in generall, conſpderpnge that accozding 
to the nature of the place and the mynt it ſhalbe neceſſary to 
vle inflrumentcs and iren tooles of dpuers kozmes, as there 
ought to be difference in ſuch wherwith pow ſhall dygge in 
mpnes engendered in marble, greete ſtone, and harde freeſe 
ſtone, oz ſuch other, Foz the dyggynge of ſuch as are found 
in deade and tender ſtoncs, as Alabaſter and marlc, it is re: 
quiſite to haue apte and ſtronge inflrumentes, as greate bee: 
tels, mattockes and ſpadcs of iren,alſo great # longe crowes 
of iren to lpfte great burdens : Iykewpſe greate and ſmaule 
pickc arcs ſum of iren and ſum of tele: furthermoze greate 
maulcs with handels and withowt handels, and ſuch other 
bothe of iren and fine ſteele hardened, if the hardencs of cone 
ſhall ſo requpze. But as foz ſuch as ſhall ſerue to dygge the 
mpnes which are engendered in tender and ſofte cones, J 
neede make no mention of them, fozaſmuch as the tooles of 
the common ſozte map ſuffice, and neceſſitie ſhail dayly furthe 
inſtructe pow to diuiſe ſuch as ſhal ſerue foz powre purpoſe. 
Albeit, foz the moſte parte, they ate beetels, maules, mattoc:

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the ſofte ſtones as fo2 the harde, it ſhalbe neceſarpe to haue 
great plentie of al ſoztcs, to thende that the mpners map loſe 
no tyme, and that the wooꝛke map go the better fozwarde to 
the comkoꝛt of the patrones of the mine.

The whicly 
although it be a metal moſt knowen, deſpzed alſo and ſought 
foz of all kyndes of men, pet are there not many that do care 
to knowe of what ſubſtannce oz natural mixtion it conſiſteth, 
But that pow ſhulde not be one of theim that knowe it onelp 
by name oz by ſuperficiall apparcnce, J certifie pow that the 
oliginall and pꝛoper matter therof,is nonc other then ena 
tall 
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tall ſu5ſtannces with equall quantitie and qualitic pꝛopoꝛtio: 
nate the one with the other, moſt perfectly purified by the ſub 
tylc wooꝛke of nature, Foꝛ of theſc be:nge thus iopned togp 
ther (and of cquall fozce) is engendered an amiable and moſt 
perfect mixtion by the helpe of fermentacion and decoction of 
the minerall heate, wherby is cauſed ſuch a permanent vnion 
betwene the layde clementcs, that they are in maner inſepera 
ble: So that by the vertuc of heauenlp influence oz of tpme, 
02 by thoꝛder of moſt pꝛudent nature, o2 by all theſe cauſes 
concurrant, iuch ſubſtaunce is conuerted into this metalline 
body that weeaule golde.

cr whoſe foꝛce dooth incinerate oz bꝛynge to aſſhes & reſoluc 
in maner all creatures: And pet is the poure hereof ſo karre vn 
ablet o deſtrop oz coxrupte this metall, that it is thereby the 
moze purified and made better. Lykewple the ſapde perfecte 
vnion oꝛ mixtion, cauſeth it to bea body withowt fleame, and 
wit howt vnctuous oz fat ſuperſluit ie: which is the cauſe that 
it euer remapneth in the natine bzyghtenes and fapzenes of co 
loure, in ſo much that when it is rubbed vopon any thynge, it 
leaueth not behynde it the tincture of anp blacke oz pelowe co 
lour, as doo in maner ali other metals: Noꝛ pet hath it anp 
taſte oꝛ ſauour that map be perceaued to the ſence, Further: 
moe, if it be caten epther wpllpuglp oz by chaunce, it is not 
venemous to the lyfe of man, as are ſum of the other metals: 
but is rather a medicine curpnge dpuers diſeaſes, In ſo much 
that nature hath gyuen vnto it of peculiar pzopertic, a vertue 
and pꝛiuilcage to confozte the weakenes of the harte, and to 
gpue iopfulnes and mpꝛth co the ſpiritcs, diſpoſynge therebp 
the mpnde to magnanimitie and atecmptes of great enterpꝛp⸗ 
tes. Which ſingular qualities, (ſum wyſe men aftirme that 
it hathreccaued by thinfluence of the ſonne, and that it is 
therfoze of ſuch gracg and poure to helpe men: eſpecially ſuch 
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as haue many great bagges and cheſtes full rherof, To con: 
clude therkoꝛe, this metall is a body tractable and bzpght,of 
coloure lyke vnto the ſoonne ? And hath in it inwardely ſuch 
a naturall attractiue o2 allurynge vertue, that beinge ſeenc, 
it greatly diſpoſcth the myndes of men to deſp2e it and eſteme 
it as a thyng moſt pꝛecious: although manp there arc whiche 
crye owt ageynuſt it and accuſe it as the roote and ſede of moſt 
peſtiferous and monſtrous couetouſneſſe, and the cauſe of ma 
ny other mpſcheues, But whether it bee the cauſe of moze 
good 02 euyll, we entende to lette paſſe this diſputation as a 
thynge vnpꝛofitable. To pꝛoceade therfozc as J haue begun 
J ſay (as befo2e) that the wooꝛthpneſſe whiche is founde in 
it, hath cauſcd me to entreate of it befoze anp other metall. 
And this the rather fo that thozder of this pꝛeſente wotke 
meth lo to requpꝛe, that J may the better deſcende to the de⸗ 
grees of other metals, to thende that in theſe owre partes of 
Italp, pow map haue ſum inſtruction of pzactice, whiche map 
redounde from pow to other, whereby the mpndes of all men 
map receaue ſum lpght: beinge well aTurcd that newe infoz 
mations, wilde the ſeedes of other newe wittic diuiſes in the 
vnderſtandynges of ſuche men as with theſe keys ſhall open 
they wpttes to arrpue to ſuche places whyther thep can not 
els coomme 02 by aup meanes appꝛoche. And nowe therfoze, 
byſpde that which J haue [apde vnto powe in generall, F.- 
wyl further in particular declare the nature hereof and the ge 
neration of the ſame, with alſo the ſignes whiche it ſheweth 
kurth, that J do not omptte any thynge. Laſt of all, J wyll 
ewe powe howe it owghe to bee pourged from ſuperauons 
earthpnes of the mine, after that J ſhal haue er pꝛelled the ma 
ner howe it is founde, But fozaſmuch as J haue not with 
mine epes ſecne the mount aines which contepne thempnes of 
golde, oꝛ the places where this thynge is put in p2actiſe, J 
wyll only ewe pow (haupnge made diligente inquiſition foz 
the lame) what hathe byn toulde me of credible perſons, 02 
what J haue gathered in readpnge of dpuers autoures, bp 
whom J am cercified foz a truth that the greateſt plentic of 
this metall, is founde in $ciebis, in thoſe pꝛouinces which we 
commonly caule the Eaſt partes, where the ſoonne extendeth 
his chiefe fozce and vigour.

nes haue bothe great vantage by thepz laboure, and punpſhe 
them ſufficiently foz thepz offenſes. Foz barbarous & ſtrange 
fouldiers of diucrs languagies, bare rulcouer them and keepe 
them to thepꝛ woꝛke, in ſuche lozte that thale of ſpcache be: 
inge taken from thyem, they can not bee coprupted dy loue 03 
intreatie. They dꝛawe golde owt of the hardeſt earth derocte 
with much fper. The ſofteſt ſtone which is bzoken with meane 
labour, is digged with inſtrumentts of irtn by the trauaple of 
many thouſãds of men.
